'Wing Commander Leonard Harrison, G.C., who died on July 17 [1989] at the age of 83, was one of Britain's 
outstanding bomb disposal experts, who probably defused more unexploded devices during the Second World War than 
any other man. Even after retiring from the R.A.F. in 1949 he continued his dangerous vocation, working in a civilian 
capacity for the Ministry of Defence until his final retirement in 1970. 

He earned his George Cross not for a single exploit:, but for a series of coolly executed bomb disposal operations in the 
early part of the war. In February 1940 he had rendered harmless an unexploded bomb which was wedged between 
decks in a grain carrying ship that had come into Immingham. 

But on his own admission his most hazardous task was on Good Friday 1940. Called by a telephone call from digging in 
the garden, he made his way to Grimsby and boarded a trawler which had just limped into the Humber with a live mine 
lodged in its bows. 

The mine was of a type not seen before, a cylinder three feet long and ten inches in diameter. On its top was an external 
arming mechanism set at "Feuer" (Fire). Shrugging off a powerful temptation simply to turn it to the Safe position, 
Harrison instead elected for a painstaking operation, carried out with tools scrounged from the trawler. After four hours 
he was able to get at the fuse itself and make the explosive charge safe. Only at that point he realised that the firing pin 
of the mine had jammed, and that any attempt to meddle with the arming mechanism would almost certainly have 
released the pin and detonated the mine.' 

His Times obituary notice refers. 

The outstanding Second World War bomb disposal G.C. group of seven awarded to Wing Commander L. H. Harrison, 
Royal Air Force, who was decorated for the first action for which the George Cross was awarded

The original joint recommendation - with Flight Lieutenant J. N. Dowland, R.A.F. - states: 

'On 12 February 1940, the S.S. Kildare arrived in Immingham Docks with a 250 Kilo German bomb wedged half-through the main 
deck. Flight Lieutenant Dowland inspected the bomb and realising that the fuse was of a type of which no previous knowledge was 
available, ordered his men below. Civilian Armament Instructor Harrison, however, remained with him while the bomb was defused 
and gave valuable assistance. 

On 22 March and 7 June 1940, he gave similar assistance in unarming and rendering safe unexploded German bombs and a new type 
of German depth-charge in ships off Grimsby. 

On all three occasion Mr. Harrison displayed conspicuous courage and devotion to duty in circumstances of exceptional danger and 
difficulty. He has also through his own initiative and private study become an authority on the fuse and exploder systems in German 
bombs.'

Leonard Henry Harrison was born at Devonport on 6 June 1906 and educated at the local Secondary School, as well as in Lancaster, 
where his father, an R.N. Recruiting Officer was also posted. Enlisting in the Royal Air Force as an Aircraft Apprentice at R.A.F. Halton 
in January 1922, he graduated from the base's School of Technical Training as a Fitter Armourer A.C. 1 in December 1924. 

Having then served in Hong Kong and been placed on the Reserve in the rank of Sergeant in 1934, he gained appointment as a Civilian 
Instructor at the Armament School at R.A.F. Eastchurch. From 1938, however, he served as Senior Civilian Armament Instructor at No. 
1 Air Armament School at R.A.F. Manby, Lincolnshire, where he carried out valuable experimental work with fuses, the Ministry of 
Home Security accepting his findings as the basis for a manual for use in the event of war. 

It was just such knowledge that led to his successful part - with Flight Lieutenant John Dowland - in rendering safe the enemy devices 
described in the above cited recommendation; tragically Dowland was killed while engaged in similar work on Malta a little over a 
year later. The following extract, taken from 'English Heroes', an article by Rose Coombs ( This England, Autumn 1981), 
adds further details in respect of events on 12 February and 22 March 1940: 

With Flight Lieutenant J. Dowland and Mr. W. C.Thompson, another civilian instructor, as his assistants, Len Harrison left R.A.F. 
Manby, calling in at his home to pick up some equipment he thought might be useful. On arrival at Immingham, Harrison and 
Dowland entered the cabin where they found that the crew had eased their task somewhat by placing mattresses under the bomb to 
stop it rolling about and to their relief they saw the fuses were uppermost. Mr. Harrison then carried out the procedure he had originally 
laid down for dealing with fuses. By applying a voltmeter they wore down the electric charge and removed the locking and location 
rings which rendered the bomb harmless. Mr. Harrison, with the aid of a railway employee, lowered the bomb from the ship over the 
side and into the awaiting R.A.F. vehicle for transport to Manby. There the component pieces were placed in the explosive stores and 
as a consequence of the incident courses in Bomb Disposal Training for senior N.C.Os were initiated. 

Two of these courses had passed through Manby when on Good Friday that same year another call was received. This time it came 
from Hull to say that a small fishing boat was in the Humber with an enemy missile on its deck. Mr. Harrison went to Grimsby where 
he was allocated a rowing boat in which two airmen rowed him out to the vessel. Before despatching the airmen back to the quay he 
borrowed a pair of woollen gloves from one of them as in his haste to answer the call he omitted to bring the rubber gloves he normally 
used. 

The missile was a dustbin-shaped object which had struck the combing on the port side of the forecastle as it landed and the parachute 
had carried away leaving the missile jammed against the bulkhead. Inspection proved it to be a type he had not seen before. The fuse 
was in the upper end of the body and his first thought was that, knowing the German for 'safe 1 and 'fire' he could set the pointer to the 
word 'blind' and all would be plain sailing. Several times he considered taking this step but each time instinct held him back. The 
missile body had been damaged on impact so therefore decided to extend the fracture in the case and extract the explosive. This he did 
with tools he found in the boat. The explosive was a greenish powdered material in the shape of cheeses (later identified as hexanite). 
He removed these lumps carefully and dropped all but one over the side into the sea. The remaining one was taken back to Manby for 
further examination. The removal of the explosive revealed the fuse and detonating components, which he made safe, then he signalled 
for his men to row back out to collect him and his 'treasure'. ' 

In May 1941, Harrison was commissioned in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve and took command of the Bomb Disposal School 
at R.A.F. Melksham, Wiltshire and, later still, at R.A.F. Kirkham. Then in May 1942, he was posted to the Bomb Disposal Branch at the 
Air Ministry: 

'From then until the end of the war he continued to carry out all manner of bomb disposal work and in fact he was engaged in very 
dangerous disposal tasks long after then. He went to Belgium and Germany where in 1946 he carried out the delicate job of defusing 
700 tons of bombs which had been booby-trapped in a dump not far from Brussels. He and his team rendered them harmless, knowing 
well that the slightest slip would cause the detonation of the entire cache, resulting in major damage and heavy casualties in the 
city' {This England, Autumn 1981, 'English Heroes', refers). 

In the interim, in 1943, Harrison was party to a ruse devised over lunch with fellow members of the R.A.F. Bomb Disposal Organisation 
at their Bush House H.Q. in the Strand. The idea was to reassemble the fuses of unexploded bombs, short circuit them and have them 
smuggled into enemy munitions stores. German bombers would then be blown up by their own bombs. The enemy unfortunately 
learned of the plan, but thousands of suspicious fuses were scrapped as a result. 

Harrison, who had been Head of the R.A.F's Bomb Disposal Organisation from 1944, was placed on the Retired List as a Wing 
Commander in December 1949, but he remained employed at the Air Ministry in a civilian capacity until 1970. He retired to 
Bexleyheath, Kent, was for many years an exemplary Hon. Treasurer of the V.C. & G.C. Association, and died in July 1989, at the age 
of 83.

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'Colonel Keyes at once answered this appeal. Taking with him an officer and ten of his own men, he proceeded to join 
them, directing his adjutant:, Lieutenant Pitcher; to bring up more men as fast as they could be got together. 

By dawn he had with him some seventy-five men at the foot of the rocks, on whom the enemy poured a continuous and 
heavy fire, hurling down at the same time huge stones, which caused several severe hurts. 

As soon as it was light enough to distinguish friend from foe, and his left flank was covered by Colonel Brownlow's 
corps > who moved out into the ravine below; he divided his force into two parties, gave the order to fix swords, and 
sounded the charge. The Pathans gave a wild shout of Allah! Allah! 1 (in the name of God) and rushed at the Crag, 
scrambling like cats from rock to rock, by ways through which but one man could pass at a time, in the face of a hot fire 
and heavy shower of rocks and stones. 

This daunted some of the men, and Lieutenant Pitcher who was leading at the time being stunned by a heavy stone, but 
two officers, Colonel Keyes and another , and about twenty-five men, arrived at the summit where they became engaged 
in an exciting hand-to-hand conflict. Colonel Keyes was severely wounded', but the place was won. 

The nature of the struggle may be judged of from the fact that sixty of the enemy's killed and wounded were left on the 
ground\ three standards captured, and the rest of their force was so much discouraged by the action as to retire from 
that flank altogether .' 

Captain G. V. Fosbery, V.C., describes the gallantry of Charles Keyes in the fighting at Craq Picquet during the Umbeyla 
Campaign, for which the latter was recommended for the V.C. - for a second time 
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The outstanding G.C.B. group awarded to General Sir Charles Keyes, Indian Army, the veteran of at least a dozen 
action-packed North-West Frontier expeditions in the period 1850-78: twice recommended for the V.C. - and thanked 
by the Government of India on countless occasions - he will best be remembered for his outstanding leadership of 
Coke's Rifles in the savage fighting at Crag Piquet during the Umbeyla operations of 1863 - during which he was 
severely wounded - and for his leadership of the Jowaki Expedition in 1877-78: he was the father of Admiral of the 
Fleet Lord Roger Keyes, G.C.B., K.C.V.O., C.M.G., D.S.O., Baron Keyes of Zeebrugge and Dover, and the grandfather 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Geoffrey Keyes, V.C., M.C., leader of the Commando raid on Rommel's H.Q.

Charles Patton Keyes was born in India in 1822, but his mother brought him home to England when his father died in 1825, where he 
was educated at Harrow and the Royal Naval School at New Cross. At the age of twenty-one, he was given a cadetship in the East India 
Company and appointed an Ensign in the 30th Madras Infantry, of which he became Adjutant. 

In 1849, after his promotion to Lieutenant, he was selected for service in the Punjab Irregular Frontier Force (P.I.F.F.), and was 
appointed Adjutant of the 1st Punjab Infantry, which was being raised in Peshawar by Captain John Coke, afterwards Major-General Sir 
John Coke, K.C.B. They became lifelong friends and Keyes learnt much about mountain warfare from his senior. 

Early days on the North-West Frontier 

He first saw action on the North-West Frontier in February 1 850, when he commanded the portion of "Coke's Rifles" that accompanied 
Sir Charles Napier to the Kohat Pass; for his services he received the Thanks of his Excellency and of the Local Government. In the 
following month, he was present with his regiment at the relief of a body of Mooltanese in a town on the Kohat-Kabul which was 
surrounded by Afridis, on which occasion the regiment went into action unaided and suffered heavy loss; he received the Thanks of the 
Government and remained on field service as Second-in-Command of his regiment in operations against the Miranzai tribes that 
October. 

Having then transferred to the Scinde Rifle Corps (afterwards 6th Punjab Infantry), he was likewise employed in the operations of 1852, 
participating in the actions at Prangghar, Tsha-Kote, Errosha and several other minor affairs in the Eusufzie and Ranazie Valley; he 
received the Thanks of the Government and ended the year in command of two companies of the regiment in a secret expedition 
against the Omerzie Wazirs in the Kafir Kote Hills, which services were also acknowledged by the Government. 

In March 1853, he commanded a wing of the regiment in operations against the mountain tribes in the Salimanee Range - services 
once more acknowledged by the Government - following which he was attached to his old corps, the 1st Punjab Infantry, on further 
field service. Having then seen further arduous service in the 6th Punjab Infantry, he 'returned home on furlough a very sick man, 
having served thirteen years in India without a break '. Sir Roger Keyes continues: 

'He was away for two years, and while at home the Indian Mutiny broke out. He clamoured to return to India at once, but the doctors 
would not pass him, and I can well imagine his feelings on reading of the splendid conduct of the P.I.F.F., which played an outstanding 
part in saving India in her hour of peril ... When my father was allowed to return to India in 1858, he resumed command of the 6th 
Punjab Infantry and was promoted to the rank of Captain' ( Adventures Ashore & Afloat , refers). 
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Expedition against the Mahsud Wazirs - First Recommendation for the V.C. 

In April I860, and by then commanding his old regiment the 1st Punjab Infantry, he participated in the expedition against the Mahsud 
Wazirs, marching through the Barara Pass, where he greatly distinguishing himself in in a fierce action fought on 4 May; he received 
the Special Thanks of the Supreme and Local Governments and of the Secretary of State for India and was given the Brevet of Major. 
Moreover, he was recommended for the V.C. by Brigadier-General Neville Chamberlain. Sir Roger Keyes takes up the story: 

'On 4 May 4 1860, the expedition was held up by a formidable position in the Barara Pass, the pass itself being blocked by a great 
abattis composed of large trees, which had been felled from a neighbouring grove, the remaining trees of which covered the 
obstruction from view. A series of stone breastworks had been thrown up right and left of the path, and these were held by a force 
estimated to be about 5000. General Chamberlain decided to attack the position in two columns: the main assault to be delivered by 
the right column, while the left column threatened the right of the enemy's position. 

My father's regiment was the reserve of the right column, and remained in the vicinity of a battery of mountain artillery, which was to 
support the attack. The assaulting force of the right column consisting of a regiment of Punjaub infantry, with another in support, had to 
advance over exceedingly steep ground, intersected by ravines, and the leading regiment became much dispersed before they reached 
the breastworks they were to carry. There was some hesitation, which emboldened the enemy, who dashed out tulwar in hand to attack 
the scattered force, and a temporary panic ensued. The regiment fell back in confusion, and threw the supporting regiment into 
disorder. The hills now resounded with the shouts of the Mahsud Waziris, as they drove the two regiments headlong down the hill. 

A contemporary record states: 

"Although many of the 1st Punjaub Infantry, who were in reserve, got mixed up with the two lines which had been driven back, those 
on the right escaped the panic; and Captain C. P. Keyes, putting himself at the head of this party, quickly turned the tide of affairs. The 
Mahsuds [Waziris], met by these men and by the fire of the mountain guns, retreated up the hill, hotly pursued by the 1st Punjaub 
Infantry, who took the main breastwork, and the other troops now rallying, the right of the position was won." 

Another contemporary record states that when a portion of his regiment was involved in the retreat my father shouted to those near him 
to stand first and ran forward with drawn sword to meet a Waziri chief who was leading the rush well ahead of his men. A brief hand- 
to-hand fight took place in full view of the opposing forces, and, having killed the Waziri chief, my father called upon the 1st Punjaub 
Infantry to charge, which they did with such vigour that the Waziris, dismayed by the fall of their leader, turned and fled up the hill, 
pursued by the 1st P.I., followed by the other two regiments, which, having been rallied by their officers, were spoiling to wipe out 
their lapse. 

This action was decisive, the pass was captured, and on the morrow the whole force moved into the enemy's country, and the tribes 
made their submission. 

General Chamberlain was given a K.C.B. for his services in this expedition, and nine years later the survivors received the India Medal 
with the "North-West Frontier" clasp - a clasp which covered a score of hard-fought expeditions, in thirteen of which my father took 
part. Sir Neville Chamberlain was bitterly aggrieved that his recommendations were overlooked, and is reported to have told the 
Commander-in-Chief that he would feel ashamed to wear the Star of the Bath so long as the services of those under his command were 
unrewarded. My father was eventually given a Brevet Majority, but the recommendation for the Victoria Cross which Sir Neville had 
submitted - in response to a request made the evening of the action by all the commanding officers present at the forcing of the Barara 
Pass - was ignored/ 

Umbeyla Expedition - Picquet Crag - Second Recommendation for the V.C. 

In August 1863, Keyes, once more in command of the 1st Punjab Infantry, joined the Umbeyla Expedition, his subsequent services 
resulting in him being appointed a C.B. ( London Gazette 5 August 1864, refers), in addition to receiving the Special Thanks of the 
Commander-in-Chief and of the Supreme and Local Governments, and being given the Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel. Once again, too, 
he was recommended for the V.C. Sir Roger Keyes takes up the story: 

'I do not propose to give a detailed account of this hard-fought campaign, but the official dispatches record that in the course of it my 
father greatly distinguished himself on several occasions, notably on 30 October 1863, when he initiated and led an attack on the 'Crag 
Picquet', which had been captured by the enemy, and the possession of which was vital to the safety of the British position. 

My father's regiment and a company of Guides Infantry under his orders were manning the advance and support picquet's protecting 
the right flank of the British position. Half an hour before dawn heavy firing was heard in the vicinity of the Crag Picquet, situated on a 
precipitous hill on the extreme right. My father at once went forward with a small party, to investigate and reinforce 'the Crag' if 
necessary. Finding that the post had already fallen he decided to wait under cover until reinforcements for which he had sent reached 
him, and daylight would enable him to distinguish friend from foe. 

The following extract from my father's report, published in the Umbeyla Dispatches, gives his version of what then occurred: 

"As the day broke I observed the 20th Punjaub Infantry enter the main picquet below, and, convinced of the danger of allowing the 
Crag to remain for even so short a time in the enemy's hands, I directed my men to fix swords and charge. After a most exciting and 
hand-to-hand fight we recovered the position, driving the enemy out at the point of the bayonet, with a loss to them of fifty-four killed 
on the spot and seven wounded .... The signal defeat of the enemy on the Crag, and the sight of their three standards still flying on the 
picquet, where they had planted them, but surrounded by our own instead of their men, seems to have conveyed a panic to the rest, 
and they quickly disappeared down the mountain. 

From the nature of the approach to the top of the Crag, amongst the large rocks, one or two men only could advance at one time, and 
while I ascended one path I directed Lieutenant Fosberry, of the late 4th European Regiment, to push up another, at the head of a few 
men. He led this party with the greatest coolness and intrepidity, and was the first man to gain the top of the Crag on his side of the 
attack. Lieutenant H. W. Pitcher, equally cool and daring, led a party of men up to the last rock, until he was knocked down and 
stunned by a large stone, thrown from above within a few yards of him." 

My father did not mention that he was the first to reach the top of the Crag (some moments before Fosberry arrived by another path), or 
that he was wounded. As he appeared over the top three men fired at him from point-blank range. One bullet struck the hilt of his 
sword and sent it spinning out of his hand, another shattered his left hand, and the third made two holes in his "pushteen" (sheepskin 
coat), which looked as if the bullet must have passed through his body, but actually it only grazed his side. Feeling for his pistol and not 
finding it, he remembered loosening his belt while resting before the alarm, and realized that he was unarmed. Fortunately he was 
closely followed by a devoted native officer, Subadar Bahadur Habib Khan, who attacked his assailants and protected him until he 
recovered his sword. 

Lieutenant-Colonel A. Wild, commanding the right-flank picquets, reported: 

"The attack upon the Crag Picquet, occupied as it was by the enemy in force, was, by the concurrent testimony of all the officers and 
men who witnessed it, a most daring and brilliant feat of arms, and to Major Keyes is due the credit of not only having planned it, but 
in person he led on his men to the assault, with a perseverance and intrepidity never surpassed. 

Major Keyes was gallantly supported by Lieutenant Fosberry, of the late 4th European Regiment, and his Adjutant Lieutenant H. Pitcher, 
and I trust that the Brigadier-General will deem the conduct of Major Keyes and his officers deserving of a recommendation to His 
Excellency the Commander-in-Chief for a reward of gallantry, so highly prized by an officer serving in Her Majesty's forces. Major C. P. 
Keyes and Lieutenant Pitcher were both wounded in the assault on the picquet." 
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Sir Neville Chamberlain described the action in his dispatch dated 31 October 1863 (the day after the action), and concluded: 

"I feel sure that I only anticipate His Excellency's judgment in stating that I consider the capture of the Crag Picquet by Major Keyes a 
most brilliant exploit. The decision and determination Major Keyes displayed stamp him as possessing some of the highest 
qualifications of an officer, and I recommend him strongly to His Excellency's favour." 

In the same dispatch Sir Neville recommended my father, Pitcher, and Fosberry for the Victoria Cross. The last two received it. 

In his final dispatch, when giving up the command owing to a severe wound, Sir Neville referred to my father's services thus: 

"Major C. P. Keyes, whose distinguished conduct on every occasion of his being engaged has been especially brought to notice in my 
various reports, Nos. 1, 2, 5, and 7, and whose claim to the Victoria Cross for his services on October 30th I submitted for His 
Excellency's consideration in my report No.5. His services have been of the utmost value to the force." 

However, the Commander-in-Chief in India, Sir Hugh Rose, informed Sir Neville that: 

"Personal gallantry on several occasions during a hard-fought campaign on the part of certain Majors in command of regiments was no 
more than their duty, and should be recognized by other rewards than the Victoria Cross, for which they had been recommended by 
their General in his published dispatches. They would instead receive a step in rank and the C.B. as more conducive to their future 
promotion and usefulness. A captain or a subaltern might stake his life and lose it for the sake of the decoration without playing with 
the lives of others, but that a field officer in command risked not only his own life, but possibly the success of the operation devolving 
upon him, by an unnecessary display of personal valour." 

I am sure the thought of a decoration had never entered my father's head in the two critical moments when he seized his opportunities 
so promptly and effectively, and for which he was twice recommended for the Victoria Cross/ 


Further actions on the North-West Frontier and command of the Jowaki Expedition 

Sir Roger Keyes continues: 

'In 1869 my father was in command of the Frontier station in Kohat, the garrison of which consisted of a Punjaub light field battery, the 
4th Punjaub Cavalry, and the 1st, 2nd, and 4th Regiments of Punjaub Infantry. For some time the tribes in the Kohat Pass had been 
giving considerable trouble, and my father was directed to bring them to reason. He organised an expedition which was completely 
successful and was rewarded by promotion to the rank of full Colonel, and he was appointed to command the Guides - the blue riband 
of regimental commands in the Indian Army. He held it for only a year, however, as in May 1870 he was promoted to the rank of 
Brigadier-General and given command of the Punjaub Frontier Force, as it was now called. 

Thus in twenty years my father rose from a subaltern in the 1st Punjaub Infantry to the command of a splendid fighting force, the 
spearhead of the army in India and the Warden of its Marches. He held this command for eight years, and, although constantly 
engaged, managed to keep the Frontier more or less peaceful by virtue of his personal prestige. In fact, to quote a contemporary: 

"The name of "Keek" Sahib Bahadur was well known up and down and far beyond our frontier. He was an accomplished Pushtoo 
scholar and a sportsman to the finger-tips. His gallantry in action endeared him to all ranks, whilst his constant shooting or hawking 
expeditions had brought him into contact with all the chief men from Baluchistan to Kashmir." ' 

During the above cited period, Keyes received the Special Thanks of the Supreme and Local Governments and of the Secretary of State 
and was given the Brevet of Colonel. 

Further accolades were to follow, for he next commanded the Jowaki Expedition 1877-78, as Brigadier-General and C.O. of the Punjab 
Frontier Force and the Kohat Column. He was elevated to K.C.B. ( London Gazette 9 March 1880, refers), mentioned in despatches and 
received the thanks of the Government of India. 

Sir Roger Keyes continues: 

'In 1878 my father gave up his command and brought home his small family, consisting of five children under seven years of age, to 
which four more were added later. He was succeeded in his command by Sir Frederick Roberts. Two years later my father returned to 
India to take command of the Secunderabad Division. In 1884, after a severe attack of cholera, he gave up active service and settled 
down in England, becoming a full General and G.C.B/ 

The General died in 1896 and Lady Keyes was granted a Grace and Favour Apartment at Hampton Court in 1902, where she lived until 
her death in 1916.

The name of Sir Henry Hozier, his brilliant military career and distinguished service to Lloyd's aside, is destined to be best remembered 
for its association with one of the twentieth century's most dynamic figures, Sir Winston Churchill. In 1878, Hozier had married Lady 
Blanche Ogilvy, daughter of the 5th Earl of Airlie, and in due course they had a daughter, Clementine. However, the Hozier's marriage 
was not a success and they became estranged, so much so that Sir Henry did not even list his marriage in Who's Who. Separation 
followed and Lady Blanche was compelled to bring her children up in somewhat reduced circumstances, in Seaford, Sussex and later 
still in France. Nevertheless, in the fullness of time, Clementine found happiness, her engagement to Winston Leonard Spencer 
Churchill being announced in the Times on Saturday 15 August 1908. 

Her father drew his last breath in Panama, where the British Consul announced his death from phaemia in early 1907.

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'He was as hard as nails. Spartan in his disregard of luxury, danger and death. The flesh-pots could never tempt him any 
more than wild horses, black fences or German bullets could daunt him. He was a man absolutely without fear and he 
accepted that state of mind as a matter of course. He was completely honest in his outlook on life, punctilious in his 
code of ethics and scrupulous in his sense of honour. It would have been impossible, unthinkable for him to lie. From 
his boyhood, he had exercised a self-control which made him utterly indifferent to pleasure, hardship or danger.' 

Major-General John Vaughan's obituary in the 10th Royal Hussars Gazette , refers. 

The outstanding Great War C.B., C.M.G., Boer War D.S.O., K. St. J. group of thirteen awarded to Major-General J. 
Vaughan, late 7th and 10th Hussars, onetime attached 21st Lancers: having emerged unscathed from famous charge at 
Omdurman, he was wounded in the course of winning his D.S.O. in South Africa, a notable action in which, 
according to Conan Doyle's history, his men galloped with such dash that some of them got among the Boers with 
their swords 

He subsequently rose to senior command as G.O.C. 3rd Cavalry Division on the Western Front 1915-18 and - in his 
70s - commanded the Home Guard in Merioneth and Montgomeryshire: 'Woe betide the Germans if they had thought 
of landing on our back door by the shores of Harlech' 

Fortunately for posterity's sake, the General's remarkable career is described in vivid detail in his entertaining 
autobiography - Cavalry & Sporting Memories

The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On 1 April 1902, near Springs, South Africa, when acting as Intelligence Officer to a column, he led the Queen's Bays to capture some 
Boers in a deserted farm. After capturing some prisoners, this regiment was attacked at dawn by superior numbers, and fought a rear¬ 
guard action until the 7th Hussars came up and counter-attacked the enemy. Major Vaughan commanded one wing of the bays during 
the retirement, after having been wounded before daylight, and subsequently advanced with a squadron of the 7th Hussars to assist 
them by his knowledge of the country, he continued fighting until he fainted.' 


John Vaughan was born at Nannau, Dolgelly, North Wales in July 1871, 'where his family, descendants and the ancient princes of 
Wales, have been since the dawn of time'. 

Educated at Eton and the R.M.C. Sandhurst, young John was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th Hussars in March 1 891. 

Advanced to Lieutenant in September 1894, he served with his regiment in Matabeleland and Mashonaland 1896-97 (Medal & clasp), 
prior to being embarked for Egypt & The Sudan. 

Egypt & The Sudan - Troop Commander , 'C' Squadron , Omdurman 

Attached to the 21 st Lancers as a Troop Commander in 'C' Troop, he subsequently participated in the Nile Expedition of 1898 (Queen's 
Medal; Khedive's Medal & clasp). Moreover, he participated in the famous charge at Omdurman, of which action he later wrote in his 
autobiography, Cavalry and Sporting Memories : 

'I have seen other battles since then but never anything so spectacular. The Dervishes came over the sky line and down the slope 
towards us at a jog's trot of five or six miles an hour chanting little songs about Allah. They were clad in dirty white jibbahs with square 
coloured patches on them. They were very conspicuous, the light was good, and they were at an easy Field Artillery range. 

Distributed among their infantry there were a few smallish guns, nine pounders probably, and every now and then they would turn one 
of these round and fire in our direction but I never saw or heard a shell arrive. I expect their home made powder was bad. 

We had the artillery of three Divisions plus four or five gun-boats enfilading their right flank. Sometimes I could see shrapnel bursting 
exactly right, low in front of them. When the dust cleared there were a few little white patches on the ground but the line came on at 
the same pace. In fact the Artillery fire could do nothing to stop them. About 700 or 800 yards in front of my position there was a dip in 
the ground across our front into which they more or less disappeared. When we saw them again they were in easy rifle and machine- 
gun range. This was the first time that I had seen massed rifle and machine gun fire and it was most impressive. It just swept the 
Dervishes off the face of the desert in a few minutes. 

I returned to my troop and presently the order arrived from 'K 1 ; 'The 21st Lancers will clear the road into Omdurman 1 . We moved out 
in column of troops with my troop disposed as Advanced Guard. We were soon held up however by Dervishes holding the lower 
Eastern ridges of Surgham towards the Nile. Of course there was no road in a European sense, merely a lot of more or less parallel 
camel tracks. 

We engaged these Dervishes with rifle fire and got a little way up the hill but could make no progress. Presently an infantry brigade 
arrived and cleared Surgham with the bayonet. 
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We then mounted and trotted to the South. I felt annoyed because although I still had the leading troop I was not ordered to send out 
any patrols. Presently I became aware of some snipers lining a ridge at an angle of about 280 degrees with our line of advance. They 
were firing into the right flank of our column of troops but not doing much harm. I then heard the joggle of troops wheeling and 
looking back saw the regiment wheeled into line and immediately conformed. I heard no order or trumpet to wheel into line or charge. 
We galloped over the snipers and then discovered a crowd of Dervishes in the wadi behind them. 

The regiment presented a wonderful sight with lances down and with a better line than you could obtain in a practice charge nine 
times out of ten. I was lucky in that my troop on the extreme left of the line hit the wadi on the straight where the water had not 
scooped out any steep banks. 

An instant before I glanced to the right and saw some brave little men on foot draw swords from their left armpits and rush to certain 
deaths on the oncoming lances. 

Personally I don't remember much about it except that I snatched out my .450 Webley and cleared a way for my Arab pony through 
the crowd. 

When I pulled up on the far bank of the Wadi, there was my dear old Troop Sergeant at my elbow, but the men were pig-sticking after 
the enemy all over the plain and it was the devils own job to collect them again. 

However, I was the first to rally a troop and moved to the left, C Squadron and eventually the Regiment rallying on us. We dismounted 
some troops and opened rapid fire into the crowd in the Wadi which soon began to disperse to the S.W. 

We then continued to a pool outside Omdurman where we watered the horses. There were several badly wounded Dervishes in the 
water but I foolishly refilled my water bottle to which I ascribe my subsequent dysentery. 

We had had a pretty tiring day, starting with morning reconnaissance, two dismounted actions and a full blown cavalry charge thrown 
in. 

I then got an order to take a patrol and locate the direction and numbers of the retreating enemy. I took six of the men with the best 
horses and rode South West. The desert was covered with individuals making off as fast as they could on foot. It was alright so long as I 
was in sight of the regiment, the enemy threw down their weapons and threw up their hands. But when I made the second ridge, 
perhaps two miles on, it was not at all so alright. There was a bit of mirage, but not very bad and I was guessing the length of the dust 
column of the enemy through my glasses when one of my men shouted: 'Look out, Sir, there is a bloke shooting at you!' 

With that he dropped his lance and galloped at a bush in which the sniper was seated and ran him through. Of course the enemy's 
firearms were very varied and not very accurate but I thought that if I made another bound to the next ridge it might be more awkward 
and 'K' might get no report at all, so I wrote them down as 20,000 marching S.S.W. and returned to the Regiment/ 

The Boer War - wounded - immediate D.5.O. 

Advanced to Captain in October 1899, Vaughan served on the Staff during the Boer War, acting as A.D.C. to the G.O.C., Cavalry 
Division and as D.A.A.G., Intelligence, Cavalry Division. Thus his part in the operations leading to the relief of Kimberley and beyond 
(Queen's Medal & 6 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps), services that resulted in him being given the Brevet of Major in November 1900 
and being twice mentioned in despatches (London Gazettes 4 May 1900 and 18 July 1902, refer). 

His immediate D.S.O. was won for a gallant cavalry action near Boschmanskop in April 1902, when, owing to casualties, he took 
command of a squadron of the Queen's Bays, prior to leading a charge of the 7th Hussars. Cavalry & Sporting Memories takes up the 
story: 

'The last of my night adventures contradicted all my previous ideas on Intelligence, because I saw with my own eyes, reported in 
person to my C.O. and yet was absolutely wrong. 

I went out one evening with Corporal Gloy, Tom Schmidt and a couple of natives about 10 miles N.E. of our bivouac to a ridge I knew, 
to see if anything was going on beyond it. We were lying in an old kaffir kraal, with our horses concealed behind the ridge, when I saw 
twenty-five Boers ride in from the East and off-saddle in a broken-down farm with a lot of loose corrugated iron lying about. 

This was Tom Schmidt's own farm and he said there was a good stream there, so I assumed they would stay the night. I left the two 
Kaffirs in observation behind the wall to give me a line on my return journey. I galloped the whole way home on 'Kimberley' who 
never put a foot wrong night or day and reported my twenty-five Boers to Dick Lawley, who said it was the Bays' turn for a round-up. 

I changed saddles on to a nice little mare we had recently got from the enemy and rode back with the Bays. 

The Bays were a fine regiment, well commanded by a sound and thoughtful officer, Colonel Fanshawe. They had a good drill for night 
marching. Instead of one troop as advanced guard they had two troops each in single file marching parallel. If they struck any enemy 
each troop would gallop from the rear to the outward flank thus automatically out-flanking and surrounding any enemy party. 

I picked up my two Kaffirs about 1 a.m. who had heard nothing. We trekked on down a cart road towards the farm but which by¬ 
passed it on the right. I had all my 'tame Boers' with me as I did not know where the night might lead us and was riding with Corporal 
Gloy perhaps 100 yards in front of the Bays. 

There was some moon but it was intermittent and in the bottom of the valley it was misty and drizzling. Suddenly the moon cleared 
and we found ourselves against a mass of horses, saddled up but halted. They seemed to me more than a cavalry regiment in mass. 
Then one of the horse guards let off his rifle and the Bays galloped forward on each flank. This stampeded the whole of the Boer horses 
and a brisk fire broke out from the direction of the farm on our left doing us very little harm. I think about a quarter of an hour of this 
only resulted in one officer and one man being wounded. The Bays did not return the fire, but whilst I was conferring with Fanshawe I 
heard the rattle of a Cape cart further down the track. I galloped after it and soon overtook it. I put my Colt pistol in the driver's face 
and said in my best Africaans, 'Ik sal ye dood schiet'. He stopped and I turned him round and took the Cape Cart back to Fanshawe. 
The passenger in the Cart was Commandant Pretorious, a somewhat aged Burgher, who it was important to capture. 

As it was policy not to get the 'tame Boers' involved in fighting, for the wild ones would certainly murder them if caught, I told Gloy to 
take all his men, except Schmidt, with Pretorious back to Boschmanskop as quickly as possible. 

Then Schmidt told us where was the 'Mooi Positie' or good kopje, which we would hold till and after daylight, when we could better 
guess what numbers we had bumped into and see what action we should take. 

Fanshawe asked me to distribute the Regiment on this kopje and I got half a dozen pickets of a troop each on foot with their rifles as 
well as I could in the dark. As dawn began to show I rode back and found five pickets well placed but could not find the sixth or left 
hand one. 

I therefore rode down the forward slope to look for it. I saw a dozen or so men in British cloaks and felt hats, which we had then 
adopted, and rifles at the trail, walking up the hill towards me. Suddenly they started shooting at me in the half light. I felt a very heavy 
and violent bang on my left foot as I turned my mare round and galloped over the sky line where I found the missing troop. I warned 
them that Boers on foot were trying to take the hill and they got to work with their rifles. Further to our right there was heavy rifle fire at 
very close ranges, the Boers not being able to turn our men off the ridge. I sent Tom Schmidt and a Bay N.C.O. on with a message to 
Lawley asking him to reinforce us. 

The three Bays Squadron Leaders had been killed or wounded so Fanshawe asked me to take charge of one and a half Squadrons on 
the left, while he commanded the right half of the Regiment in our retirement. 

When I got over the ridge and found this troop of Bays I dismounted. My left leg let me down and I found that I had been hit in the 
knee and not the foot as I imagined. My poor little mare then flopped to the ground and died. She had been shot through the lungs as 
we turned round. The Bays gave me a spare horse as they had had no horse casualties to date. 
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Getting away from that first ridge was a bit tricky as we were at such close quarters but our men put in some rapid fire before bolting 
for their horses. We had a few casualties amongst the horses, mine being one of them, but he carried me to the next ridge, where the 
Bays supplied me with yet another. 

After that things were comparatively easy as there were not many Boers mounted and able to pursue. In the distance, however, I could 
see about 150 galloping to try and get round Fanshawe's right flank and his men galloping obliquely to prevent them. I did not think 
that the Boers would try to push in between and so continued on the shortest route home. This lead us through a 'poort' or pass in a 
ridge where we held a position for a while. After that, on leaving our next position the Boers got bolder and galloped on the top of a 
grassy hill. 

I said to the Bays Sergeant: 'Come on, let's charge them'. To which I got the reply : 'We've got no swords'. Fatal mistake, in the craze 
for mounted rifles, the Bays had handed in their swords. 

Shortly afterwards, blessed sight, I saw the advanced guard of the 7th Hussars cantering over the open Veld. So I told the Bays' Sergeant 
he could keep the enemy off with his rifles but that I should join the Seventh for a counter-attack. 

'Titch' Leyland, a junior subaltern, drew swords and his patrols did likewise. What a transformation! All the Boers within sight turned as 
one man and galloped back. 

Now I thought if the Seventh with fresh horses can reach that 'poort' before the Boers on tired horses, they will murder the lot. So I 
galloped to try to reach their C.O., but some stray bullet hit my second bay horse in the hip and I only got within shouting distance of 
the rear troop of the regiment. There I saw one of my old Matabele pals, who dropped out of the ranks and gave me his horse. Presently 
the regiment halted in a fire position and I found the C.O. and Adjutant. 

'Don't stop here,' I begged, 'gallop to the next ridge and you will bag the lot'. 

'Oh,' he said 'You are excited! The Bays are alright now and we have done our job'. 

Then I fainted into the arms of Sergeant Major Wetherall, a grand soldier who had once been my troop Sergeant at Mhow. I can see 
him smile now as he put his arms round me. The next thing I remember was lying on my bedding roll at Boschmanskop and Dick 
Lawley talking to me/ 

Following his gallant part in the "Guerilla War" in South Africa, Vaughan exchanged to the 10th Hussars and excelled on the polo 
fields of India, following which he returned home to take up appointment as Brigade Major of the 1 st Cavalry Division at Aldershot. He 
was advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel in May 1908 and to Colonel in December 1911. 

The Great War - Divisional Command - C.B. and C.M.G. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Vaughan was serving as Colonel Commandant of the Cavalry School at Netheravon, but 
quickly went to France as G.S.O. 1, 1st Cavalry Division, B.E.F. Towards the end of the year, he took command of the 3rd Cavalry 
Brigade under Gough, a period of command described in detail in Cavalry & Sporting Memories , including an incident in May 1915: 

In May, after a couple of days in rest billets, the 3rd Cavalry Brigade were sent to take over a line near Hooge on the Ypres-Menin 
road, where there had been another gas attack the day before which had made a hole near Bellevarde Lake. Taking over at night I had 
strengthened our left with machine-guns and was busy with Charles Rankin and my field glasses when we saw about a half company of 
Huns with entrenching tools march into the stables. They walked across the open and we did not shoot at them when they bolted. 

But the ferret had to be a heavy shell. We were down to some absurd allowance of ten rounds a day for field guns and no one less than 
an army commander could order a heavy gun to fire. Fortunately the Army Commander was Allenby. 

So telling Charles what I was going to do, De Burgh, my Brigade Major and I went the shortest cut back to Brigade H.Q. This took us 
past the flank of a newly dug Hun trench and there were those wretched Huns, having dug in, calmly putting their blankets to dry in 
the morning sun. They began sniping at De Burgh and me at short range, so we threw ourselves into the long grass and wriggled on our 
tummies over the skyline. 

We then met an advanced party of Highlanders coming up to dig round the apex of the salient the Germans had made. I talked to a 
burly but battle weary N.C.O. who gave me much confidence. 

I had to motor right back to Abeele to see the Army Commander. He at once said that he would order five rounds from a Heavy Gun 
on to the stables. Fortunately two were enough, as they hit the stables with the second round and out ran the Huns, an easy target for 
the machine-guns and the 4th Hussars. 

Of course we - De Burgh and I - didn't get back to our H.Q. in time for anything but the reported event. Our H.Q. were in a delightful 
spot called 'Hell Fire Corner/ 

In October 1915, Vaughan was appointed G.O.C., 3rd Cavalry Division, in which role he served until early 1918, when he was 
appointed Inspector of Q.M.G's Services in the British Armies in France. 

Awarded the C.B. and C.M.G., in addition to being appointed a Commander of the French Legion of Honour ( London Gazette 1 May 
1917), he was five times mentioned in despatches ( London Gazettes 19 October 1914; 1 January 1916; 11 December 1917; 20 
December 1918 and 5 July 1919). 

Between the Wars - encounter with Himmler - 'Quite the most revolting and shifty-loo king man I have ever seen' 

Placed on the Retired List as a Major-General in 1920, Vaughan returned to his family seat in Wales, where he pursued his interests in 
hunting and riding, in addition to taking over the running of the Melton Club at Craven Lodge in Leiciestershire: 

Three times when he was well into his fifties he won the Open Army Point-to-Point on "Merrie England", a great, strong striding 
thoroughbred brown horse that was anything but an easy ride'. 

He also served as President of the Welsh Legion, in which capacity he 'took an interesting trip to Germany' with the Swansea branch of 
the British Legion' in 1936. He continues: 

'The Kiffhauser parade at Cassel was most impressive. They looked very solid, formed up in mass with their blue uniforms and middle- 
aged spreads. The mists were lifting as they marched on to the parade ground with numerous large swastikas, over 100,000 of them. 

Finally, came a company of Infantry and another of Hitler Youth, who took post in front of the veterans. 

The Hitler Youth presented arms with their polished spades more smartly than the Infantry with their rifles and bayonets. 

Then the talking began with Himmler, quite the most revolting and shifty-looking man I have ever seen. He was followed by some 
smart looking German Generals and high-ups in the 1 Kiff 1 organisation. A march past through the town then took place, the Swansea 
delegation leading. 

We had a very smart looking Legion Standard-bearer in Major John Nicholas of Carmarthenshire and were greeted by the populace, 
especially the women in the windows, with cries of 1 HeiI der Englander. 1 I think these salutations were spontaneous and expressed a 
general wish for no more wars. 

On our last night in Hamburg we had a terrific dinner at the Yacht Club, at which a very charming German officer named Kellerman 
got thoroughly well 'oiled, 1 though how he did it on laagers and bocks, I don't quite know. 

He said to me: 'I like the British Navy so much. In the Far East we served together and used to toast the two white nations. Why cannot 
we get together and dominate the world?' 

'We don't want to dominate anybody, 1 I replied. 

'Then how do you run the British Empire?' he said. 
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'We don't, it runs itself,' was my answer. 

I think that idea of domination is what has ruined the Germans and I hope that in time it will also ruin the Russians/ 

Return to uniform: Woe betide the Germans if they had thought of landing on our back door by the shores of Harlech' 

Swiftly returning to uniform on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939 - in his 68th year - Vaughan was appointed to the 
command of the Merioneth and Montgomeryshire Home Guard, in which capacity he swept aside much vexing 'red-tape' and set 
about a warm welcome for the enemy: 

'The whole countryside was aroused and alerted, with every contraption of war, ancient and modern, every booby trap, every military 
menace that had been imagined in the course of military history from Hannibal to Haig, and not excepting General Baden-Powell' (his 
obituary in the 10th Royal Hussars Gazette refers). 

Vaughan concluded his autobiography thus: 

'Today, except for my uniform as Hon. Colonel of the 10th Merioneth Cadet Battalion R.W.F., I have shed my khaki and returned to my 
extremely comfortable, but somewhat over-large, ancestral home at Nannau, there to live in the midst of my Welsh tenants of whom I 
can truly say that they are the most neighbourly of people in the world. 

I have much to be thankful for in a long life; good regiments, good friends, good luck, good sport, good horses and a good wife and 
home.' 

The General died in January 1956, following a riding accident: 'It was the end he would have chosen. He was carried home, shaken, 
bleeding, and put to bed, conscious but in no pain. Within a week he died peacefully.' 

On the day following his death, his long-served butler, Sylvanus Owen was heard to comment that the General "was a very plain man, 
without adornment of any kind. He wore an old leather watch strap and his clothes were never new." It was the highest compliment he 
could pay his master, for in common with many others, he worshipped him.

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'We advanced steadily across the open, fifteen paces between men and about forty yards between companies. We were 
soon under heavy rifle fire. The row was deafening but in that extended order hardly anyone was hit. I was on the right 
with P and Left-flank companies. We went on under a heavy fire over a donga to some cover behind rocks. Here the 
companies got rather mixed up having inclined away to the left. We went through the Leinsters and I found myself with 
a few of the Left-flank and L companies and some Leinsters under the shelter of a wall, with a huge rock on our right; 
which was being plastered with bullets. Some one ahead of the Wiltshire Regiment (of Clements' column), I think, 
shouted "For goodness 1 sake come on/' so I jumped over the wall and called out "Come on, any Scots Guards." 
Sergeant Brown and Corporal Calder of the Left-flank Company and Alston and Hanbury followed and we made for a 
kraal about 200 yards to our left front, and, my eye, they did let us have it. A man in the Leinsters was hit just behind 
me, Alston was shot close beside me. We had to roll under a beastly barbed wire fence of which they had the range 
exactly. We reached the kraal at last and found there the Colonel of the Wilts and some of his officers and men. The 
Colonel was wounded in the arm and one of his sergeants. We could not get a yard farther, nor could any of the 
companies. The poor Colonel was again hit, this time in the jaw, while looking round the corner to see where they were 
shooting from. Another poor fellow in the Wilts also exposed himself and was shot through the chest and died in a few 
minutes. So in our small body we had one man killed, the Colonel twice wounded, Alston and two of our men 
wounded, just before dark P company under Billy Lascelles got up a kopje in front of their position and occupied it. In 
fact the old battalion did I think more than their share of the work. If the battle had been fought as in the beginning of 
the war the casualties would probably have been 300 instead of 30 or 40' 

Colonel Harbord describes a hot encounter at Slaap Kranz on 27 July 1900, one of several of first hand accounts 
published in the regimental history of the Scots Guards. 

A fine Boer War C.B., Groom-in-Waiting's M.V.O. group of seven awarded to Colonel Hon. C. Harbord, Scots Guards, 
afterwards the 6th Baron Suffield, who was appointed to the command of the 1st Battalion in July 1901, after seeing 
much action as 2nd-in-Command of the 2nd Battalion: 'He was beloved by all ranks, and the men would have 
followed him anywhere. Surely he was the truest and most loyal friend a man could have; absolutely without guile or 
affectation, and gifted with a keen sense of humour'

Charles Harbord was born in June 1855, the eldest son of Charles, 5th Baron Suffield, who 'was in his day a well known social figure, 
who served the Royal Family in various affairs with loyal devotion and especially King Edward, to whom he was attached by ties of 
intimate friendship'; his mother, the youngest daughter of Henry Baring of Cromer Hall, Norfolk, was Lady of the Bedchambers to 
Queen Alexandria. 

Educated at Eton, he was appointed an Ensign in the Scots Fusilier Guards in April 1873 and was advanced to Lieutenant in April 1875. 
His early days in the regiment at Shorncliffe were marked by his predilection for unconventional costumes, thus his 'low-necked 
trousers' and boots said to have been made by the Armourer-Sergeant; fellow officers were also much entertained by his 'chaff' on The 
Leas with 'the pretty nurse with her push-buggy.' 

Having then served as A.D.C. to Lord Lome, the Governor-General of Canada from November 1878 until December 1880, where 'he 
was the life and soul of the vice-regal party', he was likewise employed under three successive Viceroys of India, namely Lord Dufferin 
(1882-84); Lord Ripon (1884-86) and Lord Lansdowne (1888-94). He was advanced to Captain in April 1887 and, as described in one 
obituary notice, proved a popular officer: 

'In India he was a great favourite, not only with the sahibs, but with the natives, from a maharaja to the humblest syce or kitmaga. A 
great sportsman, he knew the jungle better than most Englishmen; a good rider and polo player, he kept some wonderful ponies. A 
story is told which shows his delightful candid nature. An examination was being held, in Hindustani, presided over by a stuffy old 
Indian Colonel. On seeing the paper, which was a very stiff one, Charles marched up to the desk, and, depositing the paper, said to the 
Colonel, "Well, I fear I am wasting my time, and am sure I am wasting yours, so I wish you a very good morning." ' 

Appointed a Groom-in-Waiting in Ordinary to Queen Victoria in 1895, his duties took him to Balmoral in the following year, where his 
popularity remained undiminished, one courtier describing him as 'a very nice frank good-hearted man.' 

Having been promoted to Major in May 1896, he was present on parade at Windsor Castle in July 1 899 - as Company Commander of 
Left Flank, 2nd Battalion, Scots Guards - on the occasion of the presentation of the State Colour to the Regiment by Queen Victoria. 

A little over four months later, Harbord was appointed second-in-command of the 2nd Battalion, in which capacity he was embarked 
for South Africa in May 1900. He was subsequently employed in operations in the Orange River Colony in May-November 1900, 
including the actions at Biddulpsberg and Wittebergen in July; so, too, in subsequent operations in the Transvaal in early 1901. 

He was awarded the C.B. and given command of the 1st Battalion, in which capacity he participated in further operations in the 
Orange River Colony in the period July 1901 until May 1902 (Queen's Medal & 3 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). Here, then, a 
period of command in which Charles Harbord won the affection of all ranks, his sense of humour - however trying the conditions - 
rarely failing to shine. As one 'distinguished Guards General' later recalled: 

'Once, during a halt on the veldt, one of the men called out to a comrade named Charles, asking for a "fag". The Commanding Officer, 
entering into the spirit of the fun, at once gave the contents of his case to the man.' 

Mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 10 September 1901, refers), Harbord brought the 1st Battalion home from Cape Town in 
September 1902, and responded to a welcoming address from H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught. He added the M.V.O. to his accolades 
in the same year; so, too, the Delhi Durbar Medal 1903, during the course of his final appointment in India. He was placed on the 
Retired List in April 1904. 

Succeeding to the title of the sixth Lord Suffield in April 1914, he served as Captain of the Yeoman of the Guard 1915-18 and died in 
London in February 1924.

'Although holding no hospital appointments he has had a continuous good record of ship's work since he entered H.M. Service. 
Commended for service in action from Vice-Admiral, Eastern Mediterranean ( London Gazette 14 March 1916), and received special 
notice from Vice-Admiral Sir J. de Robeck for his interest in the health of the Squadron. His name is put forward for favourable 
consideration for a Military C.B.' 

John Menary was born in January 1865, the son of a farmer from Blackwatertown, Co. Armagh. Educated at Mr. Gibson's School in 
Armagh, he went on to study medicine at Queen's College, Belfast and Trinity College, Dublin, and was registered as a Medical 
Practitioner in May 1886. 

Entering the Royal Navy as a Surgeon shortly thereafter, he was employed in assorted depot and coast guard ships until joining H.M.S. 
Urgent on the West Indies Station in March 1889, in which capacity he was also employed in Jamaica Hospital from April 1891 to May 
1892. Having then returned home, he served at Devonport before returning to sea with an appointment in the gunboat Swift on the 
China Station in early 1894, remaining similarly employed until May 1897 when he came home to Chatham Hospital. Next employed 
in the store ship Tyne in the Mediterranean, he was advanced to Staff Surgeon in August 1898 and, on removing to the cruiser 
Gladiator , to Fleet Surgeon in August 1902. 

Menary continued to enjoy a spate of seagoing appointments in the period leading up to the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, by 
which time he was serving in the battleship Lord Nelson, the flagship of Vice-Admiral Sir Cecil Burney. He remained similarly 
employed in the Dardanelles until November 1916, witnessing the bombardment of the inner forts in support of the initial landings in 
early March 1915 - the forts engaged the Lord Nelson heavily on 7 March and hit her several times. After swift repairs at Malta she 
returned to take part in the main attack on the Narrows' forts on 18 March, in the landings on 25-26 April, and in the bombardment of 
the Ottoman field batteries on 6 May, prior to the second battle of Krithia; as cited above, Menary gained a commendation for his 
services in action from the Vice-Admiral, Mediterranean and, later still, the C.B. 

Back home once again, he was employed at the R.M.A. Headquarters at Eastney until the end of the war, gaining advancement to 
Surgeon Captain in February 1919, the same month in which he was placed on the Retired List. He settled at Fareham in Hampshire 
and died in December 1941.

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'Later two further attacks, each by five aircraft:, singled out the Ark Royal for particular attention. They came steadily on, 
seemingly undeterred by gunfire or fighters and flying a steady course. On both occasions Ark Royal was completely 
hidden by bomb-splashes and on both occasions she was straddled', several near misses being very near indeed-about 
10 yards from the ship-drenching the flight-deck with water; breaking a few light-bulbs and crockery, but doing no other 
damage. Admiral Somerville, watching from the bridge of the Renown, thought the Ark was gone as she disappeared 
completely behind the bursts of a dozen bombs, but she came out undamaged', "all her guns blazing; like a great angry 
bee." Soon after this the attacks ceased .' 

Ark Royal, by William Jameson, describes the aircraft carrier's ordeal at Cape Spartivento on 27 November 1940, when 
commanded by Captain C. S. Holland, C.B., R.N. 

'Captain Holland, whose health had for some time been worrying Surgeon-Commander Williams (there are few, if any, 
more demanding jobs than captain of an aircraft carrier), was to be relieved by Captain L. E. H. Maund. The ship's 
company was sad to see "Hookie" go; perhaps the young pilots were saddest of all, for they felt their Captain, sensitive 
and understanding as he was, appreciated their very special problems ... Many of the pilots, young and sometimes 
rather brash, were new to Service life. To get the best from them - and effectiveness of the entire ship depended on them 
giving of their best - needed leadership of a particular kind. "He made us feel important," said one of them afterwards. 
What finer tribute could a carrier captain wish to have?' Ibid. 
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A fine Second World War C.B. group of thirteen awarded to Rear-Admiral C. S. "Hookie" Holland, Royal Navy, who 
commanded the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Ark Royal in the early stages of the war, when he had the difficult duty of 
attempting to negotiate the surrender of the French Fleet under Admiral Marcel Gensoul at Oran in July 1940: having 
then commanded the Signal Department (Wireless and Radar) at the Admiralty, he was advanced to flag rank and 
commanded the naval forces at the liberation of Singapore in August 1945

Rear-Admiral C. S. "Hookie" HollandC.B., R.N. - a special kind of leadership

Cedric Swinton Holland was born in October 1889, the son of Admiral Swinton Holland and entered Britannia as a Cadet in 1905. He 
first went to sea as a Midshipman in H.M.S. Sussex in May of the following year and, having been advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in 
September 1909, served in the royal yacht Victoria & Albert. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was serving in the cruiser Shannon in the Grand Fleet, the flagship of Admiral Sir 
Charles Madden, C.O. of the 2nd Cruiser Squadron. He remained similarly employed until specialising in signals, as a consequence of 
which he was appointed Flag Lieutenant to Rear-Admiral Mark Kerr in his flagship the Queen Elizabeth in the Adriatic in the summer of 
1916. Then from April 191 7 until the end of the war, he served as Wireless Officer on the staff of Admiral Beatty. He was awarded the 
Italian Order of the Crown and mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 5 April 1919, refers). 

Following his advancement to Commander in December 1924, Holland qualified at the Staff College and served as Executive Officer of 
the cruiser Kent on the China Station, before returning to Staff College as an instructor in 1930. Advanced to Captain in June 1932, and 
after a year on special service, he commanded the 2nd Destroyer Flotilla in the Mediterranean from 1934 to 1936, following which he 
attended the Imperial Staff College. Then in 1938 he was appointed Naval Attache in Paris, in which capacity he was still employed on 
the renewal of hostilities. 


Ark Royal - Norway 

On his return to the U.K. he was appointed to the command of the aircraft carrier Ark Royal in April 1940, the commencement of a 
memorable period of operations. A good summary of Holland's period of command, which ended in April 1941, appears in Sea 
Breezes (Vol. 47, No. 336, December 1973): 

The next interesting phase of the Ark Royal was to begin on 23 April 1940 when, commanded by Captain C. S. Holland and 
accompanied by the carrier Glorious , she sailed from Scapa for Norway. Hitler had invaded that country on 10 April while the two 
carriers had been 'working up' in the Mediterranean. Now, after a hurried dash to home waters both ships were to provide cover for 
naval ships, convoys and the troops on landing. Also it was required that their aircraft should attack German occupied airfields in 
Norway. 

At that time ship-based aircraft were subject to greater limitations of performance than are the modern "Phantom" aircraft serving with 
the Fleet today. Because of this, they were no match for the planes of the German Air Force they were to meet. However what the 
naval airmen lacked in aircraft performance, they more than made up in skill and determination, the Skuas in their fighter role shooting 
down at least 20 enemy aircraft and damaging many others. The Swordfish as bombers even used their lack of speed and ability to fly 
at nought feet over the water, to an advantage. 

The carriers themselves were at great risk throughout this operation, not only from the enemy aircraft but also the German heavy ships. 
Just how great the risk was can be seen by the fact that the Glorious and the destroyers Ardent and Acasta were intercepted and sunk by 
the battle cruiser Scharnhorst on 8 June. 

Five days later, at midnight on 13 June, 15 Skuas left the Ark Royal to attack the Scharnhorst , then in Trondheim harbour some 50 miles 
from the coast. This gave the aircraft approximately 160 miles to cover and, with the perpetual daylight of that time of the year, any 
surprise element in the attack was impossible. 

In the face of intense anti-aircraft fire from the Scharnhorst , two cruisers, four destroyers and the shore batteries, the aircraft pressed 
home their attack in two waves. These were led by Lieutenant-Commander J. Casson, R.N. and Captain R. T. Partridge, R.M. The two 
leaders were among the 16 pilots and observers lost during the raid. The following day, with the evacuation of Norway complete, the 
Ark Royal returned to Scapa.' 
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Church ill's 'Melancholy Action' - destruction of the French Fleet 

Sea Breezes continues: 

The 18 June 1940 saw the Ark Royal leaving Scapa to play her part in what Winston Churchill described as 'This Melancholy Action". 
She was joining Force H at Gibraltar, and on 3 July with the remainder of the force, approached Oran. 

With the capitulation of France the future of the French fleet was a matter of grave concern to the British Government. At Oran and the 
nearby military port of Mers-el-Kebir lay the new battle cruisers Strasbourg and Dunkerque, with two battleships, several light cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines. Captain Holland of the Ark Royal who had been Naval Attache in Paris was sent inshore to discuss the 
situation with Admiral Gensoul. 

The French Admiral declined to receive Captain Holland so the latter could only forward the British proposals in the form of a 
document. 

Briefly the British proposed that the French Fleet should continue to operate with the Royal Navy or sail under British control to a 
British port the crews being repatriated on arrival. An alternative was for the ships to be demilitarised in the French West Indies. Should 
the French Admiral decline these offers he would be required to sink his ships within six hours. 

In the event of failure to agree with any of these proposals, the Flag Officer of Force H was to use whatever force necessary to prevent 
these ships from falling into enemy hands. 

Admiral Gensoul, faced with this document, decided to talk to Captain Holland and the discussion to prevent a battle between allies 
went on for several hours.' 

At length, however, all of Holland's efforts proved to be in vain. William Jameon's Ark Royal takes up the story: 

'In a last effort to avert what he had always felt to be a calamitous outcome, Captain Holland signalled to the Hooc/ shortly before 
1600: "Admiral says crews being reduced, and if threatened by the enemy, would go to Martinique or U.S.A. This is not exactly our 
proposition, but I can get no nearer." 

Hardly had the message been sent when the French Admiralty's reply to Gensoul's message of 1200 arrived, instructing him to inform 
the British intermediary that Darlan had ordered all French forces in the Mediterranean to close Oran. Shortly afterwards Admiral 
Somerville sent out his final signal, this time direct to the Dunkerque : "If one of British propositions is not accepted by 1730 B.S.T.- I 
repeat 1 730 B.S.T. - I will have to sink your ships." 

At 1625 Captain Holland was seen into his boat by Admiral Gensoul. Before he could rejoin the Foxhound, lying off the boom, shells 
were falling on Mers-el-Kebir ... The destroyers Foxhound and Forester, which had brought our delegates to confer with Admiral 
Gensoul, came under heavy fire, but miraculously escaped untouched, though repeatedly straddles by salvoes from the French 
destroyers and the Strasbourg.' 

Sea Breezes continues: 

'Just before the shooting began, the Strasbourg and six destroyers in a fine feat of seamanship, broke out of the harbour eluding Force H 
and steamed eastwards at full speed. Six Swordfish bombed up and set off in pursuit. On sighting the Strasbourg they attacked, their 
bombs straddling the ship but scoring no hits. 

Meanwhile off Oran the tragedy had begun as the ships of Force H opened fire. The bombardment lasted for 10 minutes with Swordfish 
spotting for the guns. Five other Swordfish escorted by Skuas mined the harbour entrance: as a result of the bombardment the battleship 
Bretagne and two destroyers were sunk, and the Dunkerque damaged and run ashore. 

At 8 p.m. that evening a second strike of Swordfish left the Ark Royal to attack the Strasbourg and her destroyers. They found the ships 
steaming at 28 knots and making smoke some three miles from the North African coast. 

The Swordfish went into action, dropping their torpedoes outside the destroyer screen and, although they reported one hit, the 
Strasbourg steamed on into the gathering darkness. 

Reconnaissance reports over the harbour at Oran the next day showed that the Dunkerque although ashore, was not permanently out 
of action. Reluctant to order another bombardment, Admiral Sir James Somerville sent in two squadrons of Swordfish armed with 
torpedoes. 

The two squadrons left the Ark Royal at 5.15 a.m. on 6 July, arriving over the harbour at sunrise. Attacking in three waves at least four 
torpedoes hit the target, and the Dunkerque was out of action for a long time to come. 

The fact that it had been necessary to mount such attacks against a former ally soured any sense of achievement. For the naval airmen 
some lessons had been learned among them the fact that it was necessary to get inside the destroyer screen when attacking a capital 
ship with torpedoes, and that torpedo carrying aircraft were a force to be reckoned with, whether by night or day.' 


Further operations in the "Ark" 

Sea Breezes continues: 

'The Ark Royal was to be involved in an equally unpleasant task later in the year when on 23 September she accompanied General de 
Gaulles's forces to Dakar as Force M. Resistance to the General by the forces in Dakar led to the landing being abandoned. 

In between that time, the Ark Royal and her aircraft were in combat with the Italian Air Force. On 9 July a strike was launched against 
Cagliari on the South Coast of Sardinia with bomb and mine laying aircraft. Against intense anti-aircraft fire and later fighter attacks, the 
aid was pressed home. One Swordfish force landed on an enemy airfield during the raid and the crew were taken prisoner. On 2 and 3 
September 2 two more attacks were mounted against Cagliari, and again on 9 November when, after refuelling, the Ark Royal returned 
to the attack, this time with Fairey Fulmars replacing the Skuas. 

The 27 November saw the Ark Royal and the remainder of Force H escorting an Eastbound convoy south west of Sardinia. A Swordfish 
on reconnaissance sighted an Italian force of two battleships, six cruisers and 16 destroyers. Force H turned to attack. It was necessary 
to slow down the enemy ships if they were to be brought to action, so 11 torpedo carrying Swordfish took off. Twenty minutes later 
they sighted the Italian cruisers steaming in two columns and the two battleships screened by seven destroyers. The cruisers were being 
engaged by advanced units of Force H. 

The Swordfish swooped into the attack concentrating on the two battleships and dropping their torpedoes inside the destroyer screen. 
The leading ship, the Vittorio Veneto was hit abaft the after funnel and there were explosions astern of her and ahead of the second 
ship, one of the "Cavour" class. 

A second strike was airborne an hour later and attacked the cruisers. Unfortunately in spite of the recorded hits the enemy speed was 
still such that the Renown was unable to bring them to action. 

Because of the flying operations, the Ark Royal was operating some three miles from the main force and became a major target for the 
Regia Aeronautica. Squadrons of Savoia 79s repeatedly attacked the carrier, and several times observers onboard the flagship thought 
the Ark Royal had been sunk; then she emerged un-damaged from the welter of smoke and spray. 

In the weeks that followed, the Ark Royal carried out the work of war as a floating aerodrome for air reconnaissance and search, 
covering the movements of Force H and the convoys they escorted. There were repeated actions against the Italian Air Force in which 
the naval airmen fought with great determination ... '

Owing to ill-health caused by the strain of senior command, Holland came ashore in April 1941, the same year in which he was 
appointed an A.D.C. to the King. He was twice mentioned in despatches ( London Gazettes 1 July 1941 and 6 January 1942, refer). 

Having then been advanced to flag rank, he served as Director of the Signal (Wireless and Radar) Department at the Admiralty until 
November 1943, when he was appointed to the staff of the Eastern Fleet in Colombo. 

Far East - journey's end 

He was awarded the C.B. and promoted to Vice-Admiral and, with his flag in the cruiser Sussex , departed Trincomalee in late August 
1945, with overall command of the force that occupied Penang on 3 September and Singapore two days later. He was subsequently 
among those present at the official surrender ceremony of Japanese forces in South-East Asia and was appointed a Commander of the 
American Legion of Merit ( London Gazette 13 August 1948, refers). 

Holland was placed on the Retired List in 1946 and served as Chairman of King George's Fund for Sailors until 1949. He died in 
London in May 1950.

Frederick Charles Ulick Vernon-Wentworth was born on 10 June 1866, the son of Thomas F. C. Vernon-Wentworth, of Wentworth 
Castle, near Barnsley, West Yorkshire. Served in the Royal Navy. Was a Midshipman aboard the battleship F1.M.S. Agincourt at the 
bombardment of Alexandria 11 July 1882. Promoted to Lieutenant in January 1890 and to Commander in January 1901. From the 
Retired List, Wentworth was appointed Captain of F1.M.S. Vernon on 10 July 1918. On the occasion of the King's birthday, he was 
appointed an additional member of the Civil Division of the Third Class or Companion of the Most Flonourable Order of the Bath.

Edward Hugh Bearcroft was born in 1852, the son of a Magistrate and landowner, Edward Henry Bearcroft of Mere Hall, Hanbury,

Artillery in May 1915, initially with an appointment in 1/3 South Midland Brigade, R.F.A. 

He went to France in May 1916, attained the acting rank of Captain and was attached to a Trench Mortar Battery in 17th Division in 
May 1917. It was in this latter capacity that he won his M.C. and Bar, prior to being wounded on 26 October 1918 - the former 
distinction being announced in The London Gazette after the award of the Bar. He was also mentioned in despatches in May 1918. 

After the War, Robinson was appointed a Barrister-at-Law, Middle Temple and served as Secretary of the Clearing Office for Enemy 
Debts 1920-25 and as a British Member of the Anglo-German Mixed Arbitral Tribunal established under the Treaty of Versailles 1925 
-30. Then in the early 1930s he became a Traffic Commissioner (Metropolitan Area), in which capacity he was employed in the 1939 
-45 war by the Ministry of War Transport and gained appointment to the Companionship of the Order of the Bath. Latterly Chairman of 
the Road, Rail and Traffic Appeal Tribunal (1946-49), Robinson settled in Jersey in the Channel Islands and died in June 1978.

Everard John Hardman-Jones was born in 1881, the son of a barrister, Richard Jepson Hardman-Jones of Woodlands, Binfield, 
Buckinghamshire, and entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet in Britannia in 1897. 

Advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in April 1901 and to Lieutenant in April 1903, he was granted permission to accept and wear the 5th 
Class insignia of the Portuguese Order of St. Avis in April 1909, following a period of service in H.M.S. Exmouth, flagship of Admiral Sir 
A. G. Curzon-Howe, R.N. He was likewise granted permission to accept the Turkish Imtiaz Medal in silver in 1910 (his service record 
refers). 

Having then been advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in April 1911, he was serving in the battleship Iron Duke - Jellicoe's flagship - 
on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, in which capacity he remained employed until coming ashore to attend the War Staff 
Signal Section in July 1915. In December 1917, and after gaining promotion to Commander, he returned to sea in the cruiser Dublin 
and was likewise employed at the war's end. He had meanwhile been awarded the Officer's grade of the Italian Order of St. Maurice & 
St. Lazarus ( London Gazette 11 August 1917, refers), to which distinction he added the O.B.E. for his subsequent services in the Baltic 
in the cruiser Caledon in 1919. 

Advanced to Captain in December 1920, Hardman-Jones commanded the training ship Erebus 1927-29, returned to sea as captain of 
the aircraft carriers Furious and Courageous 1929-30 and served as S.N.O. Harwich 1931-33, in which latter period he was also 
appointed an A.D.C. to the King. Having then been advanced to Rear-Admiral, he served as S.N.O. in Scotland 1933-35 (C.B.), prior to 
being placed on the Retired List in the rank of Vice-Admiral in June 1937. Recalled on the renewal of hostilities, he served as S.N.O. 
Newhaven 1942-44, a busy base in respect of Coastal Forces operations. The Admiral retired to Hursley in Hampshire, where he 
served as Chairman of the Winchester Rural District Council from 1945-56, and died in June 1962.

John Leslie Burr was born in August 1847, the son of Charles Burr of Luton House, Bedfordshire. Entering the Royal Navy as a cadet in 
January 1861, he was advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in November 1867 and to Lieutenant in February 1872, in which latter rank he lent 
valuable service in H.M.S. Argus during the Ashantee War of 1873-74, being twice mentioned in despatches. 

Further accolades were to follow in 1879, when he received the thanks of the Foreign Office, Admiralty and Government of Sierra 
Leone; with command of the Pioneer, he went 700 miles up the Niger with gifts for the Emir of Nupi (Thanks of the Foreign Office and 
Governor of the Gold Coast), and in the same expedition bombarded and captured Onitsha, settled disputes and re-opened trade 
(Thanks, together with testimonial plate, from the Africa Company). 

Advanced to Commander in June 1887, Burr received a 'handsome piece of plate' from the directors of the P. & O. Company for his 
valuable services when in command of the Porpoise in rescuing survivors of the wreck of the S.S. Bokhara, lost on Sand Island, 
Pexadores in October 1892. 

Advanced to Captain in January 1894, he was awarded the C.M.G. for his command of the Intrepid during the revolutions at 
Blewfields, Nicaragua and in Honduras in 1899. Situated at the mouth of the River Escondido, Blewfields was an old British settlement 
and protectorate over the Miskito Indians. With the arrival of many southerners from the United States to escape the 'Reconstruction' 
after 1865, their presence increased tensions with the British and Nicaraguans and climaxed in 1894 when Santos Zelaya claimed 
sovereignty over the community. The U.S.A. sided with Zelaya to try and oust the British but the conflict between the American 
'southerners' and the Nicaraguan President remained. In fact Blewfields became a hotbed of revolution, into which scenario Burr and 
the Intrepid were cast in 1899. 

Placed on the Retired List in August 1902, Burr was appointed Captain of the Port of Holyhead, in which capacity he was awarded the 
M.V.O. on the occasion of King Edward Vll's visit to Ireland in 1904. Otherwise a J.P. for Anglesey, he was advanced to Rear-Admiral 
on the Retired List in June 1905 and died at Government House, Holyhead in November 191 7.

Paul Herbert Shelley Smith was born in September 1892 and qualified in medicine at Trinity College, Dublin. He subsequently served 
as a Temporary Surgeon in the Royal Navy from April 1917 until February 1920, in which period he held appointments in the 
Mediterranean and in the Dover Patrol. He was aboard the monitor M. 21 when she was mined and lost off Ostend on 20 October 
1918. 

Smith transferred to the R.A.M.C. in March 1920 and to the Indian Medical Service in November of the same year, in which capacity 
he saw active service in the Waziristan operations (Medal & 2 clasps). Remaining similarly employed in India, he was advanced to 
Major in February 1928 and to Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1936. 

His subsequent distinctions included the O.B.E. for his services as Superintendent of the Central Jail at Haripur (Hazara) and the C.I.E. 
for his services as Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals and Prisons in North-West Frontier Province. Placed on the Retired List after the 
1939-45 War, he died in Dublin in March 1977.

Lionel Powys-Jones was bom in July 1894, the son of Llewellyn Powys-Jones, a Resident Magistrate in Bulawayo, and was educated at 
Blundell's School, Tiverton, Victoria College, Jersey and Oriel College, Oxford, where he was a Rhodes Scholar. Returning home to 
Rhodesia, he joined the Native Affairs Department, and in 1916 enlisted in the 2nd Battalion, Rhodesia Regiment. Subsequently 
commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, King's Royal Rifle Corps, he was wounded in 1918. 

Back in the service of the Native Affairs Department by 1919, he went on to enjoy a long and distinguished career, ultimately gaining 
appointment as Secretary for Native Affairs and Chief Native Commissioner in 1947. Powys-Jones was one of only 16 persons to hold 
this high office in the period 1894-1978, and one of only two to be subsequently honoured with a C.B.E. 

He had, meanwhile, joined the Southern Rhodesia Volunteers, and attended assorted musketry courses in the period leading up to the 
1939-45 War. Placed on the Reserve of Officers in March 1940, he served in a Concession Platoon from August of that year until April 
1942, and is a verified recipient of the Southern Rhodesia Medal for War Service, the relevant roll stating, 'Jones, L., X8610, Army', 
which corresponds with his Q. & R. card in the archives in Harare. 

Powys-Jones finally retired in 1954, in which year he was awarded his C.B.E. A keen tennis player who onetime represented Rhodesia, 
he settled in Somerset West, Cape Province, where he died in November 1966.

Herbert John Jones was born in Auckland, New Zealand, on 23 December 1865. He was commissioned into the Royal Irish Regiment 
on 12 August 1884, and served with the 1st Battalion in the Nile Expedition as part of the Desert Column, including the action at Abu 
Klea, 17 February 1885 (Medal with clasp; Bronze star). 

In March 1886 Jones transferred to the Indian Army and was posted to the 14th Sikh Regiment of Bengal Infantry. This famous regiment 
was raised in 1846 by Colonel Ross as 'The Regiment of Ferozepore" recruited from Sikhs of the defeated Khalsa. After distinguished 
service in the Mutiny the regiment became the 14th Regiment of Bengal Infantry. 

Jones next saw action on the North West Frontier in the Hazara campaign of 1888. The 14th Sikhs left Jhelum in September 1888 and 
moved out with Number Three Column of the Hazara Field Force in October. There was little heavy fighting during the expedition but 
the 14th Sikhs formed the advance guard of the column and sustained a few casualties in brushing aside minor resistance from the 
tribesmen when moving into the area. The column camped at Akhund on the crest of the Black Mountain while small columns moved 
out and destroyed a number of villages without incident. The 14th Sikhs were back in Jhelum by Christmas. In 1890 the Regiment 
moved to Peshawar and spent three peaceful years there before being posted to Ferozepore in 1893. In 1891-92 Jones served in 
operations against the Kachins of Upper Burma, for which he received the thanks of the Government of India. 

In June 1894 the 14th Sikhs were ordered to provide an escort for the British political agent proceeding to Gilgit and 'A' and 'B' 
companies were detached for this role. 'A' Company, under Lieutenant H. K. Harley, subsequently formed the backbone of the garrison 
of Chitral when that place was besieged in March and April 1895, Harley being awarded the D.S.O. for his gallantry in the defence. 

The Koragh defile 

At the beginning of March 1895 'B' Company, commanded by Captain C. R. Ross and Lieutenant H. J. Jones, was at Mastuj. Ross was 
the son of the founder of the regiment and was described by one colleague as 'gallant to the point of eccentricity.' A few days later 
information was received that an ammunition convoy was under attack near Reshun and the Company went to their assistance. The 
Sikhs halted the first night at Buni and, next morning (8th March), moved on. 

Soon after 1 p.m. the Company entered a narrow defile below the village of Koragh. The defile was about half a mile long and situated 
where the Mastuj River, a rapid and unfordable torrent, formed a gorge through the mountains. At the Koragh end the narrow path lay 
close to the river, then began to rise above some caves and zig-zag up a very steep spur at the Reshun end. Despite warnings from his 
guides, in his haste Ross refused to reconnoitre and led his entire company (two British officers, 94 Sikhs and 17 followers) into the 
defile. When they were about half-way up the spur, local tribesmen opened fire on the head of the column and others appeared on the 
heights above and began to roll rocks down on them. It soon seemed as if the whole cliff side was moving as vast boulders began to 
hurtle and bounce into the ravine in blinding clouds of dust and loose shale, breaking bones and sending men flying. 
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Ross sent Jones and ten men back to the Koragh end of the defile to secure their retreat but by then it was too late; sangars which had 
been empty when they entered were now full of armed men and all but two of the men with Jones were wounded. Ross then withdrew 
his men into the caves. At about 8 p.m. that night they made another attempt to withdraw along the track to Koragh but were driven 
back by avalanches of stones. The Company then tried to scale the heights above the caves but found their way blocked by a precipice 
and one soldier fell to his death. At about 3 a.m. on the 9th March they returned to the caves and spent the daylight hours resting. 

Ross and Jones agreed that they had no alternative but to cut their way back to Koragh at whatever cost, and began their desperate 
attempt at 2 a.m. on the 10th. Many were killed or injured by the falling rocks, and Ross was shot dead in front of one of the enemy 
sangars. When at last Jones reached the end of the defile he had very few men left. Just before getting to the sangars they had had to 
cross a bad stone shoot, and so terrible an avalanche of stones was poured down upon them that not many reached the other side. 
What happened afterwards is best told in Jones's own words. In his report, he says: 

1 and seventeen rank and file reached the maidan on the Koragh side of the hill in safety. When I got there I halted, and reformed my 
men, and stayed there some ten minutes, keeping up a heavy fire on the sangars on both sides of the river in order to help any more of 
the men who might get through. While we were halted here two bodies of the enemy's swordsmen attempted to charge us, but were 
checked by volleys, losing heavily. As the enemy now showed signs of cutting our line of retreat, I considered it was time to retire, 
especially as two more of my party were killed, and one mortally wounded, while I had been waiting there. Of the remainder I myself 
and nine sepoys were wounded. We retired slowly on Buni, where we arrived about 6 a.m. It was quite impossible to bring away any 
wounded men who were unable to walk with us. It was equally impossible to bring their rifles, and therefore a certain number of these, 
about forty, fell into the enemy's hands.' 

At Buni Jones found the native officer and the thirty-three men who had been left there. He did not think it prudent to try and push 
through to Mastuj, as he was told that the enemy were collected in force at Nisa Gol, the place where Colonel Kelly afterwards 
defeated them. He therefore put the post into as good a position for defence as he could, and waited for the attack which he expected 
every hour would be made. Strange to say, the enemy never came near them, probably hoping that troops would be sent to their 
assistance, and that they might be able to cut them all off together. 

On the 17th March Lieutenant Moberley and a small party from Mastuj reached Buni and escorted Jones's party back to Mastuj where 
they occupied a small, dilapidated fort. The enemy surrounded it and subjected them to sniping but never attacked in force. On the 9th 
April Colonel Kelly and his force from Gilgit reached Mastuj. Jones and his surviving Sikhs joined Kelly and participated in the action at 
Nisa Gol and the relief of Chitral itself. 

It was afterwards found that about thirty men who had been wounded, or who had been unable to get past the stone shoot, retreated 
again to the cave, where they were hemmed in by the enemy on all sides. They were able to get water, but they had no food, and 
gradually got weaker and weaker. But in spite of hunger and wounds they held out for more than a week, and then only surrendered 
under a promise that their lives should be spared. This promise, of course, was not kept. One or two men were taken possession of by 
the more far-seeing of their captors, who afterwards obtained a reward for sending them back to Colonel Kelly's force; but the rest were 
mercilessly put to the sword, and, if the native reports may be believed, in the most cruel possible way. 

Jones was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order for his services in this campaign, and received the insignia from 
Queen Victoria at Osborne on the 12th August 1895. Each of the 14 surviving Sikhs was decorated with the Indian Order of Merit, 'in 
recognition of the gallantry and devotion exhibited by them in the action at Koragh, in Chitral, on the 10th March 1895'. A further four 
awards were made to acknowledge the gallantry of one Naik and three Sepoys who had been killed and whose widows were admitted 
to the pension of the 3rd class. A week later Jones was promoted to the rank of Captain. 

In 1897 Jones served with the Tochi Expedition in northern Waziristan, one of the few areas on the Frontier which remained 
comparatively quiet that year. He served in China during the Boxer rebellion of 1900, remaining in China until July 1902, and 
receiving promotion to Major on the 30th of that month. In August 1908 he was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel and became the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment, a post he held until August 1912. At the 1911 Delhi Durbar he commanded the detachment of 
21 officers, NCOs and men of the 14th Sikhs. 

On 19 September 1914, Jones was appointed to command the 13th Battalion of the Manchester Regiment, a New Army formation 
raised at Ashton-under-Lyne on the outbreak of war. The Battalion landed in France in early September 1915 but was then assigned to 
the 22nd Division and, in November 1915, redeployed to Salonika. The British and French first landed in this area to support Serbia but 
remained there throughout the war for no very good reason. In July 1918 the 13th returned to the Western Front and merged with the 
9th Manchesters. Colonel Jones retired in March 1919, and was still drawing his pension in 1939. He died at St Pancras, London, in 
September 1943.

Just 1 8 recipients of the D.T.D. went on to win a D.S.O. for the Great War.

Petrus Lafras de Jager, who was bom in Harrismith District in Orange Free State in May 1870, served as a Captain & Adjutant on 
Botha's staff in Natal and the Transvaal in the period September 1899 to June 1902; the award of his D.T.D. was approved in July 
1921. 

He subsequently served as a Major - afterwards Lieutenant-Colonel - in the Pier Retief Commando in German South-West Africa in the 
period October 1914 to August 1915, services that were recognised by the award of his D.S.O. and a brace of "mentions" (London 
Gazettes 30 June 1916 and 8 February 1917, refer), in addition to the 3rd Class of the Russian Order of St. Stanislaus (London Gazette 
15 February 191 7, refers). 

De Jager was discharged as unfit for further duty in December 1916.

Stamer Gubbins was born in Co. Limerick, Ireland in 1882 but subsequently moved to Australia, where he was educated in Melbourne. 
Joining the 5th Contingent, Victorian Mounted Rifles in 1900, he served in South Africa during the Boer War and was commissioned as 
a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Fusiliers in 1902 (Queen's Medal & 5 clasps). 

Having then been seconded to the West African Frontier Force in Nigeria 1904-09, and been advanced to Major, Gubbins was 
embarked for France in June 1915, where he commanded the 9th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers from August of that year until May 1916. 

It was during this period that he won his D.S.O. for the Battalion's attack on the Hohenzollern Redoubt (a.k.a. The Chord) on 2 March. 
On that occasion, the attack was launched at 5.45 p.m. with the detonation of seven mines, the largest of which was intended to wreck 
the bulk of The Chord. Certainly the earth thrown up by the mines partly covered the enemy's wire, thereby allowing Gubbins's men - 
and the neighbouring 8th Battalion - to gain access to the enemy's defences, but not without significant loss. As stated in The Royal 
Fusiliers in the Great War, the 9th Battalion 'found many Germans in their sector of The Chord who, though dazed, did not surrender 
and had to be killed. There followed a number of fierce grenade fights, the Germans rushing down from the north end of The Chord 
and along the trenches leading from the east into it... but the craters were held against enemy bombing attacks during the night.' 

Gubbins, who was also mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 15 June 1916, refers), later served in the Egyptian Expeditionary 
Force as Deputy Assistant Adjutant General, services that resulted in his award of the O.B.E. He died in 1940.

Samuel Carter appears to have commenced his career as an Assistant Native Commissioner in Rhodesia; certainly he saw action with 
'L' Troop of the Bulawayo Field Force in 1896, when, on 29 March, he was wounded on the Shiloh Patrol ( London Gazette 5 April 
1898, refers). 

During the Boer War he served as a Lieutenant & Adjutant of the Umvoti Mounted Rifles, seeing action as part of the Ladysmith relief 
force, including Tugela Heights, and afterwards at Laing's Nek. 

Carter was likewise actively employed in the rank of Major during the Natal Rebellion in 1906, in which role he gained one of just 18 
special mentions for 'Meritorious Service' awarded in the campaign; for an excellent account of the Umvoti Rifles in the Natal 
Rebellion, 'Patriotic Duty of Brutal Repression, or Both?', by Mark Coghlan, see the South African Military History Society's Journal in 
December 2006. 

Having taken command of the Umvoti Mounted Rifles in 1908, Carter was awarded the Union of South Africa Medal in 1910, a rare 
distinction since the majority of such awards were granted to politicians, government officials and other civilians. 

He then returned to an operational footing with command of the regiment in the 1914 Rebellion and in the German South-West Africa 
campaign, as part of the Central Force under Sir Duncan McKenzie, and was awarded the D.S.O. and mentioned in despatches 
0 London Gazette 22 August 1918, refers). Having also added the Colonial Auxiliary Forces Decoration to his accolades in July 1915, 
Carter remained in command of the Umvoti Mounted Rifles - re-titled the 4th Mounted Rifles - until 1924.

Henry Maldon Fitch was appointed a Clerk in the Royal Navy in July 1910. Advanced to Assistant Paymaster in July 1912, he was 
serving in the cruiser H.M.S. Defence on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

It was however his subsequent appointment as an Admiral's secretary in H.M.S. Egmont in Malta in early 1915 that led to his joining 
the Naval Mission to Serbia. His subsequent services were recognised by the awards of the French Croix de Guerre (accompanying 
Admiralty letter, dated 27 September 1918, refers); 5th Class Serbian Order of the White Eagle and, ultimately, 3rd Class of the Serbian 
Order of St. Sava. The citation for the latter distinction, which actually extends into operations in 1916-1 7, reads in part: 

'He took part as an Observer in many aeroplane reconnaissances over the Danube during March and April 1915; was aboard the 
English patrol boat in the attack in April 1915, the boat being hold by a shell and nearly sunk; served in the Marine Division at 
Belgrade during the battle of 4 October 1915.' 

A good account of these operations in 1915 may be found in Blumberg's Sea Soldiers, for the Royal Marines were very much to the fore 
in the fighting ashore; so, too, it seems, Fitch, who arrived at Belgrade with Rear-Admiral Troubridge on 22 February 1915. 

Having then been employed as an Admiral's Secretary back in London - and served in the battleship Marlborough - Fitch returned to 
his old post in Malta. Here, then, a period of service that saw him survive two hours in the water after the steamer Brindisi, with around 
500 Montenegrins embarked, was torpedoed in the Adriatic. As verified by the citation for his Serbian Order of St. Sava, he 
subsequently participated in the operations against Monastir in 191 7-18. He had meanwhile been advanced to Paymaster Lieutenant. 

In the summer of 1919, Fitch was drafted for 'special services' to the Petershead base Crescent II, following which, in early 1920, he 
joined the re-commissioned gunboat Glowworm for services as Paymaster in Command of the Danube Flotilla. He was finally placed 
on the Retired List in April 1921 and died in April 1969.

Henry Waterworth Bligh Livesay was born in Ventnor, Isle of Wight on 14 February 1884. Apprenticed to Iredale & Porter, Liverpool, 
he gained his 2nd Mate Certificate in June 1905. Appointed a Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Indian Marine in August 1905, he arrived in 
India in October that year. Promoted to Lieutenant in August 1909. Serving on Hardinge, April 1910-May 1911, he was one of a small 
number of R.I.M. personnel awarded the N.G.S. with clasp Persian Gulf 1909-1914 - where he performed the duty of 'Beach Master', 
April-May 1911. His papers record entitlement to the A.G.S. with clasp Somaliland 1908-10 instead. Served with 'A' Force, September- 
November 1914, then with H.M. Ships Swiftsure and Proserpine , November 1914-June 1915. In February 1915 Livesay was 
commended for his 'excellent work' in connection with disabling a number of enemy boats intended to be used to cross the Suez Canal 
- for which he was later mentioned in despatches. After leave on a medical certificate, June-November 1915, he was placed on Special 
Duty, November 1915-February 1916; served with 'D' Force, March-July 1916. Appointed Chief Executive Officer, July 1916-October 
1917 and was Temporary Commander, November 1917-January 1919. Promoted to Lieutenant-Commander in November 1917. For 
his wartime services in the Mesopotamia theatre of war he was awarded the O.B.E. Served as Director of Sea Transport, Basra, January- 
April 1919; and was Assistant Principal Officer, Calcutta, June 1919-July 1921. Promoted Commander in September 1921. 
Commanded the old battleship H.M.S. Cornwallis in April 1923 and was Principal Officer, Chittagong, April 1924; Officiating Principal 
Officer, Aden, August 1928 and Principal Officer, Aden, May 1929. Livesay attained the rank of Captain in September 1929. Once 
more Principal Officer at Aden, January 1930. Commanded Clive, December 1930-January 1932. Principal Officer, Rangoon, February 
1932; retiring on 29 September 1937. 

Appointed to the Royal Australian Navy in August 1939 and appointed to the Directorate of Sea Transport, Sydney, December 1939. 
Was Commodore of Convoy US10 to the Middle East, April-August 1941 and allocated to the 1st Malaya Convoy in January 1942. 
Appointed to the Boats, Harbours and Estuaries Department, September 1942 and to the Navy Wing, Randwick in October-November 
1942. His further efforts to be re-appointed were denied, apparently due to health problems.

Robert Holmes De'Ath was appointed a cadet in the Royal Navy in September 1904 and was serving as a Lieutenant aboard the cruiser 
H.M.S. Devonshire by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. A component of the 3rd Cruiser Squadron, Devonshire was charged 
with patrolling the Orkneys and Shetlands and the approaches to Norway and De'Ath was thus employed until removing to the 
destroyer Faulknor in April 1916. 

He was subsequently present at Jutland, when Captain A. J. B. Stirling, R.N., leading the 12th Destroyer Flotilla in Faulknor , sighted a 
line of German battleships steering south-east. The flotilla launched a torpedo attack, De'Ath - as Faulknor's Torpedo Officer - being 
much to the fore in the ensuing action; the enemy's response was swift, a furious fire being brought down on the destroyers with 12- 
and 11-inch shells and, as the range closed to just 1,500 yards, smaller calibre guns. Yet the gallant foray undertaken by Faulknor and 
her consorts was rewarded by a torpedo strike on the Pommern , one of the latter's magazines exploding with the consequent loss of her 
entire crew: 71 officers and 769 men. 

Among those subsequently decorated was De'Ath, who was appointed a Chevalier of the French Legion of Honour ( London Gazette 15 
September 1916, refers). 

In January 1917, he removed to the destroyer Saumarez , in which ship he was advanced to Lieutenant-Commander and present in the 
inconclusive action fought in the Heligoland Bight in November of the same year. He was awarded the 3rd Class of the Russian Order 
of St. Stanislaus. 

Post-war, De'Ath was advanced to Commander in June 1922 and served in the cruiser Cornwall on the China Station. He otherwise 
held senior appointments at Vernon, the torpedo establishment, and in the Department for Torpedoes and Mines at the Admiralty. He 
was awarded the O.B.E. and placed on the Retired List as a Captain in November 1934. 

Recalled in the Second World War, De'Ath served for the duration of hostilities as an Assistant to the Chief Inspector of Naval 
Ordnance at the Admiralty. 
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A rare Fleet Air Arm pilot's O.B.E. pair awarded to Lieutenant-Commander A. H. G. Murray, Royal Navy, who was 
credited with destroying two Egyptian MiG-15 jets - and damaging two other enemy aircraft - in strikes on Almaza 
airfield in his Sea Venom during the Suez Crisis of 1956: his Squadron Commander described Almaza as 'seeming to 
have more 30mm. flak than all the rest (of the enemy's airfields) put together' 

Subsequently awarded the O.B.E. for his part in top secret work at Boscombe Down in the mid-60s - flying Sea Vixens 
and Lightnings as part of the Red Top missile programme - he departed the Navy to take up employment as an 
inventor and then as a salvage master - and it was in the latter capacity that he died fighting a fire aboard a 
merchantman off Singapore in September 1981

Alistair Hugh Garnet Murray was in British Columbia in November 1930, the second son of one of Canada's most famous and 
distinguished military men - Admiral Leonard Warren Murray, C.B., C.B.E.; his step-mother was the daughter of a Russian Prince. 

Alistair entered the Royal Navy as a cadet at Dartmouth, aged 13 years, and joined his first ship, H.M.S. Devonshire, in January 1948. 
He then served aboard King George V and Superb before joining the Fleet Air Arm. His flying training was undertaken with the U.S. 
Navy in Pensacola. He then undertook conversion training back in the U.K., during the course of which he experienced a serious 
accident when his Hawker Sea Fury swung off the runway, on landing, and hit some Squadron buildings resulting in four people being 
injured, including himself. 

Having recovered from his injuries, and now converted, Murray joined 811 Squadron aboard the carrier Warrior. With them he 
participated in two bombing raids on Communist positions in the jungle in Johore Baru, Malaya, flying a Sea Fury. The Squadron 
dropped a total of fifty-six 5001b bombs on the enemy camps. For this service he was awarded the Naval General Service Medal with 
clasp 'Malaya'. Back aboard the Warrior, Murray had another severe accident when he crashed his aircraft into the safety barrier on 
landing, resulting in considerable damage to his Sea Fury. 

In 1955 he converted to jet aircraft, in which period he crash-landed a Sea Vampire resulting in heavy damage (the repaired aircraft 
now resides in a museum in Scotland). Having converted to jets, Murray was posted to 893 Squadron aboard the carrier Eagle , flying 
Sea Venoms. It was with this capacity that Murray was to serve during the Suez Crisis in 1956. On the second day of "Operation 
Musketeer" - on 2 November - Murray, with the other five Sea Venoms from 803 Squadron, attacked the heavily defended Egyptian 
airfield at Almaza, on the outskirts of Cairo. The Squadron made two attacks, under considerable anti-aircraft fire, in which Murray 
destroyed a MiG-15 and damaged a Meteor on the ground. The Squadron Commander's aircraft was badly damaged by flak during the 
raid and Murray escorted it back to Eagle. Flying Officer Olding, an R.A.F. Observer attached to the Squadron, was severely wounded, 
eventually losing his leg, an action for which he was awarded the D.S.C. 

The next day Murray's Log indicates that he straffed Gamil Bridge for over an hour. On 5 November, during a dawn-strike on Almaza, 
Murray destroyed his second MiG-15 and damaged another. Almaza was described by the Squadron Commander as 'seeming to have 
more 30mm. flak than all the rest (airfields) put together.' On the day of the sea landings - on 6 November - Murray flew along the 
beaches giving cover; that evening, he and the Squadron raided Almaza again in a series of rocket attacks. 

The remainder of "Operation Musketeer" consisted of a series of routine flights and combat air patrols, although Murray managed to 
crash into the dreaded 'barrier' again, during a night-time landing on 25 November. Murray's Log ends on 26 December when he 
landed his aircraft in Malta. His confirmed 'bag' for the Suez campaign was two MiG-15's destroyed, one damaged and a Meteor 
damaged. 

After Suez, Murray attended several courses and had a stint flying with 894 Squadron aboard the Eagle. In 1959 he was the Gunnery 
Officer aboard the Cavalier. In 1960 he was flying Hunters, Vampires and Venoms. Then, later that year, he was posted to Boscombe 
Down to undertake secret work on the Red Top missile and other tasks with the Sea Vixen and Lightning aircraft; this lasted for four 
years. For this important service he was awarded the O.B.E. 

In 1965 Murray was posted to the Victorious as Gunnery Officer. In 1966 he was posted back to Boscombe Down, now working on the 
Martel missile. He left the Royal Navy in 1970 to set-up a firm called Planesail, exploiting designs that he had invented in the 
development of future sailing vessels, a concept well ahead of its time. 

In 1975 he moved to Singapore to become a Salvage Master with SELCO Salvage Ltd. Over the next six years Murray salvaged dozens 
of large vessels in distress at sea including the Oceanic Grandeur which was on fire - two crew were killed but 37 lives were saved; the 
Pacific Charger, which grounded in New Zealand; the Choyu Maru, which broke in half and the Pablo Everett a cargo ship on fire. It 
was aboard the latter ship, on 3 September 1981, that Murray was killed. The vessel, laden with general cargo, caught fire off Singapore 
and was towed into the harbour. Murray, wearing breathing apparatus, entered the burning ship to locate the seat of the fire. Sadly, in 
the smoke-filled hold, he fell to his death.

Harold Mayo Harris was born in Begelly, Wales on 23 February 1894, son of the Rev. G. Harris. Educated at Crowthorne Towers, 
Berkshire and H.M.S. Worcester, 1907-10. Officer with the New Zealand Shipping Company, 1910-22. Served as an officer in the 
Royal Naval Reserve during the Great War. He joined the armed auxiliary cruiser H.M.S. Victorian in July 1914. In June 1915 his ship 
apprehended the Pass of Balmaha, of the then neutral U.S.A. with a cargo of cotton, bound for Archangel. Harris was put on board the 
Pass of Balmaha as Commander of a prize crew of six men, with orders to sail her to Kirkwall in the Orkneys. En-Route, on 3 August 
1915, the Pass of Balmaha was captured by the German submarine U-36 and was sent with a prize crew to Cuxhaven. There, the ship 
was refitted as a commerce raider, renamed the Seeadler, and under the command of Graf Felix von Luckner, the ship was to cause 
havoc to allied maritime commerce, her captain being referred to variously as The Sea Devil' or The Emperor's Pirate', such was the 
success of his cruise. As for Harris, he spent the rest of the war as a prisoner-of-war. 

Returning to the Merchant Navy after the war, Harris was Second Officer of the Wiltshire when she was ran aground and was wrecked 
on the Great Barrier Reef, 31 May 1922. During 1923 Harris was employed by the Canterbury Steamship Company, after which he 
joined the Wanganui Harbour Board where he remained until 1927. In that year he was ordained at Wellington and was Curate at St. 
Peter's. In 1930 he was appointed Vicar of Taihape and in 1934 Rector of Suva Cath, Fiji. He was then appointed Archdeacon of Fiji 
and Vicar-General of Ploynesia. On loan to the Royal Australian Navy, 1941-46. Served as Lieutenant-Commander i/c corvettes, 
Eastern Fleet and Mediterranean, 1942; promoted to Commander in 1942. Co-ordinating Officer Flinders Naval Depot in 1944. 
Appointed Chaplain of R.N.Z.N. Tamaki in 1946; then Senior Chaplain of the R.N.Z.N. in 1948. In the Navy he was affectionately 
known as the 'Mad Bishop'. For his services as Chaplain to the R.N.Z.N., Harris was awarded the O.B.E. in 1949. Retiring from the 
service in 1954, he was appointed Vicar of Clevedon in 1954 and Vicar of Devonport in 1958. As Archdeacon of Hauraki, he retired in 
1961; and granted an 'Emeritus' title in 1964. In later life, his home address was at Thorpe Cottage, North Road, Clevedon, New 
Zealand.

Roy Adamson Moir was born in Newcastle-upon-Tyne on 18 March 1898, the son of Alexander Moir and Beatrice Smith Moir, nee 
Speight. He received a commission as Temporary 2nd Lieutenant in the Corps of Royal Engineers on 26 April 1917. Serving in France 
and Flanders, 22 June 1917-11 November 1918, he was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 23 December 1918) and was 
awarded the M.C. London Gazette (1 February 1919) when serving with No. 4 Section, 35th Divisional Signal Co. R.E. - attached to H. 
Q. of the 106th Infantry Brigade. His citation reads: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and consistently good work during operations at Zandvoorde and Tenbrielen, S.W. of Ypres, September 28th 
to October 3rd. The organisation of the Signal Service of his Brigade enabled Brigade Headquarters to keep in touch throughout the 
operations, with practically no interruption. In addition he enabled another Brigade to maintain touch and was of assistance to the R.A. 
and neighbouring formations. He was exposed on occasions to severe shell fire and throughout maintained a clear head and complete 
composure. The result of his arrangements, grasp of the situation as it developed, and general coolness were of great value to his 
brigade during several days hard fighting.' 

Royal Adamson Moir married Winifred Mary Norris at Wandsworth Common on 26 June 1926. He was awarded the O.B.E. (Civil) in 
the 1954 New Years Honours List; at the time he was living at 'Cherry Trees, Bedford Road, Moor Park, Northwood, Middlesex'. 

With commission document, citation, several certificates, Buckingham Palace admittance cards re. the award of the M.C. and O.B.E.; 
letter re the award of the O.B.E.; driving licence; a 'tortoise-shell' cigarette case; sundry badges, buttons, riband bars and cloth insignia; 
baptismal card of his son - Gordon Dallas Moir, born in 1928; wallet, newspaper clipping re his burial. 

Alexander Moir, father of the above, was born in Ratties, Aberdeenshire, on 1 January 1859, the son of James Moir, a Grain Miller, and 
Elizabeth Ross. At the time of birth of his son, Roy Adamson in 1898, Alexander Moir was employed as a Telegraph Engineer. Awarded 
the O.B.E. (Civil) in January 1918. Latterly living at 24 Herongate Avenue, Wandsworth Common, he died on 8 July 1944.

'For valuable services in the Flagship of the 1 st Battle Squadron.' 

William Snow Bloodworth was one of the first members of the Royal Navy's Telegraphist Branch, being appointed a Warrant 
Telegraphist in March 1912. 

He served in that rate aboard H.M.S. Marlborough from August 1914 until February 1917 and was present at Jutland. The flagship of 
Vice-Admiral Burney Commanding the First Battle Squadron, Marlborough was the only ship of the Grand Fleet to be hit by torpedo in 
the battle, a remarkable point that was not lost on Admiral Jellicoe in his despatch: 

'One of the features of the action was the large number of torpedoes that crossed our line without taking effect on any ship except 
Marlborough. Sir Cecil Burney estimates that at least twenty-one torpedoes were seen to cross the line of his squadron. All were 
avoided by skilful handling, except that single one, and it is notable that the Marlborough herself evaded seven. Similarly the Fifth 
Battle Squadron, in rear of the First Battle Squadron, avoided a considerable number and the other squadrons had similar experiences.' 

The following narrative of events were noted by an officer from the fore-top of H.M.S. Marlborough: 

'At 6.54 we were hit by a torpedo. We thought at the time it might have been a mine, for we saw no track of a torpedo whatsoever, but 
we know now for certain that it was a torpedo as bits of one were found later in the ship. It hit on the starboard side, and aloft the top 
swayed a lot and finally took up a list to starboard, so that I imagined one strut of the tripod mast had been shot away; but looking over 
the side of the top I saw that it was the whole ship that had taken a list to starboard. The shock caused some of the switches on the 
electrical switchboard to jump, and one of the gunnery control instruments got out of step; also some fuses of the telephone circuits 
went, but they were very quickly, replaced. 

A few minutes after we were hit we passed a destroyer, the Acasta, close on our port hand, flying 6 flag - "Am in danger of sinking" - 
and the "Not under control" signal; she had a collision mat stretched out over her starboard quarter. I was afraid for a moment that we 
were going to collide with her, as we passed so close to her that from aloft she was almost hidden by our ram, and we seemed to be 
practically on top of her. But she came by all clear, and her men cheered as we passed. 

At about 7 o'clock, when we were just getting "square" again after the torpedo explosion, three tracks of torpedoes were seen 
approaching on the starboard side, all three apparently going to cross our track. The bridge were informed, and the ship was turned to 
port to avoid them, so that two passed ahead and one astern of us. Five or ten minutes before this some German destroyers had 
appeared on our starboard bow, so presumably these torpedoes, as well as the one that had hit us, came from them. 

Directly after we had dodged these three torpedoes a four-funneled cruiser of apparently the Roon class came into sight on our 
starboard beam, range 9,800 yards, bearing exactly on the beam, Green 90. She was stopped and already badly damaged, but we 
opened fire on her and fired four salvoes. The third and fourth salvoes hit her, opened up her sides, and revealed a deep red flame 
inside her hull. This was at 7.3, and two minutes later we ceased fire, as she appeared to be completely disabled and was sinking fast. 

We now sighted three battleships, and at 7.6 shifted target on to the left-hand one of them - they were ships of the Konig class, carrying 
two funnels wide apart. We opened fire at a range of 10,750 yards, and fired 14 salvoes. The sixth, the twelfth, thirteenth, and 
fourteenth were all distinct hits. From the sixth salvo a large cloud of grey smoke appeared near her foremast, and from the twelfth 
salvo two hits could be seen under her bridge, rather low down. 

At 7.10 we fired a torpedo from the fore submerged tube at the disabled enemy cruiser. At 7.19 a flotilla of German destroyers 
appeared on our starboard quarter, approaching us, and fire was quickly opened upon them with the 6-inch battery. Also one 13.5 inch 
salvo was fired from the turrets. Two destroyers were hit, and the remainder immediately turned away to starboard and disappeared 
from sight behind a dense cloud of funnel smoke. Fourteen minutes later (7.33) the tracks of the torpedoes they had fired were observed 
approaching from the starboard bow and beam. The tracks were quite clear to us from aloft, and could be picked out when nearly a 
mile away. At once we reported to the bridge, and they altered course to starboard, so that No. 1 track, the farthest off, passed ahead of 
us, but Nos. 2 and 3 were nearly on top of us before the ship commenced swinging. No. 2 passed so close to the stern that we lost sight 
of its track from the top, and we should certainly have been hit if the stern had not been swinging away under the influence of helm; 
and No. 3, which I saw break surface when about 500 yards on our beam, came straight for the ship, and its track came right up 
against our starboard quarter - it must have been running below its depth and went right under the ship. The fact that these three were 
as clear as daylight, whereas no track was visible from the torpedo that had hit us at 6.54, made one think that it was a mine, not a 
torpedo by which we had been hit, but, as I said, other certain evidence showed that it was a torpedo.' 

Remarkably, only two stokers had been killed by the explosion of the torpedo. Nonetheless, at 3 a.m. on 1 June Vice-Admiral Burney 
reported that he had transferred his flag to Revenge and that Marlborough, her speed now reduced to 12 knots, was proceeding with 
Fearless in company and a few hours later four destroyers were detached to screen Marlborough. At 6.50 p.m., after a long day of 
repair work and damage assessment, Marlborough reported - 'All compartments between 78 and 111 stations starboard from outer 
bottom to middle or main deck probably flooded. All double bottom compartments between these stations on starboard side vertical 
keel damaged and probably double bottom compartments vertical to 2nd longitudinal on port side also damaged. Boilers, auxiliary 
machinery in "A" boiler room not damaged, except air blower and Diesel engine oil pump. "A" boiler room partially flooded but water 
is being kept under.' 

Marlborough arrived safely in the Humber on the morning of 2nd June, screened by Fearless and eight destroyers. 

In February 1917, Bloodworth removed to the Revenge, flagship of the 1st Battle Squadron, in which capacity he was awarded the M. 
B.E. 

Post-war he was appointed Commissioned Telegraphist in March 1922, prior to being placed on the Retired List as a Lieutenant 
Telegraphist in November 1929. 

Subsequently advanced to Telegraphist Lieutenant-Commander on the Retired List in November 1937, he was recalled on the renewal 
of hostilities in September 1939 and served for the duration of the war in the Naval Intelligence Department, initially as a member of 
the Signal Staff and latterly in the Radio Equipment Branch.

Harold Parrott was born in Gibraltar on 3 September 1 892, the son of Patrick and Martha Parrott. A Weaver by occupation, he enlisted 
into the 4th Battalion East Lancashire (T.F.) on 17 February 1909 and thence attested for the 1st Battalion Liverpool Regiment on 15 
November 1909.

1923; he was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in 1928 and Jubilee Medal in 1935. On 7 November 1935 he was advanced to 
Conductor and on 12 April 1939 he was commissioned a Lieutenant and Assistant Commissary. On 15 June 1938 he married Dorothy 
Stuart at Allahabad. During 1940-41 he served in Sudan as Deputy Assistant Director of Ordnance Services (Personnel) with the rank of 
Acting Major. Returning to India in November 1941, he was appointed a Temporary Captain, December 1941-March 1942; Acting 
Captain, March-July 1942, and then Acting Major. Major Parrott was awarded the M.B.E. in June 1943. In November 1944 he was 
appointed Acting Lieutenant-Colonel and retired on 1 June 1946. Harold Parrott died at Bulawayo, Southern Rhodesia on 12 February 
1953.

Edward Albert Henry Hines was born in Camberwell in June 1924 and enlisted in the Royal Air Force during the 1939-45 War, seeing 
service in Burma. By the outbreak of hostilities in Korea in 1950, he was serving as a Flight Sergeant and Air Engineer in No. 205 
Squadron, a Sunderland unit, and it was in that capacity that he flew numerous anti-submarine and A.S.R. sorties over Korean waters, 
the Squadron operating out of Iwakuni, Japan: 

'At the commencement of hostilities in Korea the R.A.F.'s Far East Flying Boat Wing was made up of three squadrons of Sunderland 
Mark V Flying Boats, the squadrons being numbers 88, 205 and 209. The Wings task in Korea was the offensive blockade of the Korean 
coastline and this was achieved by round the clock reconnaissance in conjunction with the United States Navy, flying Martin Mariners. 
Three main areas were covered. Firstly, to the West over the Yellow Sea towards Shanghai, then North to the East of the Shantung 
Peninsula and down the West coast of Korea. Secondly, the Tshushima Straits between Korea and Japan, and finally the East side of 
Korea as far as the U.S.S.R. and then back to Iwakuni across the Sea of Japan. 

These patrols, normally flown at a height of one thousand feet, were often up to fifteen hours and watch was both visual and by radar 
with turrets manned and each and every contact carefully logged. The biggest enemy was the weather. In the winter months it was not 
unusual to experience temperatures of minus twenty degrees Centigrade which, in a draughty, unheated Sunderland, was no joke. 
Coffee often froze solid in the cup and incredible feats of navigation were performed in blinding blizzards. Acute icing problems and 
low ceilings were a particular hazard off the Korean coast where the terrain was one of peaks and off-shore islands which rose sharply 
from the sea. 

The endeavours of the Far East Wing and the gallant crews of the Sunderland aircraft contributed in no small way to the success of a 
blockade which meant that by the end of the war, unfriendly shipping movements in the area had been brought to a complete 
standstill. Constant vigilance ensured that the enemy could not deny to the United Nations the freedom of the seas. Thus the vital 
supply lines were kept open/ 

The Korean conflict aside, No. 205 Squadron also flew operational sorties over Malaya in the same period, while based at Seletar. 

Hines was posted back to the Home Establishment in July 1951, where he undertook pilot training and was commissioned Pilot Officer 
in April 1953. He was finally placed on the Retired List as a Wing Commander in May 1975, having earlier been awarded the M.B.E. 
for his services at the Central Flying School at R.A.F. Little Rissington. He died in Gloucestershire in 1983, aged 59.

'For conspicuous gallantry and ability on 31 st October at Gheluvelt in the control of his men 
during the very critical engagement which resulted in the recapture of the Village.' 

Lance-Serjeant Albert Edgar Kemp, 2nd Battalion Worcestershire Regiment, entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 12 August 
1914. As an Acting Serjeant in the 2nd Battalion Worcestershire Regiment he fought at the battle of Gheluvelt, 31 October 1914 and 
earned the Distinguished Conduct Medal. 

As part of the larger First Battle of Ypres, German attacks were launched on the B.E.F. in Flanders. On the 29th October attacks were 
made against the British line in and about the village of Gheluvelt. Successive attacks were beaten off but such was the weight of force 
against them, that by the 31st the British positions around the village began to crumble and a hole was punched through the line. The 
last available reserve to the British defence at that critical time was the 2nd Battalion Worcestershire Regiment situated at Polygon 
Wood, two miles from the breakthrough point. Under strength, yet ordered to shore up the situation, three companies - some 370 men 
fixed bayonets and advanced towards Gheluvelt. Advancing the distance through a storm of bursting shells, losing some 100 men in 
the process, the remainder closed with the enemy, drove them out and restored the line. For the action, their commander, Major E. B. 
Hankey was made a Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel; additionally one D.S.O., three M.C's. and three D.C.M's. (including that to Kemp) were 
awarded to the battalion. 

Kemp was commissioned into the Royal Irish Rifles in July 1915. Later in the war he earned the Military Cross for bravery and 
leadership in action near Dadizelle, 1 October 191 8 - being severely wounded at the time.

Charles Dudley Maybury Buckley was born at Glengeary, Ireland in December 1890 and qualified in medicine in Dublin. 

Commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Army Medical Corps in August 1914, he embarked for France that October and remained 
actively employed in the same theatre of war until 1917, when he transferred to the Italian front in the acting rank of Major. He was 
awarded the M.C. and mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 4 January 191 7, refers). 

Seconded to the Colonial Office in 1919, he embarked for East Africa and served in the Somaliland operations of 1920 (Medal & clasp), 
prior to taking up a post as a specialist in pathology in India, where he was advanced to substantive Major in August 1926. Latterly 
employed there as Deputy Assistant Director of Pathology in Baluchistan District 1928-30, and at the Enteric Laboratory in Kasauli, he 
returned home in 1933, to take up appointment as Pathological Specialist at the Royal Victoria Hopsital, Netley. Having then served 
again in India - as a Lieutenant-Colonel and Deputy Assistant Director of Pathology in Madras 1936-38 - he was appointed Assistant 
Director of Pathology in Southern Command in 1938 and, by the renewal of hostilities, was serving as Assistant Director of Hygiene 
and Pathology at G.H.Q. 

Re-embarked for India in 1941, he next served in the rank of Colonel as Commanding Officer of the British Military Hospital at 
Bangalore, following which, in 1944, he returned home to take up appointment as Commanding Officer of the Military Hospital at 
Shenley. In the following year, however, he was appointed Commanding Officer of 111 General Hospital in North-West Europe, in 
which capacity he added the Belgian Order of Leopold I (London Gazette 14 May 1948, refers), and another "mention" to his 
accolades (London Gazette 4 April 1946, refers). 

Buckley was placed on the Retired List in February 1947, having ended his career as Commanding Officer of Cambridge Military 
Hospital at Aldershot. He died in London in June 1961.

Captain Richard Edgecombe Perrett was born in Battersea on 5 May 1890, the son of Henry Nathaniel and L. M. Perrett. He was 
educated at Westminster City School. During the Great War he served first in the ranks of the 16th London Regiment, before being 
commissioned into the 20th London Regiment on 20 December 1915. He was wounded (gunshot wound left leg) and taken prisoner of 
war on 24 March 1918, before being repatriated on 20 January 1919. Whilst a prisoner of war his broken femur was reset on five 
occasions and a spike was fitted through his knee which caused infection, eventually resulting in the amputation of the leg. He died on 
30 January 1980 in Darlington, East Sussex. 

The following statement with regards to his wounding and capture was given by Perrett whilst convalescing at the Prince of Wales 
Hospital, Marylebone, London on 1 April 1919: The battalion were holding a line of trenches in front of Rocquigny near Ypres 
(Cambrai area). Our right company and the 1/19th Battalion, London Regiment (on our right) were more heavily engaged than the 
remainder of the battalion and were subsequently broken. The enemy then got into some out houses on our right and in rear bringing 
heavy enfilade fire on our position. The battalion on our left then retired. Orders were given for our battalion to retire to the left and I 
followed after the companies had passed with H.Q., but only got a short distance when I was wounded and fell. There were no other 
officers captured with me/

Arthur Darley Bridge was born in Crawley, Sussex in January 1895 and was educated at Eton and the R.M.C. Sandhurst. Commissioned 
2nd Lieutenant in the 1st Battalion, Coldstream Guards in June 1915, he was embarked for France that August, and remained actively 
employed until invalided to England on account of sickness in February 1916. 

Rejoining his unit at the front in July of the same year, he won his M.C. for the above cited deeds at Herzeele on 9 October 191 7 but 
was again invalided home on account of sickness in the following month. 

Post-war he was attached to the Egyptian Army 1920-22, in which period he was advanced to Captain, and served for a short period as 
an Assistant Provost Marshal. Having then been placed on the Retired List as a Major in November 1935, he was recalled in June 1940 
and appointed a Major in the 12th (H.D.) Battalion, The Queen's Royal Regiment. Shortly afterwards, however, he was re-appointed to 
the Coldstream Guards and served as O.C. Defences at Woolwich Arsenal until November 1943; he was awarded a certificate for good 
services in the New Year Honours List. 

Next employed as a Training Officer in the Home Guard in South-East, Bridge was demobilised in early 1946, when he was granted the 
rank of Hon. Brigadier.

Tor conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty when in charge of a patrol, which was successful in raiding an enemy machine-gun 
post, after another patrol had attempted, but failed, to do so. His success was mainly due to a fine reconnaissance, and to his courage 
and power of leadership.' 

Charles Thomson, a native of Paisley, Glasgow, was educated in Ferguslie and Cumphill Schools and was on the staff of the 
Commercial Bank prior to the outbreak of war. Enlisting in the Highland Light Infantry in June 1915, he was embarked for France in 
August of the same year, where he joined the 9th Battalion. 

Credited with being mentioned in despatches at the end of 1916 - a copied newspaper obituary refers - it is likely said reward was in 
respect of his Battalion's part in the Somme offensive. The 9th took up positions between High Wood and Bazentin-le-Petit in mid-July 
1916, and suffered over 400 casualties in an attack on Switch Line on the 15th; likewise in an attack on Boritska and Hazy Trenches on 
1 November, when, 'advancing through thick deep slime', the Highlanders were cut down by heavy machine-gun fire. 
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In early 1917, Thomson returned to the home establishment to attend an O.T.C. and was duly commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Leicestershire Regiment. However, on returning to France at the end of the same year, he was attached to East Lancashire Regiment, 
and it was in that capacity that he won his M.C. He was also mentioned in despatches and wounded during the German Spring 
Offensive. 

Finally, on 1 September 1918, while attached to the 2nd Battalion, East Lancashire Regiment, he was Tilled by a bomb when leading 
his men down an enemy trench which they had captured' (the aforementioned newspaper obituary, refers). Thomson, who was 24 
years of age, is buried in Roclincourt Military Cemetery in the Pas de Calais.

Harold Newnham Penrose Sloman was born on 22 April 1885, son of Rev. A. Sloman, M.A., Headmaster of Birkenhead School, later 
Hon. Canon of Ely. H. N. P. Sloman was educated at Rugby School and Balliol College, Oxford and gained the degree of M.A. He was 
the Classical Fifth and Sixth Form Master at Radley College, 1908-12 and Headmaster of the Sydney Grammar School, 1913-20. 

During the Great War he served on the Censorship Staff in Sydney, 1916; then as an officer in the Rifle Brigade, 1916-19, was 
wounded and was awarded the Military Cross. 

After the war he was Head of Modern Side and Modern Sixth Form Master at Rugby School, 1921-22; then Headmaster of Tonbridge 
School, 1922-39. During this time he served in the Special Constabulary. In the Second World War he served in the Ministry of 
Economic Warfare, 1940-41, the Home Guard, 1941 and was Assistant Master at St. Paul's School, 1941-47. Was Educational Adviser 
to the British Council and the British Community of Argentina, 1947-49 and temporary Assistant Master at Charterhouse, 1950-54. 
Latterly living at 13 Priory Mansions, Drayton Gardens, S.W.10. He died on 25 July 1965.

Captain Capel Desmond O'Brien-Butler was killed in action on 7 June 1917, aged 27. He was the son of Major Pierce O'Brien-Butler, 
late 60th Foot, and brother to Captain Charles Paget O'Brien-Butler, R.A.M.C., attached 5th Lancers, who died of wounds on 31 
October 1914. 

The following account of the attack on Wytschaete on 7 June 191 7 is taken from the regimental history: 

'At 3.10 a.m. on the 7th, when the attack was to be launched, nineteen large mines were to be fired under the German trenches. One 
of these was under Macdelstede Farm immediately in front of the battalion, and this meant that very careful plans had to be made to 
ensure that the battalion did not lose direction or leave a gap in the attack. Their final objective was the village of Wytschaete. 

The leading companies, A and B, secured the first objective of the battalion. C and D then passed through them to seize Wytschaete 
village and "mop up" the Bois de Wytschaete. The Germans in their concrete machine gun posts in the wood put up considerable 
opposition and here another gallant officer, Captain O'Brien-Butler, fell at the head of his men storming one of these posts. At the 
scheduled hour the battalion had secured all their objectives, but had lost Major W. Redmond, M.P., Captain C. D. O'Brien-Butler, 2nd 
Lieutenants M. T. Wall, R. E. T. Hewitt and 27 men killed.'

During an attack on a wood, when his company commander 
became a casualty, he immediately took command and led them to the final objective, in spite of strong opposition and a dense fog 
which made it extremely difficult to maintain direction. His personal endurance encouraged his men to press on, and his skill in 
handling them resulted in the capture of many machine-guns and prisoners.' 

Leonard Victor Sutton was bom at Bradford, Ontario, on 3 March 1897. He was educated at Bradford Public and High schools and 
attended University College, Toronto University, where he was a member of the C.O.T.C. He was appointed Lieutenant in October 
1915 and promoted to Captain in September 1918. He served with the 126th Battalion and 109th Battalion in Canada and England 
from October 1915 to December 1916. He transferred to the 116th Battalion (2nd Central Ontario Regiment) and served in England 
from December 1916 to February 1917, and then in France until the end of the war. He took part in operations at Arras 1917, Vimy 

1917, Hill 70, Ypres 1917, Passchendaele, Arras 1918, Scarpe, Drocourt-Queant, Hindenburg Line, Canal du Nord, and Cambrai 

1918. He was awarded the Military Cross for gallantry at Amiens on 8 August 1918, as detailed in his citation above. 

Demobilised in March 1919, Captain Sutton returned to Canada where he read law with Ross & Holmested and was called to the Bar 
of Ontario in 1923. Subsequently a partner in Holmested, Sutton, Hill & Kemp (established 1925) he was appointed King's Council in 
1945 and Queen's Council in 1952.

Warwickshire Regiment in September 1914. Commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 16th Battalion in July 1915, he first went to France in 
the following year and was decorated for the above cited deeds at Oppy Wood on 28 June 1917, when his unit advanced so swiftly 
that all objectives were taken before the enemy could even bring down a counter barrage. 

Jervis was attached to the Machine Gun Corps from 1918; sold with copied research.

The following report appeared in The Bristol Evening Post, 9 October 2010: 

'A Bristol soldier who risked death to save the life of an injured comrade has been awarded one of the highest military honours. 
Rifleman Harry Lanceley raced to the side of his colleague despite coming under constant fire from rocket propelled grenades and 
bullets. His fellow soldier had been critically wounded by a burst of gun shots from the Taliban. Rifleman Lanceley fired at them and 
then went out across ground littered with makeshift bombs. Despite being under continual fire, the brave soldier gave life-saving first 
aid and radioed details of the man's injuries back to his platoon commander. He stayed with his injured colleague until he was sure 
they could both be evacuated to safety. 

Rifleman Lanceley, who has since left the Army, has been awarded the Military Cross for his bravery during the incident which 
happened on the 3rd Battalion The Rifles' tour of Afghanistan between October 2009 and April this year. The Military Cross is awarded 
for "exemplary gallantry" during combat operations against the enemy on land. It is the third highest award for bravery behind the 
Conspicuous Gallantry Cross and the Victoria Cross. 

The 22-year-old, from Bedminster Down, said: "I am deeply honoured to be awarded the M.C. and I will receive this honour myself 
and also for all lads who I served with in Afghanistan. "In a situation like that you just do what you have to do and your training kicks 
in." Thanks to his bravery the injured soldier survived the attack, although it has left him with lifelong injuries. 

Rifleman Lanceley's company was in a rural area of Sangin in Afghanistan when they came under attack. He was providing cover for a 
team looking for home made bombs, known as improvised explosive devices, when they were ambushed ten hours into an operation. 
Two groups of Taliban from separate positions-one just 15 metres away-pinned them down with sustained rocket propelled grenades 
and small arms fire. It was then that Rifleman Lanceley's colleague was hit. 

Rifleman Lanceley's citation states: "Lanceley's exemplary and utterly selfless actions consciously put the increasingly urgent needs of 
the casualty above his own safety. He could easily have elected to wait in cover for the incoming fire to subside or for reinforcements. 
Instead, fully aware of the immediacy of the danger to himself and knowing fully the proximity of the enemy, he unhesitatingly went 
forward to treat and rescue his critically wounded team-mate." 

Rifleman Lanceley, who attended St. Katherine's School in Pill before joining the Army four years ago, will be presented with his M.C. 
by the Queen at a later date. 

His actions have earned him praise from Jamie Cooper, who at 18 was the youngest soldier to have been injured in Iraq. Mr. Cooper, 
from Kingswood, was hit by two mortar bombs in Basra, which ripped open his stomach and paralysed one of his legs. He said: "It was 
incredibly brave - hats off to him. "I think the training must have just kicked in and he did what he had to do. But it's not something you 
could do without the training or without being brave. If it was not for people like him then I wouldn't be here today. He is a hero in my 
eyes. It took a lot of courage to do what he did and he thoroughly deserves this recognition - in fact he deserves more than that." 

Rifleman Lanceley said he enjoyed his time in the Army and made many good friends/

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'At about this time, as welltwo very surprised members of No. 105 Squadron, Flight Lieutenant Parry and Pilot Officer 
Robson, were told to report for an operational sortie - in lounge suits. Pilot and navigator were even more amazed when 
they saw their aircraft. The R.A.F. roundels had vanished, and it no longer carried any numbering or lettering. Crew and 
aircraft were as incognito as the R.A.F. could make them. Their object: to run the gauntlet of enemy fighters and deliver 
a diplomatic bag to the British Embassy in Stockholm. 

Parry and Robson reached Stockholm just a few minutes before a German Ju. 52 arrived with a load of Goebbels' 
propaganda staff. That night the R.A.F. officers enjoyed the wonderful food and the street lighting of the neutral capital. 
Then, after their night off from rations and the blackout, they flew home with inward Foreign Office despatches and 
changed back into uniform.' 

Mosquito - The Wooden Wonder, by Edward Bishop, refers. 


A particularly fine Second World War D.F.C. and Bar group of five awarded to Squadron Leader V. G. "Robby"

D.F.C. London Gazette 22 September 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'On 25 August 1942, Pilot Officer Robson was the navigator of an aircraft detailed to attack Knapsack (Cologne) power station in 
daylight. The weather conditions at the time were almost clear sky, good visibility though some ground haze. 

The whole operation was carried out at low-level and demanded the highest standard of navigation and precise map reading. In spite 
of ground haze and the accumulation of insects on the windscreen , Pilot Officer Robson navigated the aircraft exactly as planned with 
the result that the attack was delivered with great success at a precise time. 

Pilot Officer Robson carried out 35 operational sorties during his first tour of operations. In this, his second tour, he has completed 10 
sorties in clear weather by day, all involving deep penetration into enemy territory and good navigation. At all times he has displayed 
great keenness and initiative.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 9 February 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'In September 1942 this officer participated as navigator of the leading aircraft in the successful attack on Gestapo Fleadquarters in 
Oslo. This operation, which demanded most accurate navigation, careful planning and map reading was accomplished with skill and 
resource by Flying Officer Robson. After bombing the target, he directed his pilot through a successful evasion action when the aircraft 
was attacked by three enemy fighters. This officer had displayed a high order of gallantry and devotion to duty.'

Victor George "Robby" Robson was born in Derby in 1912, where he attended St. James's Church School and excelled at sports - he 
played football for the Derby Boys and won the Derbyshire 100 yards sprint championship. After leaving school he was employed at 
British Celanese Ltd. but, on the eve of hostilities, he enlisted in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve. 

First operational tour - Blenheims - No. 110 Squadron 

Having then qualified as a Navigator and attended an Operational Training Unit, he was posted to No. 110 Squadron, a Blenheim unit 
operating out of Wattisham, Suffolk, in August 1940. Teaming-up with Pilot Officer D. A. G. "George" Parry's crew, he flew his first 
sorties - against Emden and targets in France - that month. It is said Parry was always known as "George" because like the autopilot of 
the same name, he always came home. 

In September Robson completed nine further sorties to France, attacking targets in Boulogne, Calais and Dunkirk, four similar 
operations taking place in October, including a strike on Amiens. Having then carried out two further sorties to France in early 
November, 105's operational agenda turned to Germany, Robson participating in raids on Cologne, Dortmund and Hamburg before 
the month's end. In fact, as it transpired, all of his subsequent sorties with 105 Squadron were to Germany, including two further trips 
to Cologne, two to Bremen and two to Wilhelmshaven. Tour expired by March 1941, he was rested. 

Second operational tour - Mosquitos - No. 105 Squadron 

Robson returned to an operational footing in December 1941, when he joined No. 105 Squadron at Swanton Morley, Norfolk, the first 
unit to have taken delivery of Mosquitos and shortly to be relocated to Horsham St. Faith. It was commanded by the redoubtable 
"Hughie" Edwards, V.C., D.F.C. 

A period of 'working up' having ensued, Robson - still teamed-up with Parry as his pilot - completed his first sortie on 2 June 1942, 
against Essen. His next outing was a low-level strike against Javel on the 25th, followed by a brace of 'Met.' flights in July. 

Top secret mission to neutral Sweden - civvies and spies 

In early August 1942, Parry and Robson were ordered to carry out a top-secret special operation to neutral Sweden. Parry takes up the 
story: 

'At the Air Ministry they explained to us what was happening, and then we went to the Foreign Office for their briefing. They said there 
would be a van coming to pick us up and take us to Liverpool Street. When the van arrived it was filled with about 40 diplomatic sacks 
with labels clearly marked 'British Embassy, Stockholm'. What security! I got the driver to roll them together to hide the label and 
'Robbie' got in the back and I sat up front. At Liverpool Street Station I went and saw the stationmaster and persuaded him to give us a 
first-class compartment all to ourselves and to make sure we were locked in. Then I rang Horsham and asked for a car to meet us at 
Thorpe Station to take us and the bags to the base. As far as I was aware there were codes and cyphers in the bags. 

At Horsham the bags were locked in the H.Q. building overnight. Next morning, 4 August, 'Robbie 1 and I, wearing our Sidcot flying 
suit over civilian clothes boarded our grey Mosquito now loaded with about a 1,000lb of baggage roped together in the bomb bay and 
rear fuselage and prepared to fly to Leuchars for the overwater flight to Sweden. Everyone had been told that we were doing a special 
test and would be away for 4 hours. One of the ground crew looked at our footware and told me much later he had wondered why we 
were wearing black civilian shoes. 

At Leuchars we rang the Foreign Office for the 'OK' to take off, but they could not apparently raise the Embassy in Stockholm. I had to 
get there before dark as we had no radio, IFF, or anything else; they had all been taken out to save weight and make room for the bags. 
After ringing again and getting no definite answer I finally decided I must take a chance and take off. We set off across the North Sea for 
Stockholm and arrived over Bromma Airport where I cut in in front of a Luftwaffe Ju. 52! We landed, and so did the Ju. 52. A whole 
load of Germans came out of the transport and were extremely excited about our Mosquito. We were armed with incendiary devices to 
set it on fire if necessary, but the Swedes marshalled the Germans into the terminal and locked them in a room. Then the British 
Embassy staff, tipped-off by the Swedes that we had arrived, drove up and loaded up their cars with the diplomatic bags. A 24-hour 
guard by men in 'civvies' and armed with concealed revolvers was placed around the aircraft overnight. 

We were taken to a large hotel in the middle of Stockholm which overlooked a large lake. We had no money and were not allowed to 
buy anything but were taken out to dinner at a plush restaurant, where German Embassy staff and spies were pointed out to us by our 
host. We met a Squadron Leader who had been shot down in 1940 while flying Blenheims in 2 Group and had escaped after being 
taken prisoner by falling, unnoticed, out of the column he was in while being marched away to captivity and rolling into a ditch. He 
got as far as Stettin and got aboard a Swedish collier to Stockholm, where he gave himself up. He was an internee but was being looked 
after by the British Embassy. He wanted to get home. It was a bit tight and he would have to take turns on the oxygen mask, but I told 
him he could come home with us in the nose of our Mosquito. Next morning I started up one engine and all he had to do was nip in 
smartly, but the Swedes were not having it and they nabbed him! (He got back a year later). On the way home we flew at 500-600 ft. 
over the North Sea because of a weather front, and approaching Scotland two Hurricanes came out to intercept us. I had no IFF, so I 
opened up and left them behind and quickly landed at Leuchars' {The Men Who Flew the Mosquito , by Martin Bowman, refers). 

Nor was this the only notable operation undertaken by Parry and Robson in August, for on the 25th they participated in the low-level 
strike on the Knapsack power station at Cologne - an operation that culminated in the award of his first D.F.C. 
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Raid on Gestapo H.Q. Oslo - camera still from Robson's aircraft showing: 

A - dust rising from a direct hit; B - the central cupola from which the pilots could see the Nazi flag 
flying and C - the nearby university which suffered no damage 

Dawn and dusk raids against Emden and Bielefeld having then been carried out in early September, Parry and Robson were allocated 
to a raid on Berlin on the 19th - namely the first attempted daylight raid to be mounted on the "Big City": 

'Flight Lieutenant George Parry and Flight Lieutenant Victor Robson in DK 339 were intercepted on two occasions by Fw. 190s but 
managed to evade them. Parry jettisoned his bombs near Hamburg and turned for home, heading back across the north coast of 
Germany into Holland. At 1,000 feet just off the Dutch coast, two Bf. 109s attacked, and although one of them scored hits, Parry 
dropped to sea-level and outran them' (Mosquito - Bomber/Fighter-Bomber Units 1942-45 , by Martin Bowman, refers). 

Gestapo H.Q., Oslo 

It was about this time that British intelligence learnt from the Norwegian Resistance that Vidkun Quisling, the Nazi appointed Prime 
Minister, was to attend a parade with his Hirdsmen in Oslo. Owing to morale being at a low-ebb in occupied Norway, it was decided 
that the R.A.F. should pay a visit to disrupt the parade and attack the Gestapo H.Q. The obvious aircraft to undertake the operation was 
the Mosquito, capable as it was of low-level precision bombing and of covering the 1,100 mile round trip. 

Accordingly, No. 105 Squadron was assigned the trail-blazing mission, and Parry and Robson given the onerous task of leading the raid 
- with three other aircraft - on the 25th. The raid was to be conducted at heights of between 50-100 feet. Of subsequent events, Parry 
wrote: 

'We refuelled and bombed-up with four eleven-second delayed-action 5001b. bombs and set off at low-level, fifty feet all the way, to 
Norway. It was like flying down a long, straight road and we were using dead reckoning throughout. We went through the Skaggerak, 
made landfall at the southern end of Oslo Fjord and flew up the eastern side. 

We flew up to a police radio station perched on a hill and I was told later I hit the flexible forty-five feet radio antenna, although it 
didn't do any damage to my Mosquito. 

We had been briefed that there would be 10/10th cloud at 2,000 feet over Oslo, but it was a lovely day with blue sky. We had also 
been told there were no fighters to worry about, but the Germans had brought a squadron of Fw. 190s south from Stavanger for a 
flypast during the parade. They had landed at Fornebu and had only been on the ground a short time when we arrived at 3 p.m. over 
the centre of Oslo. 

A lookout at the southern end of Oslo Fjord reported us and they were scrambled. Two Fw. 190s got into the action. Fortunately, the 
rest did not get off in time. 

Red tracer was going past me. Some of the Fw. 190's shells hit the Royal Palace, although we were blamed for it at the time. I thought it 
was ground fire during our bomb run and didn't realize he was after me until my No. 2 and No. 3 overtook me. I was concentrating on 
'buzzing' the parade and taking a line south-west over the centre of Oslo for the bomb run. 

We were travelling at 280-300 mph when I dropped my bombs. The speed the bombs were going meant they more or less followed us. 
They didn't drop but a few feet. Then they slowed down and hit. It was only after I had dropped my bombs that my navigator noticed a 
fighter was behind us. I opened up rapidly and shook him off by flying up the valleys at low-level.' 

Gun camera footage and photographic reconnaissance swiftly established that the raid had been a complete success. As one 
Norwegian observer remarked, "German airmen and flak officers are impressed by the precision bombing, which was fantastically 
cleverly carried out; there are not so many German flags on the houses any longer.' 

Parry was swiftly sent to London, where he was interviewed by the B.B.C., this being the first occasion on which the existence of the 
Mosquito was revealed to the public: 'The B.B.C. paid me five guineas, which I gave to the R.A.L. Benevolent Fund.' 

He was awarded the D.S.O. and Robson a Bar to his D.F.C. 

In October, Parry and Robson attacked the Stork diesel works at Hengelo in Holland on two occasions, acting as formation leaders on 
the second trip on the 16th, and on a low-level strike on Julich on 16 November. 

"Operation Oyster": The Phillips Radio and Valve Works , Eindhoven 

On 6 December 1942, Parry and Robson were selected to lead a formation of 105's Mosquitos in the famous mass raid on the Phillips 
valve and radio works at Eindhoven. It was a hair-raising trip, once again undertaken in broad daylight. Parry takes up the story: 

'We took off and formed two formations of 10 Mosquitos behind the Bostons and Venturas, but something went wrong with the timing 
and instead of being 60 miles behind, we caught them. We came in over the Scheldte at 50 ft. and were beginning to wobble a bit 
flying along at 160 m.p.h., trying to maintain the speed of the leading bombers. We flew through a flock of ducks and one went 
through my windscreen, split my leather flying helmet, and cut my head. The bird and bits of windscreen fragments hit the armour- 
plated seat and rebounded into my back. Funny, I didn't feel a thing, but my head went ice-cold. Robbie was cut by flying glass. He 
thought I was 'out' and grabbed the stick. I recovered and headed inland. Passing Woensdrecht airfield, Fw. 190s were taking off. My 
No. 2 and I broke away to decoy them away from the Venturas coming in over the coast behind. I went underneath an Fw. 190. He 
didn't see me. 
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We caught up with the Bostons and bombed individually. I started a shallow dive on a tall factory building with two gun emplacements 
on the roof, firing. I released my four 500-pounders and carried on diving until I pulled out at ground-level. We flew out across the 
town and fields. We were to fly home via Den Helder. I looked at the gaggle of Bostons and Venturas and said to Robbie, "We'll go 
home our own way!" 'Junior' O'Grady's Mosquito was hit by flak at Den Helder and crashed into the sea. Nine Venturas and four 
Bostons also failed to return. The Philips works was devastated, essential supplies destroyed and the rail network disrupted' ( The Men 
Who Flew the Mosquito, by Martin Bowman, refers). 

It had been Parry's and Robson's 50th sortie and pilot and navigator were grounded. 

Third operational tour - Mosquitos - No. 608 Squadron 

In August 1944, Robson commenced his third operational tour after joining another Mosquito unit, No. 608 (North Riding) Squadron, 
at Downham Market, Norfolk. The squadron was part of No. 8 (Path Finder) Group's Light Night Striking Force. 

Most of his ensuing sorties - another 22 of them - were flown with Wing Commanders W. W. G. Scott, D.F.C., or R. C. Alabaster, D.S. 
O., D.F.C., at the helm. It was an impressive tour, for other than attacking such heavily defended targets as Cologne, Dusseldorf, Essen 
and Nuremburg, he was assigned to no less than nine sorties against the "Big City". His final trip was an attack on Munich on 25 April 
1945, which trip raised his tally of operational sorties to safely in excess of 70.

D.F.C. London Gazette 6 October 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'During the withdrawal from Libya, Lieutenant Van der Spuy acted as Flight Commander and later as O.C. No. 5 Squadron, as the 
officers holding these posts became casualties. By his cheerfulness, his untiring devotion to duty and his powers of leadership, he 
successfully brought the Squadron through a very critical stage. During this period he destroyed one and damaged two enemy aircraft. 
He has completed 100 operational hours which include 70 sorties.' 

Louis Botha Van der Spuy was born in May 1916 and graduated from the University of Witwatersrand with a BSc in Mechanical 
Engineering. It was while attending university that he learned to fly with the Transvaal Air Training Squadron, as a consequence of 
which he attested for the South African Air Force in September 1939. 

Joining No. 5 (S.A.A.F.) Squadron as a pilot 'Up North' in early 1942, he was quickly in action in the unit's Tomahawks over the 
Western Desert, a combat fought on 14 June, off Tobruk, being a case in point: 

'That afternoon No. 5 Squadron was patrolling the convoy area between Tobruk and El Adem when it met ten-plus Stukas and Ju. 88s 
escorted by Messerschmitts attacking the Dutch ship Aagteterk ; the vessel had turned back unable to keep up with the convoy. 

Major Frosts No. 5 Squadron, vectored onto the target by radar at Tobruk, came on 24 Stukas and 12 Ju. 88s escorted by 12 Me. 109s. 
The South African pilots were still half a mile off when the Aagteterk was hit and sank. Messerschmitts dived to attack them. 

Major Frost got three bursts into a Stuka which burst into flames. Only Lieutenant K. C. Kemsley reached the formation of Ju. 88s before 
it started to dive. His lone attack scattered the bombers. Lieutenant Kemsley picked off a straggler and saw its fatal splash before he was 
driven off, badly damaged by three Messerschmitts. Lieutenant L. B. Van der Spuy claimed a Messerschmitt before he was wounded 
and forced to jump. He was taken to Tobruk hospital.'

Van der Spuy rejoined his unit on recovery from his wounds and saw further action during the retreat from Libya into Egypt in the 
summer of 1942, including the battles of the Knightsbridge Box and Bir Hakim. It was a period of heavy losses in the squadron, 
including no less than four C.Os, among them John Frost, killed in a combat with 109s on 16 June 1942, his successor Louis Botha, 
who was killed on the very next day, and Major Dennis Lacey, who was shot down on 7 August. As a consequence, Van der Spuy 
found himself taking command of the squadron in the acting rank of Major, about the time of the battle of El Alamein. He remained on 
active service in the Middle East until July 1943 and his final wartime appointment was in the U.K. prior to his release from the S.A.A.F. 
at the end of 1945. 

Post-war, Van der Spuy enjoyed a long career in the Stewart & Lloyds Group, retiring from his post as Regional General Manager in 
1980. He died in Durban in March 2001.

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Family group: 

'On 30 January 1943, the tenth anniversary of Hitler's seizure of power; Reichsmarshal Goering was scheduled to 
address a large assembly of the Wehrmacht at the German Air Ministry at 11 a.m. 

A few moments before eleven o'clock, German radio listeners heard an announcer say, 'A dignified ceremony of a 
military character is taking place in the Hall of Honour at the Reich Air Ministry'. Then Berlin went off the air. 

The Mosquito, the R.A.F's 'wooden wonder', had arrived to join the party. 

Sweeping across the city at 350 m.p.h. three crack crews from No. 105 Squadron, led by Squadron Leader R. LI/. 
Reynolds and Pilot Officer T. B. Sismore, dropped their bombs and returned safely - none being more pleased to do so 
than Flight Lieutenant J. Gordon and his navigator, Flying Officer R. G. Hayes, who only three days earlier had caught 
their port wing in some telegraph wires on a low-level mission. 

At 4 p.m. Goebbels, the Nazi propaganda chief, had arranged to make a follow-up speech in Berlin. On the dot, the 
Mosquitos returned. Flying at a low level across the North Sea to a point north of Heligoland, this formation turned 
inland at Lubeck. Fifty miles from Berlin, the Mosquitos began to climb 'off the deck' to a height of 20,000 feet, until the 
capital appeared below them in brilliant winter sunshine. Squadron Leader D. F. W. Darling, who led this second attack, 
and his navigator, Flying Officer LI/. Wright, failed to return. 

Twice in a day, and for the first time in the war, Berlin was bombed in broad daylight. Both attacks were pressed home 
in circumstances which appealed enormously to the British sense of humour. For Hermann Goering, whose Luftwaffe 
had failed to intercept the Mosquitos, had, in a way, himself stage-managed the R.A.F's daring performance. From then 
on the Mosquito, and the men who flew in her, had a moral superiority over the Luftwaffe - and they never lost it.' 

Edward Bishop's Mosquito - The Wooden Wonder, refers. 

The outstanding Second World War Mosquito navigator's D.F.C. group of five awarded to Flying Officer R. G. Hayes, 
Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, who received an immediate award for the famous daylight raid on Berlin in 
January 1943, when Hermann Goering was left speechless by the resultant bomb load: yet this was but one of many 
daring sorties flown by him in No. 105 Squadron, the majority of them of the low-level kind - hence a hair-raising 
collision with telegraph wires at 50 feet over Copenhagen - a most gallant career which was cruelly ended in 
November 1943 when his flak-damaged Mosquito spun into the ground

'On 30 January 1943, this officer was the navigator of a crew detailed for a special operation in daylight against Berlin. The success of 
the operation largely depended on the attack being made at a precise time, and for this reason, it had to be carried out regardless of 
weather conditions and the pre-flight plan had to be adhered to in every detail. The outward journey involved a trip of over 500 miles, 
most of which was over German territory and into the heart of the defences, both fighter and anti-aircraft, of the country. Further, the 
length of the trip was such that only economical cruising speed could be maintained since the conservation of petrol was an important 
aspect. The advantage of the high speed of the aircraft was, therefore, largely lost except over the target itself. 

In order to get in under the enemy warning system, two thirds of the flight was carried out a very low level. This later necessitated a 
long climb, during which period, the aircraft was particularly vulnerable to fighter interception and attack. In addition the crew were 
well aware of the acknowledged strong anti-aircraft defences against a daylight attack. 

All these hazardous aspects made it necessary for the mission to be carried out with the utmost skill and determination. As is well 
known, it was carried out precisely as planned and the attack delivered within seconds of the specified time. 

F./O. Hayes, although having completed only seven sorties, has already shown that he is determined to press home his attacks and I 
have no doubt that he will continue to operate in a purposeful and determined manner.' 

Ralph Gamble Hayes was born at Kenilworth in 1921 and was educated at Salesian College, London. 

Enlisting in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve after the outbreak of hostilities, he qualified as a navigator and was posted to No. 
105 Squadron at Marham in mid-October 1942. Commanded by Wing Commander H. I. "Hughie" Edwards, V.C., D.F.C., 105 was a 
specialist Mosquito unit engaged on low-level operations. 

An early taste of such operations befell Hayes - and his pilot, John Gordon - on 8 December, when they were detailed to attack the 
steel works at Ijmuiden. As it transpired, they mistook a factory in Harlem as the primary target and attacked it from 100 feet. Similar 
low-level strikes were carried out by them before the month's end, so, too, in January, the engine sheds at Amiens and the lock gates at 
Lingen among them. On the latter occasion their Mosquito was severely damaged by flak, the return journey to Marham being 
undertaken on one engine and ending with a 'belly landing'. 

On 27 January 1943, Gordon and Hayes participated in a daring low-level strike against the Burmeister Wain Diesel Works at 
Copenhagen. They were lucky to get home, their Mosquito striking telegraph wires at 50 feet. Mosquito - Wooden Wonder , takes up 
the story: 

'At the Burmeister and Wain factory in occupied Denmark, the Germans were making U-Boat components. A short, sharp and accurate 
attack was called for involving a round trip of more than 1,200 miles to Copenhagen. Over the North Sea sped Wing Commander 
Edwards, leading nine Mosquitos in close formation. Below, the cold, grey-green wavetops licked up at each pregnant bomb belly. In 
low-level war paint the Mosquitos blended well with sea and countryside. As God plumed his birds to match nature, hunted man had 
created a jigsaw pattern of dull silvery grey and green on the wings of his aeroplanes. 

Low-level unarmed bombers were the special prey of Fw. 190 fighters, if they could swoop down from above - and catch them. Danger 
would intensify over the enemy coast - fighters above, flak below. 

Now over the coast. The concentration increases in each cramped cockpit. Edwards checks his landfall. Too far south. Should he press 
on? Fuel consumption is a vital consideration on this long round trip. Ahead lies Copenhagen and the target. Out there at sea U-Boats 
are sending British food and materials to the bottom. 

The Mosquitos continue on course. One blessing, it is winter. In summer, the windscreens would very soon be smudged with a mash of 
dust and squashed flies. Suddenly there's a call on the intercom from Flight Lieutenant Gordon: 'I've been hit. 1 Puffs of blue smoke 
billow round the starboard wing of his Mosquito. Nobody realizes it at the time but Gordon is now trailing a length of telegraph wire. 
This is low-level attack. 

The pilots cannot relax their attention to worry about Gordon. At high speed, at rooftop in tight formation, the risk of collision is ever 
present. Sometimes it happens. Now the bomb doors are opening. In seconds it is all over. The Mosquitos set course for home. When 
Edwards lands he has only 15 gallons of fuel in his tanks-enough for about another six and a half miles. 

Back at base the crews listened to a German radio report on their day's work. Most of the bombs, the announcer said, were duds. How 
the airmen laughed. Their bombs, as they knew, were fitted with delayed-action fuses. They could tell to a second what time each 
bomb would shatter the blackout of Copenhagen. In the bar they toasted each explosion. A round of drinks for each detonation. 

Some duds! Some aeroplane!' 

Next up, on the 30th, was the famous Berlin daylight raid, an achievement that quickly hit the home press: 

'BERLIN, 30 January 1943 ... Berlin, the heart of Hitler's Germany at the height of the war ... Berlin on the tenth anniversary of the 
German Army. A big military parade has been planned to celebrate the occasion and from early dawn Nazi troops have been 
assembling in the capital ready to stage a mighty demonstration of their omnipotence. It is announced that Reichsmarschall Goering 
will broadcast at 11 a.m., to be followed at 4 p.m. by Propaganda Minister Goebbels: It should be a big day for the Nazis. 

But the anniversary has not gone unnoticed in England. In the chilly air of early morning three Mosquito aircraft are warming up their 
engines on the runway at Marham airfield. Shortly after half-past eight Squadron Leader R. W. Reynolds strides up to the leading plane 
with his navigator, Pilot Officer E. B. Sismore. A last-minute check on the Met. report - it seems O.K. - and then Reynolds turns to the 
two other crews of 105 Squadron. "All right, chaps," he says. "Let's go." 
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Bombs gone - original accompanying photograph 


The R.A.F. is off to drop its own highly individual birthday present on the Reich. This is the first raid on Berlin ever made in daylight 
and no one knows quite what to expect. Reynolds is relying on the high speed of the Mosquito to keep him out of trouble from German 
fighters but on the five hour round trip there will not be much fuel to spare for evasive tactics. The plan is to drop the bombs dead on 
11 o'clock to coincide with the beginning of Goering's speech and this will require some pretty accurate navigation. Sismore is 
confident that he can do the job: he is the squadron's ace navigator and is later to lead the Pathfinders in some of the war's most 
devastating raids. 

Germany basks in brilliant sunshine on this January morning. The three Mossies have flown at low-level over the North Sea, then high, 
higher into the heart of Germany. A few minutes before 11 o'clock the tell-tale lakes around Berlin show up as bright white patches as 
they glint in the sunshine. Dead on target come the Mossies and at 11 o'clock precisely Sismore says "Bombs away." There are no 
enemy fighters, very little flak. The Germans have been taken completely by surprise. They upset Goering. The timing could not have 
been better. At 11 o'clock listeners to the German radio are told by the announcer to stand by for an important speech by Goering. At 
one minute past 11, accompanied by the explosion of bombs around the broadcasting studio, the programme fades out. There is a long 
pause. Then, "There will be some delay," apologises the announcer. Gramophone records fill the gap. It is not until an hour later that 
the voice of Goering, plainly harassed and angry, comes on the air. By then the three Mosquitos are winging their way safely back 
home. Opposition has been practically negligible: only Flight Lieutenant J. Gordon, flying back over Bremen in error, receives the 
violent reception from the ground defences that is his due/ 

Hayes and Gordon were awarded immediate D.F.Cs. 

In March 1943, following the death of Wing Commander G. P. Longfield, command of No. 105 devolved to Wing Commander J. de L. 
Wooldridge, D.F.C., D.F.M. Here, then, the commencement of a spate of operations described at length by Wooldridge in Low Attack, 
among them the daylight strike on Julich - Gordon's and Hayes's own account of this memorable operation is published therein. For his 
own part, Wooldridge would add a D.S.O.and Bar to his accolades in the same period. 

In June 1943, 105 joined No. 8 (Path Finder Force) Group and operations continued apace. Squadron records reveal Gordon and 
Hayes participating in numerous sorties, including a brace of strikes on Knapsack in October 1943, in addition to larger targets such as 
Bochum and Duisberg. 

On 5 November 1943, Gordon and Hayes were detailed to attack the chemical works at Leverkusen. Their Mosquito was damaged and 
Gordon was compelled to make the return trip on one engine. On reaching Hardwick, he had to abort an emergency landing owing to 
a lorry being on the runway. The aircraft's wing then dropped on the dead side and hit a tree, causing the Mosquito to plough into a 
field at Road Green Farm, Hempnall, Norfolk. Both men were killed instantly. 

Hayes, the son of Harold and Edith Hayes of Leamington Spa, Warwickshire, was 22 years old; he was buried in Putney Vale Cemetery 
and a memorial cross stands today at the site of his Mosquito's crash at Road Green Farm.

Frederick Edwin Greene was born in Bow, London. A Musician by occupation, he attested for the Royal Artillery at London on 12 May

Michael Maher was born in the Parish of Callan, Co. Kilkenny. A Labourer by occupation, he attested for the Royal Irish Regiment at 
Kilkenny on 22 August 1888, aged 19 years. With the regiment he served in India, October 1889-March 1895. Having attained the 
rank of Sergeant in December 1892, he was reduced to Private in September 1894. As such he was transferred to the Army Reserve in 
March 1895. Maher rejoined the regiment in May 1898. Soon in trouble, he was convicted by court martial in October for 'conduct to 
the prejudice' and sentenced to 84 days imprisonment with hard labour (28 days were remitted). Appointed a Lance-Corporal on 1 
December 1899, he was posted to South Africa on the 16th of the month. There, his rank was soon lost, being deprived of his stripe in 
February 1900. Despite this setback, he served with distinction in South Africa, being awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal with a 
gratuity of £20 in addition to the Queen's medal with six clasps. 

Maher served as part of the 5th Battalion Mounted Infantry. Its first action was on 11 February 1900 while reinforcing the flank guard of 
a convoy in difficulties between Ramah and Roodipan. The regimental history records that in this affair Maher greatly distinguished 
himself by volunteering to carry a written order to a detachment separated from the main body by a broad stretch of ground completely 
swept by enemy fire. He set an excellent example by walking, not running, across the danger zone, delivered the note and then 
refusing to remain under cover with the detachment, cooly returned to report that the order had been delivered. In another affray, he 
and another private held off an enemy attack by steady, well aimed shooting. He was again mentioned in the regimental history for 
volunteering to cross a drift in order to ascertain if the further bank of the river was occupied by the enemy. 

Private Maher returned home in July 1901 and was discharged at the termination of his first period of service. With copied service 
papers, regimental history extracts and service notes.

Expeditionary Force.' 


Frank Pilgrim was bom in Middlesborough, Yorkshire in August 1887, the son of a railway foreman. Enlisting in the Royal Marines 
Light Infantry at York in January 1915, he was embarked for Gallipoli in May 1915, where he landed as a reinforcement for the Royal 
Naval Division (R.N.D.) on the 15th, just in time to see action in the 2nd Battle of Krithia. Wounded in the right thigh by a shell splinter 
on 21 June, he was evacuated to Imbros but returned to the Peninsula a week or two later, when he joined the 2nd Royal Marine 
Battalion. No doubt a witness to the heavy fighting that followed in the second half of 1915, he was, as cited above, awarded the C.G. 
M. for his gallant act at Krithia Nullah in November. 

Remaining a member of the 2nd R.M. Battalion after departing Gallipoli in January 1916, Pilgrim remained employed in the 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force until May 1916, in which period he served in Salonika in support of the Greek Army. Next ordered 
to France, the 2nd Battalion formed part of 188th Brigade, 63rd Royal Naval Division, and participated in the bloody battles of An ere, 
Cambrai, Gavrelle and Passchendaele. 

In March 1918, Pilgrim was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant, R.M., in the Chatham Division, and saw further action in the battles of St. 
Quentin, Bapaume and Aveluy Wood. During the German Spring Offensive the ranks of the 1st and 2nd R.M. Battalions were so 
depleted that the two units were amalgamated. Pilgrim was transferred to the home establishment, where he attended bombing and 
anti-gas courses in July and August. 

Returning to France in late September 1918, he joined the 1st R.M. Battalion in time to participate in the final actions of the war, 
among them Canal du Nord, Cambrai and the pursuit of the enemy to Mons. He remained in France for much of the interim period, he 
was advanced to Lieutenant in March 1919 and demobilised that June. 

Pilgrim returned to uniform in the 1939-45 War, when he was commissioned in the 4th North Riding (Quisborough) Battalion, Home 
Guard, attaining the rank of Major before the end of hostilities.

Francis George Noble was born at St. Helier, Jersey in the Channel Islands in April 1884 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd 
Class in July 1899. Having then been advanced to Able Seaman and fulfilled his 12 years of continuous service, he was discharged 
ashore in April 1914 and enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve. 

Quickly mobilised on the advent of hostilities, he joined the battleship H.M.S. Glory , in which capacity he served on the North 
American Station and in the Dardanelles; during one bombardment in support of the Gallipoli operations, Glory was hit by Turkish fire. 

Noble came home to an appointment in Portsmouth in April 1916 but returned to sea with an appointment in the cruiser Topaze in the 
Mediterranean that October. In early 191 7, Topaze was ordered to the Red Sea and it was here, in June, that Noble won his C.G.M. for 
the landings at Salif. The Navy Everywhere takes up the story: 

The village of Salif is situated on a peninsula, of which the northern end is merely a mud flat, covered by the sea at high tide. To the 
east of the village is a hunch-back of a hill, which is doubtless of volcanic formation, and in fact has a hollow in it suggesting the relics 
of a crater. It was in this hollow that the Turkish garrison had taken up their position when, at daybreak on 12 June 1917, our ships 
approached Salif. The enemy's position was well chosen, for nothing could be seen of it from the sea, and only the high-angle fire of a 
howitzer could be expected to drop shells into it. 

Captain Boyle ordered the Espiegle to go northwards round the end of the peninsula, and enter the inlet between peninsula and 
mainland, possibly with the idea that the Turkish position might be more accessible from the eastern side of it. In any case the presence 
of a ship on that side would subject the enemy to a cross-fire, which is always disconcerting. The only danger to be avoided was that of 
the Espiegle's gunlayers, in an excess of enthusiasm, plumping shells right over the hill into the other ships; but fortunately no 
contretemps of this kind occurred. 

The Northbrook anchored close inshore at the southern end of the peninsula, while Minto , Topaze , and Odin made a line to the north 
of her. They all kept as near to the shore as the depth of water would allow, in order that the landing parties might have as short a 
distance as possible to cover in the boats. As it turned out, the Topaze and Odin unconsciously followed the example of Lord Charles 
Beresford in the Condor at the bombardment of Alexandria, when he ran his ship in so close that the enemy ashore could not depress 
their guns sufficiently to hit him. The Turks in their hollow were in exactly the same predicament. They had two Krupp mountain-guns 
and three one-inch Norden-feldts, with which they blazed away persistently, but their shells, in clearing the sides of the crater, also 
cleared our ships, and they did not score a single hit, though they occasionally dropped near enough to create an uncomfortable 
feeling on board. 

The Northbrook's men landed at the south end of the peninsula, and took up a position near their ship to the right of the town. The 
others all landed at the pier, and extended themselves behind a ridge, flanked by a salt-mine at the south end, and by some houses at 
the north end. They then advanced cautiously to the foot of the hill, making a crescent-shaped line round it, with a party of Marines in 
the centre. The Odin's seamen remained behind in the village (where there were no signs of any Turks) and took possession of the 
condensing plant, the telegraph office, some mines, and one or two harems belonging to the Turkish officials. The last-named were 
transferred at the first opportunity to the Northbrook , which in due course took the women and children and the civilian males to 
Aden. Commander A. R. W. Woods of the Topaze was in charge of the landing party, with Commander Salmond of the Odin as his 
second in command. His plan was to advance up the hill from three directions towards the Turkish position, and thus effectually 
surround it, for the fourth side was closed by the inlet from which the Espiegle was steadily plumping shells at the Turks. It is probable 
that the enemy, knowing that our force was a very small one, hoped to cause such havoc in it with their rifle-fire, while our men were 
coming up the hill, that we should be compelled to abandon the attack. If this was their calculation it failed to take into account the 
effectiveness of our gunnery. 

An excellent system of signals had been arranged, and by means of this Commander Woods was able to turn on or off a barrage of fire 
as if it were a water-tap. The gunlayers were unfortunate in having the sun in their eyes, but, in spite of this, their shooting was so 
accurate that the men on shore could follow with confidence close behind the barrage. Under its cover they gradually crept towards 
the foot of the hill whereon the enemy were posted, and then, at a given signal, they made a rush forward and completely surrounded 
the Turks. The whole business lasted about three hours before the enemy surrendered. In justice to them, it must be said that they put 
up quite a good fight. 
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There are one or two amusing incidents to be recorded. Sergeant McLoughlin of the Royal Marines came across twelve Turkish 
soldiers, of whom one was wounded, decided that they were just about his own fighting weight, and went for them without a moment's 
hesitation. It was perhaps fortunate for him that Petty Officer Beaver was close behind him, for as a general rule the Turk does not allow 
estimates of this kind to be made with impunity. Between the pair of them they shot one of the twelve, took seven of them prisoners, 
while the rest retreated precipitately, but only to fall into other hands. 

Meanwhile Private Bartlett of the Royal Marines was having a little adventure of his own. He chanced upon a hut, and was prompted 
by curiosity to poke his head inside. There he discovered three Turks and three Arabs, all fully armed. Some people might have been 
disconcerted and even embarrassed by such a discovery, but Private Bartlett regarded it as merely coming within the day's work. He 
was no great linguist, but he had his own methods of explaining to the assembled company that they were his prisoners, and he left not 
a shadow of doubt in their minds that he meant business. So they meekly handed over their rifles, and in due course Private Bartlett, 
wearing little more than a bland smile (for the sun was beating down hotly) handed them over to his commanding officer. 

Having captured the whole garrison, together with their guns, ammunition, and stores, and having placed the prisoners aboard the 
Topaze for transport to Aden, the squadron moved off, leaving only the Espiegle behind to collect what was serviceable of Messrs. Sir 
John Jackson's plant, and to destroy the rest. Three days were spent in clearing up the place, during which time a company of Indian 
troops were sent over from Kamaran Island to do garrison duty. There was no idea of holding Sal if permanently, for no object was to be 
gained by doing so. The removal of the condensing plant made the place uninhabitable, since the only water supply is too brackish for 
ordinary consumption, and it was therefore most improbable that the Turks would attempt to re-occupy the village. Their removal 
made matters more comfortable for our small garrison at Kamaran, and we must also reckon on the credit side of the account the 
recovery of a certain amount of useful plant. On the other side we must place the death of Private Read of H.M.S. Odin , who had the 
misfortune to jump almost on top of a Turk, and to receive a rifle-bullet at point-blank range. It would seem that the Turk fired by 
accident rather than holding up their hands, realising that they were completely surrounded/ 

To the aforementioned winners of the C.G.M. at Salif may now be added Noble's name, who brought in the fatally wounded Private 
Read; his award of the French Medaille Militaire followed in 1919 (T.N.A. ADM 171/111 refers). 

Noble remained employed in the Topaze until returning to an appointment at the gunnery establishment Excellent in October 1919. 
Having then been awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in July 1922, he was pensioned ashore in the same year. His service record notes 
however that he rejoined as an A.B. (Pensioner) in May 1936.

'On Monday 27 November 1944, an explosion on an immense scale occurred in a mine forming the R.A.F. bomb storage depot near 
Burton-on-Trent. The depot, which consisted of tunnelled workings into low hills, was divided into two parts, known as the Old and 
New Mines, by a solid wall partly of native rock and partly of artificial construction. The explosion occurred in the small New Mine 
where some 4,000 tons of bombs and other explosives were stored, including over,1,500 four-thousand pound bombs. This part of the 
depot was completely obliterated, a crater 350 yards by 600 yards being formed with an enormous open rent in continuation to the 
north-west. Serious damage was also done to the Old Mine, alongside where some 8,000 to 10,000 tons of bombs were stored. Here 
blast caused dangerous roof falls and cracks and scattered bombs and other explosives over the floors whilst poisonous fumes 
generated by the explosion percolated from the New Mine. Apart from the damage to the depot, a nearby commercial mine was 
completely wrecked by huge quantities of rock and sodden earth thrown up by the explosion and by escaping waters of a small lake 
which had burst open. Over 60 people lost their lives. 

Flight Lieutenant Lewin on his own initiative, and alone, entered the mine some 20 minutes after the explosion and carried out a 
prolonged search in the underground workings. He later entered a second time with Foreman Coker and remained underground for 
about an hour searching most of the roads in an endeavour to find the missing persons. The fumes had by this time become more 
dangerous and while Foreman Coker persisted as long as he could, he had in the end to be carried out by Flight Lieutenant Lewin, who 
then re-entered the mine alone to continue his endeavours. He did not abandon his search until the arrival of teams of the Mines 
Rescue Organisation with oxygen apparatus. Flight Lieutenant Lewin then went to the nearby commercial mine and descended the air 
shaft several times to a dangerous gas-filled area to remove casualties. Finally, he assisted Wing Commander Kings in organising over 
ground relief measures. Throughout he acted with gallantry, initiative and complete disregard for his own safety.' 

John Preston Lewin was born in Plymouth, Devon in September 1916 and was working as a Clerk in Cardiff at the time of applying for 
a commission in Equipment Branch of the Royal Air Force in April 1939. Appointed a Pilot Officer that July, he served out in the 
Middle East before attending an explosives course back in the U.K. in January-March 1942, and was advanced to Flying Officer prior to 
being placed on the Reserve in April 1943. He was, however, retained on the Active List for the duration of hostilities, and was serving 
as a Flight Lieutenant in 21 Maintenance Unit at the time of the above cited incident at the R.A.F's underground bomb store at Fauld, 
near Burton-on-Trent. Lewin relinquished his commission on the Reserve in July 1959. 

Sold with a substantial amount of related research and newspaper articles, a copy of the book The Day the Dump Went Up, by Mark 
Rowe, and a hand drawn sketch which outlines the course taken by the recipient in the ruins following the explosion.

Harold Wright was born in Maidenhead, Berkshire in November 1891 and entered the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class in January 
1910. Appointed to the destroyer H.M.S. Nith in August 1914, he was advanced to Leading Stoker and remained similarly employed 
until coming ashore to Pembroke II in December 1915, in which period Nith served in the Dover and Humber patrols. 

In March 1916, Wright joined another destroyer, the newly commissioned Abdiel, which had been converted for employment in 
minelaying operations, and it was in this capacity that he was awarded the D.S.M. and mentioned in despatches (Admiralty Order 
dated 25 May 191 7). He remained employed in the Abdiel until the war's end. 

Commanded by Berwick Curtis, AbdiePs operational career commenced with a stint of service with the Grand Fleet at Scapa Flow, 
from whence she carried out daring, solo minelaying operations in the Heligoland Bight and off Horns Reef. Abdiel also accompanied 
the Grand Fleet at Jutland, where Jellicoe ordered Curtis to lay a minefield in the expected path of the retreating German fleet, a 
successful enterprise that resulted in serious damage being inflicted on the battleship Ostfriesland. 

In early 1918 the Abdiel became flotilla leader to the 20th Destroyer Flotilla at Immingham on the Humber, from whence - with her 
new consorts - she continued to carry out extensive minelaying operations. In fact by the war's end she had laid no less than 6290 
mines. As described by Taffrail in Endless Story , such operations were perilous in the extreme: 

The German minefields were an unknown quantity. We knew that many had been laid, some for the express purpose of putting a stop 
to our excursions. Many times we saw enemy "floaters". On several occasions yellow painted monstrosities, bristling with horns, came 
to the surface in the wake of one of us after its mooring wire had been cut by a fast-moving propeller. We simply had to take our 
chance, trusting to luck and the Almighty. I must confess, however, that when I saw the chart of the German minefields which was 
delivered up after the Armistice, I had an attack of cold shivering. Much of the water that we had considered innocuous, and had gaily 
careered over at 25 knots, teemed with explosive abominations. 

There were other things to be considered, besides mines, and these were the patrols of German destroyers at sea in the Bight. As at 
Dover, we were not allowed to fight with mines on board unless first attacked, for the simple reason that one shell striking in among 
primed mines would bring about an explosion more spectacular than any firework display. We frequently sighted enemy patrols, but 
our main task was to lay the mines, and hence to evade anything we saw. If chased, we had to trust to our superior speed to escape. 

The work at the time was considered very "hush-hush" and secret, and, in order that it should not be known what we were doing, the 
large white numbers painted on our bows were frequently altered to mystify anyone who might sight us at sea. For the same reason it 
was desirable to conceal the rows of mines on deck, which was done with canvas camouflage screens spread over the after part of the 
ship and painted with a gun, torpedo-tubes, and deck-fittings against a background of sky. One artist even ran riot and painted in a few 
seagulls and some men on deck. But the camouflage screens certainly served their purpose. At a few hundred yards, unless one 
suspected, it was impossible to tell that we were not ordinary destroyers.' 

On the night of 1 -2 August 1918, Abdiel and her consorts did indeed steam into an enemy minefield. Taffrail takes up the story: 

'We, in the Telemachus, were following the Abdiel, and, looking aft, we saw a brilliant gout of ruby and orange flame mingled with 
smoke and water standing out of the sea to a height of quite 200 feet. It was an unnerving sight. No British mines were in the vicinity. 
We were on top of a German minefield. The fifth ship in the line, the Vehement, had struck a mine. On exploding, it had detonated her 
foremost magazine. 

For a moment there was dead silence, followed by splashing in the water as debris came raining down from the sky. Then the roaring 
below of escaping steam, and the sound of men's voices, some shouting, others, injured and in the water, calling piteously for help. 
The Abdiel and Telemachus, signalling to the others to stop engines, circled round to help the Vehement. She was still afloat, her bows 
deep in the water and her stern well in the air. But the bows, from abaft the bridge to the stern, had almost completely disappeared. All 
that remained was a tangle of twisted steel plating, in which the oil fuel and cordite blazed in a sickly yellow glare, and clouds of black 
smoke went drifting slowly to leeward. It was a clear night. That flaming beacon must have been visible for many miles. The Abdiel, 
going ahead, took what remained of the Vehement in tow, stern first. The rest of us, lowering boats, searched for survivors in the water. 

Several, blown through the air, owed their lives to a series of miracles. One, with a broken thigh, managed to swim a hundred yards 
before he collapsed in the rescuing boat. But Hammersley-Heenan, the commanding officer, had the most wonderful escape of all. 
Standing on his bridge when the explosion came, he was stunned and hurled through space, recovering his senses to find himself in the 
water a full 400 yards from the wreck of his burning ship. Though severely injured, he set about blowing up his life-saving waist-coat, 
and then succeeded in saving a drowning shipmate, an act of gallantry for which he subsequently received the life-saving medal of the 
Royal Humane Society. 

But fate had not played its last trick, for at seven minutes past midnight, while the Abdiel was still busy with her preparations for 
towing, there came another roar and the flash of an explosion as the Ariel fouled a mine a quarter of a mile from the first. A ship at 
once hurried to help her and rescued some survivors, but again a magazine had exploded, and a quarter of an hour later the Ariel flung 
her bows skywards and disappeared. 
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The grey dawn was breaking in the east when the remains of the Vehement still blazing furiously, and with an occasional shell or 
cartridge exploding in the beat of the fire, were finally in tow. Even so, the position was still one of horrible uncertainty, for we could 
not know which way to steer. The minefield might be laid in any direction. North, south, east, or west - all might be equally dangerous. 
We steered north, trusting to Providence. And Providence was kind. It was not until afterwards that I discovered the German minefield 
stretched twenty miles north and south. 

But we were not out of the wood. An hour later a bulkhead collapsed in the Vehement, her bow portion dipped deeper in the water, 
and her stern lifted in the air, until rudder and propellers were out of the water. The wind was freshening, and the sea had started to 
rise. Further towing was impossible. The survivors, many of them badly wounded, were rescued from the wreck, and the guns of my 
ship and a couple of depth-charges sent the remains of the Vehement to her doom. She sank quietly, to leave a pitiful little collection of 
flotsam in the midst of an ever-widening patch of oil floating on the surface of the sea. 

We turned our bows to the westward and steamed away. We had left our base 9 strong and returned 7. In the brief space of twenty-two 
minutes over 100 of our flotilla-mates had gone to their death. 

But we carried on, because we had to. Less than a week afterwards we were laying mines within seven miles of Zeebrugge.' 

Wright was invalided ashore in April 1922; sold with copied service record.

William Gallagher was born in Londonderry, Northern Ireland in April 1888. He was decorated for his gallant service during an attack 
on the S.S. William Middleton (James Wetsoll, owner) by a German submarine in the Bristol Channel on 23 December 1916. 

The William Middleton, under charter to the Admiralty (BEF Transport 680) left Boulogne bound for Dublin on 20 December 191 6. On 
the 23rd, she was in the Bristol Channel, four miles N.W. of Lundy Island, when at about 8.50am. she was fired upon by a surfaced 
submarine - the UC-46, some 5 or 6 miles away. With another ship, the S.S. Bertrand some 2 or 3 miles off their starboard quarter, the 
William Middleton quickly hoisted the signal 'Submarine in the vicinity' to warn off the other vessel. The unarmed William Middleton, 
being too slow to outrun a surfaced submarine, hove to, threw their Admiralty instructions and papers overboard and began to abandon 
ship. The submarine is reported to have fired nine rounds, mostly shrapnel rounds, before the crew of 25 finally got away. The 
submarine then came alongside the ship's boats in order to interrogate the Captain. The Captain not in a mood to converse, the 
submarine turned its attentions back to the ship. The submarine then fired 12 rounds of common shell into the ship in order to finish 
her off. However, before she could be sunk, the armed motor trawler Thuringia appeared on the scene and engaged the submarine 
which promptly crash dived and made good her escape. At about noon, several of the crew - the Captain, Chief Mate, two Engineers, 
the Boatswain and two Seamen, re-boarded the badly damaged William Middleton and through their care the slowly sinking vessel was 
coaxed to safety to Tenby where temporary repairs could be made to allow her to reach Port Talbot. 

The Captain of the William Middleton considered the Boatswain's conduct most gallant, as by hoisting the warning signal he saved his 
own vessel and two others - his ship being bombarded by shrapnel fire from the submarine at the time. 

The William Middleton's good luck continued when she survived being mined in the Bristol Channel on 28 September 191 7. However 
the UC-46 was lost with all hands when rammed in the English Channel on 8 February 1917.

Ernest Francis Edge was born in Portsea, Hampshire, on 24 February 1870. An Engine Smith by occupation, he entered into the Royal 
Navy as an Acting Engine Room Artificer 4th Class at Victory II in January 1896. He was confirmed in that rank in July 1897 and 
advanced to E.R.A. 3rd Class in January 1899, both whilst on the Royal Oak. Promoted to E.R.A. 2nd Class in January 1903 when on 
the Duke of Wellington, he was ranked as Acting Chief Engine Room Artificer 2nd Class in May 1905 when based at Victory II. That 
rank was confirmed in January 1907 when at Sapphire II and he was promoted to C.E.R.A. 1st Class in May 1911 when on Jupiter. In 
that rank he was posted to the armoured cruiser Cochrane in April 1913 and served on her during the first three years of the war, the 
ship being part of the 2nd Cruiser Squadron of the Grand Fleet. On the ship he was present at the battle of Jutland, 31 May/1 June 
1916. Doubtless for his skill and energy in keeping the armoured cruiser's engines running at high speed throughout the action, he was 
awarded the D.S.M. ( London Gazette 15 September 1916). In addition, for his services during the battle, he was specially promoted to 
the commissioned rank of Artificer Engineer on 30 June 1916. Known to have served until the early 1920's. 

With a quantity of copied research including service paper and the dispositions of H.M.S. Cochrane during the battle. 
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'The war continued relentlessly; and only two nights later; on 11-12 October [1944], Tim Bligh took four boats of his 
57th Flotilla into an action off Vir Island', north of Zara, which by its results and by the significance of the challenge it 
presented to the heavily armed F-Lighters, has frequently been referred to as the finest Coastal Forces action of the war. 

It has been described in detail in both 'Flag 4' and 'The Battle of the Torpedo Boats', and each had the advantage of the 
beautifully written report by Bligh. Indeed, that report was published in The London Gazette of 15 October 1948 as one 
of a selection of the great Coastal Forces actions of 1939-45/ 

Dog Boats at War , by L. C. Reynolds, O.B.E., D.S.C., refers. 

The rare and outstanding Second World War Coastal Forces D.S.M. and Bar group of five awarded to Able Seaman R. 
S. Whiteley, Royal Navy, who also won a "mention" for his gallant work as gun layer of M.G.B. 622's 6-pounder gun 
in many spectacular high-speed, octane-fuelled engagements in the Mediterranean and Adriatic - much to the cost of 
the enemy: a case in point would be the 'great accuracy' of his gun in a monumental fire-fight on the night of 11-12 
October 1944 - often referred to as the finest Coastal Forces action of the war - when he quickly sank a number of 
enemy craft and showed 'himself to be unsurpassed in Mediterranean Coastal Forces - no amount of enemy fire has 
any effect on his coolness and accuracy' 

Distinguished Service Medal, G.VI.R., with Second Award Bar (A.B. R. S. Whiteley, C/JX. 308197)), in its case of issue;

'For great skill and daring while serving in Light Coastal Craft in a series of sharp and successful encounters with enemy forces in the 
Adriatic and Aegean/ 

Bar to D.S.M. London Gazette 13 February 1945: 

Tor outstanding courage and determination in skilful attacks on enemy shipping in the Adriatic while serving in Light Coastal Craft.' 

The original recommendation - dated 16 October 1944 - states: 

'On the night of 11-12 October 1944, H.M. M.G.B. 662 and H.M. M.T.Bs 634, 637 and 638, on patrol North of Zara, encountered one 
or more enemy 'F'-lighter convoys. Our unit carried out three well-ordered gunnery and torpedo attacks which lasted five hours. In face 
of heavy enemy fire these attacks were pressed home and as a result 6 enemy 'F'-lighters, 4 enemy Pi-L Boats and 1 E-Boat were 
destroyed, 1 'F'-lighter and 1 E-Boat were probably destroyed and 2 E-Boats were damaged by gunfire. This great success was achieved 
at the cost of only very few casualties, and minor damage to our own craft ... For leadership, courage and great skill. Able Seaman 
Whiteley was a six-pounder gun layer on His Majesty's M.G.B. 662 and Captain of the gun. In the face of heavy enemy fire he did 
some brilliant spotting that was an example to every boat in the unit; and by his great accuracy quickly sank a number of enemy craft.' 

Remarks of Administrative Authority: 

'Forwarded fully concurring. As a gun layer this rating has shown himself to be unsurpassed in Mediterranean Coastal Forces, and no 
amount of enemy fire has any effect on his coolness and accuracy.' 

Mention in despatches London Gazette 21 November 1944: 

'For courage, skill and determination in a series of close actions with the enemy off the West coast of Italy and Dalmatia while serving 
in Light Coastal Craft.' 

The original recommendation - dated 26 April 1944 - states: 
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'On the night 24-25 June 1944, H.M. M.G.Bs 662, 659 and H.M. M.T.B. 670 encountered the ex-Jugoslav Torpedo Boat T. 7. After a 
very intensive close range gun action the T.7 was driven ashore and destroyed and some prisoners were taken ... For skill coolness and 
initiative as six-pounder gunlayer on H.M. M.G.B. 662. He did a very good shoot and scored many useful hits.' 

Remarks of Administration Authority: 

'Forwarded fully concurring. This rating has been in M.G.B. 662 for 9 months and seen much action.' 

Remarks of Operating Authority: 

'Fully concur. He inflicted severe damage on the enemy.' 


Raymond Stewart Whiteley, who was born in Epsom in July 1921, served in M.G.B. 662 in the 57th M.G.B. Flotilla from the summer 
of 1943 until at least October 1944. 

His skipper for much of the same period was Acting Lieutenant-Commander T. J. "Tim" Bligh, R.N.V.R., who was to be awarded an O. 
B.E., D.S.O., D.S.C. and Bar for his gallantry in the Mediterranean and Adriatic - the former distinction for taking the surrender of 
German Naval Forces in the Adriatic in his capacity as Senior Officer, 57th M.G.B. Flotilla. According to Len Reynolds, one of Bligh's 
Flotilla C.Os, he 'was a natural leader, an extrovert with a huge personality backed by the intellect of a scholar at Balliol'. 

Under Bligh, with her complement of three officers and 30 ratings, 662 was to become one of the most decorated Dog Boats of the 
war, her crew winning a D.S.O., two D.S.Cs with Bars, a D.S.M. and Bar and nine D.S.Ms, in addition to a good tally of "mentions". As 
a consequence, her story is the subject of considerable coverage in such histories as Dudley Pope's Flag 4 and Len Reynolds's Dog 
Boats at War, so, too, in the latter's account of his own boat, Motor Gun Boat 658, one of 662's consorts. 

When Whiteley joined 662 in the summer of 1943, she was part of the 20th M.G.B. Flotilla, and in that capacity he would have 
participated in operations off the Italian coast, operating out of bases at Bastia and Corsica. 


Fire-fights aplenty - the 'pirates of Vis' - Mention in despatches and D.S.M. 

In January 1944, Tim Bligh arrived as 662's new skipper, as a consequence of which she became part of the 57th M.G.B. Flotilla. It was 
the commencement of a remarkable chapter of operational service, a chapter that commenced amidst a flurry of gunfire on the night of 
the 29th-30th. Dog Boats at War takes up the story: 

'At the end of the month, on 29-30 January, Lt. Commander Tim Bligh in M.G.B. 662, with M.T.B. 97 (Lt. M. Bowyer) set out on his first 
patrol in the Adriatic, and indeed one of his first as the new S.O. of the 57th Flotilla. They found a small tanker and a schooner at the 
eastern end of Brae and made a gun attack, as neither was a suitable target for 97's torpedoes. Both were sunk, after eight Italian 
prisoners had been taken. Interrogation by the Italian speaking British Liaison Officer in Vis revealed that there had been a German 
presence aboard each vessel, as guns' crews, but all had been killed in the engagement. The schooner was the 350-ton Folgore, just 
returning from use as a supply ship and on her way from Durazzo (in Albania), bound for Sibenik, north-west of Split. Bligh was out 
again in his 662 on 2-3 February, this time with M.T.B. 649 (Hughes). Their patrol was northward to the Zara Channel, and after 
questioning some fishermen, they sighted a three-masted schooner situated very satisfactorily up-moon. Despite some spirited return 
fire, she was rapidly set on fire at very short range. Survivors began to jump overboard, and twelve of them were picked up.' 

In May 1944, 622 and the 57th Flotilla shifted to a new base in the Adriatic: Vis in the Dalmatian Islands, home to all manner of cut¬ 
throats collectively termed 'Land Forces Adriatic'. 

As related by Captain S.W. Roskill, D.S.C., R.N., in The War at Sea (Vol. Ill, Part II), our special forces and Tito's partisans required the 
assistance of the Navy to go about their business: 

'In June 1944, after Marshal Tito's escape from Italy, the island became his headquarters and a centre from which to resume the 
direction of Partisan activities; Tito's partisans combined with the British Forces also based on Vis, which consisted of men of 40th and 
43rd Royal Marine Commando and 2nd S.A.S. Brigade under the command of Brigadier George Daly, and used the naval vessels 
present to transport materials and men to liberate the islands of Dalmatia ... raids were repeatedly made against enemy-held Dalmatian 
islands and the adjacent mainland. The assault forces, consisting of British Commandos and Yugoslav Partisans, were escorted and 
covered by destroyers and coastal craft from Vis; and their forays undoubtedly increased the insecurity of the enemy's communications 
along the coastal roads and his hold on the offshore islands. In addition the steady pressure of our surface ships and aircraft against the 
enemy's seaborne supply traffic continued all the time, on both sides of the Italian mainland.' 

In fact the M.G.Bs and M.T.Bs based at Vis undertook no less than five major operations with the Commandos and partisans, namely 
the seaborne landings on Korcula, Solta, Hvar, Mljet and Brae. 

M.G.B. 622 undoubtedly played her part in these operations and, as it happened, she had a partisan officer embarked in her next 
notable surface action, a successful run-in with an ex-Jugoslav torpedo boat on the night of 24-25 June 1944. As recounted elsewhere, 
the terrified partisan officer clung to Bligh begging him to call off his attack. The latter remained unmoved and called for Whiteley and 
his fellow gunners to prepare for action. Dog Boats at War describes overall events thus: 

'Lt. Commander Tim Bligh with his 57th Flotilla returned to the Adriatic from Bastia and arrived at Vis in mid-June ; his first eventful 
patrol was on 24-25 June. His unit was M.G.Bs 662 and 659 (Barlow), with M.T.B. 670 (Hewitt). They went north to the coast of Murter 
Island, and were rewarded when they sighted a warship which was identified as the T7, a well-armed two-funnelled ex-Yugoslav 
torpedo boat of about 250 tons, one of the few really significant threats to British boats in the islands. Bligh ordered 670 to attack with 
torpedoes, bur both missed astern and Bligh had to decide whether, with his unit now in an adverse position and probably detected, to 
make a gun attack. He dismissed the entreaties of his Partisan Liaison Officer to let her go, and set off in pursuit. He worked his way 
into an inshore position, still abaft the beam, prepared to close the range as far as possible until T7 opened fire. When she did, at 150 
yards, the three Dogs, now gaining bearing every second, were able to bring all their forward and port side guns to bear, and their 
attack, accurately delivered, had 17 on fire with guns silenced within half a minute. Suddenly the 17, still steaming at about 12 knots, 
swung to starboard across 662's bows. Whether it was an attempt to ram or the result of damage to the steering was irrelevant: she just 
missed 662 (Bligh estimated by 5 feet!) and steamed straight into the Murter shore. After a while, a thorough search was made of her, 
five prisoners taken (others escaped), her weapons examined, and she was left firmly aground, filling up and on fire above decks. An 
Army demolition party later ensured there was no chance of salvage.' 

Whiteley, who 'did a very good shoot and scored many useful hits', was mentioned in despatches. In fact 14 of the T. 7's crew were 
killed and five taken P.O.W. 

His subsequent award of the D.S.M. almost certainly stemmed from a spectacular duel with an F-Lighters off Vir, north of Zara, on the 
night of 7-8 August 1944, when 622 was seriously damaged by return fire. Dog Boats at War takes up the story: 

'On 7-8 August, Tim Bligh in his own boat M.G.B. 662 led M.T.Bs 667 (Jerram) and 670 (Hewitt) northward to their patrol area off Vir 
Island, north of Zara. It was a fine calm night, with visibility at about 1 1/2 miles. Soon after 2200, a convoy of three ships was sighted 
approaching from the south. As they got nearer, Bligh identified them as a small escort and two F-Lighters. Remembering how little 
success the Dog Boats had previously had when using torpedoes against F-Lighters, he decided to attack first with guns. He opened fire 
at 2216 at 350 yards range, but even as his first salvo hit the leading F-Lighter, she opened fire very accurately and scored immediate 
hits, putting one of 662's engines out of action and damaging another, starting a fire and causing ten casualties straight away. But 662's 
gunners did not waver. With those of 667, in close station, they poured a concentrated and accurate return fire on the F-Lighter, which 
presently burst into flames with guns silenced. Events followed each other with almost lightning rapidity. 
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At 2218, the second F-Lighter seemed to be trying to escape, and Bligh ordered 670 to attack her with torpedoes. Hewitt found that he 
had a real problem, as the target turned right round to the southward and started to steal away without firing any guns. He hastily 
manoeuvred, turning short round, adjusted his torpedo sight and at 2226 sank the target with one torpedo, becoming (according to 
Bligh later), the first Mediterranean Dog Boat to sink a moving F-Lighter with a Mark IV torpedo. 662 was in real trouble. Phosphorous 
fires were spreading in pockets all over the boat, and the engine room fire had been so severe that the methyl-bromide extinguishers 
had to be used, requiring evacuation of the engine room. The motor mechanics went below again rather earlier than they should have 
done, and started one engine to allow 662 to hobble away to avoid the shore batteries which had opened up. The two M.T.Bs used 
their three remaining torpedoes trying to sink the first burning F-Lighter but failed to hit. However, by midnight, gunfire finished the task 
and she sank.' 

In September, 622 participated in a remarkable round-trip to the Corfu Channel, a profitable sojourn for, on the 3rd, she and her 
consorts encountered a convoy of small schooners and lighters. In the ensuing action much ammunition was expended and seven 
enemy craft were sunk. In all when they got back to base, the M.G.Bs of the 57th had been under way for a total of 47 hours and 
covered 535 miles. 

The battle of Zara - Bar to D.S.M. 

Now to events of the night of 11-12 October 1944 and the aforementioned action that has been described as the most brilliant Coastal 
Forces action of the war. This Whiteley's crowning moment manning 622's 6-pounder, the great accuracy of his gun costing the enemy 
dearly and winning him the glowing accolade of being unsurpassed as a gun layer in Mediterranean Coastal Forces. It was, as Len 
Reynolds explains in his history, Dog Boats at War , an action fought against huge odds: 

'The true significance of the action was that this was a battle between four Dog Boats and at least seven F-Lighters and four Pi-L Boats 
(smaller lighters with a high bow and stern which made them difficult to distinguish from F-Lighters except from a beam view). In many 
circumstances (frequently described earlier in these pages) these would have been daunting odds, as the German craft, some with 88- 
mm. and quadruple 20-mm. guns, could defend themselves well and prevent a short-range attack. But close inshore, in low visibility, 
with uncertainty of identification, 'absurdly close ranges' (Bligh's words) and 'excellent gunnery and admirable coolness on the part of 
the Dog Boats' COs', all these possible hazards were nullified, although early on in the action damage and casualties were suffered. 

The operation had begun unusually, as this was a period in the Dalmatian campaign when the islands were being rapidly evacuated by 
the enemy, and SNOVIS was probing northward with a view to using anchorages close to the action, Vis now being rather too far 
south. Partisans and covert forces (the L.R.D.G. especially) were feeding back information. Tim Bligh's most senior C.O. (Walter 
Blount), who had already visited the island of 1st, well north of Zara, was sent on ahead of the unit to discover the latest intelligence. 
Bligh's orders were to be prepared to lie up at 1st for one night, to patrol the mainland route on the second, and return to Vis on the 
third, depending on what was found. 

His unit was his own M.G.B. 662, followed by M.T.Bs 634 (Blount), 637 (Davidson) and 638 (Lummis). Blount and Davidson were 
immensely experienced, and Lummis, although less so, was to perform very well. 

In fact, they patrolled with no enemy contact on 10-11 October, but armed with more information, were in position off Vir Island, 
some 20 miles north of Zara, by 2220 on the evening of the 11th. 634 had some engine trouble, with fumes affecting the engine room 
crew, but seems to have been ready enough when Bligh in 662 sighted enemy ships on the port bow at about 400 yards range. He 
eased his unit close inshore, and identified the targets as four F-Lighters, one of which was ominously heading straight for 662, and one 
that looked in silhouette to have the higher profile of a 'flak lighter'. As the unit moved forward to attack, this ship opened fire and with 
its first salvo killed one of 662's pom-pom loading numbers. All four Dog Boats opened fire. The smoke and the low visibility made 
accurate observation from the S.O's boat impossible, and in his report he uses the device of giving each C.O's accounts separately. 
Briefly, before she drew ahead, 662 saw two Pi-L boats blow up, two F-Lighters heavily damaged and an E-boat disabled. 

Blount in 634 decided he was too close to attempt a torpedo attack as ordered; the pom-pom's ready use locker was hit and went up in 
flames, but the flak lighter at 50 yards range was hit time after time and burst into flames, with her bridge collapsed. He then saw 
another group of F-Lighters steering southward (the first indication that there may have been two convoys crossing), and engaged them, 
damaging two before they moved into 637's field of fire. Lastly, what Blount thought was an E-boat appeared, and he saw it explode 
and sink. 

Davidson in 637 then had his turn. Faced with less enemy fire and at point-blank range his gunners were relentlessly hitting all three 
targets presented to them, one of which became a blazing wreck. He also saw two large objects to port which turned out to be 
upturned vessels. 

Lummis in 638 further damaged two of 637's F-Lighters and a Pi-L boat and fired on another E-boat. 

Bligh, of course, did not have the benefit of all this information at first, but by now all his boats were to the north of the action. He felt 
sure no enemy ships would be moving on northward, so decided to make a wide sweep westward, southward and then back into the 
shore about a mile south of Vir Light. By now it was 2346 and he moved quietly up the coast. He sighted the wrecks of two lighters, 
and was well up towards Vir Point when he saw targets to the port bow, close inshore. 637 illuminated with star-shell, and the unit 
engaged three craft: an F-Lighter was seen to sink and the others were hit. Heavy fire came suddenly from hidden sources further south, 
but ceased after the boats fired at the flashes. 

It was just on midnight, and knowing the moon was due to rise at 0114, Bligh decided to wait in order to gain the advantage of more 
light to help his unit finish off any remaining vessels by torpedo. He had great confidence in his radar operator and believed it unlikely 
that he would allow any craft to creep southward and escape close inshore. So he moved westward again and took up a waiting 
position about 2 miles off Vir Light until 0151, when he illuminated with star-shell, but was chagrined to find no evidence of any 
targets. He had two more pauses, and finally moved into the coastline at 0251, and searched southward. Almost at once he found a 
very large F-Lighter bow-on to the beach - a perfect torpedo target. 634 duly obliged with hits by both torpedoes. Soon after, he found 
another group of two beached 1 Fs 1 and some small craft. They were all subjected to heavy fire, and 637 sank the only one not blazing 
with one torpedo at 0337. 

Bligh felt that no vessels remained to be dispatched, and decided to return to Vis. In discussion with his C.Os, he analysed the results of 
the action. He comments, very wisely, ' ... great difficulty was experienced in this task. The natural desire to claim what one believes to 
have been sunk has been curbed! 1 His conservative and considered estimates were: 

Six F-Lighters sunk. 

One F-Lighter probably sunk. 

Four Pi-L boats sunk. 

One E-boat sunk, one possibly sunk, and two damaged.' 

Whiteley was awarded a Bar to his D.S.M. and quite likely remained in 662 until she was paid off in Malta in July 1945. 

He died at Southend-on-Sea, Essex in December 1985; sold with copied research. 
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An outstanding and extremely rare Second World War D.E.M.S. gunner's D.S.M., Great War "Gavrelle Mill" M.M. 
group of ten awarded to Sergeant A. J. Kerslake, Royal Marines, who was wounded facing-off a determined low-level 
attack by a Fw. 200 Condor in February 1940

Arthur John "Sam" Kerslake was born in Devon in November 1896 and joined the Plymouth Division of Royal Marines Light Infantry in 
December 1914. 

Posted to the 2nd Battalion, R.M.L.I., he first saw action at Miraumont in February 1916, and then, in April, at Gavrelle. On the 27th of 
that month his unit was given the task of assaulting the heavily fortified Gavrelle Mill, alongside the 1st Battalion, R.M.L.I. and Anson 
Battalion, Royal Naval Division. The resultant carnage is graphically described in Blumberg's Britain's Sea Soldiers , the mill being 
stormed and held at heavy cost - only 'B' Company succeeded in breaking through the enemy's wire and after bitter fighting with boot, 
fist and bayonet, the German defenders were all killed or captured. The Marines then held their ground against repeated counter¬ 
attacks until relieved by another unit twenty-four hours later. As a consequence of many acts of bravery displayed on the same 
occasion, two M.C.s. two D.C.Ms and 19 M.Ms were awarded, Kerslake being among the latter recipients. He subsequently served in 
the Eastern Mediterranean in 3rd R.M. Brigade. 

Post-war, he enjoyed a spate of seagoing appointments, was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in February 1930 and took his discharge in 
late 1938. 

Recalled on the renewal of hostilities, Kerslake was assigned as a 'pensioned gunner' to Defensively Equipped Merchant Ships (D.E.M. 
S.) and was given the acting rank of Sergeant on joining the S.S. King Edgar, a vessel armed with a 12-pounder on her poop deck and a 
4-inch gun on her forecastle. Having then undertaken two voyages to Cape Town, the King Edgar was assigned to Hobart, Tasmania, 
and it was on the return leg of this trip, as part of Convoy SL 61 that Kerslake won a commendation for his bravery in command of King 
Edgar's guns on 20 January 1941 ( London Gazette 1 April 1941, refers). 'Fighting Marine - Sam Kerslake', by Roger Perkins ( Royal 
Marines Historical Society Journal, Vol. XV, No. 1), takes up the story: 

'The convoy required nearly two weeks to approach British waters. A succession of gales hindered its progress and caused several ships 
to straggle behind the main body. Two of these were the King Edgar and a Dutch freighter, the Heemskerk. They were still battling to 
catch up, in the teeth of strong winds and a heavy sea, as dawn broke on 20 January. The convoy was now 500 miles due west of 
Galway Bay. 

Captain Arthur Wheeler, the King Edgar's master, could see seventeen other ships ahead of him at a distance of four to five miles. The 
Heemskerk was five cables away on his port beam. They were making less than three knots against the north easterly gale. Cloud base 
was down to 500 feet and enemy action in these conditions seemed unlikely, but he had ordered his look-outs and gun captains to be 
on full alert. His caution was justified when, at 1100, a large four engined aircraft was seen approaching from the south. Flying just 
below the clouds, it commenced a shallow dive towards the Heemskerk. 

Passing over the length of the Dutchman from dead astern, it released two 250kg. bombs. One exploded alongside the ship, the other 
plunged through the after hatch covers and exploded within the hull. Fire broke out immediately, and the Heemskerk veered away to a 
rapid stop. She sank shortly afterwards. 

The attack had been so swift that neither ship had time to open fire. The watchers aboard King Edgar saw the aircraft, now identified as 
a Focke Wolfe 2000 Condor, making a long turn ahead of them and circling around to attack their own ship from astern. At three miles 
range the German pilot levelled out for his bomb run. Kerslake and his gun crew discharged four rounds of high explosive before the 
Condor roared low over their heads. It is possible that this defensive fire may have damaged the release mechanism in the aircraft 
because it failed to drop any bombs on the King Edgar. However two streams of cannon and machine-gun fire raked her stern as the 
enemy's own gunners opened fire during the last mile of their approach. 

Kerslake was hit in the neck and left knee by splinters of steel from the exploding cannon shells, and three of his men were also hit, but 
they all stayed at their posts. They were ready and waiting as the German pilot again circled the ship and made another run from 
astern. Again the Condor's gunners raked the King Edgar with cannon and machine-gun fire, damaging the superstructure, wrecking a 
lifeboat, and destroying part of the de-gaussing gear, but causing no further casualties. 

Kerslake's team fired three more rounds from the 12-pounder during this attack, one of them bursting under the Condor's nose. It may 
have inflicted further damage because, having overflown the King Edgar and having drawn three miles ahead, the German was seen to 
jettison his two remaining 250kg. bombs into the sea. The aircraft then altered course and was last seen heading towards Ireland at a 
low altitude. 
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Subsequent research indicates that any damage it may have suffered was not fatal. Presumably the pilot continued on the usual track 
for such flights, to Trondheim or Stavanger in Norway, or he may have turned back to his base at Bordeaux-Merignac in Western 
France. 

Following the attack, Captain Wheeler brought his ship safely into Belfast and then to Barry Dock, South Wales. Kerslake went for 14- 
days 1 leave and a visit to the local R.N. sick quarters where his wounds were found to be healing satisfactorily. 

Unknown to him, his name was being forwarded for some sort of recognition. Captain Wheeler, in his report, had written: 'The 
accurate gunfire of the King Edgar went a long way towards not only driving the aircraft away, but saving the vessel also 1 . A covering 
note commented: 'The Master considers that the gun's crew saved the ship 1 . There was a clear need for an award, but the peculiar 
status of D.E.M.S. gunners presented the authorities with a difficult problem/ 

Kerslake departed the King Edgar in June 1942 but continued to serve as a D.E.M.S. gunner, his subsequent appointments including the 
Luminetta, Pieter de Hoogh and the Castalia, ships that took him to North America, the Middle East, India and Ceylon. His final ship 
was the Empire Swordsman, in which he served off Normandy in June 1944 and afterwards visited Belgian and Dutch ports. It was, 
however, the Master of the Castalia who put his name forward for a decoration, a recommendation submitted at Port Said on 20 March 
1944. Kerslake was duly awarded the D.S.M., one of about 200 such awards to the Royal Marines for the 1939-45 War. 

Demobilised in August 1945, he found employment as a labourer at Bradley Wool Mills, Newton Abbot, Devon, where he died in 
1977, aged 81. A year or two later, with the assistance of Roger Perkins, Kerslake's sister applied for a Second Award Bar to her late 
brother's L.S. & G.C. Perkins takes up the story: 

'In late 1981, I advised Mrs. Vera Cheshire, as next-of-kin, to contact the Drafting and Records Office, Royal Marines. Within a 
fortnight the ever efficient staff at D.R.O.R.M. approved the claim. The bar arrived a few days later and I hastily appended it to the 
original medal in time for a formal presentation. On 28 January 1982, Marine A. J. Kerslake's astonishing group of awards, made 
complete after a gap of thirty-eight years, was handed back to Mrs. Cheshire at a reception at the Officers' Mess, Stonehouse Barracks, 
Plymouth. It was the establishment where Kerslake had begun his service career in 1914. The presenting officer was Major-General J. J. 
Moore, O.B.E., M.C. In the words of the staff officer who arranged the ceremony: "Once a Marine, always a Marine. The Corps never 
forgets." '

Redvers Woodhead Atkinson was invested with his D.S.M. at Buckingham Palace in late April 1942 and was awarded the B.E.M. for 
his subsequent services at the Chatham shore establishment Pembroke in the late 1940s. 

The destroyer H.M.S. Malcolm played a significant role in "Operation Dynamo", undertaking no less than eight trips during the period 
28 May - 4 June 1940, one of them to the beaches and the remainder to Dunkirk pier, as a consequence of which she brought home a 
total of 6,400 troops. She was considerably shaken and battered by numerous near misses but with just one day's rest - on the orders of 
Vice-Admiral Ramsay - continued her daily trips to the stricken port: 'The behaviour of the whole ship's company was excellent both 
under fire and throughout the operation, during which they showed great powers of endurance.' 

One of Malcolm's most noteworthy exploits was the rescue of soldiers embarked on the Clan MacAllister on 29 May, when she fought 
off countless attacks by Ju. 88s while passing over fire hoses to help fight the flames on the stricken merchantman. For his own part, 
Atkinson had to contend with temperatures of 140-150 degrees in the engine room, owing to damaged steam pipes; sold with copied 
research. 
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A Second World War D.S.M. group of six awarded to Engine Room Storekeeper H. Coupe, Merchant Navy, who was 
decorated for his gallantry under air attack in the tanker Empire Metal in January 1943

The vessel in question was the motor tanker S.S. Empire Metal , aboard which Henry Coupe was serving as Engine Room Storekeeper. 
She was bombed and sunk by German aircraft in Bona harbour, Algeria on 2 January 1943, her Master, Selwyn Law, and five members 
of crew being killed. Law was posthumously mentioned in despatches and, in addition to Coupe's D.S.M., the ship's Second Officer 
and Chief Engineering Officer received D.S.Cs. 

In his official report on events on 2 January 1943, the Empire Metal's senior surviving officer, 2nd Officer N. Leybourne, stated: 

'At 0900 on the 2nd January an "alert" was sounded ashore, we stopped the pump, closed tank valves and gate valve on after discharge 
line, the donkeyman shut the fires down on the boiler, and extra pressure was put on the water service for fire-fighting purposes. 

Everybody went to their gun and fire stations, and as Gunnery Officer I proceeded to the after gun position. The raid was developing 
from the far side of town, but at this time of the morning the sun was abeam on the port side, and I instructed the guns 1 crews to keep a 
good look-out in that direction. Weather was fine with good visibility, light S.W. wind force 2, and smooth sea. We were now moored 
off the Mole in Bona Harbour, and very soon a formation of ten twin-engined Ju.88s was seen approaching at a height of 2000 feet, 
flying out of the sun on the port beam. We immediately opened fire with the 4" and 12-pounder, but in spite of the intense barrage 
from ashore, from warships, and our own efforts, supplemented by the Oerlikons and machine-guns, the planes flew over and dropped 
four bombs, one falling between the mooring ropes about 15 feet from our port quarter, and a stick of three on the seaward side of the 
mole about 100 feet directly astern of the ship. 

We received no direct hits, but at 0915 we sighted three Fw. 190s flying towards us at 1500 feet, again out of the sun on the port beam. 
One aircraft dropped 2 bombs, one of which fell alongside, the other was a direct hit which struck the vessel somewhere on the port 
side of the forward main deck, in the way of the empty gasolene tanks, which were still full of petrol gas, and immediately the whole of 
the fore-deck burst into flames. I was at the 4" gun aft, and we continued to fire all guns aft, also a Lewis gun on the bridge, after the 
ship was hit, but the port side of the vessel was opened to the sea, and within a few seconds she was ablaze from stem to stern. 
Fortunately most of the ship's company were aft, where there was a rope ladder down to the pontoon, and these men escaped by this 
means, but the Officers and a few of the crew who were amidships had to jump over the side. Five Officers, including the Master, were 
killed by the blast from the explosion, all being amidships at the time.' 

In concluding his report, Leybourne stated that 'all members of the ship's crew conducted themselves throughout with courage, 
coolness and definitely did magnificently in the face of great danger, every man remaining at his post right to the last'. He also noted 
that the ship had a cargo of 4,000 tins of aviation fuel. 
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A Second World War Coastal Forces operations D.S.M. group of seven awarded to Able Seaman L. Lord, Royal Fleet 
Reserve, late Royal Navy, who was decorated for his gallantry in M.L. 480 during hazardous minesweeping operations 
between Fano and Rimini in the Adriatic in August-September 1944: 'his personal courage and devotion to duty had a 
very far reaching influence during these prolonged operations'

Lester Lord was born in Chorlton, Lancashire in April 1920 and entered the Royal Navy as an Ordinary Seaman in June 1939. 

Advanced to Able Seaman shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, he served in the destroyer H.M.S. Douglas from February 1940 to 
September 1942, in which period he saw action in the Mediterranean, Atlantic and on the Arctic run. As flotilla leader of the 2nd Escort 
Group, Western Approaches Command, Douglas depth-charged and sunk the U-65 south-east of Iceland in April 1941, while 
defending Convoy HX 121; she was also present in the early stages of ill-fated Convoy PQ-1 7 in June 1942. 

Towards the end of 1942, Lord came ashore to Osprey , the A./S. School at Portland and, having qualified as an S.D. operator, was 
posted to Hannibal, the Coastal Forces base at Algiers, in January 1943. Then in April he joined M.L. 480 in Malta, in which capacity 
he won the D.S.M. for his part in hazardous minesweeping operations in the Adriatic in the late summer of 1944. 

Returning home to an appointment in Hornet, the Coastal Forces base at Gosport, in November 1944, Lord went on to attend the A./S. 
establishments Osprey and Nimrod, and ended the war at the Harwich base Kittiwake. Fie was released from service in September 
1946, when he enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve, and was finally discharged 'time expired' in June 1956, the same year in which he 
was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal.

'The Engineer Officer was badly wounded on 1 April 1942. This young C.E.R.A. took charge of the machinery of the ship in a most 
competent manner and by his untiring efforts and example got her ready for sea by 4 April. After the ship was twice hit by bombs that 
day, he was outstanding in his ability to get repairs effected while under heavy fire.' 

M.I.D. London Gazette 24 February 1942: 'For gallantry, skill and resolution in a brilliant night action south of Taranto, against odds, in 
which, without hurt or loss to the Royal Navy, ten enemy supply ships were wholly destroyed, one destroyer sunk, and at least one 
other badly damaged.' 


Jack Derrick won both his D.S.M. and "mention" for services aboard the destroyer H.M.S. Lance in the Mediterranean (Lieutenant- 
Commander R. W. F. Northcott, D.S.O., R.N.), the latter in respect of a remarkable action fought by "Force K" off Taranto on 9 
November 1941, when at least one Italian destroyer and five transports were sunk, in addition to two German transports - Lance fired 
over 400 4-inch shells in the action. 

"Force K" went on to intercept another Axis convoy on the 24th of the same month, this time sinking the German transports Maritza 
and Procida, but on the 19th December, during the course of intercepting yet another Axis convoy, "Force K" - comprising on this 
occasion the cruisers Neptune, Aurora and Penelope, and the destroyers Kandahar, Lively and Havock, in addition to Lance - ran into a 
newly laid Italian minefield: Neptune and Kandahar were sunk, and Penelope and Aurora damaged. 

Having then sailed in further Malta convoys, Lance was docked at Valetta for repairs, and it was during this latter period that Derrick 
won his D.S.M. Like her famous "Force K" consort the Penelope (a.k.a. "H.M.S. Pepperpot"), Lance endured constant attack, the raid of 
4 April being a classic example - 24 hours later she was "blown off her blocks", as a result of which she became partially submerged, 
and less than a week later she received further damage, so much so that she was written off as a constructive total loss. 

Jack Derrick was born at Alverstoke, Hampshire, on 16 June 1912, and joined the Navy after leaving school aged 16. At the outbreak of 
war he was serving in the monitor Erebus, and in March 1940 transferred to the destroyer Sutton, taking an active part in the 
evacuation of the Allied armies from Dunkirk. After his exploits in Lance, he joined the Beryl, a Malta based trawler converted for anti¬ 
submarine duties. Beryl became famous as the only Royal Navy warship to remain afloat and serve at Malta throughout the siege, 
becoming known as the "flagship of Malta". He once again joined Erebus in March 1944 and served in her until the end of the war, 
seeing service off the coast of Normandy and at Walcheren during the landings there later that year. Derrick was invested with his D.S. 
M. on 2 March 1945. 

In post-war years he was posted to Canada where he joined the Mull of Kintyre in November 1945, remaining in her until April 1948. 
In the final years of his naval career he served at Hornet, Coastal Forces base at Gosport (1948-50), the aircraft carrier Indomitable 
(1950-52, and the Adamant, submarine depot ship at Portsmouth (1952-53). He retired to his pension on 13 July 1953, and afterwards 
lived at Gosport, where he was employed by the Ministry of Defence as a Naval Stores Officer. He died at Portsmouth on 25 August 
1968 at the age of 56.

Thomas Rennie Nisbet was born on 29 January 1892 in Halbeath, Dunfermline, Fife. Before the Great War he was employed as a Coal 
Miner and was a Piper in a local pipe band. Prior to enlisting, he was also 'well known throughout Scotland and England as a public 
entertainer' (ref. The People's Journal , Fife & Kinross edition, 30 December 1916). At the time of his enlistment he was living at 2376 
Moss Side Road, Cowdenbeath. Enlisting, he became a Piper with the 1 /7th (Fife) Battalion Royal Highlanders (Black Watch) and 
entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 2 May 1915. 

For the most part, Pipers of the battalion served as despatch runners, then latterly trained as lewis-gunners. Piper Nisbet took part in the 
Battle of Beaumont Hamel on 13 November 1916. Here the battalion 'practically ceased to exist as a unit.' With the exception of two 
platoons, one each from 'A' and 'D' Companies who were attached to the 6th Battalion, the remainder of the 7th Battalion were chiefly 
employed as carrying parties. Here, Piper Nisbet was cited by Major-General Sir G. M. Harper, for his gallantry and was awarded the 
Military Medal. 

During mid-July of 1918 the Battalion moved to the French front at Champagne. Here they took part in the the actions at Paradis, 
Espilly and the Bois de Courton during the heavy fighting of 20/21 July. The 7th Battalion War Diary noted determined resistance 
offered by the German defenders. 'The enemy infantry early surrendered but his machine-gun detachments fought with great gallantry, 
few indeed surrendering until their supply of ammunition was entirely exhausted.' Piper Nisbet was again recognised for his gallantry 
during this phase of the Champagne offensive, and was awarded the Bar to his Military Medal. 

Corporal Nisbet was disembodied on 14 January 1919. Returning home, he lived at 158 Braod Street, Cowdenbeath. During the 
Second World War he served with the Home Guard and was entitled to the Defence Medal (not the War Medal above, which was 
possibly issued in error).

Serving in France from January 1916, Private Chadwick earned the M.M. for 
bravery in the field, possibly at Poelcappelle in October 1917. He was killed in action in France on 21 March 1918 and was buried in 
the Philosophe British Cemetery, Mazingarbe, Pas de Calais. He was the son of Thomas Chadwick, 6 Banks Yard, Coppull La., Wigan.

The recommendation states: 'Sgt. Cooper has commanded a carrier section from August to October 1944, during the advance from 
Caumont to Antwerp, then on the Deurne. On many occasions during the advance Sgt. Cooper's section has led the advance. At 
Putanges on Aug. 18th Sgt. Cooper made a reconnaissance of the River Orne with great skill and coolness and in spite of the presence 
of two Panther tanks returned with very useful information. Again W. of Arrus on 1st Sept, information was received that a column of 
enemy horse drawn artillery and transport was moving down the road W. to E. Sgt. Cooper immediately moved forward with all speed 
and cutting the road succeeded in causing such confusion among the enemy that the tanks were able to come up and finish them off. A 
large number of prisoners were taken. During the whole advance Sgt. Cooper's section destroyed many enemy vehicles and took many 
prisoners. Sgt. Cooper showed himself at all times to be a gallant and resolute leader who was always quick to take the smallest 
opportunity to inflict damage on the enemy and to speed up the advance. His coolness and skill have been an inspiration to all who 
served with him.'

The recommendation states: 'During the period of operations under review (16 Feb 45-15 May 45) No 21454 Sepoy Mir Ali of the 
Machine Gun Battalion 11th Sikh Regiment has been employed mainly as a driver and has shown initiative, presence of mind, and 
courage when under fire above that normally expected of a sepoy. 

Whilst on an operational convoy Sepoy Mir Ali's machine gun jeep and trailer came under accurate sniper, light automatic and rifle 
fire. Although the other passengers in his jeep made for cover, Sepoy Mir Ali remained, although under accurate fire, with his vehicle 
getting it off the road safely. 

After he had done this, he, on his own initiative, showed great coolness and presence of mind by returning along the track which was 
still under fire and bringing a second machine gun jeep and trailer with its equipment safely under cover. 

No 21454 Sepoy Mir Ali has during the period under review also carried out, in addition to driver's duties, machine gun numbers' 
work on ambushes and was directly responsible, by his initiative and excellent fire discipline, for killing five Japs when in an ambush 
position. 

No 21454 Sepoy Mir Ali has throughout the operations proved himself to be an efficient hard working and courageous sepoy. He has 
volunteered and carried out machine gun tasks in addition to his drivers work which has been an inspiration to his fellow machine 
gunners.'

A rare Malaya operations M.M. pair awarded to Corporal E. L. Thorpe, Seaforth Highlanders

(14190786 CpI. E. L. Thorpe, M.M., Seaforth), mounted as worn, minor official correction to unit on the first , good very

M.M. London Gazette 4 February 1949: 

'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in Malaya.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'At the 7th mile, Muar-yong Peng Road, 'D' Company 1st Seaforths less one platoon, together with supporting troops carried out a raid 
on a known bandit camp. 


Private Thorpe was a Bren gunner of No. 12 Platoon. The Platoon were following up bandits through a swamp. The swamp in question 
consisted of very thick bracken, and bushes to a height of approx. 8 feet, which in places made it necessary for the troops to proceed 
on hands and knees. 

At approx. 15.45 hours the party rounded a comer in the track and came upon a narrow opening. They were immediately fired upon at 
a range of approx. 10 yards by a Thompson submachine carbine. The platoon commander and the N.C.O. leading the section were 
immediately wounded, and the Company Commander, who was with the party at the time, received wounds of which he later died. 

Fire continued against the party and Private Thorpe, who was in the rear, immediately moved forward to the scene of the action. When 
he got his L.M.G. into position in front, unable to see through the lallang [elephant grass] he opened fire in the kneeling position and 
killed a Chinese firing with the American semi-automatic carbine. The bandit firing the Thompson sub-machine carbine had by this 
time moved into the undergrowth but continued to fire. Private Thorpe, with no regard to his personal safety continued to spray the 
area in front of him. A total of three magazines were fired. 

Once close contact with the bandits was no longer possible to maintain in the swamp, Private Thorpe immediately assisted in the 
dressing and evacuation of the wounded whilst still in close proximity to the enemy. He personally evacuated the section commander 
by lying on his back and with the section commander's body resting on him, withdrew through the undergrowth.' 

Edmund Leonard Thorpe was decorated for above cited deeds on 1 7 November 1948, his M.M. - one of four won by the Seaforths in 
Malaya - being among the first to be gazetted for the campaign. He received his award from Major-General D. Dunlop, C.B., C.B.E., G. 
O.C. Singapore, and appears to have left the regiment in May 1950.

In many sorties with the enemy he has shown a fine fighting spirit, determination and courage. During these sorties he has, on seven 
occasions, opened fire of enemy aircraft, and in August, 1943, when attacking Berlin, he opened fire on a J.U.88 which closed in on 
his aircraft. The enemy aircraft was subsequently seen falling in flames. His vigilance has prevented many surprise attacks on his 
aircraft, while his determination to engage the enemy on every occasion has set a magnificent example to the other gunners of his 
squadron.' 

Sold with record of 24 sorties flown against targets over Germany between 2 August 1943 and 16 February 1944.

Distinguished Flying Medal, G.VI.R. (1523075 F./Sgt. J. Blakeley, R.A.F.), good very fine £1700-1900 


D.F.M. London Gazette 16 February 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Flight Sergeant Blakeley has carried out 37 operations totalling 182 hours including attacks on Berlin, Hanover, Frankfurt and Munster. 
He has been on operations since September 1943 and in the course of his long tour has flown with seventeen different captains and in 
26 out of his 37 trips he has been flying as a spare gunner. His keenness to operate has been a splendid example to all gunners in the 
squadron. His consistently successful lookout combined with a first class running commentary have enabled his captains on five 
occasions to outmanoeuvre German fighters, thus avoiding combat with them. He has thus proved himself on operations to be a 
gunner of a very high standard who was most reluctant to be screened. It is recommended that Flight Sergeant Blakeley's tenacity, 
endurance and fine offensive spirit be recognised by the award of the Distinguished Flying Medal.' 


John Blakeley commenced his operational tour in No. 578 Squadron, a Halifax unit operating out of Burn in North Yorkshire, in 
September 1943, with a strike on Hanover. Of his subsequent tally of 36 more sorties, ten were of a daylight nature, including a brace 
of attacks on St. Martin L'Hortier in July 1944. His role as a spare gunner in the Squadron prompts speculation as to whether he ever 
flew in Pilot Officer C. J. Barton's crew in the period in question: the latter was awarded a posthumous V.C. for bringing home a 
crippled aircraft from Nuremburg on the night of 30-31 March 1944. 
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An extremely rare inter-war A.F.M. group of four awarded to Squadron Leader B. Crane, Royal Air Force, late Royal 
Flying Corps, who flew operationally in the Waziristan 1925 operations

(6428 Sgt. B. Crane, R.A.F.); Jubilee 1935; Royal Air Force L.S. & G.C., G.V.R. (6428 F./Sgt. B. Crane, R.A.F.), very fine or 
better (4) £3400-3800 



A little over 100 A.F.Ms were issued during the reign of George V. 

A.F.M. London Gazette 3 June 1929. The original recommendation states: 

This man is an exceptional pilot and possesses in addition to his flying ability, the power of imparting his knowledge and confidence to 
his pupils. His total of flying hours exceeds that of any other instructor at the Central Flying School, where he is stationed, and his 
steadiness, enthusiasm and general example have helped in no small measure to maintain the standards at the School.' 


Bernard Crane was born at Pin Mill, Chelmondiston, near Ipswich, Suffolk in December 1897. A draughtsman and clerk by profession, 
he was employed by the Officer Commanding the Admiralty Works Department at Shotley in Suffolk from December 1912 to June 
1915. 

Enlisting in the Royal Flying Corps as an Air Mechanic 2nd Class in the latter month, he remained employed on the home 
establishment for the duration of the war, gaining advancement to A.M. 1 in September 1916 and being re-graded as a Private 1 on the 
formation of the Royal Air Force. In April 1918 he joined No. 5 School of Warfare, being promoted to Sergeant and recorded as a 
qualified despatch rider with a good knowledge of engines. Then in June 1918 he was posted to the Central Flying School for pilot 
training, from whence he graduated that August (Pilot's certificate No. 6653). 

In March 1925, Crane joined the strength of No. 60 (B.) Squadron in India, and he remained similarly employed until October 1926, a 
period in which he witnessed active service as a pilot in "Pink's War", namely the Waziristan operations of 1925 (Medal & clasp), and 
gained advancement to Flight Sergeant. 

On his return to the home establishment he joined No. 11 Squadron for duties as a flying instructor at the Central Flying School and, as 
cited above, was awarded the A.F.M. in June 1929. 

Returning to regular duties with No. 10 Squadron in January 1931, he was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in AMO N478 of 1933 and 
joined No.1 (F.) Squadron in March 1934. Posted to Iraq in the following year, he served in No. 70 (B.T.) Squadron and No. 55 (B.) 
Squadron, but was admitted to hospital at Hinaidi in the summer of 1936 and invalided home. He added the Jubilee Medal to his 
accolades in the interim (official records refer). 

In early 1937, Crane resumed duties as a flying instructor, initially at Digby but afterwards at Brize Norton and Halton, gaining 
promotion to Warrant Officer in April 1938. Then in August 1939 he was granted a commission as a Flying Officer (Engineer), 
thereafter serving in the Technical Branch at assorted Maintenance Units and Technical Training Schools. He was advanced to 
Squadron Leader in October 1946 and placed on the Retired List in July 1950. 

Crane, who apparently makes a brief appearance in W. E. Johns's Biggies Hunts Big Game , died at a home for retired R.A.F. officers in 
Bishopteignton, Teignmouth in December 1980.

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A Constabulary Medal (Ireland) awarded to Constable Simon Hickey 

Constabulary Medal (Ireland), 2nd type, 'Reward of Merit Royal Irish Constabulary', reverse inscribed, 'Constable Simon

With copied research stating Simon Hickey was a Roman Catholic, born in Tralee, Co. Kerry, on 17 May 1894. A Farmer prior to 
joining the Royal Irish Constabulary, he resigned on 9 November 1920 in order to emigrate to Sydney, Australia, where he joined the 
New South Wales Police. 


As verified by Roger Willoughby's forthcoming publication, Irish Decorations & Medals 1783-1922 - Official Awards to the 
Ascendency , Police & Others , Hickey was awarded his Constabulary Medal in respect of an attack on Bookeen R.I.C. Barracks on 2 
July 1920: 

Bookeen Barracks , Co Galway , 2 July 1920 

The contemporary police report noted the action thus: 'At 2a.m. on 2.7.20 Bookeen R.I.C. Barrack was attacked by a large party of 
raiders who called on the police to surrender. From inside the reply came "Never until we are burned out". The roof of the building 
was set on fire while a vigorous attack was opened by the raiders. The police replied to the fire and the fight continued until 5.30 a.m. 
when, owing to the condition of the barrack, the police found it necessary to make their escape. After crawling on their hands to the 
rere [sic] the raiders again opened fire. The police replied and succeeded in forcing the raiders to retire. None of the party received 
injuries. It is believed some of the attackers were killed or wounded. All the arms are safe. The barrack is wholly destroyed'. 

Further details were noted in the Connacht Tribune thus: 

'... On Friday morning the R.I.C. barracks at Bookeen - a lonely roadside station, situate midway between Loughrea and Athenry - 
were burned to the ground following a fierce attack by about two hundred armed men. At 2.30 a.m. the little garrison, comprising 
seven constables, under the command of Sergeant Ed Brady (on temporary duty from Loughrea) having refused to surrender, the roof 
was set on fire with petrol and a general attack with bombs, rifles, and revolvers began. The police stood to arms and replied with 
vigour, hurling hand-grenades in the direction from which the terrific fire of their invisible assailants came. Meanwhile, Verey lights 
were sent up and these, with the sound of the high explosive rockets, and the continuous report of rifle and revolver [fire], intermingled 
with the detonation of the bombs, made a deafening din. The siege went on until 5am, when the police perceiving the roof was about 
to collapse, vacated the building. Several bombs were afterwards thrown by the police in the direction of a cottage (occupied by a man 
named Broderick, his wife and nine children) from the roof of which a party of the raiders fired volley after volley on the burning 
building, penetrating the steel shutters that served to protect the windows. The attacking party subsequently withdrew in motor cars and 
bicycles ... About 8 a.m. the little garrison, with arms intact, reached Loughrea partially dressed, not much the worse of their perilous 
adventure with the exception of Constable Hickey, who was suffering from a slight wound in the ankle. Sergeant Brady has since 
received a congratulatory message from the Inspector-General'.

British Empire Medal, (Military) G.VI.R., 1st issue (P.O. Dennis Fitzsimmons, X. 18678A); 1939-45 Star; Africa Star; France 
and Germany Star; Defence Medal 1939-45; Royal Navy L.S. & G.C., E.ILR. (JX. 801100 D. Fitzsimmons, B.E.M., P.O., H.M. 
S. Vesuvius), mounted as worn, contact marks , very fine or better (6) £300-350 

B.E.M. London Gazette 8 June 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'Petty Officer Fitzsimmons has served for fifteen months in the office of the Senior Naval Officer, Persian Gulf. He was selected to 
undertake duties of Coxswain at the camp at Kher Kuwai during its transition from a signal station to a minor base for patrol ships. 
Conditions were at that time most primitive and he showed great initiative and resource in dealing with a multitude of matters outside 
the normal scope of a Petty Officer's duties. Under the most trying climatic conditions he has always shown outstanding leadership, 
zeal and devotion to duty.' 

Dennis Fitzsimmons was born at Donaghadee, Co. Down, Ireland in April 1915 and, having been employed at sea in the fishing trade 
and in the Merchant Navy, enrolled in the Royal Naval Reserve as a Seaman in December 1935. 

Mobilised on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, he joined the armed trawler Northern Reward, operating out of the naval 
base H.M.S. Pyramus in the Orkneys, and remained similarly employed until taking up a new appointment in Portsmouth in March 
1941. A stint at Excellent having followed, Fitzsimmons joined the depot ship Adamant in June of the same year, and served in her at 
Mombasa until removing to another depot ship, the Euphrates, in February 1942, in which capacity he was employed aboard the river 
gunboat Seamew. He had meanwhile been advanced to the temporary rate of Petty Officer. 

In April 1943, he came ashore to take up duties at the naval base Adria in the Persian Gulf and, as cited above, was awarded the B.E. 
M. for his subsequent services at Kher Kuwai. That appointment concluded, he served once more in Euphrates in the period September 
1943 to May 1944, when he came home an appointment in Victory. His final wartime appointment was in the minesweeper Michael, 
from May 1945, which ship operated out of the naval base Seaborn at Halifax, Nova Scotia. 

Awarded the Royal Naval Reserve L.S. & G.C. Medal in October 1945, Fitzsimmons was released from service in February 1946 but 
quickly signed-up for a 12 year engagement in the Royal Navy. As a consequence, his earlier R.N.R. Medal was superseded by the 
award of his Royal Navy L.S. & G.C. Medal in February 1955. He finally came ashore as a Chief Petty Officer in January 1962; He was 
also entitled to the War Medal 1939-45; sold with the recipient's original Certificates of Service. 
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107 A Second World War 'Siege of Malta' B.E.M. awarded to Corporal Albert Simpson, No. 2 Works Company, Royal 
Engineers (Malta Territorial Force) 

British Empire Medal, (Military) G.VI.R., 1st issue (4602348 CpI. Albert Simpson) no ribbon, good very fine £250-300 
B.E.M. London Gazette 16 February 1943: 'No. 4602348 Corporal Albert Simpson, Malta Territorial Force.' 

The recommendation states: 

'For displaying conspicuous resourcefulness and disregard for personal safety in rescue work during an Air Raid. On Sunday 15 March 
1942 this N.C.O., whilst in command of a Fire and Rescue Party, put out a fire during an air raid in a building in Valletta which was in 
a dangerous condition. A bomb fell in a neighbouring street whilst they were working. Corporal Simpson led Gunner Ridgeway R.A. 
and Sappers Redhead and Soper R.E. to the scene, and, at considerable personal risk owing to the dangerous state of the building and 
the height - some 60 feet - at which they had to work, rescued a man, his wife and three children from the top storey of the building, of 
which the first four floors had collapsed. The rescue was achieved by bridging a 60 feet deep "well" with ladders and doors taken from 
the debris at great personal risk, which was shared by all the party under the leadership of Corporal Simpson. This N.C.O. has shown 
much initiative and resource on previous occasions in putting out fires in the Central Civil Hospital, and San Salvatur and assisting in 
other rescue work.' 

For this and other actions Gunner Ridgeway was awarded the George Medal, whilst Sappers Redhead and Soper were both mentioned 
in despatches. 

No. 4602348 Corporal 'Arthur Frederick' Simpson, Royal Engineers, Malta Territorial Force, was killed or died on 2 September 1942. 
He was the son of Mary Ann Simpson, and husband of Adelaide Simpson, of Gzira, and is buried in Pieta Military Cemetery, Malta. 



Rescue work underway in Belfast on the morning of 16 April 1941 


'Up to that time fin early 1941] the people of Northern Ireland had only known about air raids from the newsreels in the 
cinema, or from newspapers and the radio. When the first flares or Verey lights dropped on Belfast on the night of Easter 
Tuesday 1941, people stood around in amazement (and amusement) at the brightness of these strange lights. It was 
almost like watching a fireworks display. One man remembers being in a group of fellow university students reading the 
Belfast telegraph in this new light. But study of the newspaper was short-lived when there came a piercing whistle 
followed by a great explosion. They quickly realised that the brilliant Verey light was the harbinger of a bomb. Before 
they reached the air-raid shelter more bombs rained down ... ' 

'On the morning after the Easter Tuesday blitz, it became clear that the city's normal morgues were totally inadequate 
for the numbers of dead, which were increasing by the hour ... The Corporation officials saw that there was nothing for 
it but to use the public baths on the Falls Road and at St. Peter's Hill. It was thought that there was sufficient space 
around the sides of the baths for all the coffins, but as more and more bodies arrived, it became obvious that the baths 
would have to be drained and used. Eventually the procession of coffins began to thin out but they were followed by 
stretchers containing arms, legs and bits of mangled bodies. Some bodies were wrapped in bed-clothes or curtains; in 
fact, in anything which gave them an appearance of decency.'

The original joint recommendation states: 

'During a heavy air raid, a group of houses was destroyed. A Police Sergeant, with four soldiers, volunteers, searched the wreckage, 
and found a man and woman trapped under a pile of debris. Both were half stunned. They were released and brought to safety. 

Further search showed part of the house lying on top of a great pile of wreckage at the edge of a bomb crater. As the men believed 
there were people trapped, they scraped away bricks and mud from what was the gable end of the house. They made a hole 3 feet in 
diameter. Soon they came across a woman's hand, her body wedged in a mass of debris. She said in a faint voice "My baby". When 
they cleared as far as her waist they found she was in a standing position. About two feet from her left side was a baby. It was carefully 
brought out, later, with great difficulty. The mother was herself rescued, badly hurt. Still later, and deeper, they found another living 
woman. 

Before they could free her, a land mine exploded in the neighbourhood, and shook debris and planks over their bodies, partly closing 
the tunnel they had made. They cleared it inch by inch, and brought the woman through to safety.' 

The most comprehensive account of the events that lead to Watters' B.E.M. for gallantry during the Belfast blitz of 15-16 April 1941 is 
that contained in the report dated 21 April 1941 by Sergeant Denis Cremin, Royal Ulster Constabulary. Having noted how 49-63 
Eastland Street had been totally destroyed by a massive high explosive bomb and the rest of the houses there were wrecked, Sergeant 
Cremin went on to describe how that night: 

'A number of A.R.P. Wardens were standing in the street some distance from the crater. I also saw four soldiers in the street... Rifleman 
John Watter, Private William Rosson, Sapper W. H. Reid and Fusilier William McMurray ... Accompanied by the soldiers I made a 
search of the wrecked houses and in one of these we burst the upper panels of the street door. Underneath a pile of debris in the 
kitchen of this house we found a man and a woman trapped. They were in a semi-conscious condition. We extricated both and handed 
them out through the broken panels of the street door to some people outside. They were immediately conveyed to the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. A further search of the wrecked houses in the street proved futile. 

The soldiers and I then returned to the crater and saw that part of the roof of the house (which was formerly no. 63) was lying on top of 
an immense pile of debris at the edge of the crater. We decided that if we could manage to make a hole in what was the gable end of 
this house we may come across some unfortunate victim who may be still alive. I told the soldiers that the chance might come off with 
successful results as nothing would be gained by being an onlooker. We set to work at what was the gable end of the house by scraping 
away mud and bricks with our hands. After some time had elapsed we succeeded in making a hole about 3' 0" in diameter. Continuing 
work through [this] aperture, we came across a woman's head. Her head was drooped forward. She was completely wedged in a solid 
mass of debris. We first cleared everything around her head as far as her shoulders and after some time I heard her say in a weak voice, 
"My baby". When we had cleared as far as her hips we discovered she was in a standing position and apparently where the stairs had 
once been. About 2' 0" from her left side I found a baby. I carefully extricated it and handed it out to my officer. By this time the 
woman partly regained consciousness and began to rave about her baby and her mother. I kept up a conversation with her and tried to 
make her understand that her baby was alive and unharmed. We then released her right leg and found that her left leg was turned 
underneath her. With considerable difficulty and very little room in which to work we eventually released this leg after which we 
pulled her through the hole which we had made and handed her over to the ambulance party. 

We then returned to where we had left off and after considerable time we wormed our way to [a] portion of the kitchen. Lying on our 
hands and face we eventually came across a woman's hand. Scraping away at the debris, we came across a woman. At this period a 
land mine exploded some distance away and the vibration of it shook the whole debris and planks over our bodies. Some of the debris 
partly closed the hole through which we had entered. We left the woman where she was and cleared the hole, returned and inch by 
inch we got her through the hole to safety. She was alive and taken to the R.V. Hospital. 

Seeing that we could do nothing else, two of the soldiers and I returned to Springfield Road Barracks where I ascertained later that the 
baby was dead on admission to the hospital. The other four adults are alive and I understand are as well as can be expected. I may 
mention that after the mine had exploded while extricating the last woman two of the soldiers, whom I could not identify, put their 
shoulders underneath a baulk of timber and prevented us all from being buried alive. By the conspicuous and heroic bravery of the 
soldiers mentioned in this report, I have great pleasure in forwarding this report to my Authorities for the information of their 
Commanding Officers'. 

The original recommendation by the R.U.C. Commissioner R. D. Harrison on 2 June 1941 was for the award of the George Cross and 
George Medal. This was subsequently revised downwards (probably by the Honours and Awards Committee), the end result of which 
was that all five men were granted the British Empire Medal. 

The award to John Watters was the last of five awards for these rescues to be gazetted, delayed due to his having deserted from his unit. 
The War Office however directed on 13 September 1941 that his desertion did not preclude him from consideration for an award. The 
commanding officer of Watters' battalion, Lieutenant Colonel C. Barclay, then appeared to be informed that Watters had enlisted in the 
Royal Navy and was serving as a Stoker at HMS Royal Albert. Interestingly, Barclay did not wish to have Watters returned to the 
Cameronians and Watters was accordingly retained then on an official basis in the Royal Navy. The First Lord of the Admiralty then 
approved the recommendation of Watters for the B.E.M., as did the Honours and Awards Committee, and the War Office (reversing its 
previous stance that it would take no further steps vis-a-vis recommending Watters in view of Lieutenant Colonel Barclay's decision) 
then made the final submission to the King. This was duly approved, the King's decision being announced by the War Office on 9 
February 1942. The award finally appeared in the London Gazette of Tuesday 17 February 1942, leading with Watters' army details, 
after which his current R.N. status was given in parenthesis. 

On the night of 15-16 April 1941, the first major raid on Belfast, 300 German bombers attacked the city, killing 475 and injuring 1,500; 
some 1,600 houses were completely destroyed and over 28,000 severely damaged; 40,000 had to be accommodated in rest centres 
and 70,000 fed in emergency centres. Despite the fact that Eire was neutral, De Valera, the Taoiseach, responded generously, 13 fire 
engines being sent from Dublin, Dun Laoghaire, Drogheda and Dundalk; for further details of the Belfast Blitz see B. Barton The Blitz: 
Belfast in the War Years /Belfast: Blackstaff Press, 1989); S. McMahon The Belfast Blitz : Luftwaffe Raids in Northern Ireland 1941

John Watters joined the Cameronians (Scottish Rifles) in about 1939 in Glasgow. In 1941, he deserted from the army, not apparently to 
evade service with the armed forces, but to instead join the Royal Navy. Enlisting therein using the first name alias of 'William' (his 
brother's name), he now became D/KX134533 Stoker 2 nd Class, and was posted to HMS Royal Arthur, a shore based R.N. training 
establishment at Skegness. He subsequently served as a Stoker 1 st Class aboard HMS Newcastle during at least the first half of 1943, 
seeing service with the Eastern Fleet. As verified by official records he earned the 1939-45 Star, Defence and War Medals for his World 
War Two services, these being issued to him in 1951, when he was living at 56 Well Street, Plymouth.

Alfred Edwards was born in Portsmouth in July 1886 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in November 1901. Advanced to 
Able Seaman in May 1905, he joined H.M.S. Exmouth in May 1907 and participated in the rescue operations after the Messina 
Earthquake in the following year. Having then been advanced to Leading Seaman, he purchased his discharge in March 1913 and was 
enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve. 

Quickly recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Edwards joined the cruiser Europa and remained similarly employed for 
the remainder of the war, gaining advancement to Petty Officer in August 1915. Europa served in the 9th Cruiser Squadron in the 
Atlantic until June 1915, following which she departed for the Dardanelles. 

Edwards finally came ashore as a Chief Petty Officer in November 1927 and was awarded his B.E.M. in respect of his services as a 
chargehand millwright at the Pressed Steel Company Ltd. in 1950.

Hugh O'Hagan was born in Navan, County Meath, and graduated M.D. (Glasgow) in 1837. He was appointed Assistant Surgeon in the 
Royal Navy on 4 May 1839, and promoted to Surgeon on 9 November 1846. 

He was Assistant Surgeon in H.M.S. Gorgon in operations on the coast of Syria, including the storming of Sidon, where he served on 
shore, and the bombardment of St. Jean d'Acre. He was Surgeon of H.M.S. Firebrand in the boats during an expedition up the Danube 
in which Captain Parker was killed, and at the blockade of Sebastopol and the attack on Fort Constantine. 

Queen Victoria's Bulgarian orphans 

In 1854 a small squadron of British and French warships was operating in the Black Sea under orders to blockade the coast between 
Varna and the Danube Delta. Russia was at war with the Ottoman Empire and was advancing through Moldavia and Wallachia. The 
British in turn were concerned about the threat to their communications with India should the Russians approach Constantinople. 

The task force patrolling the coast included H.M.S. Firebrand, a steam frigate commanded by Captain Hyde Parker and, on March 28, 
1854, they anchored off Kustenjeh (modern Constantsa) in order to obtain information about local troop movements. The town was 
virtually deserted as most citizens had fled before the advancing Russians and they were also greatly in fear of retreating bands of 
Turkish irregulars. When a British naval landing party returned on April 1 they came across two small coastal craft at anchor by the 
harbour. 
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Dr O'Hagan, the ship's surgeon on H.M.S. Firebrand, described the scene in his Journal. "In them was found a number of persons 
badly wounded, a marauding party of Bashi-Bazouks having set on and massacred four of their crew and passengers and severely 
maltreated or wounded the remainder. Among them were two children, one about nine months and the other four-years-old. Their 
parents had been butchered and they themselves grievously wounded, the elder having five slugs or balls shot through the shoulder and 
elbow joint and the infant a pistol ball through the wrist. The wounded were brought on board and the adults landed at Balchik the 
next day, but the children were humanely adopted and kept on board...where by attention they rapidly recovered. They became great 
favourites with the officers and ship's company." 

The Illustrated London News published a letter with more news of Johnny (Yani) and Georgy a few months later. "Captain Hyde Parker 
gladly took charge of them, there being no known relation anywhere... the elder boy at first spoke Bulgarian, but has now lost it, and 
speaks English only. When asked his name he says Johnny Firebrand." 

Captain Hyde Parker had decided to adopt the boys and take them back to England, but in July 1854 in a daring but mismanaged raid 
on Sulina he lost his life while attacking a gun battery. However, in August "a very exalted person" said she would take charge of the 
abandoned pair. Queen Victoria had heard about the rescue of the boys and the death of Captain Parker. She decided to have them 
brought up on the Osborne House estate and wrote in her Journal. "I shall have the greatest pleasure in watching over these wounded 
innocents, who are precisely the same age as our two little boys! We have consulted...on the estate who would be suitable to take 
charge of them before they could go to some Institution to be educated." It was decided that Mrs Jackman "who has only one child of 
her own and lives in the Barton cottages" would be most suitable. 

John and George Hyde were duly adopted and took their surname from the Captain who had saved their lives. In 1857 the Queen 
noted, "The little Bulgarian boys look so grown and nice". They were constantly at Osborne House and the Queen frequently visited 
them, both at their school and in the cottage that had become their home. 

Raid on Sulina and death of Captain Parker 

After the capture of Sulina, many of our thoughtless seamen supposed that the Russians had altogether abandoned the neighbourhood, 
and thence arose a degree of confidence or negligence that led to a fatal result. On the 7th of July, Captain Parker, of the Firebrand, 
planned a little excursion up the river, for the purpose of destroying some works that were occupied by the Russians. Accordingly he 
entered his gig, and pulled up the stream, followed by a second boat from his own vessel, and by a third, containing Captain Powell, of 
the Vesuvius. 

The town or village of Sulina is almost surrounded by a jungle of reeds, where stockades had been formed for the defence of the place 
by the enemy. These reeds are so high that they conceal both men and horses from the view of anyone ascending the stream by a boat, 
and consequently furnish shelter from which a stubborn enemy could harass troops whom he did not feel inclined to meet in open 
combat. Instead of abandoning the neighbourhood, the Russian soldiers had occupied the jungle which lines the banks of the river, and 
there awaited their revenge. As Captain Parker's boat came abreast of a stockade, supposed to have been long deserted, a shower of 
bullets saluted it from an unseen foe. A ball passed through the surgeon's coat; others whistled near the heads of the crew, some of 
whom were wounded; and the boat was riddled. Captain Parker laughed at the Russians for being such bad marksmen, and put back to 
obtain the assistance of the other boats. A momentary consultation was held; then the sailors rowed rapidly towards the stockade, and 
Captain Parker leapt lightly on shore to lead the attack. Almost instantaneously did he meet the fate he had so recklessly provoked. 
Scarcely had he taken a few steps, when a bullet went through his heart, and he fell a corpse. Captain Powell then assumed the 
command, and despite a brave resistance, the Russians were driven from their stronghold in a few minutes. Besides the loss of Captain 
Parker, five men were wounded, three of them very severely. (/ History of the War with Russia, Henry Tyrrell, refers) 

On 21 September 1854, O'Hagan traversed the Alma battlefield, aiding the wounded. When, on 17 October 1854, the Albion's crew 
were badly wounded in action, Firebrand was lashed to its side so O'Hagan could give them care whilst under fire. In March 1855 
Firebrand being badly battered and in need of attention, returned to Malta, where O'Hagan remained in hospital until invalided home 
in the following June.

Patrick Moran was born in 1807 in the Parish of Kilmena, County Mayo, and attested for the 13th Foot at Castlebar on 9 August 1825, a 
Weaver by trade. He accompanied the regiment to India in July 1826 and, according to his statement of service, served in 'East India 
from 26 July 1826 to 26 March 1845. With the Army of the Indus in the Afghanistan campaigns in the years 1838, 39, 40, 41 & 42. 
Was present at the Storming of Ghuznee in July 1839, and the Forts of Tootum Durrah and Joolghur in the Khoistan 1840; present at 
the several engagements in Forcing the passes from Cabul to Jellalabad in 1841, and in defence of the latter fortress in 1841 & 42; 
present in the General Action of Jellalabad 7th April 1842, Jugdulluck 8th Septr., Tazeen 13th September, and Recapture of Cabool 
15th September 1842. Is in possession of 3 Medals, Viz., for the Storming of Ghuznee, General Action of Jellabad & Recapture of 
Cabool.' 

Moran next saw active service in the Scinde, where in July 1844 he contracted remittant fever, which so weakened him that he was 
invalided back to England. There, in consequence of 'muscular weakenings, hepatitis, an enlarged spleen and general impairment of 
the tone of his system', he was discharged as unfit for further military service. Sold with copied discharge papers.

Thomas Box was baptised in Buckingham on 1 7 May 1806. A Cadet in 1822, he arrived in India on 13 May 1823. Appointed an Ensign 
in May 1823; Lieutenant in August 1824 and Captain in July 1836. Serving with the 1 st Bengal European Light Infantry, he was killed in 
action at the battle of Ferozeshuhur, 21 December 1845. 

On the night before the battle, The officers talked freely amongst themselves of the engagement which was to be fought on the 
following morning; one of them only, Captain Thomas Box - 'Jerry' Box as he was familiarly called - showing a total absence of any 
excitement or emotion. Box had proved himself in many a fight a fearless soldier, and was beloved of his men, but on this night he was 
in low spirits and being questioned as to the cause he simply said: "I feel I shall get a shot right slap in the face." This remark caused 
some merriment, for all knew Captain Box to be constitutionally brave, and no one believed the presentiment.' 

Nevertheless, on the following day, in the midst of battle 'As the line approached the enemy's entrenchments, the fire from their 
batteries increased in violence, the round shot and grape tearing through the ranks and leaving considerable gaps. Here Captain Box 
received the shot he had foretold, which struck him "right slap in the face"; a bullet passed through his head, and he fell from his horse 
stone dead.' (ref. regimental history).

George Gordon Gerald Trophine de Laily Tollendal Webster Webberburn was born in Paris on 12 December 1827, the third surviving 
son of Sir James and Lady Francis Caroline Webster-Wedderburn. Amongst his Godparents were the Duchess of Richmond and 
Madame de Lai ly Tollendal, from whom he took his second and fifth names. His mother is noted for having had an affair with Lord 
Byron, indeed her first son who died in his second year was named Charles Byron. 

George Wedderburn purchased an Ensigncy in the 53rd Foot on 3 December 1847, and was removed as Ensign to the 24th Foot (vice 
Col I is killed) on the day following the battle of Chilianwala. He took part in the action at Goojerat on 21 February 1849, under General 
Lord Gough, and was promoted Lieutenant by purchase on the 19th October following. He exchanged into the 76th Foot in October 
1851, and became Captain in the 7th Royal Fusiliers in February 1858. In 1853 he married Caroline Dixon at Corfu. He served in the 
7th Fusiliers in the Indian north west frontier war of 1863 with the Eusafyze field force, was present at the defence of the Sungales at the 
Umbeyla Pass and at the attack on and storming of the Conical Hill and destruction of Lalloo on the 15th December; also in the action 
at Umbeyla and destruction of the village at the foot of the Bonair Pass on the 1 6th December which ended in the complete rout of the 
enemy and the submission of the Hill Tribes on the 1 7th December. 

Wedderburn later became Instructor of Musketry, 6 Depot Battalion, at Dover, and was subsequently Staff Officer of Pensioners at 
Newcastle under Lyme, Chester and Manchester. He became Brevet Major in July 1872 and retired from the service by the sale of his 
commission. He died at Abington Abbey, Northamptonshire, on 20 August 1875.

Stephen Francis Cherritt was born at Blandford, Dorset, and attested there for the 53rd Regiment on 27 May 1844, aged 17 years 6 
months. He served with the 53rd in India for 15 years and one month during which time he took part in the Sutlej campaign at the 
battles of Aliwal and Sobraon; the Punjab campaign at the battle of Goojerat; the expedition on the North West Frontier under 
Brigadier-General Sir Colin Campbell in March to May 1853; and in the Indian Mutiny at the relief and capture of Lucknow. 

He was discharged on 17 April 1865 at his own request after completing 21 years service and whilst serving in the Limerick County 
Militia. During his service he was 15 times entered in the Regimental Defaulters Book and was 5 times tried by Court Martial. At the 
time of his discharge he was 'in possession of the Sutlej Medal for Aliwal with clasp for Sobraon, the Punjab Medal with clasp for 
Goojerat, and the Indian Mutiny Medal with clasps for Relief and Fall of Lucknow.' Cherritt was one of 120 men of his regiment who 
later received the medal for service on the North West Frontier in 1852, although it was later decided that the regiment was not entitled 
and further awards to the regiment were not approved. The 120 medals issued, however, were not reclaimed.

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A rare Victorian campaign pair awarded to Private W. Crawford, 80th Foot, a confirmed survivor of the Intombi River 
massacre on 12 March 1879: in a letter home to his wife, Colour-Sergeant A. C. Booth, who won a V.C. on the same 
occasion, described how Crawford 'was the only man out of his tent that got across [the river] alive'

Only nine soldiers of the 80th Foot - Crawford among them - can be confidently named as participants and survivors of the famous 
Intombi River massacre on 12 March 1879; see Robert Hope's A Staffordshire Regiment in the Zulu & Sekukini Campaigns 1878-79. 

Crawford is mentioned in Sergeant Booth's letter to his wife and children, dated at Luneburg on 14 March 1879, from which the 
following extract has been taken: 

'We left Luneburg on the morning of the 7th March to escort a convoy of wagons, about some twenty-four in number. We arrived at 
the Intombi River some six miles from Luneburg on the road to Derby about 11 a.m. The river was very high and we could not cross it - 
only on a raft that me and Mr. Lindop and some of the men constructed. The rain coming down heavens hard which continued for four 
days successively - I was acting Quarter-Master Sergeant for the men, 103 men - Captain Moriarty, Lieutenant Johnson, Lieutenant 
Lindop and Doctor Cobbin also a lot of volunteers and native drivers in all that was engaged in the battle was 154 men, Officers to all 
told only about forty-one men and some natives arrived at Luneberg to tell the tale. Mr. Lindop had gone to Luneberg the night before 
the battle also Lieutenant Johnson and one man Lieutenant Harward came out to relieve them that would leave 152 men all told at the 
Intombi River. About 4.30 a.m. on the 12th March 1879 I was awoken by hearing a shot fired in the direction of the mountains (I 
should have told you we were under Umberlines Cave a notorious Chieftain) - Lieutenant Harward called for me to alarm the camp on 
the other side of the river for there was me and Lieutenant Harward and thirty-three men on one side of the river, the remainder on the 
other side. I called out for the sentry on the other side to alarm the camp, he did not answer me but a man named Tucker came to the 
river side and I told him to tell Captain Moriarty that a shot had been fired and to alarm the camp. He sent word back that the men 
were to get dressed but to remain in their tents. I was in the Commissariat wagon taking charge of the goods. I went in the wagon again 
and lit my pipe and looked at my watch. It was 1/4 to 5 a.m. I put on my ammunition belt and me and another man was smoking in the 
wagon, when about 5 o'clock I heard another shot fired and someone shout Sergeant Johnson. I looked out of the wagon and I shall 
never forget the sight. I saw the day was just breaking and there was about five thousand Zulus on the other side, they were close to the 
tents and shouted their war cry 'Zu Zu. 1 They fired a volley into us on this side of the river then they commenced assegaing the men as 
they lay in the tents. I rallied my party by the wagon and poured heavy firing into them as fast as we could, some of the men coming 
out from the other side of the river and coming across to us. Crawford was one of them; he was the only man out of his tent that got 
across alive. Captain Moriarty and Doctor Cobbin was murdered in their tents and most of the men also. I commanded the party on this 
side as Lieutenant Harward saddled his horse and galloped away leaving us to do the best we could, when I saw all our men across, 
about fifteen in number all as naked as they was born. I sent them on in front and we retired firing at them, there was hundreds of the 
Kaffirs crossing the river to try and cut us off but we made good our escape to a mission station and expected to be outflanked there but 
we fought our way to within a mile of Luneberg - the distance we had to run and fight was nearly five miles, so you will have a guess at 
how we were situated - We arrived at Luneberg about fifteen minutes past seven o'clock losing nine men on my side and forty-one on 
the other side was buried - and all the remainder was assegaied in the river - a party went out to bury them on the same day but they 
took them up again, I mean the Kaffirs, and skinned them - so we are ordered out again to go and bury them.'

Heinrich Friederich Lawaetz Melladew was born in July 1842 and qualified in medicine in Edinburgh. Entering the Army Medical 
Department as an Assistant Surgeon in March 1864, he was embarked for India and was attached to the 12th Lancers during the 
Bhootan operations in the following year (Medal & clasp). 

Having then been employed with the British Ambulance in France during the Franco-Prussian War 1870-71, he was advanced to 
Surgeon in March 1873. Three years later, he was posted to the Royal Horse Guards and remained similarly employed until placed on 
the Retired List as a Surgeon Lieutenant-Colonel in July 1897. During the course of his long career with 'The Blues", Melladew served 
with the desert force in the Nile Campaign in 1884-85, including the action at Korti (Medal & clasp; Khedive's Star), and was a member 
of a delegation sent to Matabeleland in late 1889, where he visited Chief Lobengula's kraal at Bulawayo; he received an appreciation 
of his services from H.R.H. the C.-in-C. on his return home in May 1890. 

In 1881, Melladew published Notes on Antiseptic Surgery in War (Ranken & Co., London), in which he stated his observations had 
been gathered during the course of visits 'to Berlin, Dresden, St. Petersburg, Moscow, Vienna, Munich, Paris, and other cities during my 
winter leave. The journey was undertaken to obtain information concerning foreign military hospitals, and to gather hints about 
Antiseptic Surgery as applied to service in the field. I was most hospitably received and most kindly assisted in my object by everyone I 
had the pleasure to meet.'

He 
remained similarly employed for the remainder of his 21 years with the Colours, seeing action in the Ashantee, Egypt and the Sudan. 
Advanced to Colour-Sergeant in August 1885 and to Staff Armourer-Sergeant in November 1889, he took his discharge in Mauritius in 
March 1894. 

He subsequently found employment as a viewer at the Small Arms Factory, Enfield, prior to taking up the post of Head Warder at 
Holyrood Palace. Onetime President of the Edinburgh Branch of the Black Watch Association, he died near Darlington in April 1913 
and was buried at Alnwick, Northumberland.

He subsequently appears to have served as a C.P.O. Instructor for much of the war and was demobilised 
from H.M.S. Mars in September 1919.

James Lee was born in the parish of St. Mary's, Southampton, in December 1859 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in 
January 1875. 

He subsequently joined H.M.S. Shah as a Boy 1st Class in September 1876, aboard which ship he remained employed until the end of 
1879, gaining advancement to Able Seaman. In that period the Shah took part in the engagement with the Peruvian iron-clad turret ship 
Fiuascar on 29 May 1 877. In company with the corvette Amethyst , Shah engaged the rebel iron-clad for three hours but, owing to her 
heavy armour, the Fiuascar managed to escape to shallow waters at the close of day; a subsequent cutting out expedition also failed. 
Lee was subsequently among those Bluejackets landed for service in the Zulu War in 1879 (Medal & clasp). 

In April 1882, he joined the Minotaur , in which ship he was present in operations off Egypt in 1882 (Medal; Khedive's Star) and gained 
advancement to Petty Officer. Having then been appointed Captain of Quarter-Deck Men, he was awarded his L.S. & G.C. in February 
1893 and pensioned ashore in May 1898; he subsequently served in the Royal Fleet Reserve from December 1904 until December

Alfred Ernest Albert Grant was born in April 1861, the son of John Glasgow Grant, C.M.G. Entering Britannia as a Cadet in August 
1874, he first went to sea as a Midshipman in H.M.S. Hercules , the flagship in the Mediterranean of the Hon. Sir James Drummond. 

Having then been advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in October 1880, he served in the Achilles during the Egyptian War of 1882, when he 
was landed with the Naval Brigade and took part in the defence of Alexandria after the bombardment by the Fleet (Medal; Khedive's 
Star). 

Next appointed to the gunboat Bulldog on the North American Station, he returned home to Excellent in September 1885 to qualify as 
Lieutenant in gunnery - as it happened the same year that King George V, as a Sub. Lieutenant, attended the same establishment. For 
his own part, Grant passed out with top marks and quickly found employment in the battleship Temeraire , under Captain E. C. 
Drummond, a nephew of Admiral Drummond, in whose flagship he had served as a Midshipman. 

Back ashore by 1892, Grant was employed at the Sheerness depot, gaining advancement to Commander in June 1896, following which 
he was employed on the staff of the Naval Ordnance Department at the Admiralty for three years. Then in January 1900, he received 
his first independent command, the light cruiser Racoon , in which capacity he served with the squadron blockading Delagoa Bay 
during the Boer War (Queen's Medal). 

In 1901-04 he commanded the light cruiser Pyramus in the Mediterranean, and in 1905-08, after being promoted to Captain, he was in 
command of the cruiser Forte , at the Cape, and the Barfleur , at Portsmouth. He was then appointed to the command of the Gunnery 
School at Chatham but returned to sea with command of the battleship Lord Nelson in the Home Fleet in 1910-11. In June of the latter 
year the Lord Nelson was the flagship at the Coronation Review of Admiral Sir Arthur Moore, the C.-in-C. Portsmouth, and Grant was 
awarded the Coronation Medal. 

From 1913, when promoted to flag rank, he was A.D.C. to the King, his subsequent career in the Great War being summarised in his 
Times obituary in the following terms: 'At the outbreak of hostilities he was the Superintendent of Pembroke Dockyard and served there 
until September 1915. It was then beginning to be realised that the threat to our seaborne trade by the U-Boats might prove serious, and 
mercantile construction, which had been suspended in 1914 in favour of warship output, was resumed. Admiral Grant was appointed 
President of the Admiralty organisation for expediting the building of merchant vessels, and rendered timely and valuable service in this 
capacity. In 1916-17 he also served as President of the Admiralty Motor Transport Committee, and from 1917 to 1919 was Admiral 
Superintendent of contract-built ships in the yards on the north-east and north-west coasts of England, with headquarters at Newcastle.' 

He was awarded the American Navy D.S.M., 'for exceptionally meritorious and distinguished services in a position of great 
responsibility to the Government of the United States.' 

Advanced to Vice-Admiral in 1919 and to Admiral in 1924, Grant died in London in August 1933.

Edward William Lloyd was born on 26 June 1855, the son of W. Butler Lloyd, of Montford Hall, Shropshire. He was educated at 
Foster's School, Stubbington and H.M.S. Britannia. Passed into the Royal Navy in 1868. Appointed Sub-Lieutenant and promoted to 
Lieutenant in 1877. Served on H.M.S. Temeraire in the expedition to the Sea of Marmora, 1878. Served on the battleship H.M.S. 
Inflexible, 1881-85 and was present at the bombardment of Alexandria, 11 July 1882. On the Staff of the Director of Naval Ordnance, 
1889; promoted to Commander in 1889 and resigned from the Navy in 1889 and joined the firm of Armstrong Whitworth. On the 
Emergency List of R.N. Officers, 1901. Awarded the Japanese Order of the Rising Sun, 4th Class in 1904, for services to the Japanese

John Alexander Shaw was born on 2 March 1842. Gained the degree of M.D., Royal University of Ireland, 1863; appointed a F.R.C.S.I. 
in 1868. Entered the Army as Assistant Staff Surgeon on 30 September 1863; with the 4th Foot in October 1864 and with the Staff in 
June 1867. Surgeon with the Army Medical Department, September 1863; and Surgeon Major, April 1876. As such he served in the 
Egypt War 1882, being present at the battle of Tel-el-Kebir - his horse being wounded and a knife suspended round his neck being shot 
away. During the night march from Kassassin, Shaw was responsible for keeping a rather intoxicated soldier quiet, his noisy outbursts 
in danger of alerting the enemy. For this and his assiduous care of the sick and wounded of the 2nd H.L.I., he received a letter of 
commendation from the Commander-in-Chief, H.R.H. Field Marshal The Duke of Cambridge, 14 December 1882. Surgeon Major 
Shaw later served in the Suakin 1885 expedition and was placed in command of No. 1 Field Hospital. Placed on Retired Pay with the 
honorary rank of Brigadier Surgeon, August 1885. Designation of his substantive departmental rank altered to Surgeon Lieutenant- 
Colonel, September 1883 and to Lieutenant-Colonel. August 1898. Employed when on Retired List at Penally. He died at Bournemouth 
on 1 May 1914. 

With an original hand-written War Office report on Surgeon Major Shaw in the Egypt Campaign 1882, written by the Officer 
Commanding the 2nd H.L.I. and his Adjutant: 

'I beg to enclose for the information of the Director General A.M.D. an extract relative to Surgeon Major J. A. Shaw from a report on the 
Battle of Tel-El-Kebir furnished by the Officer Commanding 2nd H.L.I. On that day Surgeon Major Shaw's horse was wounded, & a 
knife suspended round his neck was shot away.' 

'During the night march from Kassassin a soldier of the Battalion under the influence of liquor commenced to talk & shout: Surgeon 
Major Shaw rode up & with much presence of mind he instantly administered a large dose of chloroform, thus silencing the man who 
was in imminent danger of being suffocated by his comrades.' 

'Whether or not it be owing to the care & to the sanitary suggestions of Surgeon Major Shaw, we are at present about the most healthy 
battalion in Egypt.' 

'His attention to the wounded under the hottest fire beyond all praise.'

Major Shaw had been killed at Kassassin. Another original cutting reported on Shaw's appointment to command No. 1 Field Hospital in 
Suakin and the commendation he had received from the Commander-in-Chief - H.R.H. Field Marshal The Duke of Cambridge.

Lewis Walters, who was born in the East Indies, originally enlisted in the 75th (Stirlingshire) Regiment at Weymouth, Dorsetshire in 
January 1876, where a detachment of the regiment was then serving. Embarked for the East Indies in October 1878, he gained rapid 
advancement and was appointed a Colour-Sergeant in the Dorsetshire Regiment in April 1881, his service record further noting his 
brief transferral to the Wiltshires in late 1885.

Tate Francis Kearns Ryan. Born 8th March 1869. Served in the following Corps:- 3rd Prince Wales Dragoon Guards. British 
Bechuanaland Border Police. Mashonaland Police. Diamonds Fields Horse. Cape Police D 2. Cape Mounted Police. South African 
Mounted Riflemen (Permanent Force). During the Anglo Boer War took part in the siege of Kimberley, Relief of Mafeking, also saw 
service in the Transvaal and Orange Free State. Was wounded and taken prisoner whilst taking part in the Jameson Raid, was attached 
to the South African Police (Natal Division) that proceeded to Bulhock C.P. to quell the native disturbance. Retired on pension 1921 
with an Exemplary Character and the rank of Warrant Officer. Was the holder of the Meritorious Service Medal, Long Service and 
Good Conduct Medal, Cape General Service Medal, King's and Queen's Medal South African War, 1914 Star, Allies and Victory 
Medals for the Great War. Leaves wife, two sons and daughters, Eric, Frankie, Kearnsey and Patsy. Send a notice to the Natal Mercury, 
Natal Witness & Nongu Police Paper.

Paddy Ryan died at the Sanatorium, Pietermaritzburg, on 14 October 1949.

Audley Vaughan Gosling was born in 1864, the son of George F. Gosling, a staff officer on half pay. He was commissioned a 
Lieutenant in the 3rd & 4th battalion of the Worcestersgire Regiment on 3 April 1886, but resigned his commission on 25 May 1889. 
He went to South Africa where he joined the Bechuanaland Border Police as a Sergeant, and was promoted to Sub-Lieutenant on 13 
June 1890. 

He served as a Captain with a detachment of the B.B.P. and commanded "G" Troop in the force that was raised by Dr. Leander Starr 
Jameson for his ill-planned invasion of the Boer Transvaal Republic, and was captured when Jameson's outnumbered force was 
compelled to surrender to the Boers on 2 January 1896. Gosling was transported back to England for trial together with Jameson and 
other senior 'raiders' but was acquitted of all charges. 

Gosling returned to South Africa that same year and served as a staff officer during the Mashonaland Expedition with the rank of Major 
in the British South Africa Police. He received a Mention in Despatches from General Martin for his services during that campaign, 
London Gazette 18 February 1898: 

'Chief Inspector A. V. Gosling. District Staff Officer, acted as second in command and conducted several important patrols with 
conspicuous success. He commanded the attack on Kunzi's and took part in all the encounters with the natives, showing the greatest 
coolness and gallantry under fire.' 

From December 1897 to January 1901, Gosling held the position of Commissioner for Mashonaland. Remaining with the British South 
Africa Police during the Anglo-Boer War Gosling was attached to a considerable number of various units, appearing in no less than 6 
different rolls of the Queen's South Africa Medal. He seems to have held his standing commission with the Mashonaland Division of 
the B.S.A. Police as a Major and was attached at various times to H Section, Pom Poms, R.H.A. (Major), Bethune's Mounted Infantry 
(Major) and finally transferred as a Captain to the 5th Battalion, The Rifle Brigade on 4 December 1901. 

Captain A. V. Gosling died on Guernsey on 7 June 1906.

William James Evans attested for the Lancashire Fusiliers on 7 June 1887. Promoted to Lance-Corporal in December 1889; Corporal in 
March 1891; Sergeant in December 1892 and Colour Sergeant in August 1895. With the 2nd Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers, he served 
in the Sudan campaign of 1896-98 and was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for his service at the battle of Omdurman, 2 
September 1898 (London Gazette 15 November 1898). He then went on to serve with the regiment in the Boer War. He was reported 
'missing in action' at the battle of Spion Kop, 24 January 1900, but had been taken prisoner by the Boers and was later released. Evans 
was promoted to Quartermaster Sergeant in April 1905 and was awarded the Army L.S. & G.C. in 1907, serving with the Garrison Staff. 
In May 1914 he was promoted to a commission as Quartermaster in the Leinster Regiment. 

Following the onset of the Great War he was posted to the 5th (Extra Reserve) Battalion Leinster Regiment and Hon. Lieutenant and 
Quartermaster. It was when he was stationed at the Curragh, that Lieutenant Evans was found dead on 27 May 1916, aged 47 years. It 
was established that he had shot himself. He had left a letter to his wife stating that 'he could not take the strain any longer'. Whether 
the 'strain' was due to the conditions prevailing in Ireland at the time - one could only surmise. He was buried in the Curragh Military 
Cemetery, Co. Kildare. He was the son of John Richard and Margaret Evans and the husband of Blanche Elizabeth Evans, of 14 Benbow 
Street, Stoke, Devon port.

William Dawson was born at New Brompton, Kent in January 1876 and was appointed a probationary Engineer in the Royal Navy in 
July 1896. Advanced to Assistant Engineer in July 1897, he served in H.M.S. Sybille from October 1900 until she was wrecked in 
Lambert's Bay on 16 January 1901, thereby becoming the only Royal Navy ship to be lost during the Boer War. 

However, unlike four of his fellow officers who were severely reprimanded at the subsequent Court Martial held aboard the Monarch at 
Simonstown, Dawson was actually commended by his captain for removing and saving the Sybille's gun-bedplates - he had, in fact, 
been asleep when the ship struck the reef, but immediately went below and ordered the watertight doors to be shut in the port and 
starboard engine rooms. Commendably prompt as these actions were, he still considered it dangerous for the engine room staff to 
remain because of the ship's severe list to starboard and the resultant risk of the engines being lifted off their beds, in addition to which, 
there was a growing risk of steam escaping from fractured pipes. The subsequent order for the engine room staff to make for the upper 
deck was most likely, therefore, prompted by his swift and accurate report of such dangers to his senior - and may well have been 
responsible for avoiding loss of life. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Dawson was serving in the rank of Engineer Commander as 1st Assistant to the Chief 
Engineer at Hong Kong Dockyard, where he had been employed since August 1911. In August 1915, however, he returned to sea with 
an appointment in the cruiser Blonde, in which ship he was commended for his services when she had to be refloated in August 1916. 
Then in January 1918, he removed to the Thunderer, in which battleship he remained employed until July 1919, when he returned to 
Hong Kong to resume his pre-war duties as 1 st Assistant at the Dockyard. 

Placed on the Retired List in the rank of Engineer Captain at his own request in January 1923, Dawson settled in Budleigh Salterton, 
Devon, where he died in July 1948

Amy Knaggs was born in Winchester, Hampshire in 1866, the daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Knaggs, Army Medical Service, 
and his wife Emma. Amy completed her Registered Nurse training at the Radcliffe Infirmary, Oxford, 1888 to 1891 and, following a 
three month break, she was employed at the Leicester Infirmary. 

Appointed a Nursing Sister in the Army Nursing Service in January 1894, her first appointment was at the Herbert Hospital, Woolwich. 
She subsequently served in Devonport between June 1895 and April 1896, when she was placed on the Army Nursing Service Reserve 
after resigning to take up civil employment. 

Mobilised on the outbreak of hostilities in South Africa, she was embarked with No. 8 Hospital at Southampton aboard the S.S. 

Dunraven Castle in January 1900. At Bloemfontein, No. 8 Hospital was dispersed and Miss Knaggs was appointed Nursing 

Superintendent at No. 5 Stationary Hospital, the former Free State Parliament Building, remaining there for 20 months. She was 
awarded the Royal Red Cross (R.R.C.) ( London Gazette 27 September 1901, refers), which distinction she received from H.M. King 
Edward VII at St. James's Palace in December 1901, whilst on leave. Returning to South Africa she finally came home on 23 October 
1902, when she left the Army Nursing Service Reserve. 

Quickly re-employed on re-joining the Reserve in March 1905, she served at Canterbury from 22 March 1905 to 10 July 1905 and at 
Warley from 11 July 1905 to 7 October 1905, and as Nurse in Charge of the Guards Hospital at Caterham from 8 October 1905 to 1 7 
June 1907. Once again, however, she returned to civil employment, this time to open her own Training Institute for Nurses in 
Southport, Lancashire. 

In February 1915, she joined Queen Alexandra's Imperial Military Nursing Service, in which capacity she was appointed Matron of the 
Hospital Ship Nevasa (660 beds), operating between Egypt and the U.K., including 12 trips to the beaches of Gallipoli. Returning home 
to take up an appointment at Devonport on 28 October 191 6, she subsequently served as Matron at Sheerness from 1 7 January 191 7, 
Hurley Camp from 5 November 1917, and at Lord Derby's War Hospital, Warrington from 29 April 1918 to 30 November 1919. 
Awarded a Bar to her R.R.C. ( London Gazette 9 April 1919, refers), she was found unfit for further service by a Medical Board on 17 
November 1919 and was invalided from the service.

(Isabella) Nellie Hale known as Nellie Hale was born in West Bromwich, Staffordshire, circa 1873. In the 1881 census she is listed as 
an 8-year-old residing with her family at 11 Trinity Street, Fareham, Hampshire. Nellie served as a Nursing Sister's Servant in South 
Africa from early 1900 and embarked to return home on 17 January 1901. The 1911 census records her name as Nellie Hale, a 
Domestic Servant residing at 40 Quay Street, Fareham with her father a Jobbing Gardener, mother, one brother and one sister. She died 
in Fareham in September 1935, aged 62 years, having never married. 

Edith Hale was born on 23 June 1880 in Fareham, Hampshire. In the 1881 census she is listed as 9 months old residing with her family 
at 11 Trinity Street, Fareham. Edith served as a Nursing Sister's Servant in South Africa from early 1900 and embarked to return home 
on 30 May 1901. The 1911 census records her as a 30-year-old living in South Africa with her 25-year-old husband Bandsman Herbert 
Bolch, 2nd Battalion, Hampshire Regiment. He was to serve in Gallipoli, Egypt and France during the First World War. Returning to 
Hampshire after the end of hostilities he died at their home 'Moorside', Hogmoor Road, Bordon, Hampshire on 30 January 1948. Edith 
died in Fareham on 16 November 1958, aged 78 years. 

Their middle sister, Emma, was born on 30 September 1877 in West Bromwich, Staffordshire. The 1881 census records lists her as a 3- 
year-old residing with her family at 11 Trinity Street, Fareham. Emma served as a Nursing Sister's Servant in South Africa from early 
1900 and embarked to return home 30 May 1901. She married in Fareham on 30 December 1902, Charles Edmund Freeman (born in 
Portsmouth 18 August 1872), an N.C.O. in the Royal Army Medical Corps who she almost certainly met in South Africa, and the 1911 
census lists them as residing at 11 Glanmor Crescent, Swansea. Charles died in Portsmouth in June 1926, and Emma died in Gosport, 
Hampshire in March 1956, aged 79 years.

George Cox was born in Walsall, Staffordshire. A Labourer by occupation he attested for service in the East Yorkshire Regiment on 9 
August 1893, whilst still serving in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion East Yorkshire Regiment. Serving with the 2nd Battalion he landed in 
South Africa on 3 April 1900. On 19 December 1901 in a sharp action at Holland's Farm near Standerton (at 'Kaffirspruit' in service 
papers), Cox with three others held a drift to cover the retirement of 20 other soldiers. After they had been successfully withdrawn, Cox 
noticed a wounded officer lying to the front, and so led a horse back to where he lay and, under severe fire rescued Lieutenant B. A. W. 
C. Moeller of the 2nd Battalion, Middlesex Regiment. For this rescue, Cox was promoted Corporal for Gallantry in the Field. Lieutenant 
Moeller died of his wounds on 23 December 1901. Cox was thereafter known in the regiment as 'King's Corporal Cox'. The 
appointment of a King's Corporal for Gallantry in the Field was only used during the South African War. The tradition amongst the 
soldiers of the period was that a 'King's Corporal' could only be reduced in rank by the King himself! King's Corporal Cox retired from 
the Army on 21 August 1905 at the termination of his period of engagement and then served four years in the Army Reserve. His 
Discharge Certificate states that his trade at this time was a 'Porter' and his intended place of residence was to be 75 Alica Street, Hull. 

In 1914 with the outbreak of war, Cox volunteered for the Army but at 44 years of age was deemed too old. He therefore falsified his 
age to gain entry and was successful in returning to the Depot of the East Yorkshire Regiment at York. On arrival however an officer 
recognised him, he was marched in front of his C.O. and promptly ordered to put back the two stripes he had won in the Boer War. 
With the 6th (Service) Battalion (Pioneers) East Yorkshire Regiment, he was posted to Gallipoli. Sailing on the Franconia , the regiment 
arrived there on 7 August 1915, landing from H.M.S. Theseus at C Beach at Suvla Bay and digging in on the S.E. slopes of Lala Baba. 
During the next day the battalion moved forward through dense scrub under heavy shellfire and perpetual sniping. On 9 August 1915 
Corporal Cox was killed in action in the attack upon Tekke Tepe. 

About midnight on the 8th although utterly exhausted the Battalion was ordered into another attack. Colonel Moore gathered up one 
company and together with his Battalion H.Q. fought their way to the summit of Tekke Tepe. A position farther east on the heights 
above Suvla Bay than any other British troops. But these few men were surrounded and Colonel Moore had no choice but to surrender. 
As he sat down a Turkish soldier treacherously ran him through the back with a bayonet. By dawn on the 9th after a "Brilliant feat of 
arms, the East Yorks had penetrated to the key position - Tekke Tepe." But they were not supported, and after suffering terrible 
casualties had to withdraw. The other companies had moved forward in the dark to a nullah but as they entered open ground "They 
were met by a withering fire and to make matters worse they were enfiladed badly up the nullah from a range of hills. Men and officers 
dropped fast." The Turks then brought up two divisions to face this attack and "swarmed in thousands" from the foot of Tekke Tepe. 
The 6th Battalion held their ground but the battle for the high ground was lost. As the Regimental History states, "Sufficient to say that 
the 6th East Yorkshire did their duty with all the strength that was in them. They alone had penetrated to the key position, with them 
alone lies that honour". That night the remnants of the 6th Battalion bivouacked on Beach A near the "Cut". At roll call it was found 
that out of 26 officers and about 800 other ranks, only 7 officers and about 300 men remained. Later many men rejoined having 
remained in the firing line with other units - but amongst the dead was Corporal George Cox. 

He was the husband of Christina Cox of 3 Vallance Place, Blanket Row, Hull. His name is commemorated on the Helles Memorial.

Notwithstanding their obvious exhaustion, the Battery's officers and men quickly went into 
action and played a vital role in the artillery duel that ensued. Casualties were high, one battery officer writing: 

'Our Major advanced, we took up positions 800 yards from the Boer trenches and by Jove the Boers let us have a fearful reception. 
Before I got my horses out they shot one of my drivers and two horses and brought down my own horse. We then got my gun round on 
the enemy when one of my gunners was shot through the brain and fell at my feet.

Robert Bodley was born in July 1878 and, as a young man, left his hometown East London for what was then the 'hinterland' and 
settled on the Rand. On the outbreak of the Boer War, he joined the Imperial Forces and was appointed to Lord Roberts's bodyguard, 
one of 50 such men drawn from Colonial regiments. Following extensive service in the conflict he returned to East Rand, settling at 
Germiston. 

In 1906, he was commissioned in the 5th Mounted Rifles (Imperial Light Horse), in which corps he quickly gained a reputation as a 
marksman, so much so that he was selected to join the South African shooting team for the Stockholm Olympics in 1912. 

Having transferred to the Defence Rifle Association shortly before the outbreak of hostilities in 1914, Bodley was appointed a Captain 
in the 8th South African Horse and served in the German East Africa campaign from May 1916, a component of the 2nd South African 
Mounted Brigade under Brigadier-General Enslin; having also served on attachment to the 7th South African Horse in the interim, he 
was released from active service in May 191 7. 

Back with the 5th Mounted Rifles, Bodley continued to shine as a marksman and was selected for the South African shooting team at 
the Antwerp Olympics in 1920. He was awarded a Silver Medal for the team's second place in the 600 metre military rifle competition, 
to which distinction he added the King's Army Best Shot Medal in 1925. In between these happy events, he lent valuable service during 
the miners' rebellion of 1922, being present at the 'battle of Ellis Park'. 

Having been awarded the Colonial Auxiliary Forces Long Service Medal and Officer's Decoration in the interim, Bodley was awarded 
the Efficiency Decoration in November 1943, by which time he was back in uniform as a Colonel in charge of training future South 
African marksmen. The Colonel, a verified recipient of the Coronation Medal 1953, died at Port Shepstone, South Africa in November 
1956.

George Francis Barnes was born in Clerkenwell, Middlesex on 28 November 1871. An Assistant Erector by occupation, he enlisted into 
the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class on 9 July 1894. He was promoted to Stoker in June 1895 when at Pembroke II; Acting Armourer's 
Crew in November 1901 when on Endymion and Armourer's Crew in September 1903 when on Wildfire. 

He was discharged ashore on 10 July 1906 and joined the Chatham Battalion R.F.R., re-enrolling in October 1910. 

With the start of the Great War he returned to the Royal Navy and served on the pre-dreadnought battleship Cornwallis from November 
1914, seeing service in the Dardanelles campaign. Barnes himself attained the rating of Acting Stoker Petty Officer in April 1916. He 
was on the ship when she was torpedoed and sunk by the German submarine U-32, East of Malta on 9 January 191 7.

Educated at 
Wellington College and the R.M.A. Woolwich. He joined the 1 st Battalion Royal Welsh Fusiliers in October 1911. In the Great War he 
served in France/Flanders, 7-22 October 1914, being wounded and taken prisoner. 

He was mentioned in the P.O.W. Statement of Captain H. O. Sutherland, Northumberland Fusiliers, when he was in Mainz Hospital, 
22 December 1914-18 January 1915: 'On the 22nd December I was taken to the hospital with a very bad attack of rheumatism in the 
joints. No nurses were allowed to come near the prisoners. I was put in a room with two French officers, one Belgian and one English 
(Lieut. Courage, Royal Welsh Fusiliers). For about ten days I was absolutely unable to move, and had it not been for Lieut. Courage I 
should not even have had my face washed. The German orderlies brought our food, but did absolutely nothing else. ...' 

Courage resigned his commission in 1921 and joined the family business - Courage & Co. Ltd. - subsequently Courage & Barclay Ltd., 
serving as its Chairman during 1947-59. With the start of the Second World War, he returned to the Army, serving with the Pioneer 
Corps and attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He served in France during 1940 and was a survivor of the sinking of the S.S. 
Lancastria by German aircraft at St. Nazaire, 17 June 1940 - the ship loaded with British troops being evacuated from France. He then 
served in the Middle East and Greece during 1941; was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 30 December 1941) and was for the 
second time taken prisoner by the Germans (in Greece) - being held at Oflag Xll-B at Hadamar, Hesse. 

Latterly his home address was at Kirkby Fleetham Hall, Northallerton, Yorkshire. He died on 28 April 1967.

Albert Ernest Hayward Parrott was born in Finsbury Park, London, on 24 April 1886, the son of Albert George Parrott, a Doctor 
practising in Shanghai. He was educated at Red Hill House, Bristol and Clarence School, Weston-super-Mare. In 1915 he was 
employed as a Merchant living at 20 Adam Street, Portman Square, London. 

He joined the 16th (Service) Battalion (Public Schools) Middlesex Regiment and entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 17 
November 1915. He remained in France until 14 April 1916 when he returned home to take up a commission in the 1 st Battalion West 
Yorkshire Regiment. 

He returned to France in September 1916. In March 1918 he was a Platoon Commander in 'C' Company, 1st Battalion West Yorkshire 
Regiment. On the morning of 21 March 1918, according to the War Diary, 'An enormous enemy attack broke at 5 am with intense 
barrages and much gas shelling'. Lieutenant Albert Parrott was wounded by shrapnel to the leg and upper thigh and was captured. He 
was held in the P.O.W. camp at Pronville until repatriated in December 1918. In 1927 he applied for his medals. His address at the 
time was c/o Shanghai Sharebrokers Association, 1 7 Jinkee Road, Shanghai.

Leslie Hilland Bruce Hudd was born in McLaren Vale, South Australia. A Lithographer by occupation and a member of the Public 
Service Rifle Club, he enlisted into the 9th Light Horse Regiment A.I.F. on 3 September 1915. He embarked for overseas service at 
Adelaide, aboard the Geelong , 18 November 1915, as part of the 12th Reinforcements to the 9th Light Horse and landed at Egypt. With 
the unit Hudd served in the raid on the Turkish outpost of Jifjafa in the Sinai, April 1916. On 5 August 1916 he served in the mounted 
attack on the Turks occupying the high ridge at Hamisah and on 9 August took part in the heavy fighting at Bir el Abd, where the light 
horsemen were attacked by near overwhelming numbers of Turks. The stubborn steadiness of the Light Horsemen, fighting throughout, 
in the heat of the day, saved the retreat from becoming a route. Casualties were heavy with eight officers and sixty-five other ranks 
killed and thirty-three officers and two hundred and ten other ranks wounded. 

In October 1916 Trooper Hudd was transferred to the H.Q. of the 3rd Light Horse. This unit later took part in the actions at Mazar, El 
Arish, Magdhaba and Rafa. His papers record that Hudd had several run-ins with authority - noting 'neglect of duty' in failing to clean 
his rifle, in May 191 7 and 'failing to salute an officer', in August 1918. Hudd returned to Australia aboard the Delta on 2 August 1919.

On 30 January 1915, the Kilcoan was intercepted and stopped by the U-21, about 18 miles north-west of Liverpool, Meneely stating to 
the U-Boat's commander that he had no ship's papers. According to one contemporary newspaper report, the latter 'became angry but 
calmed down when they were ultimately handed to him.' The Kilcoan's crew of eleven were then ordered into the ship's lifeboats but 
declined an offer of some cigars and, after the Germans had undertaken a thorough search of the Kilcoan, she was sunk by an explosive 
charge. Meneely and his men eventually got back to Liverpool via Douglas. He died in Belfast in February 1943; sold with original 
certificates of authority to wear his Torpedo Badge and awards.

On 20 March 1943, the neutral 
flagged Irish Beech was attacked by the German submarine U-638 in the Atlantic. Mistaking her for an enemy merchant ship, the 
submarine made an underwater attack and fired one torpedo which fortunately missed. On surfacing, her captain took time to establish 
the merchant ship's identity and the Irish Beech with Brennan on board was allowed to go on her way. Brennan was awarded the Irish 
Merchant Marine Medal with clasp and certificate in June 1951.

Ronald Philip Turner was born in Attleborough, Warwickshire on 11 June 1923. 
He volunteered for the Royal Navy on 11 November 1942, serving as an 
Ordinary Seaman. Served at Raleigh, November 1942-January 1943; Drake, 
January-April 1943; Tyne - on Scorpion, April-July 1943 and Drake, July- 
December 1943. He served on the battleship H.M.S. Rodney, December 1943- 
May 1945, being promoted to Able Seaman in November 1944 (1943 on 
papers). As such he served aboard the ship during the Normandy Landings, June 
1944, where her massive 16 inch calibre guns provided long range cover for the 
troops struggling ashore. She was credited with bombarding a river crossing 22 
miles inland in order to keep a Panzer Division at bay; later on she was to 
bombard German positions in Caen and on Alderney. In September 1944 she 
was on Arctic Convoy duty. After Rodney, further service followed at Drake, 
May-July 1945; St. Angelo, July 1945-January 1946 and then again at Drake, Jan- 
May 1946. Turner was released to Class 'A' Reserve on 31 May 1946.

'June 5th 1944. Captain Fitzroy officer commanding H.M.S. Rodney in a broadcast to his Ship's Company of 1800 men announced that 
we were about to embark upon the greatest amphibious operation ever undertaken in history, the outcome being the decisive turning 
point of the war. Continuing he briefed us with the opposition the enemy could bring forth namely 16in, 9.5in and 6in gun batteries .... 

June 6th. 0720 first assault troops landed in Normandie Ramillies and Warspite began bombarding shore batteries, with aerial 
bombardment by the R.A.F. " Rodney " was ordered to Portsmouth to await further orders; 1900 arrived at Portsmouth; 0300 we sailed 
after taking onboard 700 tons of oil fuel; 1500 we arrive off the beachhead in the vicinity of "Caen" where we steamed for several 
hours awaiting orders from the army ashore as to where the bombardment was required. Without warning German 6in shore batteries 

opened up on the invading convoys, Rodney replying with her 16in, the after effects being the batteries were soon silenced.The 

following morning we heard that a Panzer Div had made a break through our lines. We were ordered to proceed close inshore and 
carry out a further bombardment, employing full our 16in and 6in armament, "Oh boy" was the noise and smoke just terrific!!! ... The 
effects of the bombardment as we learned later, the enemy withdrew enabling our forces to regain their previously won positions.' 

At a later date he recalls General Montgomery coming onboard and thanking them for the wonderful support they had given his troops. 
Later still he recalls a heavy bombardment of Caen, followed by a visit from Admiral Ramsey who thanked the ship's crew for the part 
they had played in the great invasion. The notebook is signed by Turner.

Richard Owen Rhys was born in Aberystwyth, Cardiganshire in June 1915 and was commissioned Pilot Officer in No. 614 (County of 
Glamorgan) Squadron, Auxiliary Air Force, in September 1937. 

An Army Co-operation unit, 614 came to readiness with its Lysanders with the Nazi push into the Low Countries in May 1940, six of its 
aircraft being ferried to Amiens-Glisy Aerodrome to act as spotters for the British and French artillery. Earlier, in late 1939, some of the 
Squadron's pilots had departed to France for liaison work. 

Back in the U.K. after the fall of France, the Squadron was enlisted in support of 'Operation Cromwell', the anti-invasion plan and, 
more specifically, top-secret 'Operation Banquet', the latter including plans to deliver mustard gas to beachheads secured by a German 
invasion force - the gas was to be dropped from canisters secured to the undercarriages of 614's Lysanders. 

Rhys was advanced to Flight Lieutenant in September 1940, about the time 'A' Flight was detached to Inverness to form No. 241 
Squadron; earlier, in October 1939, 'B' Flight had been detached to form 225 Squadron. Both became highly successful 
reconnaissance units and it might well be that Rhys qualified for his Air Crew Europe Star in that capacity. 

Be that as it may, he transferred to the Administrative and General Duties Branch in September 1941, taking up an appointment with 
the British Joint Staff Mission at the Offices of the Combined Chiefs of Staff in Washington D.C., and appears to have remained similarly 
employed until the war's end. Fie was advanced to Squadron Leader in June 1943 and to Wing Commander in January 1945. Fie later 
became a Deputy Lieutenant of Glamorgan in the mid-1960s.

Claude Desmond Newington was born in 1914, the son of Major Claude 
Newington, M.V.O., and his wife Constance, of Chippenham, Wiltshire. 
Educated at Marlborough and the R.M.C. Sandhurst, young Claude was 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery in 1934. 

Posted to the Far East, he was serving on attachment to 3rd Light Anti-Aircraft 
Regiment, Hong Kong & Singapore Artillery at the time of the Japanese invasion 
of Malaya and would have seen considerable action in the period leading up to 
the fall of Singapore in February 1942. Having been taken P.O.W. on that 
occasion - and in common with so many of his comrades - he was forced to work 
on the 'Railway of Death', as a consequence of which he died on 12 April 1943, 
aged 28 years. 


In The Marlburian of October 1943, in which was reported news of his death, it is said he died of wounds and that 'he took the battle 
in Malaya in his stride and was perfectly splendid in action. His troops were devoted to him'. 

He is buried in Kanchanaburi War Cemetery, one of three such cemeteries bordering the length of the Burma-Siam Railway and a 
commemorative plaque erected by his parents is to be found in St. James's Church, Draycott, Cerne, Wiltshire.

In August the Duke of York was assigned to 
Task Force 37 and the protection of its carriers. 

After the cessation of hostilities the Duke of York and her sister ship, King George V, participated in the Japanese surrender ceremonies 
that took place in Tokyo Bay. The following month, with other ships, she was at Hong Kong to accept the Japanese surrender there. She 
remained as flagship of the Pacific Fleet until June 1946 when she she returned home from Australia.

Reverting to the rank of Flight Lieutenant about this time, he was awarded the King's Commendation for Valuable Services in the 
Air in January 1949, possibly for work as a test pilot. Certainly he graduated from the Empire Test Pilots School, where he attended the 
McKenna Trophy Dinner in December 1951. 

Advanced to Squadron Leader in July 1955, Greenland attended - as an official assessor - the public enquiry into the causes behind the 
loss of a B.E.A. Viscount that crashed at Nutts Corner on 23 October 1957.

Peter Kennedy Cuthbert was the only officer in the REME who was wounded in the Korean War. He was born on 17 November 1927 
and was educated at Sherbourne and Christchurch, Cambridge. Whilst at Sherborne he was a Prefect, Head of House and an all-round 
sportsman, playing for the school XV in 1944 and the school XI in 1944 and 1945. He joined the Army for his National Service 
becoming a Second Lieutenant, R.E.M.E. 20 October 1949 and Captain 3 January 1952. On 17 June 1952 two troops, consisting of 
nine Centurions, of the 5th Inniskilling Dragoon Guards took part in a raid against Point 156 on the Peking Highway. At 5:00 a.m., 
tanks moved into no-man's land. Moving across a paddy field several tanks were hit by artillery fire or disabled by mines. Soon three 
out of the four tanks of 1 Troop were bogged down and, on the withdrawal of the remainder of the Squadron these were subjected to 
heavy and accurate artillery fire. An Armoured Recovery Vehicle (ARV), which also struck a mine, joined the three tanks in the exposed 
position, and a 'tug' with the medical team also became bogged down, resulting in five vehicles needing rescuing. Captain Cuthbert 
who was attached to the regiment went out in a second ARV, and, when a shell cut the winch rope, he dismounted to direct 
operations, and was wounded. With a great deal of hard work under fire, three of the five vehicles were recovered by the end of the 
day. 

After service in the Army Peter Cuthbert and his Wife Patricia lived in Brookhurst, Marlow Road, Bourne End, Bucks. Patricia died in 
April 1966 and Peter in March 2005. 

Captain Cuthbert is mentioned by name in the Official History of the War by Anthony Farrar- Hockley, p.360. In a published list of 
Korea War casualties, Captain Cuthbert is listed as having been wounded on 5 July 1952.

William Thompson, who was born in July 1922, was killed on 28 January 1951, when Sunderland PP 107 of No. 205 Squadron 
crashed in poor weather on Mount Yuli in Formosa, Taiwan, at an altitude of around 1600 metres. All the embarked personnel - five 
regular crew and nine passengers - died. Owing to the harsh nature of the terrain, it was not possible to recover their bodies and they 
were interred at the crash site at Chung Ping Shan, near Yuli. They are commemorated by name on the Commonwealth Memorial in 
the United Nations Cemetery at Pusan. Sunderland PP 107 had been bound for Hong Kong from the R.A.F. base at Iwakuni, Japan, 
flying a support mission for U.N. Command. In November 2005, as reported in the Taipei Times , a special memorial was unveiled near 
the crash site under the auspices of the British Trade and Cultural Office (B.T.C.O.), the ceremony being attended by local Aborigines 
who had witnessed the crash half a century earlier: 

The remains of the airmen were never recovered due to the inaccessibility of the site and the mountainous terrain, as the plane crashed 
high above Chungping village, in Hualien's Chuohsi Township. 

"It crashed into thick jungle on the mountainside and then exploded," recalled Huang Sheng-he, an 80-year old Aboriginal hunter who 
witnessed the crash and was involved in the rescue efforts 54 years ago. 

Huang, 25 at the time, said he heard a huge explosion as the plane crashed. The local police mobilized the villagers to help with 
rescue efforts but because of the difficult conditions, the bodies were simply buried under leaves on the side of the mountain, later, 
many of the aircraft's components, including twisted pieces of metal and the frame, were taken away and sold by local businessmen. 

After the crash, the site became a no-go area for local Aboriginal hunters as they believed it was haunted by the ghosts of the dead 
servicemen.'

Henry Hilliard was appointed Ensign in the 28th Foot on 25 February 1808, and was promoted to Lieutenant on 16 November 1809. 
He served in the Peninsula with the 2/28th from July 1809 to July 1811, and with the 1/28th from August 1811 to February 1813, being 
present at Busaco, Campo Mayo, 1st siege of Badajoz, Albuhera, Arroyo dos Molinos, and Almaraz. He was also present in the 
Waterloo campaign of 1815 and was wounded at Quatre Bras on 16 June. Hilliard served in Malta and the Ionian Islands from 181 7 to 
1829. He exchanged as Lieutenant to the 43rd Foot in October 1820, but in March 1821 exchanged back to the 28th Foot as 
Paymaster. In February 1836 he took up appointment as Paymaster of the 68th Foot. He was placed on half-pay on 10 May 1839, and 
was still living in 1878.

Richard Lluellyn/Llewellyn entered the army in 1790 as a Captain with temporary rank, and served as such in the 52nd regiment at 
Ferrol and Cadiz, and the Mediterranean in 1800 and 1801, under Sir Ralph Abercromby and Sir John Moore. On peace being 
concluded he was reduced on half-pay; but on the war again breaking out he relinquished the half-pay of Captain and purchased an 
Ensigncy, bearing the date of July 1802, and a Lieutenancy in October 1804; and succeeded to a company, by purchase, in the 28th 
regiment, 28 February 1805. He served in Portugal, Spain, and France, during all the campaigns from the year 1809, when he landed at 
Lisbon, to that of 1814, when he embarked at Bordeaux, including the actions of Busaco, first siege of Badajoz, Albuhera, Arroyo dos 
Molinos, Almarez, and the retreat from Burgos. He obtained the brevet rank of Major on 23 April 1812. He served in Flanders in 1815, 
and was engaged in the battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo, where he was severely wounded ( London Gazette 3 July 1815: 'Captain 
Richard Llewellyn (Major) severely'. For his services in the latter action the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, dated 18 June 1815, was 
conferred on him, as well as the Order of a Companion of the Bath, and a pension of £300 per annum in respect of his wounds. 

Placed on the half-pay of the regiment, 25 February 181 7, his subsequent ranks were Brevet Colonel, 10 January 1837; Major-General, 
9 November 1846; Lieutenant-General, 20 June 1854; and General, 18 January 1861. He was appointed Colonel in Chief of the 9th 
Foot on 1 7 January 1853, and advanced to a Knight Commander of the Bath in 1861. General Sir Richard Lluellyn died on 7 December 
1867. His portrait was painted by William Salter for inclusion in his large composition, 'The Waterloo Banquet at Apsley House, 1836'. 

The following letter from Colonel Llewellyn, dated 16th March, 1837, was published in Siborne's Waterloo Letters: 

'I have already thought the Battle of Quatre Bras one of the most splendid achievements of the war, reflecting the greatest credit on the 
British troops engaged, sustaining and repelling one of the most determined attacks (of all arms), in my little experience, I can 
remember, and had it not been so closely followed by the very decisive and important, but all-absorbing Victory of Waterloo, perhaps 
the gallant exploits and unexampled bravery that marked that day would, under other circumstances, have excited even more 
admiration than was actually associated with it. 

The rye in the field was so high, that to see anything beyond our own ranks was almost impossible. The Enemy, even, in attacking our 
Squares, were obliged to make a daring person desperately ride forward to plant a flag, as a mark, at the very point of our bayonets. On 
this they charged, but were invariably repulsed. 

It fell to the lot of the 28th to bear a leading share in this Action, and I may say that they lost there none of their former reputation. 

They were frequently hardly pressed, but never lost their discipline and their self-possession. 

Once, when threatened on two flanks by what Sir Thomas Picton imagined an overwhelming force, he exclaimed, "28th, remember 
Egypt." They cheered and gallantly beat back their assailants, and eventually stood on their position.' 
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Waterloo 1815 (William Webb, 28th Regiment Foot.) fitted with

William Webb was born in the Parish of Laycock, near Devizes, Wiltshire, and 
was enlisted for the 28th Foot at Fermoy, County Cork, on 21 March 1804, aged 
twenty-six years. He served with the 28th in the Peninsula and later claimed the 
M.G.S. medal with clasps for Corunna, Barrosa, Vittoria and Pyrenees. He was 
discharged on 11 May 1824, in consequence of 'being worn out in the service', 
which totalled 22 years 189 days, including 137 days with the Army of Reserve, 
August to December 1803, and 2 years for Waterloo.

He also served with 
the expedition against the Afriedies in the Kohat Pass in February 1850. He transferred to the 14th Foot on 7 June 1850, and became 
Captain, by purchase, on 16 December 1853.

William Charles Dilkes entered the service on 27 May 1842, as an Ensign in the 
3rd Foot, and in the following July proceeded to India for the purpose of joining 
that regiment. Before he arrived, however, he was transferred, 25 October 1842, 
to the 21st Foot, as a Second-Lieutenant, and on arriving at Calcutta, in 
November 1842, he proceeded and joined that latter regiment, then en route 
from Dinapore to Kamptee. At the latter station he served with the regiment until 
December 1845, when he marched with it to Agra. On the 31 st of that month he 
was promoted, in India, to the rank of Lieutenant in the 31st Foot, then forming 
part of the Army of the Sutlej, but he was unable to join this corps before the 
conclusion of the operations, and when his promotion was confirmed by the War 
Office the date was altered to the 31 st March 1 846. 

The 31st having been ordered home immediately after the conclusion of the 
Sutlej campaign, he exchanged, 10 June 1846, into the 53rd, but this exchange 
fell through in consequence of the War Office having, on the 8th of the 
preceding month, transferred him back to the 21st Foot. He accompanied the 
21st from Agra to Cawnpore in January 1847, and served with it there for seven 
months, but this regiment being under orders to return home he, on the 21st 
August, exchanged into the 61 st Foot, which he joined at Ambala. 

He accompanied the 61st to Jullundur in February 1848, and in the autumn of 
the same year was employed with it in operations against insurgents in the 
Jullundur Doab. He afterwards served with it throughout the Punjab campaign of 
1848-49, and was present at the passage of the Chenab, the action of Sadulapur, 
the battles of Chilianwala and Goojerat, and the pursuit of the enemy to the 
Khyber Pass (Medal with two Clasps). On the conclusion of the war he was 
stationed with his regiment at Peshawar, at which place he died on 4 June 1849.

(Charles) Wyndham Murray was born on 22 February 1844, the son of the Rev. Thomas Boyles Murray and Helen Douglas, and was 
educated at Marlborough. He entered the army as an Ensign in the 61st South Gloucestershire Regiment in November 1862, and was 
promoted to Lieutenant in October 1865. He passed from Staff College in 1872 and was promoted to Captain in October 1877. 

In March 1879 he proceeded to Zululand as Aide-de-Camp to Major-General Crealock, and in May was appointed D.A.Q.M.G. to the 
1st Division. He made surveys of the routes to be taken by the column and selected camping-grounds, &c. 
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On the breaking up of the Division he was appointed reconnoitring officer, with rank of D.A.Q.M.G., to Clarke's Flying Column, and 
was attached to the Mounted Infantry under Major Barrow. He surveyed and reported on the whole route followed by the Column to 
the Black Umvolosi, beyond Ulundi. He was afterwards present during the search for the King, and selected the route to be followed by 
the Column to the Middle Drift (Despatches, Medal with Clasp, brevet of Major). 

In the Spring of 1880 he was attached for duty to the 72nd Highlanders at Kabul. He was appointed Orderly Officer to Brigadier- 
General Baker, and accompanied his column, in that capacity, in the expedition into the Logar Valley in May and June, 1880; and 
served as Provost-Marshal and D.A.Q.M.G. Quetta Division (Medal). He served also as Staff Officer, Pishin Outposts, Afghanistan 1881 
(Despatches). 

In 1882 Murray served with the Egyptian Expedition, as Deputy Assistant Adjutant and Quartermaster-General on the base and lines of 
communication, and was present at the battle of Tel-el-Kebir (Despatches London Gazette 2 November 1882, Medal with Clasp, 
Bronze Star, brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel, 4th class Osmanieh). He also served with the Bechuanaland Expedition of 1884-85, as D.A. 
A. and Q.M.G. (Honourably mentioned). Murray retired from the service in 1890 and was appointed a member of the Honourable 
Corps of Gentlemen-at-Arms in the following year. 

He was elected Conservative Member of Parliament for Bath from 1892 to 1906, and was Chairman of the Japan Society from 1913 to 
1918 (3rd class of the Rising Sun of Japan). He was appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath in 1902, knighted in 1905, and 
advanced to Knight Commander of the Order of the Bath in 191 7. From 1913 until his death he held the office of Gentleman Usher of 
the Scarlet Rod in the Order of the Bath. During the Great War he served in France in 1915 with the British Red Cross Society, and as a 
Military King's Messenger, 1915-16. For many years a Knight of Justice of the Order of St John of Jerusalem, he was made Bailiff Grand 
Cross of the Order in 1927. Colonel Sir Wyndham Murray died on 1 November 1928. 

Note: the Medal Index Cards show that Sir Wyndham Murray was entitled to the British War Medal for his services as a Military King's 
Messenger in 1915-16 but that he was ineligible for the 1914-15 Star for these services. However, he went to France on Special Service 
with the B.R.C.S. & O.St.J.J. in August 1915 and is on the roll for that unit as being entitled to the 1914-15 Star trio. Consequently his 
British War Medal was issued off the first roll in April 1921, and the Star and Victory Medal off the latter roll in April 1925. Interestingly 
they are listed in the same order in his Who's Who entry.

William David Woollen was born in Taunton, Somerset, and enlisted into the Gloucestershire Regiment at Bristol on 12 April 1887, 
aged 18 years 6 months, a clerk by trade. He was promoted to Corporal in February 1891 and appointed Lance Sergeant in the 
following November, becoming Sergeant in November 1893 and Colour-Sergeant in February 1897. 

After service at home and in Malta, he served in Egypt from November 1895 to February 1897, where he was attached to the 16th 
Battalion, Egyptian Army, during the Dongola campaign, gaining the Queen's and Khedive's Sudan medals (Dongola clasp not 
confirmed). Although he subsequently served in India from February 1897 to September 1898, his name does not appear on the medal 
rolls for the India General Service medal. He served in South Africa 1899-1900 and was present at the Defence of Ladysmith and in 
operations in Orange Free State, but is not entitled to the clasps for Elandslaagte or Laing's Nek. After further service in Ceylon and 
India, he was discharged on termination of his second period of engagement on 22 April 1908. 

On the outbreak of war in 1914 he attested at Bristol for the 1st Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment, on 24 September as a Private, and 
was promoted Acting Quarter-Master Sergeant on 1 October 1914.

Granville George Pomeroy was born at Bristol on 15 May 1 878, the eldest of five sons. He was educated at Clifton College and served 
in the Somerset Militia. He attested for the Mashonaland Mounted Police sometime in 1895, and in the following year took part in the 
Jameson Raid, being shot through the left knee and taken prisoner. He was treated at Krugersdorp Field Hospital and was one of the 
twenty or so wounded prisoners who signed a letter of appreciation to the hospital staff for their kindness and attention. He was one of 
the last prisoners to be released, on 31 January 1896, and later that year took part in the operations in Rhodesia with the Matabeleland 
Relief Force. 

Back in England Pomeroy obtained a commission with the 4th Somerset Light Infantry, as 2nd Lieutenant, in May 1897. Advanced to 
Lieutenant in November 1899, he took a regular commission in the 1st Battalion Gloucester Regiment in March 1900 and served with 
them in the Boer War, including the operations of the Drakensburg Defence Force and the seizing of Van Reenan's Pass (Medal with 2 
clasps). He was subsequently attached to the West African Frontier Force and took part in the operations in Nigeria in 1902 (Medal 
with Clasp). During the Great War he served in France as a Captain in the South Staffordshire Regiment, 12th Yorkshire Regiment, and 
later with the West African Field Force, attached to the Nigeria Regiment. He was latterly Assistant Commissioner of Police, North 
Nigeria, and died of malaria at Zungeru, Nigeria, on 30 March 191 7.

Whilst acting as Platoon Serjeant in a forward post in the Ligne de Contacte which was severely pressed by a strong raiding party of the 
enemy, he recovered a Bren gun which had fallen forward over the barricade when the Bren gunner was wounded. This act was 
carried out under heavy fire and involved considerable danger to himself, at the same time preventing the barricade, which was held 
by this one weapon, from being rushed. 

Later the same night, when the enemy had temporarily withdrawn, he left the post to assist home a patrol under his platoon 
commander. He was again under fire whilst assisting the last man through the barbed wire fence. 

The general bearing of this N.C.O. during this attack which lasted over eight hours; and on subsequent occasions when on patrol has 
been the best possible example for the men of his platoon. 

Place: British (Centre) Sector, French 7 Div GRINDORFF Village.' 

This was one of the earliest awards of the M.M. in the Second World War and the first awarded to a Territorial soldier. 

The following is extracted from an article by Michael Shepherd, then a Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion, from the regimental journal 
Back Badge in 1950: 

'Grindorff was, and far as I know is, a tattered village on the edge of that tattered frontier between Alsace and Germany; from the tower 
of its church you can see well into Germany. 

In March 1940 the 5th Glosters entered the line and awaited the onslaught of the enemy with trepidation. I was in command of No. 12 
Platoon, "C" Coy., at that time commanded by Charlie Norris. We were positioned in the village with another platoon on our left some 
100 yards away and staggered back by 100 yards, and on our right by a platoon of another company, also lying behind us in 
woodland. A sudden blitz raid was made against a platoon of "D" Coy. commanded by Tom Carter. This was held and repulsed, 
although we lost men as prisoners and casualties. We only heard about this action, but were ourselves involved in another. 

On the morning of 3rd March I was ordered to report to Company HQ at Bizing, which lay about three quarters of a mile from 
Grindorff down a very straight road. Charlie Norris told me that I was to take a patrol out that evening and lie up, listening for any 
enemy patrol movement across the stream that cut our No Man's Land in two. I was to take a section with me and this would be made 
up by a section recruited from HQ under the command of CSM Clifford. Cap comforters were worn, faces were blackened, grenades 
fastened to web belts by the hand levers, and ammunition was readily available. For the trip through the deserted streets we were 
escorted by another section which formed the normal evening stand-to patrol. 

At 2100 hrs I led my 7 men (country men from Tewkesbury and Winchcombe) away from the main lower street of the village and 
down through a cottage garden and crossed a wire fence. It was about 5 minutes after this that the enemy, about 30 strong, opened fire 
on my platoon position back at Grindorff. We were moving steadily along the old French wire when we heard the firing behind us. We 
carried on our patrol for about 15 minutes until enemy snipers began to make things difficult. We found a hollow and used that as 
cover, lying in a circle, keeping an all-round outlook. 

By 2145 hrs the battle was going strong up at the platoon positions. We had watched about 150 of the enemy move up the wire. The 
enemy were attacking in front of the Platoon HQ when the Bren gunner covering the position, Pte Bailiss, was wounded by a 
Schmeizer and hand grenade. He was carried back just as the enemy came through the wire and the Bren gun slipped and Pte Bailiss 
fell. It was then that Sergt. Bill Adlam moved out in full view of the enemy and, under fire, recovered the gun, firing it and beating off 
the German assault. For this he received the Military Medal - the first TA soldier of the war to get this award.' 

By the end of May 1940 the survivors of 5th Battalion had made their way back to the beaches of Dunkirk, having fought an 
outstanding defensive action when completely surrounded in the village of Ledringhem. The battalion had lost 2 officers and 85 other 
ranks killed. Back in England the battalion was eventually converted, in November 1941, into 43rd Reconnaissance Regiment. Sergeant 
Bill Adlam joined No. 4 Commando and is believed to have taken part in the Lofoten raid, and afterwards the Dieppe raid and D-Day 
landings. He was later an instructor at the commando training centre at Achnacarry. 

Adlam's award of the M.M. was featured on the front page of the Buster comic sometime in the 1960s/70s.

He detached himself from his section and 
went to see. On reaching the cover of the embankment he crept along it for some distance and observed an enemy detachment taking 
up a position with an L.M.G. He threw a mills bomb into them and then ran back to rejoin his section. Although wounded himself he 
continued to take part in the action until his coy was withdrawn and he was evacuated. Pte Cater, by initiative and individuality saved 
the section from being enfiladed and enabled it to go forward to the objective.'

Charles Eric Browning was born in South Dulwich on 27 August 1883 and was educated at Marlborough College. Employed as a 
Produce Broker, he enlisted into the Royal Fusiliers in 1914. He was commissioned into the 11th (Service) Battalion (2nd Gwent) South 
Wales Borderers in May 1915 and was promoted to Lieutenant in July the same year. 

With the battalion he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 3 December 1915. Browning was further promoted to Acting 
Captain in April 1916 and Captain in July 1916. He was wounded in action during the battle of the Somme and was mentioned in 
despatches. He was posted to the 8th Battalion South Wales Borderers and service in the Balkans in March 1917, and promoted to 
Major in February 1918. 

Major Browning led the raid on Flat Iron Hill on the night of 12/13 July 1918 - his leadership and conspicuous gallantry earning him his 
second mention, the D.S.O. and French Croix de Guerre. 

During the Second World War, Browning served as a Squadron Leader with the Royal Air Force.

For his bravery and 
leadership in action, Greaves was awarded the M.C. and Serbian Order of the White Eagle (In the regimental history, the White Eagle is 
incorrectly listed to a "Lieut. L. B. Crewes').

Jones was promoted to 
Lieutenant in September 1892; Captain in April 1897; Major in July 1909 and Lieutenant-Colonel in June 191 7.

May 1900. His service in South Africa was curtailed by enteric fever. He was again in South Africa with the 2nd Battalion, 1910-12, 
after which he served in North China, 1912-14. He was still in China at the start of the Great War and his m.i.c. lists him as entering 
the Tsingtau' theatre of war on 23 September 1914. After operations had been completed there, the battalion returned to the U.K. via 
Hong Kong, before being deployed in Gallipoli - where they landed at Cape Helles on 25 April 1915. With the evacuation of Gallipoli 
in January 1916, they were moved to Egypt and in March 1916 were posted to France. 

In August 1917 Major Jones was appointed 2i/c of the 4th Battalion South Wales Borderers in Mesopotamia. As Lieutenant-Colonel he 
was appointed C.O. of the battalion in August 1918, serving in Mesopotamia and Kurdistan.

As a 2nd Lieutenant in the 1st Battalion South Wales Borderers, he entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war on 12 August 1914. Lieutenant Vernon was severely wounded when leading his men on 14 September

'.... It was nearly sunset by this time, but light enough for the Brigadier to point out a barn on the far ridge as directing point to Captain 
Ward, whose company, A, was leading with C, D and B following. As the troops pushed down the slope they were greeted with a 
sharp burst of shrapnel and some H.E. shells, one of which, bursting in the middle of Lieutenant Vernon's platoon of D, knocked out 
nearly the whole platoon, the officer being severely wounded. However, the battalion pushed ahead, leaving Chivy on the left, and was 
soon pressing on uphill through a thick wood with dense undergrowth. ...' (ref. The /History of the South Wales Borderers , by C. T. 
Atkinson). 

Vernon later attained the rank of Captain with the 3rd Special Reserve Battalion South Wales Borderers. His m.i.c. records that he 
applied for the 1914 Star on 12 December 1917.

Gazetted a 2nd Lieutenant in the South Wales Borderers on 24 January 1906 and was promoted 
to Lieutenant in December 1907 and Captain in September 1914. With the 1st Battalion S.W.B. he served in India, 1907-09 and at 
Pretoria, 1910. Then attached to the South African Mounted Infantry, he was based at Harrismith and Bloemfontein, 1911-12. In 1912 
he was seconded to the West African Frontier Force (Nigeria Regiment) and in 1914 was seconded to the Nigerian Mounted Infantry. 

Captain Peel was killed in action, leading a bayonet charge, at Kasseoa, near Marna, North Cameroons, 17 November 1914. His 
commanding officer wrote of him: 

1 had made application for him to join me, knowing his ability. You have the honour of knowing no soldier could have met a more 
gallant death, viz., at the head of his men, leading the charge and showing an example of great bravery. He was buried with all 
honours by the Capt. of the French company with whom he was operating at the time.' 

His name is recorded on the Zaria Memorial, Nigeria.

Salesman. He was commissioned into the 8th (Ardwick) Battalion (TF) Manchester Regiment on 5 August 1914 and joined the regiment 
in Egypt in April 1915. With the 1 /8th Battalion he was posted to Gallipoli on 25 May 1915 and was promoted to Lieutenant in June 
1915. By 12 August 1915, due to either wounds or illness he was evacuated from Gallipoli to hospital in Egypt. His regiment returned 
to Egypt in January 1916 and then went to France in March 191 7. Yeld remained in Egypt and in May 191 7 was seconded as Railway 
Transport Officer (R.T.O.). During July-September he was ill in various hospitals in Egypt. On 1 October 1917 he sailed from 
Alexandria to Taranto, S. Italy and thence to England, on leave. He returned to Alexandria as R.T.O. on 25 November 1917 but his 
service continued to be blighted by illnesses. Yeld returned to England in April 1919; was restored to the establishment of the 8th 
Battalion in June 1919 and relinquished his commission on 1 September 1921. After the war he returned to Egypt where he was 
appointed Divisional Traffic Superintendent for the Egyptian State Railways. He spent 16 years in Egypt and three working in Palestine, 
Syria, Iraq and Transjordan. With the outbreak of the Second World War he was back in England, living at Milford-on-Sea, Hampshire. 
He was appointed to an Emergency Commission in the Royal Engineers with the role of R.T.O. in September 1939. By September 1939 
he was in France with No. 1 Movement Control Group B.E.F. He was appointed Deputy Assistant Transportation (Movements) on 
escaping to England with the fall of France. He was appointed Temporary Major in September 1940 and was transferred to Alexandria, 
Egypt. On 30 December 1941 he was awarded the M.B.E. (London Gazette 30 December 1941) 

Citation: 'This officer was in charge of the railway side of the Movement Control in Alexandria Sub-Area, a task which he has carried 
out with diplomacy and tact. Throughout some very difficult periods he maintained good relations with the local E.S.R. Authorities, and 
at the same time he was always able to make satisfactory arrangements with them for our requirements for the transportation of stores 
and personnel. As O.C.3 13 M.C. Group, he has been in charge of the personnel on the Western Desert Line for some time. He has 
always taken the very greatest pains to see that Junior Officers, NCO's and men are properly placed and properly looked after.'

He was promoted to Lieutenant in February 1915 and entered the Gallipoli theatre, landing at Cape Helles on 6 May 1915, seeing 
action at the 2nd Battle of Krithia. A bout of jaundice meant he was invalided to hospital at Alexandria. Recovering, he returned to 
Gallipoli, but on 9 August 1915, a few days after getting back, he was wounded just above the right knee by fragments of a bursting 
shell whilst in the trenches. A little later he received promotion to Captain. In January 1916 the battalion left Gallipoli for Egypt and 
took part in the Battle of Romani, 4/5 August 1916. From Egypt the battalion moved to France in March 191 7. 

In September 1917 he transferred to the Royal Flying Corps where he was appointed 2nd Lieutenant (Honorary Captain) Equipment 
Officer 3rd Class (Photography) based at the H.Q. 26th Wing R.F.C. He later served with the H.Q. 42nd Wing in both Canada and 
England. On 25 August he relinquished his commission in the R.A.F. on ceasing to be employed and returned back to the Manchester 
Regiment as Captain in the 1 st Battalion. He was demobilized on 28 November 1919. 

In July 1920 he was appointed to the 5th Battalion Manchester Regiment as Captain and Temporary Major. In civil life, he qualified as 
a Solicitor in 1921, and became a partner in the firm of Peace & Ellis. With the 5th Battalion he was promoted to Major in November 
1926 and was temporary C.O. of the battalion, September 1925-March 1926. Awarded the Territorial Decoration in February 1930. 

Promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in October 1930, becoming C.O. of the 5th Battalion. Awarded the Brevet of Colonel in September 
1934. 

On 20 September 1934 he retired on completion of his tenure of command and joined the T.A. Reserve of Officers. In May 1935 he 
took command of the 42nd (East Lancashire) Divisional R.A.S.C. (T.A.) and was awarded the Coronation Medal whilst holding this 
position. In May 1939 he returned to the Reserve of Officers, on the unit strength of the 5th Battalion Manchester Regiment. 

At the outbreak of the Second World War, he returned to active service and was appointed to the Staff as Assistant Adjutant & 
Quartermaster General of the 51st Division. In September 1939 he was appointed A.A. & Q.M.G. at H.Q. 9th (Highland) Infantry 
Division. In July 1940 he was appointed Acting Colonel, Commander, Ayr Sector. In August 1941 he reverted to the Unemployed List 
and in December 1941 was appointed A.A.G. of IX Corps Home Forces. 

Latterly a partner in his own firm of solicitors - Allen, Worden & Mawdsley, of Southport. He died in Southport on 3 January 1966.

Eric Townson was born in Salford, Lancashire on 26 January 1890 and educated 
at Bloxham School, Banbury. Employed as a Law Student he joined the 6th (T.F.) 
Battalion Manchester Regiment as a Private on 12 July 1909. Was commissioned 
in the 7th (T.F.) Battalion in March 1911 and promoted to Lieutenant in June 
1913. Mobilized on the outbreak of war, he sailed from Southampton on 10 
September 1914 on board the Grantully Castle, arriving at Alexandria on 25 
September 1914, serving in 'B' Company. On 7 May 1915 the battalion landed at 
'V' Beach, Cape Helles, Gallipoli and was soon in action. However, Townson, 
suffering from a variety of illnesses was invalided back to Alexandria on 26 June

battalion in Gallipoli in November 1915 and remained with it until its evacuation 
during the following January.

1919 he passed his Law Society examinations and gained a LL.B. and was 
employed as a Council Solicitor at Brighton Town Hall. In June 1921 he was 
transferred to the Territorial Army Reserve Class 1 and moved back to Salford 
where he married. He relinquished his commission in April 1923. In September 
1926 he was appointed Town Clerk and Solicitor for the Tottenham Urban 
District Council, a position he held until 1947. On his retirement he moved to 
the Barrow-in-Furness area of Cumbria. He died on 30 June 1953.

Guy Pochin studied engineering at 
Epsom College, 1908-09 and was in the Junior Division O.T.C. By 1911 the 
family was living at Werneth, Oldham where his father had a surgery. As a 
Student of Engineering and a Private in the 10th (T.F.) Battalion Manchester 
Regiment, he was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the battalion on 1 August 
1911 and promoted to Lieutenant in August 1913. The battalion was mobilized 
on the outbreak of the Great War and he went with them to Egypt and Gallipoli 
as their Transport Officer. He was appointed Temporary Captain in March 1916. 
After leaving Gallipoli the battalion returned to Egypt until March 1917 when 
they were deployed in France. At about this time Pochin was invalided to 
England suffering from pneumonia. In August 1917 he was promoted to Captain. 
After examination by the Medical Board he was attached firstly to the Ministry of 
Munitions , from February 1918, and then the Ministry of Labour, from March 
1918. On 28 January 1919 he relinquished his commission on account of ill 
health, whilst retaining the rank of Captain. He was awarded the Silver War 
Badge (not with lot). Between the wars he worked as an engineer in the cotton 
industry. During the Second World War he was commissioned on 1 February 
1941 as a Lieutenant in the 66th West Riding (Sheffield) Battalion Home Guard. 
He died in Poole, Dorset in 1984.

McMillan. He enlisted into the 8th (Ardwick) (T.F.) Battalion Manchester 
Regiment as a Bugler c.1911, being employed as a Shipping Clerk and also an 
officer in the Boys' Brigade. On the outbreak of war he was mobilized as part of 
the 8th Battalion but as a Serjeant he was posted to the newly raised 18th (3rd 
City) 'Pals' Battalion. With the battalion he entered France in November 1915 
and was later promoted to Colour Serjeant. In the trenches at Vaux, he was 
wounded in the chest by shrapnel, on 29 January 1916. After his recovery he was 
drafted as a Colour Serjeant with the the East Lancashire Regiment and in 1919 
was transferred to the Class 'Z' Reserve. 

With the onset of the Second World War, on 28 November 1941 he obtained an 
Emergency Commission in the R.A.F.V.R., as Acting Pilot Officer on Probation, 
serving in the Administration and Special Duties Branch. After training he was 
posted in December 1941 to No. 10 Balloon Centre at R.A.F. Bowlee, Middleton, 
Manchester, as part of the No. 33 Barrage Balloon Group. 

He was appointed substantive Pilot Officer in January 1942; Flying Officer in October 1942 and in 1944 attained the rank of Flight 
Lieutenant. Served in the 970 (Balloon) Squadron at Barrow-in-Furness, December 1942-March 1943, after which he served in 942/3 
(Balloon) Squadron at Hull. In December 1944 he transferred to No. 11 Balloon Centre at Pucklechurch, Bristol as part of No. 32 
Barrage Balloon Group, where he remained until Balloon Command was disbanded in February 1945. For his services with Balloon 
Command he was awarded a certificate of good service, dated 5 January 1945. After leaving Balloon Command, he was posted to 
Bletchley Park, Buckinghamshire - the camp dealing with secret signals and intelligence. For his wartime services Flight Lieutenant 
McMillan was mentioned in despatches. He relinquished his commission, retaining his rank, on 27 July 1954. He died in Stockport in 
February 1984.

As part of the campaign against Arab insurgents in Iraq in the Kifi - Kufa area on the Euphrates south of Baghdad, a column was 
despatched. The column commanded by Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel R. N. Hardcastle, D.S.O., Manchester Regiment, consisted of three 
companies of the 2nd Battalion Manchester Regiment; two squadrons of the 35th Scinde Horse; two sections of the 39th Battery Royal 
Field Artillery; one company of the 1/32nd Sikh Pioneers; and one section of the 24th Combined Field Ambulance. On 24 July 1920 
whilst in the process of preparing a camp for the evening, a large number of insurgents were reported to be approaching. Misled over 
the actual numbers advancing, an ill-advised decision was made to retreat. The column headed towards Hillah but in a confused night 
action, the column became disordered and in many places chaos ensued. Elsewhere men fought bravely and and several decorations 
were won, including a posthumous V.C. awarded to Captain George Stuart Henderson, D.S.O., M.C. & Bar, 2nd Battalion Manchester 
Regiment. 

Vincent Mayers was born in Lever Bridge, Bolton, Lancashire in March 1899, the son of Samuel Alfred and Mary Alice Mayers. On 15 
June 1915 he enlisted as a Drummer into the 20th (4th Salford) Battalion Lancashire Lusiliers claiming to be 18 years of age. His true 
age being discovered he was discharged on 31 December 1915. Undeterred, he later enlisted into the Manchester Regiment as Private 
57262, served overseas and earned the British War and Victory Medals. On 13 August 1919 he was discharged to the Reserve but re¬ 
enlisted immediately into the 2nd Battalion Manchester Regiment as Private 89065. His occupation was stated to be Electrician. With 
the battalion he served in Iraq and as an Acting Corporal was killed in action with Arab insurgents at Hillah, 24 July 1920. Having no 
known grave, his name is commemorated on the Basra Memorial.

1876. Served overseas in the Cape of Good Hope for two years, eight months and in the East Indies for over five years. Awarded the L.

William Speck was born at Portsmouth on 14 May 1776, and joined the Navy as 
a Captain's Servant aboard the Barfleur , aged 11 years, on 6 October 1787, and 
continued in her until June 1790 when he was 'beached'. For the next 10 years 
he probably served at sea in the Merchant Navy, for when he re-joined the Navy 
in March 1800, he was rated as Able Seaman, thus proving at least three years 
experience of the 'Trade of the Sea'. Joining H.M.S. Mercury he was quickly 
advanced to Master's Mate, in May 1800, and served in the Mediterranean until 
April 1802. He was Mate of the Royal George at the passage of the Dardanelles 
in 1807, and Lieutenant of Belleisle at the taking of Martinique in 1809. Whilst in 
the same ship he served in the Walcheren Expedition and commanded a party of 
seamen on shore in the attack upon Flushing. From October 1809 until August 
1814, he was actively employed in the Channel in the Scylla of 18 guns, most 
notably on 8 May 1811, when she took, by boarding, under the batteries of the 
lie de Bas, a French brig of war, La Cannoniere, of 15 guns. On 21 October 
1813, he was present, in company with the Royalist , in a spirited action which 
lasted one hour and 40 minutes, and terminated in the surrender, on the 
approach of the Rippon 74, of the French frigate Le Weser, of 44 guns and 340 
men. On both of these occasions Lieutenant Speck was mentioned in despatches. 
He subsequently found employment in the Coast Guard and in October 1828, for 
the next three years, he was placed in command of the revenue cruizer 
Shamrock off the coast of Ireland. In December 1831 he was made a Coast 
Guard Chief Officer ashore in Ireland, in which post he remained until promoted 
to Commander and placed on half-pay in January 1843. In February 1859 he was 
promoted to Captain R.N. on the 'Reserved Half Pay' list and died in that rank 
circa 1865.

Royalist 29 Deer 1812 [3 issued] - Alexander Brown, Coxswain; Henry Hackman, Able Seaman (Known); Lewis Rees, Midshipman. 
This medal is new to the market and was given to the vendor when a young boy some 50 years ago. 

Alexander Brown is confirmed on the roll as Coxswain for the capture of La Ruse by the Royalist on 29 December 1812, and as Gunner 
aboard the Castor at Syria. His entry on the roll for the Royalist clasp (ADM 171/3/148) carries the marginal note 'additional claim', 
which some compilers of the various published medal rolls have tied up with Alexander Brown, A.B., of the Swiftsure at the Nile, 
whereas the above medal, shows that he was in fact later the Gunner aboard the Castor at Syria. 

At 11 p.m. on the night of 29 December 1812, the eighteen-gun brig Royalist , Commander George Downie, cruising in the Channel off 
Hythe, fell in with, and after a short action captured, the French privateer lugger La Ruse , sixteen guns, with a crew of sixty-five men. 
The prize had her main mast shot away, and one of her crew killed, and another wounded, before she struck her colours. She was a 
new vessel on her first cruise and had made no captures. Downie was killed when in command of a British squadron on Lake 
Champlain during the battle of Plattsburg in September 1814. 

Alexander Brown is first shown aboard H.M.S. Paulina , which he entered on 17 January 1808, a 'prest' man although rated as an Able 
Seaman so probably taken from the merchant service. The muster book records him as having been born in Aberdeen, Scotland, and 
aged 1 8 years on first entering the ship. After service aboard Hind and Latona, he joined Royalist as Coxswain on 1 7 August 1810, and 
is shown in the muster book as having been born in Scotland and aged 22 at the time of his entry into the ship. He left Royalist on 7 
January 1813, and thereafter served continuously in numerous vessels, becoming Gunner in January 1822, in which rate he joined 
Castor in April 1837, and saw service off the coast of Syria in 1840. He left his last ship, Boscawen on 4 June 1851, and was finally 
discharged from the service one week later after an incredible 42 years 11 months' service.

James Gabriel Gordon entered the Navy on 19 August 1801, as First-Class Volunteer, on board the Vengeance 74, Captain George 
Duff, of which ship, successively stationed in the Channel and West Indies, he became Midshipman 5 September following. During the 
years 1802-03 he appears to have been employed at Portsmouth on board the Neptune 98, Captains Erasmus William Austen and 
William O'Brien Drury, Topaze 38, Captain Willoughby Thos. Lake, and Puissant 74, Captain John Irwin. Joining then the Illustrious 
74, Captains Sir Charles Hamilton, Michael Seymour, William Shield, and William Robert Broughton, he commanded the barge 
belonging to that ship at the cutting out of a brig from Vivero Harbour, was also present at the attack on the French fleet in Aix Roads, 
and had further charge of a gun-boat during the expedition to the Walcheren, where he was severely wounded. 

On 18 December 1809 Mr. Gordon, while in the Freija frigate, witnessed the capture, at Guadeloupe, of the two French frigates Loire 
and Seine. He shortly afterwards joined the Pompee 80, bearing the flag of Sir Alexander Cochrane, by whom, on 22 January 1810, he 
was promoted, in consequence of a death vacancy, to a Lieutenancy in the Guadeloupe sloop, Captain Michael Head, part of the force 
employed at the ensuing reduction of the island bearing that name. Being confirmed by the Admiralty 3 October following, Mr. Gordon 
next joined - on 6 of the same month, the Tonnant 80, Captain Sir John Gore - and in 1812-14, the Egmont, Porcupine , and Queen, 
flag-ships on the Home and Mediterranean stations of Rear-Admirals Sir George Hope and Charles Vinicombe Penrose, under the latter 
of whom, after sharing in the operations connected with the forcing of the Gironde in April, 1814, he officiated as Flag-Lieutenant until 
the receipt of his second promotal commission bearing date 20 July, 1815. With the exception of a three years' command in the 
Ordinary at Sheerness, which he held from 28 April, 1827, until 1830, he remained on half-pay till 31 December 1846, when he 
assumed command of the Ocean 80, guard-ship at Sheerness, and subsequently, 11 January 1848, the Ganges , and, 1 March 1848, the 
Wellington. He was superseded, 20 July 1851, and promoted to be a Captain on the Reserved List. He became a Retired Rear-Admiral 
on 1 July 1867, and died in 1871.

William Parrott was born in the Parish of St James, Taunton, Somerset, c.1 784-1 786. A Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the 
40th Regiment (2nd Somerset) on 1 April 1804. He served as a recruit in Hastings and Bexhill and then in 1806 sailed to Spanish South 
America in the rash scheme to 'incorporate' some of the Spanish Colonies into the British Empire. William Parrott took part in the hard 
fought night battle that captured Monte Video, where the Regiment earned the Battle Honour 'Monte Video' but at Buenos Aires the 
residents resisted so fiercely that the 40th were forced to retire. He then served in Ireland and was stationed at Bandon, Co. Cork, 
Fermoy and Limerick. On 2 August 1808 he arrived in Portugal to take part in the Peninsular War. (The 40th were one of only three 
Regiments that served in the Peninsula throughout the campaign). His first battle was at Vimeiro on 21 August 1808 where the 40th, 
71st and 91st Highlanders were drawn up in three lines and advanced against the enemy with bagpipes playing while General 
Ferguson rode beside them waving his hat. The 40th Foot suffered 45 killed and wounded. Presumably William Parrott was one of the 
wounded as he then went into hospital for a year and thus missed the battle of Talavera. On return to his Battalion he fought at Busaco 
and then at Cuidad Rodrigo where the Battalion had to wade through icy waters up to their waist to reach the walls of the fortress and 
lost 35 men. His next battle was at Badajoz where the 40th led the 4th Division in their attempt to storm the great breaches in the walls 
and suffered severe casualties losing 51 killed and 170 wounded. His final battle was at Vittoria on 21 June 1813 where he was serving 
in the company commanded by Captain Conynham Ellis. It was a savage battle and the 40th lost 5 killed and 37 wounded. Included 
among the wounded were Captain Conynham Ellis (later killed at Waterloo) and William Parrott who received a 'severe wound in the 
left groin'. The wound was so severe that William was declared unfit for service on 24 April 1814 but was not fit enough to be 
discharged until 3 August 1815 at York after serving ten years and eleven months. He was then aged 'About 25, 5ft 8 inches tall with 
brown hair, grey eyes and a ruddy complexion.' He was awarded a pension of 1 shilling and 3 pence a day. Some 32 years later he 
claimed his medal with the five clasps.

Lieutenant Christopher was awarded the Royal Humane Society Medal as a result of the following recommendation submitted by 
Captain W. L. Castle of H.M.S. Pylades: 

'On the 8th of May 1837 when blowing a gale of wind with a tremendous sea running off Cape L'Agulhas, James Miles a seaman of H. 
M.S. Pylades fell from the mizen topsail-yard overboard, and in his descent fell across the chain span of the weather quarter davits 
which he broke. The life-buoy was let go and the ship wore round and stood towards the spot. But not seeing anything of him or the 
life-buoy and it having become dark, after half an hour I gave him over and wore the ship again. Suddenly however I thought I heard a 
voice borne along the gale, it was heard a second time and the ship hove to again. I hesitated as to the safety of sending a boat away 
with so heavy a sea running, but anxiety to save a drowning man prevailed over prudence and as Mr Christopher nobly volunteered to 
make the attempt I sanctioned it. Happily after half an hours search and exposed to the terrific sea he returned with the man who had 
undressed himself in the water and was swimming unhurt.' 

Lieutenant Thomas Borradaile Christopher was born in 1812 and entered the Navy 21 May 1825 as a First Class Volunteer on board 
the Herald yacht in which ship he attended the Duke of Devonshire on the occasion of his splendid embassy to Russia in September 
1826. Between June 1827 and May 1832 he served as a Midshipman in the Clio and Prince Regent, flag-ship of Rear Admiral William 
Parker on the Irish station at the Cape of Good Hope and in the Tagus. Having passed his examination he then proceeded to the West 
Indies as Mate of the Pearl, after which in 1835 he joined the Pylades an active anti-slaver on the coast of Africa and in November 
1839 the Blonde on which ship he took part in the various operations connected with the campaign in China (Medal), where he was 
appointed Acting Lieutenant in June 1841, first serving aboard the Blenheim and then the Herald. 

He returned to England in April 1843 and was appointed to the Excellent, Captain Sir Thomas Hastings gunnery-ship at Portsmouth 
before returning to the East Indies aboard the Acorn. The 1871 Census lists him as living on the Isle of Man, as Commander, R.N. on 
Half Pay.

The steamer Nemesis witnessed extensive action during the course of the First China War, not least at the capture of the city of Chapoo 
on 16 June 1842, when, as stated in The Illustrated London News, 'Our casualties were numerous, two men being killed and twenty- 
five being wounded, but confined entirely to the naval arm of the expedition. The enemy are said to have lost about eighty killed and a 
proportionate number wounded. They served their guns extremely well, and some of the vessels (particularly Her Majesty's Ship 
Blonde and the steamers Nemesis and Sesostris ) suffered a great deal from the heavy destructive fire. The Nemesis' rigging was cut to 
pieces ...' 

The Nemesis had earlier participated in the historic forcing of the inner passage from Macao to Whompoa, in company with boats from 
the Samarang and Atalanta, an account of which was afterwards published by her C.O., Captain W. H. Hall, R.N., in his Narrative of 
the Voyages and Services of the " Nemesis " from 1840 to 1843; see, too, Low's History of the Indian Navy 1613-1863, for frequent 
mention of the Nemesis in action.

As per the following report from The Hobart Mercury , 10 August 1861, Manning served as a Drill Instructor to the local volunteers in 
Tasmania in 186-61: 

'Yesterday evening a presentation of a purse of twenty sovereigns by the members of the First Rifles, S.T.V., to Acting Sergeant-Major 
Manning of H.M. 12th Regiment, who since the formation of the Corps, has filled the post of Drill Instructor, took place at the Town 
Hall. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Russell, Field Officer, commanding Volunteers, and the whole of the officers of the Second Rifles were present; Mr. 
Manning holding the office of Drill Instructor to that corps. Several ladies also graced the scene with their presence and numerous 
spectators filled the gallery and lower part of the Hall. Acting Sergeant-Major Manning arrived shortly after eight o'clock, and the Corps 
being drawn up in subdivisions facing each other, Captain Solly spoke as follows: 

"Sergeant Manning - The pleasing duty has devolved upon me, as the Captain Commanding the First Rifles, to convey to you, on the 
part of the Corps, the expression of their appreciation of your services as Drill Instructor. We feel, that to your unwearied assiduity and 
never failing patience, the present state of efficiency, which without boasting I may say is second to no corps in the Colony, is in great 
measure owing to you. I have now the pleasure of presenting to you this purse as a token of the good feeling entertained by the Corps 
towards you, and the high place you hold in their esteem. I am quite sure that wherever duty may call you, you will not forget the First 
Rifles, and you will ever carry with you the best wishes of the members of the Corps. 

Sergeant Manning said: "Officers, non-commissioned officers, and members of the First Rifles. I thank you most heartily for the very 
handsome present which you have made me. It has always been my anxious desire to do my duty faithfully as your Drill Instructor. I 
shall ever feel it a great pleasure to assist in any way the members of the First Rifles; and any information that I may possess connected 
with their instruction as Volunteers I shall be most happy to afford. I may be called away shortly, or I may remain here for many years, 
but wherever I am I shall always remember the time I have spent with you and hope and trust you will ever maintain the position you 
now hold in the Rifle Corps of Tasmania." 

Sergeant Manning then withdrew and Colonel Russell, who had been present at the drill, requested Captain Solly to convey to the 
Corps his satisfaction at the manner in which they had gone through their evolutions.'

The regimental history 
records, 'Captain Conolly of the Regiment sprang forward, and calling upon the men to follow him, succeeded in clambering up the 
bank, only to fall dead on reaching the top, having been shot by the Russians. His name appears on the Cheltenham Crimean Memorial 
and on a commemorative plaque in St. Mary's Church, Cheltenham.

Frank Corbett was appointed an Ensign in the 33rd Regiment on 30 March 1847, becoming Lieutenant on 11 September 1849, and 
Captain on 1 8 August 1854, all commissions by purchase.

James Canning was born in October 1827 and enlisted into the 2nd Dragoons at Edinburgh on 13 April 1846, for an unlimited period 
of engagement. He embarked with the regiment during April-June 1854 for service in the Crimea. The muster rolls confirm that 
Canning was on active duty with his regiment for the whole of the quarter of the 1 st October to the 31 st December 1854, and it is most 
probable, therefore, that he took part in the famous charge of the Heavy Brigade at Balaklava, in which the Scots Greys had two men 
killed and fifty-six wounded. Seven men were awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal. Canning returned from the Crimea during 
the latter part of 1855, subsequently purchasing his discharge from the army in September 1856. 

It should be noted that the 2nd Dragoons were not present at Inkermann and that Canning's medal should technically have clasps for 
Balaklava and Sebastopol only. The mistake is easily explained by examining the regimental medal roll compiled 'Camp Crimea. 11 
January 1855' (WO 100/24) which clearly shows the letter 1' in the column for 'Inkermann Novr. 5' against many names, including 
Canning, in addition to the letter 'B' to indicate entitlement to the clasp for Balaklava. Consequently many men of the 2nd Dragoons 
were officially issued with the Inkermann clasp. A separate roll was compiled in November 1855 listing those entitled to clasps for 
Sebastopol, most of which were despatched as loose clasps at a later date.

George Miller Dobbin was born in Dublin on 21 January 1833, and was commissioned as 2nd Lieutenant in the Bengal Artillery, from 
Addiscombe, on 9 December 1850. He served in the 5th Battalion Bengal Artillery in Burma in the operations in and around Rangoon, 
under Major C. S. Reid, who with four guns effected the breach in the White House Stockade for the stormers of the 51st Regiment on 
12 April 1852. 

In March of the following year, he took part in Sir John Cheape's 1500-strong Donubyu expedition to hunt down Myat Tun, which after 
a punishing series of marches and counter-marches tracked the rebel chief to his powerful stronghold at the head of a creek. On 19 
March, at the bloody repulse of the first infantry assault, Sir John Cheape sent for the expedition's sole howitzer, and only 9-pounder, in 
order to maintain the pressure on the enemy whilst a second infantry attempt was mounted. Reid responded with alacrity and 'brought 
up his two guns to within 25 yards of the enemy's position and in open ground began to fire cannister. When Reid was wounded, 
Lieutenant St. G. Ashe took his place and, helped by Lieutenant G. M. Dobbin, continued to fire.' Finally, on Sir John's orders, the Light 
Infantry call was sounded and the troops rallied to carry the stockades. 

During the Indian Mutiny Dobbin held Phillaur Fort as the Officiating Deputy Commissary of Ordnance in charge of the magazine, 
surviving intact the co-ordinated mutiny of the Phillaur Garrison and that of the neighbouring Jullundur. He was mentioned in the 
Governor General's minute of 2 July 1859, and received a letter from the Secretary of State for India conveying Her Majesty's 
approbation of his conduct during the mutiny. 

He was advanced to Major in July 1872 and retired as Hon. Lieutenant-Colonel on 4 February 1874. A Justice of the Peace for counties 
Armagh and Louth, Colonel Dobbin, who was High Sheriff of Armagh in 1884, died at Drumulla House, County Louth, on 6 July 1919, 
aged 86 years.

Charles Hugh Hughes was born in Dolwen, Llanlilan, Abergelly. He attested for 
service with the Royal Welsh Fusiliers on 15 November 1886, aged 22 years, 10 
months.

Promoted to Lance-Corporal in January 1890 and to Corporal in September

Robert Adam Wauchope was born on 9 June 1836, son of Edinburgh wine merchant George Wauchope. He was educated at the 
Edinburgh Academy and subsequently at the Naval and Military Academy in the same city. He was nominated a cadet in the season of 
1854-55 and arrived in India as an Ensign on 19 December 1855. He was initially posted to the 57th Native Infantry, becoming 
Lieutenant in February 1857, but, after that regiment mutinied at Ferozepore on the 14th May, he served with the 4th Sikhs from 30th 
June. At Delhi, on 14 September, he commanded a detachment of 50 men at the storming of the Water Bastion, was engaged in the 
subsequent six days' street fighting and on 19 September again commanded a detachment at the capture of the Burn Bastion. 

Wauchope next saw field service with 45th (Rattray's) Sikhs, against the hill tribes in Sikkim with the force under Colonel Gawler, on 
which occasion he was mentioned in despatches. In 1863 he served with the 23rd Sikh Pioneers, as part of the Yusofzai Field Force, in 
the Umbeyla campaign and was engaged in the storming of the Conical Hill, the capture of Lalloo, and the final defeat of the enemy at 
Bonar Pass (Medal & clasp). He served with the 3rd Gurkha Regiment in the Bhootan campaign, being engaged at Dalinkote, 
Chamoordchi, Bala and Buxa (Despatches twice; clasp). In October 1867, Wauchope was promoted to Captain and the following year 
became Brigade Major at Lucknow and subsequently at Peshawur. In 1874 he took part in the Duffla expedition under Brigadier- 
General Stafford (despatches), and in 1875 he served as Commandant of Transport with the force under Colonel Nuttal in the 
operations against the Naga tribes on the north-east frontier (despatches). 

Wauchope went on furlough for two years in August 1875, and, upon his return to India, was posted to the 14th Sikhs, with whom he 
remained for the rest of his career, eventually becoming its officiating Commandant. He commanded a battalion of the regiment in the 
Jowaki expedition of 1877-78, again being mentioned in despatches and adding a third clasp to his India General Service Medal. He 
next saw action during the second Afghan War, as Brigade Major, 3rd Brigade, 1st Division, Peshawur Valley Field Force, was again 
mentioned in despatches and received promotion to Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in November 1879. He was finally present at the attack 
and capture of Ali Musjid in the Khyber Pass (Medal & clasp), this being his last sight of action. He retired as Second-in-Command of 
the 14th Sikhs, with the rank of Major-General, in June 1885, and died at his residence in Brighton on 24 September 1898, aged 62.

John Henry Tulloch/Tullock ('Tullock' on medal), born in Tralee, Co. Kerry and was educated at the Royal Military College, Sandhurst. 
Receiving a commission in the East India Company service, he entered India in 1857, only to find that the regiment he had been 
nominated to, had disappeared in the Mutiny. He was therefore attached as an Ensign to the 38th Regiment and served in the siege and 
capture of Lucknow and in the actions at Baree and Nuggur (Medal and clasp). He then transferred to the 23rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
and served at Jubrowlie, Poorwah, Beerah and Doondiakiera, the storming of Fort Simree and the Trans-Gogra operations. 

He purchased his Lieutenancy in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers on 13 December 1859; was promoted to Captain on 29 April 1867; 
received the brevet of Major on 11 July 1880 and was promoted to that rank on 1 July 1881. Tullock was placed on Half Pay with the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on 21 June 1886 and retired with the honorary rank of Colonel on 24 July 1887. He died at North Court, 
near Torquay in 1892. 

In the published and D.N.W. India Mutiny rolls, Tullock of the 23rd Regiment is listed as entitled to a no clasp Indian Mutiny Medal. 
His entitlement to the 'Lucknow' clasp comes from his service with the 38th Regiment.

He was 
discharged on 31 July 1877. The above was his only medallic award.

'Another body of Tartar cavalry were posted on an eminence which had a sudden fall at the foot of it, with a deep ditch in front. It was 
evident that they thought the cavalry could not pass this ditch, and that they might easily pick them off with their matchlocks. The 1st 
Dragoon Guards, however, rode at it, and cleared the ditch, one or two men only getting out of ranks. The Dragoons then made a 
furious charge, and soon put the Tartars to flight.'

He was posted to "E" Battery "B" Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, and was present at the battle of Maiwand, 27 July 1880, being 
wounded by a shell necessitating the amputation of the little finger of his right hand with a portion of his ring finger. He was 
consequently discharged at Woolwich on 5 September 1881. 

"E" Battery "B" Brigade, R.H.A., won a C.B., two V.Cs and eight D.C.Ms for gallantry at Maiwand. The battery suffered losses 
amounting to 3 officers and 18 men killed, and one officer and 12 men wounded.

Charles Hamilton Harvey was born in Islington, London in September 1836 and was appointed an Assistant Surgeon in the Army 
Medical Department in March 1861. He saw service with the 3rd Hussars from November 1868 and was promoted Surgeon-Major in 
April 1875. 

Having then transferred to 'E' Battery, 'B' Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, he witnessed active service in the Second Afghan War, being 
present in the action at Maiwand on 27 July 1880, and in the hotly contested retreat to Kandahar (Medal & clasp; mention in 
despatches). 

At Maiwand and during the subsequent retreat to Kandahar, 'E' Battery, 'B' Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery played a most conspicuous 
role. It suffered as a consequence two officers and 19 other ranks killed, and two officers and 14 other ranks wounded, gaining in the 
process two Victoria Crosses and eight Distinguished Conduct Medals. 

Major Ashe, in his Personal Records of the Kandahar Campaign (London, 1881), mentions Harvey as one of four officers who 
particularly distinguished themselves during the closing stages of the retreat to Kandahar, after the defeat at Maiwand: 'Dr. Harvey, Dr. 
Eaton, Major River and Colonel St. John (whose horse was here shot under him), all distinguished themselves by conspicuous gallantry, 
saving many lives at the risk of their own.' 

After the retreat to Kandahar, 'E' Battery lent valuable service during the subsequent siege, three of its guns being mounted on the Herat 
facing wall, and one on the Idgah Gate. 

Harvey went on to witness further active service in Egypt and the Sudan, being present in the 1882 and Nile 1884-85 operations, when 
he was specially promoted to Brigade Surgeon and served as Principal Medical Officer of the River Column. He was present at the 
action of Kirbekan (Medal & 3 clasps; Khedive's Star; twice mentioned in despatches). 

He was placed on the Retired List with the honorary rank of Deputy Surgeon-General in February 1886; sold with copied research.

Claude Brittain FitzHenry was born at Litherland, Waterloo, Liverpool in November 1862, the son of an Irish physician, Edward H. 
FitzHenry, M.D. 

Educated at Uppingham, young Claude was originally commissioned in the South Staffordshire Regiment - direct from the Wexford 
Militia - in May 1884. Fie subsequently served in the Nile Expedition 1884-85, including the action at Kirbekan (Medal & 2 clasps; 
Khedive's Star), and with the Soudan Field Force during operations on the Upper Nile 1885-86. Advanced to Captain in February 1891, 
he transferred to the 7th Flussars in October of the same year and appears to have served in South Africa in 1896-98. 

Having been employed as an Instructor at Sandhurst 1898-1900, FitzHenry resigned his commission and emigrated to Canada, where 
he settled at Cobble Hill, south of Duncan, on Vancouver Island. He is recorded in Imperial Vancouver Island's Who's Who 1850-1950 
as a retired Major who contributed to a patriotic fund in November 1914; the same source states that he may have been awarded 
'another medal' in South Africa in 1896-98, but his name does not appear under the 7th Hussars in the published roll for the British 
South Africa Company's Medal.

The rare and emotive British South Africa Company Medal awarded to Captain A. "Ted" Burnett, a gold prospector, 
scout, crack shot and Chief Transport Officer and Intelligence Officer of Rhodes's Pioneer Column, in which latter 
capacity he rode ahead to select the site for Fort Salisbury: a close friend of such figureheads as Frank Johnson and 
Frederick Selous, and well-known to Dr. Jameson and Cecil Rhodes, he was killed in action while scouting near the 
Shangani River in October 1893

Albert Edward Burnett was born in East London, Cape Colony, in January 1863 and as a young man moved to Kimberley where he 
engaged in diamond mining. 

In 1885, aged 22 years, he was serving in Colonel Gough's regiment, the 3rd Mounted Rifles, and participated in Sir Charles Warren's 
Expedition to Bechuanaland, which successfully prevented the Transvaal Boers from linking up with the Germans in what is now 
Namibia. Later in the same year, he joined the Bechuanaland Border Police, where he was a made a Sergeant. 

A fellow member of the Bechuanaland Field Force and subsequently the Border Police was Frank Johnson. Johnson was three years 
younger than Burnett, and had arrived in Cape Town at the tender age of 16, fresh from England and with just £5 to his name. He was 
handsome, aggressive and self-confident, and the two men were destined to become business partners. As Regimental Quarter-Master 
Sergeant, Johnson was known by everyone in the Border Police and many people 'passing through'. One day he was shown vulture 
quills full of gold dust, which had been collected from the Mazoe River in Mashonaland. Johnson resigned from the police and formed 
the Northern Gold Fields Syndicate. 

Joins Frank Johnson's Northern Gold Fields Syndicate 

Burnett resigned from the police in March 1887 and joined Frank Johnson's expedition to obtain gold mining concessions, on the 
promise of a fifth share in any profits. He set off into Mashona and Zambesi tribal lands, reaching the Mazoe River in August 1887, 
where the famous explorer and hunter Frederick Courtenay Selous had reported finding gold. Burnett was able to confirm this - ancient 
gold diggings and shafts were abundant. He and Johnson panned for river gold, finding some flakes and dust every time. Frank Johnson 
(who, typically, had a double - 40% - shareholding in the expedition) wrote in his famous work Great Days: 

Ted Burnett. I shall always think of him as the best specimen of Colonial I ever came across and this is high praise. He was a Sergeant 
in the Bechuanaland Border Police, certainly the best natural man on a horse and the second-best rifle shot I ever knew ... If I had to go 
into a tight corner and were restricted to one companion, I should have shouted for Ted Burnett... Heany and Burnett, who were heavy 
smokers, ran out of tobacco. From being cheerful companions they became more and more morose, until relations in our party really 
became strained and unpleasant. Burnett went back to Zeerust in the Transvaal, some hundreds of miles, to buy twenty-five pounds of 
tobacco, and on his return they at once resumed their former happy outlook.' 

In 1889 Burnett joined another expedition to obtain land concessions for gold mines, this time as Lieutenant to Frederick Courtenay 
Selous. They explored the eastern Mashona lands and part of Tete in Portuguese Mozambique. 

Chief Transport and Intelligence Officer - the Pathfinder of the Pioneer Corps 

Annexation of the Shona territories between Transvaal and the Zambesi was a long held ambition of Cecil Rhodes, and at last he 
received a green light from the British High Commissioner in Cape Town. Rhodes wanted Frank Johnson to create and lead a Pioneer 
Corps which would invade and conquer Mashonaland. 

According to Johnson's version of their secret agreement, he said to the tycoon: "All right, you win. I'll go. But only under one 
condition. You give me a cheque for £87,500, supply me with field and machine-guns, rifles and ammunition, and I will undertake to 
hand Mashonaland over to you fit for civil government within nine months. But I want you to remember that I am not your servant but 
your contractor.' For over 100 yards Rhodes walked on in silence, his hands clasped behind him. He never looked at me nor gave any 
signs of having even heard what I had said. Then he stopped suddenly and said: "I will give you that cheque. Now let us go and get 
some breakfast." Thus was the manner of the occupation of Mashonaland decided!' 
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In May 1890, the 27 year old Ted Burnett was appointed a Captain in the British South Africa Company Pioneer Corps and became its 
Chief Transport Officer. His brother George Burnett was a Lieutenant and Assistant Transport Officer. Frederick Selous was to be Chief 
Intelligence Officer and Pathfinder during the invasion of Mashonaland. A natural rebel who preferred to work alone, Selous resigned 
in August 1890 and Ted Burnett took over his Intelligence/Pathfinding role. Each Pioneer was issued with a Martini-Henry rifle and a 
Webley revolver. The officers were presented with their military commissions by British High Commissioner Sir Henry Loch. 

The effectiveness of Burnett in his role as Chief Transport Officer was crucial to the success of the Pioneer Expedition. On the last 
stretch of its trek into Mashonaland, the column of 103 transport ox-wagons extended for 5 miles, with the oxen pulling them at a pace 
of 2.5 miles per hour. The Column was always vulnerable to attack, but the risk was greatest at night and during river crossings. It was 
essential to laager the wagons every night, and on both banks of each river, using the wagons as a mobile fortified location, capable of 
laying down all-round defensive fire. 

Ted Burnett devised a new drill to make laagering a routine, efficient and precise operation, with machine-guns, light field guns, 
command detonated mines and a searchlight placed in the most effective fire positions. He insisted that his drill be followed rigorously. 
He grouped the wagons in sections of twenty, with two sections forming a 'division'; nine Conductors reporting to Burnett took charge 
of the 'fleets'. As the Column progressed on its journey and the laagering drills became a habit, Burnett was able to delegate most of his 
transport duties to his brother George and to concentrate on filling the 'big shoes' of Selous as Scout and Pathfinder. He rode far ahead 
of the column, taking only two or three companions with him. 

On Friday 5 September 1890, the campsite of his three-man scouting patrol was attacked during the night by a lion. Ted shot at it and 
was sure he had hit it, but it was too dark and too dangerous to follow up. Two horses had been killed, and the third had bolted. Ted 
told his men to pick up their saddles, riding tack and other equipment, and led them on a two days march to rejoin the Pioneer 
Column. 

Shortly before sundown on the second day they staggered into the laager, which was near the kraal of a Mashona headman called 
Mugabe (the ancestor of the current President of Zimbabwe). All three had their bridles hung around their necks and their saddles 
balanced on their heads. Although close to exhaustion, none of the patrol had abandoned any of their equipment, which demonstrated 
how fit and determined they all were. On the following Tuesday, the Column reached the location of Ted's old campsite. Vultures were 
circling, attracted by the rotting flesh of the dead horses. Three hundred yards away lay the carcass of a huge male lion. Ted had not 
mistaken his marksmanship skill. 

By this time, Ted Burnett was once again mounted, riding far ahead of the Column, which soon stopped to rest its oxen. Accompanied 
by Sir John Willoughby of the British South Africa Police, he was searching an area which had been described to him by Selous as 
being suitable for the main settlement of Rhodesia. He guided Willoughby to a site close to a river which would supply fresh water, but 
which was out of field gun range of Harare kopje, the tallest hill in the vicinity. The two men designated it as the location of the future 
Fort Salisbury, to be garrisoned by the British South Africa Police. 

Ted Burnett did not attend the ceremonial raising of the Union Jack on September 13 1890. The day before, Rhodes's representative Dr. 
Jameson had agreed that Frank Johnson had fully met the performance requirements of his contract with Rhodes. Johnson left at once 
for the ancient gold workings along the Umfuli River, to stake out claims on the gold fields. He left behind orders that the Column 
would parade for the flag-raising ceremony. Other dignatories would have the honour of officiating. Johnson 'shouted for' his old 
business partner Ted Burnett to go with him. Ted accepted to miss the flag-raising, and they rode out together on 12 September, 
heading for fresh adventures. 

After the Pioneer Corps formally disbanded on 30 September 1890, Ted Burnett teamed up with his brother George and began gold 
prospecting and mining along the Mazoe River and in the Hartley Hills. They found plenty of gold flakes, but major seams of gold soon 
petered out. It was laborious and frustrating work. The entrepreneurial and canny Johnson soon abandoned mining and instead started 
businesses to support and supply the miners. 

The Matabele War 

In July 1893 the Matabeles under King Lobengula attacked the Mashonas and threatened the British settlers around Victoria. Three 
separate Columns of volunteer settlers were organized to attack King Lobengula's forces. The 30 year old Burnett returned to active 
service as Intelligence Officer and Chief of Scouts for the Salisbury Column, commanded by Major Patrick Forbes. Forbes, who had 
once been a Captain in the Inniskilling Dragoons, was brave but deaf, authoritarian, obstinate and tactless. One of the Salisbury 
Column troopers wrote in his journal: 'Forbes is detested and despised by everybody in the force and justly so - as a leader of men he is 
the most pronounced failure.' 

Having a first rate scout force was vital, and Burnett had been able quickly to recruit a number of experienced men for this role. 
However, Forbes stepped in and dismissed most of Burnett's scouts. 'Captain Burnett had an altercation with Major Forbes concerning 
Forbes's orders to dispense with Burnett's recruited scouts (which included Brown, an American) in favour of a number of Forbes's 
favourites. Burnett resigned his commission in protest' {On the South African Frontier by W. H. Brown, refers). 

Along with Burnett, two out of the three Troop Commanders, the Quarter-Master and the Chief Staff Officer stepped down. Dr. 
Jameson, Cecil Rhodes's right-hand man, badly wanted Ted to stay on as Intelligence Officer and Chief of Scouts, but was unable to 
bring about a successful mediation between Forbes and Burnett. So the Salisbury Force marched out for Matabeleland without Ted 
Burnett. 

Subsequently, Cecil Rhodes himself arrived in Salisbury, and it was his personal pleading that persuaded Burnett to rejoin the Salisbury 
Column. Rhodes gave Burnett a good horse and he caught up with the Column, which had already been in action with Matabele 
warriors, at Iron Mine Hill on 15 October 1893. The next day the Victoria Column, under Major Alan Wilson, arrived. The combined 
force set out towards Lobengula's capital, Bulawayo, closely shadowed by Matabele fighters. 

Ambush on the Shangani River 

On 22 October the settlers reached the dense Samabula Forest and the scouts had a skirmish with some Matabele. At dawn the next 
day, thick fog caused Forbes to order his main force to stay in its laager on a crest near the Shangani River. However, Burnett and five 
other scouts rode out to reconnoitre the Amatoilene kraals, some ten miles distant. These kraals were inhabited by the Maholi people, 
who had been enslaved by the Matabele and were thus thought to be potential allies for the settlers. 

At about 3 p.m., one of the scouts galloped into the laager on an exhausted horse and reported that Ted Burnett had been shot in the 
stomach and needed a doctor. Two rescue parties set out at once. One party was led by Dr. Jameson and Sir John Willoughby. Lacking 
scouts, both rescue parties got lost, and arrived back at the laager well after midnight, to find that the remainder of the scout patrol had 
returned, bringing Burnett's dead body with them. 

Burnett and his fellow scouts had located the Mahouli kraals, and were assured by the locals that the huts were empty and that there 
were no Matabele in the area. The scouts dismounted and began searching the kraals. Burnett and Swinburn approached one hut. A 
group of Matabele warriors, armed with rifles, were hidden inside. They opened fire as Burnett entered the doorway. He was hit in the 
stomach; Swinburn was lucky to escape unscathed, despite a bullet hole in his jacket. The other scouts put down rapid fire. Covered by 
this, they set the huts alight, shooting down the Matabele as they tried to escape from the blaze. Ted Burnett was put onto his horse and 
the scouts started the long slow ride back to the laager. One man was sent ahead to raise the alarm and fetch help. Burnett died about 
half an hour after he was shot. He was buried with full military honours on the south bank of the Shangani River, close to the old main 
road. Almost every member of the Combined Settler Column attended the burial service, which was conducted by the Bishop of 
Mashonaland. 

Had he survived until 1926, Burnett would have been eligible to exchange his Medal for a retrospective undated issue with the clasps 
'Mashonaland 1890' and Matabeleland 1893'.

In a Special Army Order, dated 13 March 1897, reporting on the wreck of the Royal Indian Marine Ship Warren Hastings, No. 6064 
Private T. Jones was one of the 21 'non-commissioned officers and men named by Lieut.-Colonel Forestier-Walker, 1st Bn. King's Royal 
Rifle Corps, who was in command, and was the last soldier to leave the ship, as having particularly distinguished themselves upon the 
occasion.' 

Private T. Jones served with the 3rd Battalion, King's Royal Rifle Corps, during the Boer War and was killed in action at Spion Kop on 
24 January 1900. 

'On 6 January 1897, the Warren Hastings, commanded by Commander G. E. Holland, D.S.O., Royal Indian Marine, sailed from Cape 
Town for Mauritius. The passengers principally consisted of a half battalion of the King's Royal Rifle Corps, half a battalion of the York 
and Lancaster Regiment and detachments of the Middlesex Regiment. A good passage was had until the morning of the 13th, when the 
glass fell and the wind shifted to the south. Despite reduced visibility there was no cause for concern and that night the troops went 
untroubled to bed. At about 2.20 am on the 14th, a violent shudder was felt throughout the ship. Orders were given for the K.R.R.C. to 
fall in on the port side and the York and Lancasters on the starboard side. Through the torrential rain tropical ship's officers perceived 
that the vessel was aground and that it was possible to disembark by ropes on to the rocky coast of what later turned out to be the 
island of Reunion. At 4.15am the ship began to heel to starboard. Twenty minutes later the electric lights went out. Thus by 5.00 am 
those men on the starboard side, some in total darkness, were standing knee deep in water. The list gradually increased until the 
captain himself thought the ship would turn over. 

Nevertheless the discipline for which the British soldier is famed prevailed, and the disembarkation was accomplished without a single 
fatality. The only lives lost during the whole episode were those of two natives who ran amok and jumped overboard. One officer 
present later wrote "Personally I look upon the whole business as one of the most creditable things to the British Army which has ever 
occurred, and without invidious comparison quite as creditable as the Birkenhead, for in the latter, if we are to believe the pictures, the 
men were at least all on deck, whilst on the Warren Hastings they were between decks, and...quite unable to see what was going on." 

Officers and men in various states of undress were subsequently conveyed to Mauritius, 120 miles away, in a British India ship, the 
Lalpoora. Upon arrival on the 18th all the officers were received by the Governor, Sir Charles King Harman. The dinner given that night 
at his residence, Reduit, was by all accounts 'a curious sight'. 

Mr Tyler, Bandmaster, 1st Bn. King's Royal Rifles, was in the water, on the starboard side, and unable to make any headway against the 
backwash of the waves, or to get near the shore. Lieutenant Gosling, 1st Bn. King's Royal Rifles, endeavoured to reach him, but after 
going some 20 yards was washed back, thrown on the rock and injured. 2nd Lieutenant Forman, Royal Artillery, at once went in with a 
rope and a life buoy, and swimming out to Mr. Tyler, gave him the buoy. When, however, the men on the shore began to haul on the 
rope, it parted. 2nd Lieutenant Forman stayed with Mr. Tyler, and Lieutenant Gosling then made a second attempt to reach him, failed 
and was brought ashore. 2nd Lieutenant Bayley, York and Lancaster Regiment, then swam out with a rope, and the whole three were 
then brought close in to the shore, when 2nd Lieutenants Forman and Bayley were hauled up onto the rocks, over which the sea was 
washing. 

In endeavouring to pull Mr Tyler in the buoy slipped, and the backwash carried him out at once. Just at the time one of the boats 
belonging to the ship, which had washed loose, was drifted sufficiently near the rocks to be got hold of, but was all the time being 
dashed against them, and actually, being broken up. It was caught and manned by Colour-Sergeant Jones, who was at the time a 
hospital patient, Serjeants H. R. Howarth and R. G. Down, Corporals 4949 R. Hodgson and 4657 C. J. Young, and Privates Nos. 6206 
W. Parkinson, 6040 G. D. Kaley, 6064 T. Jones, 5756 J. Connell, 7441 T. Steel, 8094 P. Pickersgill, all King's Royal Rifles, and 
attempted to be rowed out to where Mr Tyler, who was much exhausted, was. Not being able to get the boat out, Sergeant Down dived 
from the stern and swam to him supporting him till he could be got on board; but the sea afterwards swept him out of the boat and he 
was pulled in again by Corporal C. J. Young and No. 6231 Private C. B. Jones, and eventually landed in safety, though insensible, 
together with the crew of the boat' (Lieut.-Colonel M. Forestier-Walker, Mauritius, 28th January 1897).

Samuel Richard Lett was born in Liverpool. A Clerk by occupation and a member of the 5th Lancashire Royal Volunteers, he attested 
for the 4th Hussars at Liverpool on 12 February 1886, aged 20 years.

Remo Henry Barry served in 'C' Squadron of the Protectorate Regiment at the defence of Mafeking and died of wounds on 27 
December 1899, the day following the costly action fought at Game Tree Hill. The Colonials in South Africa 1899-1902 takes up the 
story: 

'Action at Game Tree Hill, 26 December 1899: Two squadrons of the Protectorate Regiment, supported by an armoured train and the 
Bechuanaland Rifles, were ordered to attack the enemy's works from the left flank under Major Godley, while three guns and a maxim 
prepared the way from the right front of the work. On pressing home the attack a heavy fire killed or wounded most of the officers and 
leading troops. These succeeded in gaining the parapet, but the work was found to have been strongly roofed in and so closed as to be 
impregnable. The British losses were this time very serious. Captain R. J. Vernon, Captain H. C. Sandford, Lieutenant H. P. Paton, and 
21 non-commissioned officers and men were killed, Captain FitzClarence and 22 men wounded, and 3 missing. Colonel Baden-Powell 
said "If blame for this reverse falls on any one it should fall on myself, as everybody concerned did their part of the work thoroughly 
well and exactly in accordance with the orders I had issued. Both officers and men worked with splendid courage and spirit." '

Theodore Edward Martin-Leake was born on 15 December 1878, the son of Stephen Martin-Leake, J.P., of Thorpe Hall, Thorpe, Essex, 
and of Marshalls, High Cross, near Ware, Hertfordshire. The family consisted of two daughters and five sons - the best known being 
Arthur (born in 1874), who became a Lieutenant-Colonel in the R.A.M.C., earning the Victoria Cross in the Second Boer War and Bar 
in the Great War. 

Theodore Edward Martin-Leake joined the Royal Engineers on 23 March 1899 as a 2nd Lieutenant. He served 2 i/c to Captain A. H. B. 
Hume, R.E., in 4 Balloon Section R.E. for the China Campaign 1900 for which he received the above China Medal 1900 without clasp. 
He was promoted to Lieutenant on 3 August 1901 and in September 1902 was serving at Aldershot at the Balloon School R.E. By 1906 
he was in the Balloon Section R.E. based in Malta but was soon after posted once more to the Aldershot (Farnborough) Balloon School. 

It was on the occasion of a visit by H.M. King Edward VII and Prince Fushimi of Japan to Aldershot on 28 May 1907, for the launching 
of the Army's first airship Nulli Secundus , that two Royal Engineer Balloonists: Lieutenants Martin-Leake and Caulfield, made a 
demonstration ascent in the hydrogen filled war balloon Thresher. Both experienced balloonists, they ascended from Farnborough at 
16.22 and travelled approximately 80 miles in a S.W. direction. Their log recorded they were over Bradford Peverell, Dorset at 20.15 
and they were seen and spoken to at Dorchester when they queried their whereabouts at about 20.20. At 20.25 the balloon was seen 
by the Chief Officer of the Abbotsbury Coast Guard Station. With the evening getting dark, the officer maintained observations of the 
balloon, and at 20.30 he saw it descend, one mile offshore and momentarily touch the water before rising again; he was able to report 
that both occupants of the basket were alive and seemingly well at that point. 

The partly inflated balloon was found on 23 June some 10 miles off Exmouth; the body of Lieutenant Caulfield was found off Wyke 
Regis, Dorset. On 29 June the body of Lieutenant Martin-Leake was found in the sea off Burton Bradstock, Dorset. The recovered 
balloon was found to have no fault. In the inquest held on 1 July 1907, the verdict in each case was 'Accidentally Drowned'. Martin- 
Leake's funeral was held at Thorpe, Essex on 2 July 1907. A commemorative plaque in his memory was placed in the church of St. John 
the Evangelist, at High Cross, Hertfordshire.

Served on H.M.S. Aurora , February 1899-November 1900, being 
promoted to Corporal in July 1900. Promoted to Sergeant in October 1904, Colour-Sergeant in March 1913, Quartermaster 
Sergeant/Instructor of Musketry in June 1914 and Sergeant-Major in May 1915. Landed with the Pekin Relief expedition and received 
bullet wounds to both legs in action at Tientsin, 27 June 1900. It is recorded that his China Medal was presented to him by the King on 
8 March 1902. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in April 1912. In the Great War he served with the Plymouth Battalion R.M.L.I. in 
operations around Dunkirk, Cassel and the Defence and Retreat from Antwerp. In Gallipoli, with the 2nd R.M. Battalion he landed at 
Seddul Bahr, 4 March 1915 and at "Y" Beach on 25 April 1915. In May 1915 he was promoted to Sergeant-Major and appointed 
Temporary Lieutenant. Was invalided, suffering from dysentery, from September 1915 but was present at the evacuation of the 
Gallipoli Peninsula in 21 January 1916. After leave, he rejoined the 2nd R.M. Battalion in the 63rd Royal Naval Division, B.E.F. from 
June 1916, having been appointed Temporary Captain. Staughton was wounded whilst serving in France, 13 November 1916 - gunshot 
wounds to left thigh and right arm. He died of his wounds at the General Hospital, Camiers, France on 26 December 1916. He was 
buried in the Etaples Military Cemetery.

The battalion formed part of 4th Brigade under Colonel John Monash during the Gallipoli operations and first 
came ashore at the memorable landings at ANZAC Cove on 25 April 1915. Of subsequent events, perhaps most notable was the 
Turkish counter-attack on 19 May, when Lance-Corporal Albert Jacka of the 14th won the A.I.F's first Victoria Cross. For his own part, 
Davis was discharged on 23 July 1915, either as a result of wounds or illness.

Edward W. Allonby was embarked for Egypt as a Corporal in the 11th (Service) Battalion, Manchester Regiment in July 1915 and 
subsequently saw action in Gallipoli. Landing at Suvla Bay under heavy fire from Lala Baba on 6 August, the battalion quickly 
distinguished itself, when on the 10th it engaged the enemy with the bayonet and drove him back in disorder over Hill 10. Allonby was 
discharged in February 1919. 

James Rae was embarked for Gallipoli as a Sergeant in the 1/10th Battalion, Manchester Regiment on 5 May 1915, where the quickly 
saw action at Gully Ravine. Rae was subsequently attached to the King's African Rifles. 

Arthur Reginald Canfor originally entered the French theatre of war as a Private in the Rifle Brigade in January 1915. Subsequently 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 8th Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, he was killed in action near St. Quentin on 23 March 1918, 
on which date the German offensive proved overwhelming - 'the Battalion fought gallantry against masses of troops whose 
concentrated machine-gun fire had been more intense that any yet experienced; the ground had been given up at tremendous cost to 
itself and the Germans. Many officers were killed, including 2nd Lieutenant Canfor... ' (History of the East Surrey Regiment, refers).

Thomas Handley Porritt was born in Greytown, Natal in 1896, the son of Dr William and Mrs H. M. Porritt. He was educated at Hilton 
School, after which he had begun a career in Merchant Banking. He was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 2nd Battalion 
Coldstream Guards on 10 May 1916 and landed in France on 26 September 1916. Awarded the Military Cross (London Gazette 17 
September 1917). His citation reads: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty in leading a most successful raid into the enemy's lines. He was the first to enter the 
trench and, owing to the intense barrage and the dilapidated state of the trenches, it became necessary to reorganise his party. He 
accomplished this with great promptness and decision, continuing to lead his men and personally directing the bombing sections. He 
shot one of the enemy with his revolver and when the signal to withdraw was given he personally supervised the covering party and 
was the last to leave. The success of the raid was entirely due to his coolness and splendid leadership.' 

On 31 July 191 7 the 2nd Coldstream Guards took part in the attack on Pilkem Ridge as part of the Third Battle of Ypres. The attack was 
successful but Porritt was wounded and carried to 47 Casualty Clearing Station and died later the same day. He was buried in the 
Dozinghem Military Cemetery. With copied service notes. 

Edgar Victor Parratt was born in Crewe in 1896, the son of Sarah A. Parratt. He joined the Army on 7 July 1915 and served in the 
Royal Warwickshire and Manchester Regiments. He died on 1 June 1964. With copied m.i.c. 

James F. Perrett was born in Bermondsay, London in 1890, the son of Joseph Perrett. He enlisted into the Army on 7 August 1914 and 
entered France with the 22nd Battalion London Regiment on 13 March 1915. On 16 September 1916 he was wounded in action with a 
gunshot wound to the leg. He was invalided to England and the Horton County War Hospital, Epsom. He was posted to the 22nd 
Reserve Regiment and then discharged on 1 5 February 1919. With copied record of services. 

Arthur Parrott was born in Battersea, lived in Wandsworth and enlisted at London. With the 7th Battalion Royal Fusiliers he entered 
France on 14 November 1915. He was killed in action, France/Flanders, on 5 April 1918. His name is commemorated on the Arras

Phillip Kenning Fowler, who was born in Fielding, New Zealand in 1895, was commissioned Probationary Flight Sub-Lieutenant in the 
Royal Naval Air Service in April 1916, and gained his Aviators' Certificate (No. 3285) in a Curtiss Biplane at R.N.A.S. Eastbourne that 
July. 

Posted as a Pilot to No. 2 Wing in December 1916, he served with 220 Squadron, TV Flight, at Thasos, and quickly saw action. The 
following report refers to his part in a raid on an enemy aerodrome on 27 February 191 7: 

'Raid on Gereviz Aerodrome. An attack was made at dawn upon Geveriz Seaplane Base by four Henri Farmans, two Sopwith Bombers, 
a Sopwith Fighter, and a Bristol Scout. Owing to unfavourable weather conditions bomb-dropping was difficult, and the full results 
obtained were not discernable, but two of the 65lb. bombs appeared to have hit the south end of the hangar. There was a spirited fight 
between a large hostile seaplane and the Bristol Scout. The enemy machine was flying over the lake. The Bristol Scout dived down to 
within 1,000 feet four times and fired three trays, the Sopwith Fighter joining in from the rear and above. The enemy machine then 
descended to the lake and taxied for shore, running up on the beach, where both pilot and observer deserted their machine. The 
Sopwith then, from 260 feet up, fired three trays from his rear gun and 50 rounds from his forward gun, rendering the enemy machine 
useless. Pilots -Flight Sub-Lieut. J. N. Ingham, Flight Sub-Lieut. N. H. Starbuck, R.N.V.R., as observer in Sopwith Fighter. Flight Sub- 
Lieut. P. K. Fowler in Bristol Scout'. 

Fowler was back in action on the morning of the 30 September 191 7: 

'Three enemy seaplanes, two of them single-seater fighters of a type known to the Royal Naval Air Service as 'Blue Birds', and the other 
a two-seater reconnaissance seaplane, were reported to be approaching Mudros. Three pilots went up at once to engage them, but only 
two came into action. They were Flight Lieutenant H. T. Mellings in a Sopwith Triplane, and Flight Lieutenant J. W. Alcock in a 
Sopwith Camel. The Triplane pilot shot down one of the 'Blue Birds', which dived into the sea and broke up, and the Camel pilot 
eventually forced the other to land, and its wounded pilot was subsequently picked up by the Acheron. The German two-seater was 
pursued to the Dardanelles, where a Sopwith 'Pup 1 pilot from Imbros (Flight Lieutenant P. K. Fowler) joined in the attack. The observer 
in the German seaplane was apparently wounded, but, flying low down, the two-seater came under cover of the guns of the 
Dardanelles forts and escaped destruction' (The War In The Air, Vol. V, refers). 

Fowler was mentioned in despatches for this action, having 'displayed remarkable skill and dash during these operations' (his service 
record, refers); both of the other pilots were awarded the D.S.C. 

Fowler, who transferred to 'C' Flight, was subsequently involved in an attack on the Turkish ships Goeben and Breslau in January 1918, 
an attack 'made by Flight Sub-Lieut. Murray in a Sopwith Bomber escorted by Flight Lieut. Wincott and Flight Lieut. Fowler in Camels. 
About 0752, dropped 4 65lb. bombs at the Goeben. She was then taken about 1 mile up the Straits, and was observed to have a very 
heavy list to port and was down at the stem'. 

Fowler served with 273 and 212 Squadrons at R.A.F. Station Yarmouth, October 1918-October 1919. 

He died in 1970.

On that date, an overwhelming Turkish counter-attack, led by Mustapha Kemal in person, cost the battalion 135 dead and 
many more wounded - according to one regimental record, 'more than half the officers and men were never seen again.' Formerly a 
staff member of the London and North Western Railway Company at Euston, London, Roberts was aged 30 years and the son of Mrs. 
M. Roberts of Platts Avenue, Watford, Hertfordshire. He has no known grave and is commemorated on the Helles Memorial. 

Reginald W. Miller, another member of the 5th Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment, landed at 'V' Beach, Gallipoli on 16 July 1915. 

William Rupert Reid, another member of the 5th Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment, was also killed in action at Chunuk Bair, Gallipoli on 
10 August 191 5. He has no known grave and is commemorated on the Helles Memorial.

William McDonald Wilson, a Private in the Auckland Regiment, was wounded in action in Gallipoli and died of his wounds in Egypt 
on 7 May 1915. The son of G. Wilson of Strachan, Banchory, Scotland, he had enlisted in Wellington, New Zealand and was 
embarked for Egypt - and Gallipoli - with the 3rd echelon of reinforcements for the Auckland Regiment.

The unique Irish Medal for Saving Life at Sea awarded to Skipper Alfred Britton, of the trawler Mannofield, for saving 
the lives of the crew of the yacht Siren, 1 July 1924 

Ireland, Medal for Saving Life at Sea, dark bronze, reverse inscribed, 'Skipper Alfred Britton "Mannofield" 1st July 1924', 
with bronze and enamel suspension bar and original ribbon, extremely fine £2000-3000 

The Medal for Saving Life at Sea was the first medal created by the Irish Free State. It was instituted in 1923 by the Irish Minister of 
Industry and Commerce, as an award for acts of gallantry in saving life on the high seas where a vessel registered in the the state was 
wrecked or endangered. The medal was designed by Albert Power, R.H.A., the dies made by Messrs. Janvier & Berchant, Paris, and the 
medal in dark bronze was struck in 1924 by Messrs. P. Quinn & Co., Dublin. The medal obverse, in low relief, shows a two-funnelled 
steamship sinking by the stern in heavy seas, whilst in the foreground is an oared lifeboat coming to the rescue; on either side are 
lighthouses symbolic of night and day; above are two reclining figures symbolic of the great oceans and below is a 'stormy petrel' with 
outspread wings. Only one medal was ever issued. A specimen of the medal is known to have been presented to the National Museum 
in 1935 and one other specimen is known to exist. The medal officially became obsolete in 1947 being replaced by the Medals for 
Civil Bravery. One can only assume that in the interim the existence of the medal was forgotten as there were surely many instances for 
when another medal could have been awarded. 

'On the 1st July, 1924 the Yacht Siren owned by William Blackmore, Dun Laoghaire, was making for Dungarven when she was over 
taken by a severe storm. The Yacht was struck by a wave which carried away the jib and portion of her sail rendering her 
unmanageable. The crew consisting of Skipper Williams and his brother, of Dungarven were unable to go on deck to show signals of 
distress being obliged to secure themselves in the cockpit to avoid being washed overboard. 

Alfred Britton, Skipper of the Mannofield sighted the Siren at 9 p.m. apparently in distress. On approaching he heard shouting and saw 
a red light being waved. On coming near it he observed the two men on board in an exhausted condition. He succeeded after some 
time in throwing a line on board the Yacht but the men were unable to make it secure. He was therefore obliged to manoeuvre close 
up to the Yacht's side so that with the assistance of his own crew he could rescue the men as they jumped on board the Mannofield. 
The operation was attended with great risk owing to the heavy sea that was running at the time and the exhausted condition of the men 
on the Siren. 

The rescued men received every attention on board the Mannofield being given dry clothes, food and sleeping accommodation, and 
were landed at Dublin on the following morning.' (Citation, ref: Department of Industry & Commerce, Dublin). 

Two days after the rescue, the abandoned Siren was found and taken in tow by the motor boat Macushla to Kilmore, Co. Wexford. 

On 14 September 1925, W. T. Cosgrave, President of the Executive Council of the Irish Free State, accompanied by Mr McGilligan, 
Minister of Trade & Industry, presented the newly created Medal for Saving Life at Sea to Skipper Britton, of Fleetwood., for saving the 
lives of the crew of the yacht Siren on 1 July 1924. They congratulated him on his gallantry and good seamanship and wished him 
every success in his future connection with the sea.

Award of the R.N.L.I. Medal: On 29 December 1916 the 2,244 ton SS Alondra was en route from Las Palmas to Liverpool when, in 
thick fog, she was wrecked on the Kedge Rock, off Baltimore, Co. Cork. Some 16 of her crew attempted to make shore in one of the 
ship's boats, but this was upset and all were drowned. When news of the wreck reached the shore, the R.N.L.I's. Honorary Secretary at 
Baltimore, Archdeacon Becher, called for volunteers to launch a boat. Using this, Becher attempted to land on the Kedge Rock but this 
proved impossible and the boat was recalled to Baltimore. When it was seen that a number of those aboard the Alondra had managed 
to get to the island, another attempt was made, but this was again unsuccessful. With the darkness increasing, rescue efforts were 
suspended for the night. At daylight on 30 December, Becher put off again, taking with him some of the rocket apparatus gear. At the 
same time Lieutenant Arthur Sanderson, aboard HM Trawler Indian Empire, and a fisherman, John Beamish, in a second trawler, came 
to the assistance of the rescued men and communication was established with the shore. Eventually, 23 men were saved by the 
combined efforts of Sanderson, Becher, Beamish, and their associates, some of the Alondra's crew having to be lowered down a 150 
foot sheer cliff face. On 12 January 1917 the R.N.L.I. voted its silver medal to Sanderson and Becher, an aneroid barometer to John 
Beamish, and £47 to be divided between the 40 other men who assisted in the rescue efforts. 

Arthur Lakeland Sanderson was born on 5 August 1886 at School Cottage, Elwick Hall, Durham. He undertook a four year 
apprenticeship with the West Hartlepool Steam Navigation Company, completing this in 1909. He gained his Board of Trade 
certificates of competency as a Second Mate on 4 January 1908, First Mate on 28 May 1909, and Master on 27 April 1911. 

With the outbreak of the First World War Sanderson enlisted in the army on 5 September 1914 and was posted as Private 22119 to the 
11 th Reserve Cavalry Regiment. However, he was discharged on 25 February 1915 as being 'not likely to become an efficient soldier'. 

Despite this inauspicious start to his armed forces career, Sanderson approached the R.N.R. and was commissioned as a Temporary 
Sub-Lieutenant on 1 April 1915. He undertook a minesweeping course at H.M.S. Vernon later in April, taking command of H.M. 
Trawler Clifton on 4 May 1915. He was promoted Temporary Lieutenant on 1 August 1915. Sanderson was based at Galway from 1 
August 1915, in command of armed trawlers. He then served out of Queenstown, where H.M.S. Colleen was the receiving ship for the 
Auxiliary Patrol. 

As a consequence of assistance he gave while commanding H.M. Trawler Indian Empire to the S.S. Svarvarnat and the S.S. Alondra, 
Sanderson was commended on 4 January 1917 by the Vice-Admiral at Queenstown for his 'seamanship, coolness and pluck'. Shortly 
afterwards, on 23 January 1917, a fire broke out on the Indian Empire and Sanderson was later reprimanded for having allowed naked 
lights to be used aboard. On 20 February 191 7 the 4,270 ton S.S. Messina ran onto rocks near Knockadoon Head, Co Cork. Sanderson 
came to assist aboard the Indian Empire, together with a number of other vessels. Eventually, on 22 February Petty Officer J.C. 
Williams, of H.M. Drifter J.E.C.M., assisted by Sanderson, risking being crushed to death, used explosives to shatter the rocks, which 
allowed the assembled boats to tow the Messina free. Those involved subsequently sought an award of salvage money for their efforts, 
the resulting case - disputed by the owners - being heard in the High Court of Justice and £2550 was granted to those involved. 

On 22 November 1917 Sanderson began to receive treatment for 'nervous symptoms' at Haulbowline Hospital. His actions that year 
with the Auxiliary Patrol were recognised by the award of the Distinguished Service Cross, the official recommendation for which by 
the C-in-C Coast of Ireland noted him as serving aboard H.M.T. James Johnson and the award as being: 'For good salvage work & life 
saving on various occasions under dangerous conditions. Has displayed good seamanship, energy, & promptness of action' (TNA ref: 
ADM 171/48). A local newspaper noted the award as being: 'for special work performed for the Admiralty'. This was followed by a 
court martial for 'negligently performing his duty', at which he was found guilty on two of four charges and severely reprimanded. 

Following the end of the war, Sanderson showed signs of further nervous problems and was admitted to Haslar Hospital, where he was 
diagnosed with 'neurasthenia'. He was invalided from the service as from 6 June 1919, his intended residence being noted as 46 Bright 
Street, West Hartlepool and then 64 Barrack Street, Cork. He was permitted to retain his rank while in civilian life. In addition to his D. 
S.C., Sanderson received the 1914-15 Star, British War and Victory Medals for his services. By 1920 he had returned to work in the 
Merchant Navy and is known to have been employed in the service until the late 1920's at the very least. Sanderson died at his home 
in Cork on 1 January 1966.

With original copy of the Oxford University Herald , dated Saturday 4 July 1857 
which contains an account of the rescue and another typescript copy (this torn) 
of this by the recipient's wife Mary Portlock. The latter notes how: 'On Thursday 
evening last, about half-past seven o'clock, a little boy, the son of Mr Collins the 
miller, at the Iffley Lock, got into his father's punt and pushed himself down the 
stream. When about the middle of the stream, in the deep water opposite the 
Rectory garden, the pole caught under the boat, and elevating the handle, threw 
the little boy over the side. An alarm was given by a person on the opposite side 
of the river, and several persons ran down to the bottom of the miller's garden. 
The boy's head was just disappearing, when Thomas Portlock, pupil teacher at 
the Iffley National School, threw off his coat and dashed into the water. He swam 
to the spot where the boy had fallen in, and reached it just as he was sinking. 
Seizing him with one hand, he struck out for the shore with the other, and 
assisted by a piece of wood which had been flung towards them, he succeeded 
in bringing the boy to land, though in a state of great exhaustion, and almost 
insensible. Restoratives being applied, he soon got better. Two gentlemen, who 
had witnessed the scene from the further bank of the river, were so struck with 
the ready courage of Portlock, that they crossed over to express their admiration 
of his conduct, and the more to mark their sense of it, they made him accept 
some money as a present; and also were the means of him having a Bronze 
Medal from the Royal Humane Society'. 


The newspaper has the following additional details noted on its margins in pencil: 'My darling husband when he was a boy saved little 

Collins life... Now my darling ...has been taken too from me, I am all alone, but god has left me here with my child to look after. 

[the script being faint and difficult to read]. 

Medal awarded for a rescue in Iffley Lock, Oxford. The rescue was referred to the Society by the Rev A. Warburton, incumbent of Iffley, 
along with Susan Jackson and others, the medal being voted to Portlock at the R.H.S. Committee on 15 July 1857 and sent to Rev 
Warburton on 1 August that year (ref. R.H.S. case no. 16011). 

The 1881 census shows Portlock as aged 39 and born in Iffley, the 1891 census noting him as 50, implying he was born in about 1841, 
thus being 17 at the time of the rescue. He moved to Birmingham and worked as a pen manufacturer's clerk. He married Mary Ann 
Amos in Birmingham in 1875 and together they had one daughter Elsie Louise, born in 1880. Thomas Portlock died in Birmingham in 
1891. With copy details from the RHS Case Register. 

Medal contained in a leather pouch with the tatty remains of a ribbon.

At 3pm on 4 December 1869 at Portsmouth Dockyard, Thomas Bundock, a Joiner, fell into the water as he was knocking off work. He 
was rendered partially unconscious by hitting his head during the fall and was apparently quickly drowning. George Edward Cluett, an 
apprentice, aged 16 years, jumped in and held the man's head up until further assistance came. Bundock was taken aboard HMS 
Monarch for medical attention, (ref. R.H.S. case no. 18444). Cluett was presented with his R.H.S. medal on 17 March 1870 by Admiral 
A. C. Key. In addition, Cluett was presented with an engraved silver watch for the rescue, the funds for which were subscribed by his 
fellow workers. 

Cluett later emigrated to New Zealand where he married Inez Isabel Maud Peacocke (1881-1973), a teacher, novelist, broadcaster and 
poet, on 30 June 1920, in the Holy Trinity Parish Church of Devonport, NZ. Cluett died of cancer in 1936.

At 7.30pm on 28 January 1883, off Tarbert, Stoker Andrew Hooper, of H.M.S. Valiant , was getting from the steam launch to the Jacob's 
ladder, in order to board the armoured iron frigate H.M.S. Valiant , when he accidentally fell into the water. The river was one mile 
wide at this point and seven fathoms deep, the night dark and a gale was blowing. Hooper could scarcely be seen due to the darkness. 
Able Seaman George Bennett jumped over the stern and supported the unconscious Hooper. Lieutenant Cochrane [sic] observing by 
the light of a signal that the men were floating astern in the darkness, also jumped overboard and assisted them to the buoy which was 
hanging over the stern with a glass hawser attached. All three were picked up by boats in due course, though unfortunately Andrew 
Hooper was dead. The rescue was brought to the attention of the R.H.S. by the Admiralty. The Society, having approved the award of 
its silver medal to Cochran and Bennett at its committee meeting of 20 February 1883, despatched these to the Secretary of the Naval 
Reserves on 24 March 1883 for them to organise the presentations, (ref: R.H.S. case no. 21921). The incident took place 'Off Tarbert 
River Shannon'. 

Charles Home Cochran (spelt 'Cockran' on medal) was born in Bath on 22 June 1850, the son of Alexander Cochran (1814-1903), of 
Ashkirk, Hawick, Roxburghshire, and his first wife Fanny Batsford. He joined the Royal Navy, being nominated as a cadet on 16 June 
1863, joining H.M.S. Britannia on 8 September 1863. He was then posted as a Midshipman aboard H.M.S. Royal Oak on 21 January 
1865, before going on to serve on a long succession of ships. 

Cochran was promoted Sub-Lieutenant on 2 February 1870 aboard H.M.S. Juno and saw action in the Ashantee War of 1873-4 when 
he was serving aboard H.M.S. Barracouta. During the campaign he was mentioned in despatches in October 1873 for raising native 
levees for the King of Assayboo and was promoted Lieutenant on 1 7 December that year (Ashantee War Medal, with clasp Coomassie). 

Promoted to Commander on 30 June 1888 and Captain on 31 December 1895, Cochran commanded H.M.S. Sappho during Queen 
Victoria's Review of the Fleet at Spithead on 26 June 1897 and he received the Jubilee Medal issued that year. He accompanied the 
German Emperor on his Imperial yacht from the Nore to Flushing on 6 February 1901. Cochran received the M.V.O. (4 th Class) in 1902 
0 London Gazette , 2 May 1902) and the Coronation Medal. Following a final period as Captain of Devonport Dockyard and King's 
Harbourmaster of the Hamoaze, Cochran was placed on the retired list on 22 June 1905. He was promoted Rear Admiral on 31 May 
1906 and Vice Admiral on 3 January 1911. 

Vice-Admiral Cochran died on 14 February 1930 at his home The Retreat, Weston Road, Bath and was buried at Holy Trinity 
Cemetery, Newton St Loe, Bath, on 19 February following the funeral ceremony in the village church.

On 6 February 1890 Mrs Mullard was walking along the canal bank to a concert in the Congregational Schoolroom at Lymm. In the 
dark she accidentally fell into the water. Hearing her screams two brothers, William and Charles Brazendale, came to her aid. William 
jumped in and succeeded in rescuing her, helped by his brother (ref. R.H.S. case no. 24770). 

With a copied extract from the Warrington Guardian, 8 February 1890, which reported on the incident: 'Mrs Mullard, wife of the Clerk 
to the Local Board, was the subject of an unpleasant experience on Thursday evening. Whilst walking along the canal bank on her way 
to a concert, which was being held in the Congregational Schoolroom, she inadvertently, the night being dark, stepped into the water. 
She immediately raised an alarm, and, fortunately, her screams were heard by two brothers, Wm. and Chas. Brazendale, who promptly 
went to her assistance. William dived into the canal, and, aided by his brother, succeeded in rescuing the lady from her perilous 
position. Mrs Mullard was taken in an unconscious state to the residence of Mr William Brazendale, where she received attention; and 
Dr Williamson for whom a messenger had been despatched, was speedily in attendance. ... Too much praise cannot be accorded 
Messrs. Wm. and Chas. Brazendale for their courageous conduct, and we learn that this is the third person whom Mr Wm. Brazendale 
has rescued from drowning.' 

William Brazendale was born in about 1872 in Lymm, Cheshire, the son of Richard and Ellen Brazendale. He went on to work as a 
farm labourer and then gardener. He married Florence Cotton on 24 December 1901. He appears to have died in about 1950.

'At 3.30pm on 28 August 1913 an old man of 65 threw himself into the canal at Upper Mill, Yorks. The canal at that point was 10 feet 
deep and the water was foul. Lance-Corporal Walter Hall, 7th Bn West Riding Regiment, jumped in and caught him but failed to get 
him out and he was drowned.' (ref. R.H.S. case no. 40459). 

With a copied extract from the Oldham Evening Chronicle , 29 September 1913, which reported on the incident: 'About three o'clock 
on Sunday afternoon Mr Wm. Radcliffe, joiner, of Spring Bank, Uppermill, was walking along the canal bank at Wade Lock when he 
noticed a coat, vest and hat underneath the beam used for opening the lock. He looked into the water and saw the body of a man in it. 
The head was submerged, but the man's shoulders were just above water. The lock was empty, and it was a drop of 15 feet to the 
water. Mr Radcliffe called assistance, and Mr Walter Hall, of Diggle, who was passing at the time, plunged into the water and brought 
the body to the towing path, a distance of 15 to 20 yards. Dr Brunaud (?) conducted artificial respiration for over half an hour, but 
without success. The body was identified as being that of Thomas Bradbury, of Uppermill, a man well known locally, and about 60 
years of age, and by trade a dry-waller.' 

Uppermill and Diggle are villages in West Yorkshire a few miles to the east of Oldham.

Liverpool Shipwreck & Humane Society - 19th Annual Report, year ending 1st July 1858, p.6 & 7: The second case is that of James 
Lewis, mate of the steamer Earl of Erne, who, on two different occasions, jumped overboard into Clarence Basin (Liverpool Docks) and 
saved a man, and a boy, from drowning. A Silver Medal was also presented to Mr Lewis, who, in the subsequent passage of the steamer 
across the Channel, was himself rescued from a watery grave.' One of only two awards made that year. 

The Life-Boat, July 1, 1858: Wreck of the Barque Mary Stoddart on the Irish Coast - At half past ten o'clock, Mr Lewis, mate of the Earl 
of Erne, volunteered to go out from Blackrock to the barque, in the lifeboat of the Enterprise, which had been there on the previous day. 
In the boat with him were Mr Gilmore, first mate of the Pride of Erin, some of the crew of the Independence, and one or two persons 
belonging to Blackrock. The storm still raged with much fury, and the waves were very difficult to encounter, being short, and rising to 
a great height, the boats dropping from them bows foremost, and presenting a fearful appearance to those on shore. 

In the mean time the two boats from Dundalk had neared the wreck, and placed themselves as close as possible on her lee side, and 
Captain Kelly called on Captain Johnston to go to the poop and jump into his boat. Captain Johnston stated that he was too weak to 
make the effort, and Captain Kelly said to the crews of both boats that they could render no assistance to the crew. They then 
commenced to pull for the shore, when a tremendous wave struck Captain Kelly's boat and capsized her. The Captain and crew with a 
great struggle succeeded in getting upon her bottom, but were no sooner there than she was struck by another wave, and all were 
dashed into the sea, and the boat righted. Part of the crew succeeded in getting into her, and Captain Kelly was seen about twenty 
yards off, but he presently disappeared. The capsized boat had lost its oars, and now drifted at the mercy of the waves. It was then 
taken in tow by the life-boat of the Enterprise, which started from Blackrock, and which came up at the time. One of the crew was 
taken out dead, a second died subsequently from exhaustion, and the body of a third was washed ashore. 

During the long period that had intervened between the time of the first unavailing efforts being made to rescue the unfortunate 
sufferers and those which were ultimately crowned with success, no less than ten boats had put off on the same mission of mercy. To 
those in command of the several boats, and also to Captain Johnston, whose brave conduct in the first instance entailed on him so 
much suffering, The National Life-Boat Institution awarded its Silver Medal in acknowledgement of their gallant and meritorious 
services.' 

A total of nine silver medals were awarded by the R.N.I.P.L.S. for this rescue.

Sea Scouts Dennis Davey and Peter Willin, were each awarded the Boy Scouts Association Gallantry Cross 3rd Class on 1 January 
1941, for their gallantry in attempting to save a Rover Scout named Evans, from drowning at Ystradfellte, S. Powys, on 16 June 1940. 

An extract from The Recorder, of 27 June 1940 reported: 

'Heroic attempts by two Ilford County High School Boys to rescue an Aberdare boy from a dangerous mountain pool and their efforts 
to recover the body are described by a "Recorder" correspondent with the school at Aberdare, South Wales. 

The boys are Peter Willin and Dennis Davey, both fifteen years of age, and pupils at the Ilford County High School. They were 
members ... of a weekend Scout camp near Penderyn Falls, a local beauty spot, and Evans, the boy who was drowned, was clambering 
down the bank to get a closer look at the pool below, when he suddenly fell in. 

"I jumped from another ledge into the water," said Willin, describing the incident to me. "The rest of the party had seen the accident 
and were hurrying down the bank, but it took them some time to reach us. Evans had gone under, probably due to the gum-boots he 
was wearing." 

Davey, mentioning that the pool was very dangerous, as a stream poured into it from a mountain-side gully, added, "A chain of Scout 
belts was made and Peter, stripped to the waist and with his shoes removed, held these in his hand and dived with the hope of locating 
the body. We took in turns to do this." 

Willin then went on to explain. "I dived in three times in all, the third time with a rope of clothes around my waist as the Scout belts 
were unsafe. Dennis dived twice, but neither of us could find Evans." ... 

Of Davey and Willin, the coroner remarked, "They showed promptitude and presence of mind in their most brave attempt to recover 
Evans' body from a very dangerous pool." 

Edward Peter Willin was born in Ilford, Essex, on 5 September 1924. A member of the ATC, before he enlisted in the R.A.F. on 1 
October 1943. He trained as a wireless mechanic. Served in the Middle East, being posted to Egypt on 25 November 1944 with the 3rd 
Signals Depot, then 216 Group. On 14 March 1945 he was posted to Army Middle East Signals School, then to Aboukir (107MU) and 
finally El Hamma in April 1947. Attaining the rank of AC1, he was released from service on 7 February 1948. Willin died at Rugby in 
December 1990. With copied newspaper extract and other notes including a photocopied photograph of the recipient. Entitled to the 
1939-45 Star and War Medal 1939-35.

Citation: 'Neil Maycock saved Michael C. Johnston from drowning, Centerport, New York, February 25, 2007. While walking on the 
ice atop Centerport Nabor, Johnston, 23, broke through at a point about 50 feet from the nearer shore. He was unable to pull himself 
from the water, the temperature of which was in the 30s, as was that of the air. Maycock, 40, company president, was walking on the 
shore, but several hundred feet away, when he was alerted to the situation. He ran to a point nearer Johnston, and then, removing his 
coat, entered the harbor in an area of open water that was clogged with sheets of ice. Pushing the ice from his path, Maycock waded 
and swam, despite wearing hiking boots, to Johnston, followed by his two dogs. Losing consciousness, Johnston submerged about then. 
He and Maycock grasped each other, and Johnston resurfaced. He grasped one of the dogs while Maycock held him by the arm and 
swam him toward shore, Maycock again having to push the sheets of ice away. Once they were able to stand, the men waded from the 
harbor. Johnston was taken to the hospital, where he was treated for severe hypothermia and cuts and bruises. Maycock was treated at 
the scene for cuts to his hands and he recovered.' 

Neil Maycock, a British citizen, residing in Centerport, was President of the television broadcast equipment firm, Pro-Bel, of Melville. 
Whilst walking his dogs, he heard someone shouting that a child had fallen through the ice covering Centerport Habour. He 
immediately jumped into the frigid water, closely followed by his dogs, and came to the rescue, not a child, but of Michael Johnston, a 
Carpenter from Coram, who was in grave difficulties. With the aid of his dogs, Maycock successfully rescued the man. 

In addition Maycock was awarded the Silver Medal of the Life Saving Benevolent Society of New York with the sum of $1,000; the 
State of New York 'Award of Valor' certificate and the Town of Huntington 'Proclamation' document in appreciation and gratitude for 
his and Alfie's (the dog) actions.

191 7, refers), in addition to a brace of "mentions" (London Gazettes 1 January 1916 and 6 January 191 7, refer). Having then witnessed 
further active service in the Third Afghan War (Medal & clasp), Mainprise served as Commandant of the R.A.M.C. College and was 
advanced to Major-General in September 1926. He died at Aldershot, Hampshire in February 1951.

'Whatever her feelings on the subject may be , / cannot help thinking she might have some consideration for her family/ 

Field Marshal Lord Kitchener in a letter to his sister, in which he declared he was 'disgusted' by the behaviour of his 
niece, the suffragette Frances Parker; he had paid for her education at Newnham College, Cambridge. 

7 was not fed at midday , but three wardresses came in and made what I suppose was an attempt to feed me by the 
rectum. I objected and protested against this indignity and struggled as best I could. The manner in which it was done 
was so unnecessarily painful that I screamed with agony. Later three women tried to give me an enema. Because I 
would not submit passively to these indignities , after everything was over , one of the women lifted me by the hair and 
flung me into the far corner of the bed. Another knelt on my chest to prevent me from getting up. She got off again 
when the first sat down heavily on my knees and said she would not get up until I promised to behave! 

Thursday morning , 16 th , I was fed again and held down afterwards. I was not fed at midday , but the three wardresses 
appeared again. One of them said that if I did not resist , she would send the others away and do what she had come to 
do as gently and decently as possible. I consented. This was another attempt to feed me by the rectum , and was done in 
a cruel way , causing me great pain. 

She returned some time later and said she had "something else" to do. I took it to be another attempt to feed me in the 
same way , but it proved to be a grosser and more indecent outrage , which could have been done for no other purpose 
than to torture. It was followed by soreness > which lasted for several days ... ' 

Frances Parker describes her suffering at Perth gaol in the summer of 1914, as published in Votes for Women. 

The highly important Women's Social and Political Union Medal for Valour awarded to Frances Parker, the New 
Zealand born niece of Field Marshal Lord Kitchener and an important and courageous leader of the suffragette 
movement in Scotland - she was imprisoned on five occasions and thrice force fed, latterly by appalling means in 
Perth gaol after being arrested for attempting to burn down Robert Burns's cottage in Alloway 

Her fellow suffragette and friend Ethel Moorhead said that she was 'small and looked innocent and disarming with her 
charming looks, brown eyes, and silky hair... but she had an exquisite madness - daring, joyous, vivid and strategic'

Provenance: Bequeathed by Frances Parker to her friend and co-suffragette Ethel Moorhead and thence by direct descent to the present 
owners. 

Frances Mary Parker was born in Little Roderick, Kurow, Otago, New Zealand, in December 1874, one of five children of Flarry Raine 
Parker, J.P., of Rotheley Temple, Leicestershire, and his wife, Frances Emily Jane Kitchener; her mother's brother was the future Field 
Marshal Lord Kitchener, who paid for young Frances to come to England to study at Downham College, Cambridge in 1896. 

Having graduated, Parker found employment as a repetrice at a French school (1899-1902), following which she was a visiting teacher 
in Auckland, New Zealand. Given her future role in the struggle for women's suffrage, it is worth noting that New Zealand had already 
granted its women the right to vote in September 1893. 

By 1908, Parker had become involved in the British women's suffrage movement; she was sentenced to six weeks' imprisonment in 
Holloway after taking part in the deputation from the Women's Parliament in Caxton Hall to the House of Commons. 

Following her release, she was a speaker on Adela Pankhurst's platform at the W.P.S.U. demonstration in Hyde Park in June 1908 and, 
in the following year, teamed up with an old friend from Newnham College, Edith le Lacheur, to run a suffragette dairy and farming 
school, raising money for the cause and otherwise teaching women to become self-sufficient; she also made a personal donation of £60 
to the W.S.P.U. 
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In September 1909, Parker became a speaker for the Scottish Universities Women's Suffrage Union and organised the Union's caravan 
tour in the following year, in addition to accompanying its delegation to the International Suffrage Convention in Stockholm in 1911. 

Having then been appointed chief organiser of the W.P.S.U's activities in Glasgow and the west of Scotland, she journeyed south of the 
border to participate in the W.P.S.U's window-smashing campaign in London in March 1912, when around 270 properties were 
damaged and some 220 suffragettes arrested. Parker was among the latter, being sentenced to four months in Holloway, where she 
went on hunger strike and was forcibly fed, a fellow suffragette inmate, Mary Thompson, describing her at this time as 'a very 
determined personage and amusing too'. It was during this term of imprisonment that Parker first met Ethel Moorhead, who would 
become a lifelong friend and pay tribute to Parker in her memoirs Incendiaries. 

Once more returning to her militant activities in Scotland on her release from Holloway, Parker was arrested in Dundee in late October 
1912 after breaking a window; she was released from prison after a three day hunger strike. 

In the following month, she was among several suffragettes who smuggled themselves into the Music Hall at Aberdeen to disrupt a 
speech by Lloyd George; this time she was released from prison after a five day hunger strike. 

In April 1913 she faced a hostile crowd at Perth - where the suffragettes were suspected as being the culprits responsible for the recent 
destruction by fire of the Perth County Cricket Club - and in August of the same year she became the W.P.S.U's chief organiser in 
Edinburgh; she also assisted in sheltering Ethel Moorhead, who was on the run. 

Having then likely been responsible for torching the White Kirk in East Lothian in February 1914, Parker and Ethel Moorhead attempted 
to do likewise to Robert Burn's cottage at Alloway; by this time, however, buildings of national or symbolic importance were often 
attended by watchmen, and Parker was apprehended, apparently deliberately so in order that Moorhead might escape. 

The consequences of her arrest and imprisonment proved dire in the extreme. Using the alias Janet Arthur, Parker submitted the 
following account of her time in Perth prison to Votes for Women : 

'I was arrested on July 8 at Alloway, and appeared before the Sheriff in Ayr on the same day, and was committed to Ayr prison 
"pending enquiry." 

On Thursday, 9 th , Dr. Dunlop, medical adviser to the Prison Commissioners came from Edinburgh to see me. He asked me if I was 
going to take food, said it was a very serious charge, and that I should certainly be forcibly fed on conviction. Before his visit the 
wardresses and a warder had taken my fingerprints, but as Dr. Dunlop was not satisfied with the result, another attempt was made. I 
was taken from my cell to another room, and when they found they could not make me sit on a chair, he ordered that I should be flung 
to the ground. He himself held the arm and hand, forcing the fingers open for the printing, and severely bruising my arms. My back and 
sides were so sore and bruised after this that I could not lie still in bed during the rest of my imprisonment. With this exception I was 
treated in Ayr prison according to the rules for unconvicted prisoners. 

On Sunday, 12 th , being weak and ill with the hunger and thirst strike, the doctor was about to release me when I discovered that I was 
to be taken to a nursing home chosen by the Police Commissioners instead of the one chosen by my friends, and I refused to go. 

On Monday they came again to remove me, but would not tell me where I was going. It was the sixth day of the hunger and thirst 
strike, and I was unable to stand, but, weak as I was, I would not allow them to prepare me for the journey. I was then wrapped in 
blankets and laid in a taxi and taken to Glasgow, where I was handed over to the Perth assistant doctor. 

On arrival at Perth prison (100 miles from Ayr), I was carried to bed. Dr. Watson (the prison doctor) and his assistant examined me, and 
remarked on the bruised state of my body, the result of Dr. Dunlop's medical treatment, and later Dr. Watson told me one of my ribs 
was not exactly broken, but was bent. After this examination I was forcibly fed. Six wardresses held me down, and one of them reached 
forward and slapped my face with, I suppose, the approval of the doctor, as he said nothing. The assistant doctor held my head in a 
most painful grip. 

Dr. Watson then tried to force my teeth open with the steel gag, and said that if he broke a tooth it would be my own fault. As he was 
unable to open my mouth he called for the nasal tube. He tried to force it up one side which is defective, but with all his strength could 
not force a passage. He succeeded in forcing it down the other nostril, and left it hanging there while he went out of the room. As it 
was extremely painful, I asked the assistant to remove it, but he only laughed. 

Dr. Watson returned and fed me. The wardresses continued holding me down so that I couldn't move, and the assistant doctor 
continued to hold his hands over my mouth, and whenever the food came up tightened his grip to prevent me letting it out. 

I was held down like this for an hour. At the end of that time I was allowed to have a pillow at my head, and a wardress took the place 
of the doctor and held my head. I was kept on my back, and prevented from moving for another hour. One or two wardresses were 
always in my cell, and watched me day and night... ' 

Steel gags aside, far worse was to follow, for Parker was next subjected to the indignities of being force fed by means of a tube inserted 
in her rectum and subjected to 'a grosser and more indecent outrage, which could have been done for no other purpose than to 
torture'. Of the latter charge - as described in her submission to Votes For Women on her release - it should be noted that a medical 
report indicated that she had injuries consistent with an instrument having been introduced into the vagina and that abrasions had been 
caused in the genital area. 

Rumours of her abysmal treatment and declining health reached her family and her brother - Captain Parker - travelled from London to 
press the Scottish Office ministers for her release; finding favour in the Captain's submission that he had 'no sympathy with his sister's 
views' (National Archives of Scotland HH 16/43 refers), said ministers finally permitted her release to her nursing home, pending trial. 
Notwithstanding her state of near collapse, Parker managed to escape before her trial date. With the advent of hostilities in August 
1914, her solicitor wrote to the Secretary of State for Scotland, pointing out that the niece of Field Marshal Lord Kitchener was now 
proposing to devote her time to help the country's war effort. On 14 August the Lord Advocate issued an instruction to the effect that, 
although she was still at large, the trial for attempted arson would not go ahead. 

Clear of the threat of being re-arrested, Parker became honorary organiser of the Women's Freedom League National Service 
Organization, working in London with Ethel Moorhead 'to bring women workers in touch with employers and find the right work for 
the right women'. 
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Subsequently she became a Deputy Controller in the Women's Army Auxiliary Corps, in which capacity she served at Boulogne from 
June 191 7; she was appointed O.B.E. 

Frances Parker died at Archacon, near Bordeaux in January 1924, where her old friend Ethel Moorhead and her protege, Ernest Walsh, 
were living. In her Will, a small bequest to her sister aside, she left all of her property to Moorhead, 'in grateful remembrance for her 
care and love'. The first issue of The Quarter , a review of art and literature which was funded by her bequest, contained a poem and 
reproduction of two paintings by Parker.

John Percival Finch was born in St. Andrew's, Cambridge in October 1901 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in May 
1917. He subsequently witnessed active service in H.M.S. Canterbury from April 1918 until the end of hostilities. Finch, who attained 
Petty Officer status in May 1927 and was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in November 1934, was a noted swordsman, winning several 
Royal Tournament competitions in the mid-1930s; sold with copied service record. Subsequently appointed a Bosun, he was 
mentioned in despatches for his services at the shore establishment H.M.S. Abatos (London Gazette 14 June 1946, refers). Abatos was 
home to the team charged with the planning of PLUTO , the undersea pipeline that supplied the Allies with fuel during the liberation of 
Europe.

Woislav Maximus Petrovitch - aristocrat, linguist, diplomat, soldier, author - a 
man seemingly on the edge of international intrigues. 

Woislav Maximus Petrovitch was born in Montenegro c.1885, a nephew of 
Queen Draga of Serbia and related to Prince Milo of Montenegro. In 1904 
Lieutenant Petrovitch of the Montengrin Army, came to London to sell the jewels 
of Queen Draga at Christies, an event widely reported at the time. He was 
multilingual, able to speak Serbian, Spanish, English and Italian fluently. In 1912 
when the First Balkan War started between the armies of Serbia, Montenegro, 
Bulgaria and Greece, against Turkey, he served in the British Red Cross Society as 
liaison officer and interpreter for the Director of the Northern States (Serbia, 
Montenegro and Bulgaria). After the end of the Second Balkan War in 1913 he 
came to London as Attache to the Serbian Royal Legation. As such he was on the 
periphery of the intrigue leading up to and the aftermath of the assassination of 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand of Austria, heir apparent of the Austro-Hungarian 
throne, and his wife Sophie, Duchess of Hohenberg on 28 June 1914 - events 
that led to the start of the Great War. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 



Woislav's movements during the war are a little blurred but he appears at the 
outbreak of War to have been employed as an interpreter for the War Office. He 
also states, without specifics, that he fought in one of the bloodiest battles in the 
War and lost 32 relatives and had his land seized, leaving him with little money. 
In 1915 he travelled to the USA and then back to Serbia where he was a Liaison 
Officer between the Serbian War Office and the British H.Q. He was second 
Chief of the Slavonic Division, at New York Public Library from February to 
December 1917. By 1918 he was Head of Slavonic languages at the New York 
Public Library. 

After the War he returned to Serbia and by 1922 he was Dr. Petrovitch, Secretary 
to the Royal Ministry of Education, Belgrade, Serbia, but in 1923 he returned to 
London, possibly under a cloud. During 1924 he visited the U.S.A., stating his 
occupation was that of Diplomat. 

A significant event then occurred on 9 October 1934 when King Alexander 1 of 
Yugoslavia was assassinated in Marseille. Detective Inspector Arthur Davies, 
Special Branch, Scotland Yard had an interest in Woislav, as he had come to 
notice as a person associated with foreign agitators, some of whom have been 
arrested in other countries for alleged complicity in the assassination of King 
Alexander of Yugoslavia at Marseilles. In November 1934 the Home Office asked 
him to leave England as he was considered a dangerous subversive. He was in 
fear of torture and death if he returned to Serbia. On 21 November 1914 Dl 
Davies interviewed Woislav and informed him his stay in England could not be 
prolonged and gave him 48 hours to leave. On 24 November 1934 Woislav 
killed himself by gas after taking half a bottle of whisky, half a bottle of 
champagne & 6 grains of morphia, in a room at a boarding house in New 
Compton Street, Soho, London WC. Petrovitch was the author of several books.

Edgar James was an Orderly serving with the second British Red Cross Society unit sent to Montenegro during the First Balkan War. A 
unit typically consisted of three medical officers, three dressers (medical students), six nursing orderlies; five general duty orderlies, and 
one cook. The first B.R.C.S. Unit was sent to Montenegro on 19 October 1912; the second including James was despatched in 
December 1912. With some copied research. War Commemorative Medal 1914-18 and Montenegrin Medal for Zeal not confirmed.

Fred Greaves (1890-1973), who was born in Killamarsh, Derbyshire, was 
awarded the V.C. for his bravery in the 9th Battalion, The Sherwood Foresters, at 
Poelcapelle, east of Ypres, on 4 October 191 7. 

After the Great War, he returned to his old job at Markham Colliery and later 
joined the St. John Ambulance Association. His V.C. is on display in the 
regimental museum at Nottingham Castle.

John Alexander Findlay was born in October 1883, the son of Joseph Findlay, a 
merchant, and Jessie B. Findlay of Clairmont, Kelvinside, Glasgow. A graduate of 
Glasgow University, he was admitted to serve as a law agent in Scotland in April 
1912 and practised as a solicitor in Glasgow. Meanwhile, he had been 
commissioned in the Highland Light Infantry (Territorial Force), gaining 
advancement to Captain prior to the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

Embarked for Egypt with the 1 /5th (City of Glasgow) Battalion, Findlay and his 
comrades afterwards landed at Cape Helles, Gallipoli on 1 July 1915; he was 
slightly wounded in the trenches at Twelve Tree Copse on the 5th but rejoined 
his unit a week later. Gallipoli aside, the 1 /5th witnessed extensive action with 
the Egyptian Expeditionary Force 1916-17, and it was in that capacity that 
Findlay was killed in action in Palestine on 8 November 1917, on which date the 
battalion carried out a gallant night attack on enemy held heights near Hesi. 

Findlay, who was buried in Gaza Cemetery, was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 18 March 1917, refers) and awarded the D. 
S.O. (London Gazette 1 January 1918). His Memorial Plaque was sent to his mother; sold with copied war diary extracts in respect of 
the 1/5th's night attack on 8 November 191 7.

George Walford Giles was born in Dulwich, Surrey and enlisted at Lambeth, London. Initially served as Private 197387 in the Army

1918. He was buried in the Bellacourt Military Cemetery.

A noted athlete, whose accomplishments 
included the title of champion hammer thrower of New Zealand, he was onetime given the task of swimming underwater to cut enemy 
wire. He is also believed to have been captured but made his escape. Subsequently wounded at Chanuk Bair on 10 August 1915, 
Casserely suffered the amputation of one of his legs.

This being done, Pett was recalled to the Royal Observatory, Cape Town in October 1882, to take his share in the transit observations 
there.

Admiral of the Fleet Bruce Austin Fraser, 1st Baron Fraser of North Cape, G.C.B., K.B.E. (1888-1981), led the force that destroyed the 
German battleship Scharnhorst at the Battle of North Cape on 26 February 1943. In his capacity as Commander-in-Chief of the Home 
Fleet, he put to sea in his flagship H.M.S. Duke of York, convinced that the German battleship was planning to intercept Convoy JW 
55B. In the ensuing action, in which Belfast played a key role, the Scharnhorst was hit by an initial wave of four torpedoes and then, 
after concentrated gunfire and further torpedo attacks, sank at 7.45 p.m. that night. Fraser was elevated to G.C.B. and awarded the 
Soviet Order of Suvorov, First Degree. He subsequently took command of the Eastern Fleet and was the British signatory to the Japanese 
Instrument of Surrender at Tokyo Bay in September 1945.

The London Telephone Service Badge was awarded by the Postmaster-General during the Great War as a mark of distinction to women 
telephone operators who voluntarily remained at their posts in the exchanges during air raids, in order that calls relating to such matters 
as aircraft, defence, police, fire brigade and ambulances could be effected. The majority of the switchboards were located on the top 
floor of the building under a glass roof, certainly a dangerous spot to be on duty during an air raid. 
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'Captain George Fiott Day, V.C., C.B., R.N., was one of the most decorated officers in the Navy's history. His 
photograph shows him wearing three orders and nine medals, spaced across his uniform chest. The sight of this glittering 
array is supposed to have prompted the Prince of Wales (Edward VII) to suggest in about 1870 that medals should be 
gathered neatly together on one bar ... Day's naval career was a particularly strenuous one, but it does show the kind of 
service demanded of the Victorian naval officer. He was hardly ever on shore, but went from one arduous and even 
dangerous sea appointment to another.' 

The Victoria Cross at Sea, by John Winton, refers. 

A silver snuff box appertaining to Captain George Fiott Day, V.C., C.B., Royal Navy, oval shaped, the lid likely fashioned 
from a serving spoon, the hinged-base with engraved date '1855' flanking a Naval anchor, and 'Lieut. G. Day, H.M. 
Royal Navy', unmarked, 57mm. x 85mm. x 30mm., one or two minor dents to lid, generally in good condition and

George Fiott Day's remarkable career has been the subject of extensive coverage in numerous publications and requires no further 
elaboration here. However, given that the above described snuff box appears to date from the time of his V.C.-winning exploits in the 
Genitchi Strait in September 1855, the citation from The London Gazette of 24 February 1857 - is quoted herewith: 

'With great enterprise and gallantry, landed and successfully carried out a reconnaissance within the enemy's lines at Genitchi. This 
service was performed by Commander Day with the view of ascertaining the practicability of reaching the enemy's gun-vessels, which 
lay within the Straits of Genitchi, close to the town. It was performed by Commander Day alone on a dark but fine night, with the 
assistance of a pocket-compass. After traversing four or five miles of low swampy ground, occasionally up to his knees in water, he at 
length advanced to within about 200 yards of the vessels. From the perfect silence on board them, it was his conviction that they were 
without crews, and when he returned it was with the full impression that the expedition was a feasible one. This opinion, however, he 
was induced to change on the following day, in consequence of the increasing activity which was apparent in the direction of the 
vessels, and therefore he determined on making a second visit to the spot. On this occasion the night was a squally one, and the 
journey longer and more difficult than before. On reaching the spot, finding the vessels manned and their crews apparently on the alert, 
he decided that any attempt to surprise them was out of the question (Despatch from Admiral Lord Lyons, 9th October, 1855; No. 
844.)' 

It was while attempting a reconnaissance on the same ground that Captain L'Allemand, of the French steam-vessel Mouette, lost his 
life.

George Pearse was born in Exeter in 1 789 and qualified in medicine at St. George's Hospital prior to embarking on a career as a naval 
surgeon, 'serving on board the San Josef, Scipion, Gargon, & c. in the Mediterranean during the Peninsular War' (The London Medical 
Directory of 1847, refers). He then commenced a successful career of general practice in Westminster, holding numerous medical 
appointments up until his death in January 1846. 
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An original Crimea War letter - author unconfirmed, dated at 'Kadikoi, July 
9th 1855', ink, four sides on a single folded piece of white paper, 
addressed to 'My dearest Mamma' and discussing such matters as a 
soldier of the 41st giving water to a wounded Russian, a fellow officer 
selling his commission and the author's decision to grow a beard; with 
related envelope addressed to 'Mrs. Henry Leslie, Port Ballintrae,

Prince Christian Victor Albert Ludwig Ernst Anton of Schleswig- 
Holstein, G.C.B., G.C.V.O., who died of enteric fever at Pretoria on 29

Company, Pretoria, for daily supply of ice (2), an invoice from Watson, 
Wine & Spirit Merchant, Capetown, for a selection of port and spirits, 
and extensive manuscript schedule of a wide range of household 
furnishings supplied and on hire to the Prince, by Beckett & Co., 
Pretoria, including tables, beds, mattresses, chests of drawers, wash

Prince Christian Victor Albert Ludwig Ernst Anton of Schleswig-Holstein was born at Windsor Castle in April 1867, a grandson of 
Queen Victoria, his mother being Princess Helena, the fifth child and third daughter of the Queen, who married Prince Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein. Prince Christian Victor was the first member of the royal family to attend school - at Wellington College - instead of 
being educated by a tutor at home, which apparently pleased Queen Victoria, because her husband Prince Albert had been 
instrumental in establishing the college. 

At Wellington the Prince played for the Cricket First XI in 1883 and was captain in 1885. He was also captain of the cricket team at 
Magdalen College and at Sandhurst, and made one 1st Class appearance, playing for I Zingari (The Gypsies) against the Gentlemen of 
England in 1887. He remains, to this day, the only member of the royal family to have played cricket at 1 st Class level. 

Prince Christian Victor was commissioned into the 60th King's Royal Rifle Corps in 1888 and saw active service during the Hazara 
Expedition of 1891 (mentioned in despatches; Medal & clasp); the Miranzi Expedition, 1891 (clasp); the Isazai Expedition, 1892; the 
Ashanti Expedition, 1895-96 (mentioned in despatches and promoted Brevet Major; Ashanti Star), and the Nile Expedition of 1898, in 
which, on one occasion, he had to jump and swim ashore from a sinking gunboat, with the loss of practically all of his belongings 
(mentioned in despatches; 4th Class of the Turkish Order of Osmanieh; Queen's and Khedive's Sudan Medals). 

In 1899, the Prince was selected for the Staff College but on the advent of the Boer War, he volunteered for active service and went out 
to South Africa as a Staff Officer to the 2nd Infantry Brigade. He was subsequently present at all the fighting in the lead up to the relief 
of Ladysmith - at Colenso a bullet passed through his wallet. Following the capture of Pretoria, Prince Christian established a base for 
himself in the city but he died there of enteric fever on 29 October 1900, age 33.

Edward Stafford Fitzherbert (13th Baron Stafford) was born on 17 April 1864, the third son of Basil Thomas Fitzherbert, of Swynnerton 
Parks, Staffordshire. Educated at Oscott College, Birmingham and entered the Royal Navy in 1877. Promoted to Lieutenant, 1886; 
Commander, 1899; Captain, 1904; Rear-Admiral, 1915 and Vice-Admiral, 1920. Served in Egypt, 1882 (medal and star); and East 
Africa, 1888 (despatches). Commanded Colossus in the Grand Fleet, 1914-15; Admiral of Minesweepers, 1916; Director of Torpedoes 
and Mines, 1917. Then Commander-in-Chief of the Cape Station, before being placed on the Retired List in 1923. Promoted to Admiral 
on the Retired List, 1925. Awarded the C.B., 1918 and K.C.B., 1920. Succeeded his brother as 13th Baron Stafford in 1932. He died on 
28 September 1941.

Robert Angus Martin Hennessy was born in Rye, Sussex in September 1914. Became a Naval Cadet in January 1932 and appointed a 
Midshipman in September 1932. Promoted to Sub-Lieutenant in October 1935 and Lieutenant in June 1938. In the 1930's he served in 
the Mediterranean on the battleships Revenge and Queen Elizabeth , before joining Vernon for M.T.B's. in May 1938. During the 
Second World War, commanding M.T.B.69, he was mentioned in despatches for the destruction of an enemy trawler in the Dover 
Straits, October 1940. Then commanding M.T.B.77 in the Mediterranean he was mentioned again for an attack on an enemy convoy, 
February 1943. He was advanced to Acting Lieutenant-Commander in November 1944 and confirmed in that rank in June 1946. 
Commanded the escort destroyer Lammerton, February 1945-early 1946. Promoted to Commander in December 1951. During the 
Korean War, he served on the destroyer Comus and was mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.C. As Commander of the frigate 
Suprise he was created an M.V.O. 4th Class at the Coronation Review 1943.

Both Lansdell and Strube saw service with the Artists Rifles during the Great War, Strube as a Corporal and Lansdell initially as a 
Private, but ending the war as a Company Quarter-Master Sergeant. 

Sidney Conrad Strube (1892-1956), who studied at St Martin's School of Art, was a cartoonist for the Daily Express newspaper from 
1912 to 1948, and continued to send back cartoons for publication from the front during the Great War whilst on active service with 
the Artists Rifles, 1916-18. Whilst in France Strube served as a Regimental Physical Training and Bayonet Instructor. He brought his 
cartoonist's sense of humour with him to military life, on one occasion filling a bayonet practice dummy with red paint, causing one of 
the new recruits to faint on striking his target. The Daily Express published Strube's first album of cartoons in 1913, and when he was 
demobilised in 1918 the newspaper ran with the headline "Strube Comes Back". Such was his popularity that by 1931 the Daily 
Express was paying him £10,000 a year, after it was obliged to match an offer made by its circulation rival, the Daily Herald. During 
the 1939-45 War Strube produced propaganda posters for the government, as well as advertising artwork for Guinness and other 
companies. After being sacked in 1948 by the Daily Express he worked freelance for the Sunday Times, Time & Tide, Everybody's and 
Tatler , and continued to produce advertising artwork for Guinness. Strube, who was made a Freeman of the City of London, died at his 
home in Golders Green on 4 March 1956. 

John Andrew Douglas Lansdell (1896-1976), was born Streatham, London, the son of the Reverend Frederick J. Lansdell (recorded in 
the 1901 census as being the Church of England vicar of the parish of St Barnabas, Douglas, Isle of Man), and Alice Ann Lansdell (nee 
Wilson). Lansdell was educated at the St John's Foundation School for the Sons of Poor Clergy of the Church of England, Epsom Road, 
Leatherhead, Surrey. A pre-war Territorial Army soldier, he enlisted into the Artists Rifles in 1913 and was called up for active service 
on the outbreak of the war in August 1914.

(d) to remove, store and insure the lot at the expense of the defaulting buyer 
and, in the case of storage, either at Dix Noonan Webb premises or 
elsewhere. 

(e) to charge interest at a rate not exceeding 2 percent per month on the 'total 
amount due' to the extent it remains unpaid for more than 5 working days 
after the day of the auction. 

(f) to retain that or any other lot sold to the same buyer at the sale or any other 
auction and release it only after payment of the 'total amount due'. 

(g) to reject or ignore any bids made by or on behalf of the defaulting buyer 
at any future auctions or obtaining a deposit before accepting any bids in 
future. 

(h) to apply any proceeds of sale then due or at any time thereafter becoming 
due to the defaulting buyer towards settlement of the 'total amount due' and 
to exercise a lien on any property of the defaulting buyer which is in Dix 
Noonan Webb's possession for any purpose. 

12 Liability of Dix Noonan Webb and sellers 

(a) Goods auctioned are usually of some age. All goods are sold with all 
faults and imperfections and errors of description. Illustrations in catalogues 
are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves prior to the sale 
as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely on their own 
judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. Subject to the 
obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this Condition, none of the 
seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is responsible for errors of 
descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity of any lot. No warranty 
whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents, or any seller 
to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or implied conditions or 
warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a 'deliberate forgery' may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 


which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
'deliberate forgery' and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be set 
aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, provided 
that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the catalogue 
that the lot was a 'deliberate forgery' was by means of scientific processes not 
generally accepted for use until after publication of the catalogue or a 
process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer's claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount paid 
in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage suffered or 
expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which has a minimum value of £100, being the minimum 
'hammer price' at which that lot may be treated as sold. A reserve once 
placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent of Dix Noonan 
Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 'hammer price' below 
the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to which the seller is 
entitled shall be the same as they would have been had the sale been at the 
reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the auctioneer may bid on 
behalf of the seller. 

15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 'stated 
rate' and 'expenses' from the 'hammer price' and acknowledges Dix Noonan 
Webb's right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

1 6 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

1 7 Payment of sale proceeds 

Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the 'total amount due' from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
'total amount due' is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 'total amount due' 
within 3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify 
the seller and take the seller's instructions as to the appropriate course of 
action and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb's opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the 'total amount due' from the buyer. If circumstances 


do not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller's expense to agree special terms for 
payment of the 'total amount due', to remove, store and insure the lot sold, to 
settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix Noonan 
Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as are 
necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary to 
rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
'total amount due' within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb's then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, 
and 'expenses' incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the 'stated rates' calculated on the 'bought-in price' and in addition 
'expenses' in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if the 
seller is resident in the European Union. 
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
